PREFACE 


My first intioduction to the journals of Elizabeth 
Wynu^^ was early in 1928 when, just eighteen an^* 
newly engaged, I went to stay for the fust time at 
Swao^omne, in Buckmghamshiie, with my futuie in- 
laws Theie one e\ening Chnstopher Fremantle (who 
married me in 1930) took out of an old chest full of 
manuscripts the first volumes of what was known in 
the family as "gieat giandmamma s Diary There were 
twenty-five volumes of all shapes and many sizes, 
varying from small gay paper-bound exercise book^ 
writteQ„in a very childish hand, and illustrated by thtj 
author, to pompous red morocco and gold-lettered 
tomes filled with almost indecipherable and^ 
domineering Mid-Victoiian script 

The fiist volume was dated 1789, the last 1857 Th^ 
first two were written in French as well as eistfacts m 
many of the later one^ extracts theie were too m 
G^man, Italian, and m a 'disguised’ hand used by the 
diarist only for wilting seciets 

Such was my first ^eeting with Elizabeth Wynne 
and hei Journal At first it was difficult to discover 
furtlier No one remembered her, and fiom the family 
I could find out very little about her No one had evei 
read all through the journals and although certain 
phrases such as 'papa came home drunk by my advice: 
and 'the rascally Neapolitans always make papa a kSm 
had passed ihto family parlance, yet no one could tell 
me who the iVynne^were or why Elizabeth left so 
voluminous a diary, and in so m^yiy languages Some 
information them was, however, and sonre clues £li:^a- 
beth was the wufe, I learnt, of the fifst Admiral Fie- 
mantle, and Burke gave her fatli^r as 'Richard Wynne 
Escjuire' At Swanbourne there were miniatures of her,

of hei P thei, hei mother, her sisteis, and a mysterious, 
and strangely plain, Countess of Rosenberg There 
were '\unt Emmy's Memoirs', a charming handful of 
typescript reminiscences acquired by my fatliei~in-law 
from his great-aunt, Elizabeth's granddaughtej>^here 
“was a pair of bellows given to Lady Fremantle, nee 
Wynne, by Nelson's Lady Hamilton, various medals 
and orders of her husband’s, eveicise books ‘S her 
children, numbeiless letters from hei husband, and 
above all, the house itself, her house, small, and, as 
she woi^ld have called it, ‘snug still exactly like the 
drawing she made of it on the first page of the tenth 
volume of her diary 

Then m 1929 I went to Glasgow to stay with the 
Hon Mrs Campbell, widow of the sometime^Bishop 
ef-Glasgow and Galloway She had marned a descen- 
dant of Eugenia's (Elizabeth's younger sister, who in 
1806 married Robert Campbell), and had m her posses- 
Iion spi^e twenty volumes of Eugenia's diary, the 
earliest covering the same period as Elizabeth's and 
relating to the same episodes for example from Hie 
years 1789 to 1795, when thcf^-wo small sisters grew 
up together), others describing later and very different 
scenes and life the jCourt at ""Naples under ‘II Re 
Lazarone', the London ‘Routs', and the Highlands and 
Islands of Scotland in the early mneteenth century 
but all as vividly and with as much intimate and 
Ong^nal detail as in Elizabeth's own diary 

the same year Bruno Brunelli’s Casanova Loved 
Her was published in an English translation The 
heroine, Giustimana Wynne, proved to be none other 
thaivthe mysterious Countess oFRosenCerg, and ‘Ric- 
cardo', ^^^redited by Brunelli with a baronetcy which he 
never claimed, and to which indeed he had no preten- 
sions, was Elizabeth's own father A cousin of my hus-

the present ownei of Bedwell Park, Hertfordshire, 
which wag one of Richaid Wynne’s estates, wrote to 
me soon after the publication of Brunelh^s book, giving 
texts of the Wynne memorials m the Essendon Church, 
and Oi die Bedwell title-deeds 

In 1933 my father-in-law discovered sixteen more 
volumes of Elizabeth Wynne’s diary which had been 
lost m the general family upheaval on the death of the 
second Lord Cottesloe in 1918 The continuity of the 
now reassembled forty-one volumes is unbroken, except 
foi a part of 1796 when one slim exeicise book was lost 
by the diaiist on board the Inconstant (she notes the 
loss heiself and it is to be wondered whether it was^ 
entirel)^ accidental ) Elizabeth — or Betsy, Betzi, or 
Betsey, as she always called herself and was called bv 
her contemporaries — was ten and Eugenia nine when 
the little sisters sent M Benmcasa to buy the books for 
the diary, as is recoided m their first entry But while^ 
Betsey never failed, from August 17th 1789, i^istil she 
\a.y dying m the last days^of "March 1857, daily to con- 
fida^ to her journal, her sister, from ill health, laziness, 
or ‘being too much occupied’ left numerous lacunae 
often of months and ^ometimes of yea«s, and cannot 
be relied upon to carry on a cocitinuous narrative for 
very long

August 17th, 1789 Handle 4U, Stotzheim Mondai 
Betsey 'We danced, and after that Mens Scottyr 
Mens Fries and Mens Grange went as far as Stras- 
burg my sister and I went with them to Benfeit, 
where there was a big fair After dinner Papa and 
Mama went to the Marclesys’ Mons Pleyel came to 
the house, I began to accompany hinr, but it did not 
go well, so that we played a few Sonatas ’ 

Eugenia notes that just as she was about to begin 
an interesting book, the noise made by her little 
sisters* pi evented hei from enjoying it She adds, in 
a flowery-margmed note, 'Mon cher journal, je 
barbouille, me le pardonnes tu^ Dis om, je te*par- 
donnes ' Then, in a further marginal note, is 'J’ai

August 18th Tuesday Stotzheim My aunt went 
with my two little sisti^s to meet Mons Benincasa 
af Benfeit He brougjit me ['us’ scratched out] the 
book for the [‘our’ deleted] diary ^ytuch I ['we 
erased] began as ^Monday’s journal describes 
Mademoiselle Eberts gave us our dictation as Mons 
Fries IS away for a few days After dinner Mama 
went to Bar to do a little shopping and paid a visit 
to the Cure of Berkheim Whilst she was out I 
, practised tlie harpsichord The Baroness de ViTRz

him foi a losaiy and he gave me a very pretty one 
from the holy house of Loretto which had touched 
the Holy Stoop The Cure of Berkheim’s house is 
very pretty There is in it a sofa and net curtains 
which he hrmself has made We went to take a short 
walk in the village but tliere was nothing pretty in 
it so we retraced our steps Coming back home we 
stopped at Madame de Vrmtz’s house, where we 
fc^nd Madame Kunne, Mons le Cure of Stotzheim 
stayed there and we came quietly home Papa had 
bSen to the Marclesy and he said she was very ill

Eugenia commends®the 'industrious Cure of Berk-

20 Stotzheim August Thitrsdvv Mons Benmcasa 
dressed up as a woman, and my aunt as a man I 
came downstairs without recognising them [m the 
margin, a gi own-up hand has written 'et je ne les 
ai pas reconnus’] But at last Mons Bemncasa made 
such an absurd curtsey that I knew him and my aunt 
also from her voice After dinner Mde Maiclesy 

YT7ished foi company, everyone from the castle went 
except my sister and I In the evening I practised 
accompaniments with Mons Pleyel 

Eugenia is not kind abotlt Mde^ Marclesy 'she 
~ oent for mama lo come and sit with her, as she has 
had a temble night, but when the doctor came he 
said it was nothing but an indigestion ’ 

21 Friday This morning a terrible accident occurred 
A poor boy who had gone to pick wild apples in 
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1789 

the wood, a peasant mistook him for a deer, and, 
as the shooting season is now open, shot him with 
his gun Hardly had he seen what he had done when 
he was teirified and fled After dinner Mademoiselle 
Vandoeuvre and the Baron and Baroness de Viintz” 
came to dnnk tea The doctor, Mr la Chose, came 
from Strasburg, a very intelligent man The Cure 
came to play cards with my aunt and told us that 
eveiythmg had been settled about the little boy that 
had been killed 

Eugenia gives a more detailed description of the 
accident ‘A peasant heie tliat was gone hunting, 
heard a rusding m the bushes, and, thinking it was 
a deer, took aim When the hunter came to gather 
up his quariy, alash what a horrid spectacle? 
child lay stretched befoie him, witli two builds m 
his temples, twm in his cheeks and one in his thioat 
Tne miserable peasant, oveicome with lemorse* fled 
from the scene The Baian de Vrintz cam^or to 
drink tea and spoke w^:h gieat fervour of the oath 
of fidelity made by the French troops to their King 
Foi my part this did not make the slig^htest impres- 
sion on me ' 

[Fries, and the two Grangers, father and son, 
returned from Strasburg on the 22nd On Sunday, 
the 23rd, after Mass, Eugenia writes tlie de Vnntz's 
came and four canonesses from Handleau We 
danced for them and weie much applauded,

Jeptember 1st 1789 [Still the painfully correct 
writing and ^ntimeflfts ] To-day theie was an arith- 
metic session witli Mons Benmcasa, that was a tr?fleu 
muddled After dinner the whole M^rclesy family, 
as well as a sister of his, an old maid, the Vrints, 
Lien, and the Cure, etc A long ^piquet innings, and

dinner Mens and Mde Kuen and the Cuib of Stotz- 
heim came, theie v/as the usual meeting of the States 
General, our game of mouche with Mons Grangei 
and Mons Jaegle, papa played Trictrac with Mons 
Benmcasa The weatlier begins again to be fine All 
the better foi oui walks Mde Chappui laid in 
yesteiday evening of a little daughter at Strasbomg 
Eugenia says 'the States General played their 
customary g^me and played the whole evening, yet 
the VICIOUS creatuies complained they had hardly 
played at alfi 

Stotzheim, Sunday, 27th September Mass My 
auif? and Mons Benmcasa paid a visit to tlie 
^aiclesy’s Prepaiations for this evemng's mas- 
querade Mons and Mde Masnet came to dinnei 
after, there was a big ball all the peasants were at it 
It Bogan at 4 o clock I will now teH about the mas- 
querade We diessed Granger as a woman, Eugenia 
as a Turk, Mary as a shepherdess The little groom, 
Chailes, became a nobleman, Francois earned a 
lantern to Jight him his way, and the gardener 
walked behind him^s his servant he was not recog- 
nised, although he woie no mask The othei groom, 
Robert, had a hoise clotli on, the coachman was a 
chef and I a pierrot The Vrmts were tliere I was 
also dressed as a peasant We kept manv peasants 
gtfd their womenfolk to supper Mons le Cuie and 
his nephew came to suppei After we danced, Mary 
was dressed as a man, papa as a woman and Ms 
Jaegle also as a woman CMrles df^ssed up as a 
gftl ^Everyone daheed in their disguises until eleven 
o’clock I danced a minuet with the Cuie’s nephew 
who is a very bad dancer Mons Granger danced 
one with Mons Jahgle who took a toss, they amused 
us vastly The«kitchenmaid dressed ap as a man 
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1789 

Odile also dressed up as a man She has very fine 
legs AM these people stank terribly, they had drunk 
a measure of wine and were all a trifle tipsy 
October 2nd A great day’s shooting Mons Kuen, the 
Cure, Mons Bemncasa, papa and seveiai huntsmen 
Two buck were killed The coachman broke a vessel 
contaimng six bottles tliiough wishing to carry it 
on his shoulder stuck into his knapsack He atoned 
Ins fault however, by the good omelettes he made 
for the hunters On oui return a sit-down supper 
Sunday, October 4th We arrived too early at Mass, 
so mama and my aunt went and paid a visit to the

Cosacke After I diessed myself again in my clotEfes,^ 
and we danced till 8 o’clock I forgot to say that 
before supper pap^ dressed as a pierrot with M 
Granger Papa supped m his travesti After ^supper 
we put a wig on the marrow and a candle inside 
Mary and I dressed ourselves as Sultan and Sultana, 
and we amused ourselves greatlyuntil eleven o’clock 
Mde de Vrints stayed with us all jhe time 
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Eugenia s contribution is in verse

FniDA'i^TH I went walking with Mademoiselle Eberts 
and my sister We went^to Mons De BiUard who has 
been in bed for six weeks m Made de Saint Fekx's 
house and Mons Fries who has had a second opera- 
tion to his breast We dance^ this morning Mons 
de Vnnts to dinnei? After dinner we saw the horses 
exercising in the royal stables which entertained us 
greatly We had supper with Granger Mons BuUer 
came he went to pay a visit to my aunt but she 
-vypuld not receive him he sent her two bottles of 
'Porter 

Sunday, 18th Bunal at Mass of a shoemaker The 
Cure's nephew said mass ar^ tookjlie funeral It 
IS lovely weather The Vnnts, the Kuens and Mons 
le Cure and his nephew came to see us also M 
Kinser I plsyed a tnck on BuUer [Eugema was 
very outraged because the Cure asked her *if she 
were frightened at Mass because of the dead person 
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in church' 1 must admit this question shocked me 
as I do not like to be thought a coward '] 

Monday 19th I forgot to say yesterday m my journal 
diat the Massenets came here to sleep Mons 
Grangei left to-day for Strasburg with his wife and 
Lyly Papa went shooting with Mons Kuen Mons 
le Cure and his nephew they killed two bucks all 
the guns supped witli us Mr Buller did not suffer 
much from the nettles we put in his^bed 

Eugenia says 'Mon Jaegle went to Baal to buy 
nuts The tailor brought us our Greek dresses which 
are very well made only the bodices are an ugly 
black which makes them look hke peasants c^thes ' 
Monday 26th I forgot to say yesterday that dm 
grooms, coachman, horses and dogs were gqne to 
Italy which makes me certain that we shall go also 
Mons Granger, the Baron de Vrints, the Cures—' 
nephew who I have already e\plained was dse Cure 
of Molzheim, and Ale^an'der all went to Strasburg 
The Baron de Vnnts came to play tnc-trac with the 
wicked Buller who has done nothing at all since he 
came but torment us He is only going to Strasbourg 
on Friday with us ^'he doctor dined with us '*The 
Massenets left in the afternoon 
Tuesday Mons and Mde Marclesy came and dined 
together with Mde Vendoeuvre after the meal I 
played a sonata of Kozeluch on the litde harpsi- 
chord Papa saw the ladies home and played Daftie.- 
Trou with Mad Vendoeuvre he came home at 
8 o'clock Whilst he was out I played a game of 
Tnctrac wim Buller who after that teased me yntil 
supper time I did a lot of iromng 

[On Wednesday the 28 th Eugefua finds Buller 
intolerable 'Papa dined with tjie Marclesy's so we 
had a solitary meal with Mama and BuUer After 
being much tormented by the ugly Buller and after 
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1789 

having; received many of his importunate kisses I 
had supper and went to bed I wrote a letter tour 
times and was never successful, because I wiite like 
a pig ' Betseys only record is that they confessed to 
a Capuchin who came on purpose fiom Stotzheim ] 
Friday, October 30th We left Stotzheim at 8 o’clock 
for Stiasburg with Papa, Mary who was sick in the 
carriage, Buller and Harriet, who was very good 
George brought Juno a bitch that is in pup and a 
httlecdog A't the Hotel de Lyon where we are 
lodging we found Mon Eberts and Andrew who 
were waiting for us to go and dine with Made 
Eberts 

Eugenia adds ‘After dinner we played a hand 
®®bf Wisk Then we went to the comedy they gave 
Me^wpe a supeib tragedy by Mr Voltaire and a little 
^ comic piece in one act, Les Fausses Consultations ’ 
S4lTui?u^y October 31st Papa has rheumatism m his 
left arm which prevents him from getting up and 
going to breakfast with Buller, so that I went \vith 
Mary, Eugenia and Justma On our way we stopped 
at the house of a hump-backed old cook we had last 
Winter they gave ps some dakes then we went to 
Builer who gave us a very good brealcfast There 
were Mons Granger and Mon Chappuis Mon 
Buller and Mon Chappuis came with us to Mr 
Fries who is much better we saw tliere jHr Jaegle 
who IS no longer bonneted as a pnest but hke a 
Nobleman with a pigtail this headdress does not 
become him well Mon Fries gave me two little 
volumes of La Fontaine’s Fables and to Eugema 
t^odittle books that I did not see excellent dinner 
at the end at the comedy they gave Fellomar or 
the continuation of Tom Jones this piece is very

Eberts supped with us with her father and M Buller 
papa IS better [Eugenia says the little books were a

Monday November 2nd 1789 We left Strasbouig at 
8 o'clock before leaving we saw Chappui, BuUer, 
Madame Eberts and her father, they were all very 
soiTy to see us go We passed Kehl, Bishoffsheim, 
Stotzofen, and Rastadt, where we slept it is a very 
pietty town Papa endured the journey fairly well, 
but he suffered greatly fiom the jolRng for tlie roads 
at piesent are very bad Mary is \eiy ill from her 
teeth We went with Mons Jaegle to see the castle 
the ancient residence of the Molgraffe of Bahd it is 
a very fine palace witli all soits of antiques in it 
especially Turkish Costumes A very bad supp^at 
the Inn which we awaited with gieat impati-ence — 
and it wasn't good 
Tuesday 3rd 

Eugenia says 'We were obliged to stay ^1 day m 
Rastadt on account of^uno, Papa's excellent sporting

Eugenia has for November 4th Wednesday 'We left

weie no post horses to go on further we senCfo-^ 
some peasants' horses and when v^aiting ate a good 
soup Afte# waiting for 3 horns we got 4 horses but 
theie were so many mountains that we only got to 
Pfortzheim at 7 o'clock It seems ayretty htde town 
and has a steel and ivory manufacture We heard 
that Marianne passed here and also our horses, dogs, 
postillions and grooms and that all are well ' 
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Saturday 7 We bought some moie things fiom the 
women Papa was able to get up and we left at last 
at half past ten The roads were very bad which 
caused papa to suffer greatly Ulm is a badly paved 
Imperial city [Eugenia says whose cobbles caused 
Papa to suffei greatly and to swear’] the Danube 
flows thiough it We lodged at the Black Bull A 
good enough supper but they are very slow Papa 
feels veiy unwell and will stay here three or four 
days 

Sunday Sth No mass there is but one Catholic church 
Took a lesson wutli mons Jaegle After dinner to 
Vespers with the cook, little Justina and Andres 
The^huich is pretty We went up the belfry with 
^on Jaegle there is a stone balustrade there is 
always a watcher to see if there is a fire m the town 
he puts up a lantern on the side where there is the 
fire ^One has to go up 340 steps which fatigued us 
greatly We were told that Maximilien 1st father of 
Charles V dared to stand oi>the Balustrade wath one 
leg in the air and made several pirouettes Justixia 
went to bed without any supper because she gave 
the cook such a smack that fo;^ two hours she could 
nof open her eye I *'slept with mama Papa has a 
fever this evening A geography lesson with Mons 
Jaegle [Eugenia says they went to meet M Jaegle 
at die Lutheran Catliedral where they saw such 
funny costumes they almost laughed ] 

■-Monday 9th November Ulm We were told that 
vesterday evening at the inn two oflBcers wished 
to fight but Odile put herself- between them and 
separated them They were frightened of one 
""another Papa’s rheumatism is much better which 
gave us great pleasure A httle walk in the afternoon 
with Mons Jaegle we went into a bookshop where 
there were several German, French and English 
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books Eugenia went to bed with a heavy cold and 
a slight, fever Odile slept with her husband 
10th Tuesda^y Eugenia stayed in bed all day and we 
had the pleasure of seeing papa out of his bed and 
dining at table After the meal I went walking with 
Harriet, Justina, the cook and Andres we saw several 
big ships which are being built to send to Vienna 
with com (oats) for the Emperors tioops they are 
sold there it being too expensive to bring them back 
A lesson with Mons Jaegle 

[On the 11th both invalids are better ] 

12th Thubsday Spent the day rather sadly preparing 
to set off on our journey to-morrow I went with 
Jaegle to do a little shopping and we heard^ there 
was a conceit We asked papa’s permission to gQ^to 
it which he accorded us It was really quite passable 
they played a Sonata not badly 
13th Friday We left Ulm and passed Gmisberg-- ' 
Zusmershausen and Augsburg we arrived^ at the 
latter as night was facing and stayed at the Three 
Moons, a good inn We had wretched weather and 
poor Juno fell from the box under the carnage which 
passed over her bejly which made papa very cross 
which IS a sad change as he«*had been very gay all 
the journey A very bad supper 

Eugenia is more explicit about the sad accident 
‘As we were going quietly along, suddenly we heard 
cries and barking from the dogs Mama looked out 
of the vnndow What a spectacle for Papa ^ His best^ 
bitch, Juno, stretched out in the middle of the road 
The wheels had gpne over her belly She feU out 
having bitten through her chain George nursed her 
tenderly, but her life is despaired of ’ 

Saturday 14th We had to pay heavily for last night’s 
bad supper Mons Emmench-paid us a visit Went 
with mama to buy crockery and changed our money 
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c 

We only left at noon and passed but Schwab- 
munchen wheie we waited two hours foi-'horses at 
last we ai rived at Buchloe a very ugly place but to 
make up for it we had a very good supper and excel- 
lent beds Juno wags her tail a little but cannot stand 
upright [Eugenia says she was bled by Georges 
and IS a little better ] 

15th Sunday We came well and the three posts 
Kaufbeuem, Stetten and Fuessen, unfortunately 
something bi,oke in tlie wheel which prevented us 
goin^ further Now we are beginning to get into 
the Tyrol already one sees tlie mountains covered 
with, snow, and the waterfalls make themselves 
hea^d This inn seems very bad What pleases 
^e is that Papa suffers much less from his rheuma- 
tisnj} 

Eugenia says that before they started ‘mama 
bor^ght a coffee set in silver, for 26 louis, and also 
a sugnr basin, a teapot and candlestick, a milk jug 
and a lamp all m tlie same^metal ' 

[On the 16th they arrive at Reiti, where they 
dine, and Parwis, where they sleep Eugenia is veiy 
poetical ‘The lovely view oipe enjoys seeing there 
beTutiful mountains whose fi owning crests all sil- 
vered aie lifted audaciously towards the skies In 
spite of the snow the pine forests of evei lasting 
green offer a smiling landscape to our eyes We are 
certain the Postillion that brought us is not German, 
because he is witty and conducted us well '] 
Tuesday 17th Again we started at half past five The 
post from Parwis to Dirchenb^ch is v^ry long From 
hgre we passed Innsbruck The wicked Marianne 
stopped the old carnage after we were gone as she 
was afraid to^'show herself before Mama and Papa 
She talked a lot to Mary We amved at Brenner 
only at 8 o’clock the rooms had already been 
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wamied for us It is very cold just now The Brenner 
IS the highest mountain in the Tyrol 

Evgema says ‘The wicked Mananne was 
weeping her tears were certainly hippociitical she 
told Mary my aunt had obtained a place for her for 
my part I am sorry for id but adds m the margin, in 
1792, 1 say that it is proof of a very bad heart to be 
sorry that this girl should have a place, even though 
we could not exactly praise her conduct’ 

Thursday 19th Trent We had to wait more than 
three hours m Bolzano as the wheel of our^camage 
was again broken Francis rode ahead to each post 
so that we always found the horses leady which 
helped us greatly From Bolzano which is only one 
post from Deutschend we went thiough Bian^l, 
Neumaik, Salem, Lavis and Tient we only arrived 
here at nightfall and we are lodged at the Rose a 
fnghtful Inn We found two letteis fiom Montah- 
bano who tells us he has not taken the b:3use we 
wished for, and tha^; negotiations could not be 
^entered upon until papa arrived which put us all in 
a very bad humour 

Eugenia is more^dramatic ‘We found two letters 
from my brother-in-law Montalbano who ^ote 
things that took away our appetite He said he had 
not got the fine house we flattered om selves would 
be ready for us, as the piopnetors would wait till 
Papa came in before malang a price as they were m 
need of money, and wished Papa to pay five yOar*^ 
rent m advance This made me so sad I went to bed 
after eating hardli^ anything and even so it was a 
bad supper ’ ^ 

Friday 20th The weather very bad which prevented 
our leaving as soon as we would haVe wished every 
one slept badly as the beds were so bad The rogues 
in the hotel made us pay 25 florins for our bad 
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supper and apartments without including breakfast 
We only passed Pergine which meant we bad to stay 
in Borgo di Valsugaro as on our way driving over a 
hole which had a little stieam running through it we 
bioke away entirely the fiont of the carriage 
By great fortune we were only half a mile from the 
post Here they gave us poulante which was excel- 
lent 

xTURDAY 21 st We left Borgo di Valsugaro very early 
after the carnage had been successfully mended 
We phssed Biinolano and from thence went on to 
Bassano the roads were quite terrible on one side 
IS the Brenta on the other mountains from which 
fallal eat rocks At Bassano we saw Mons Feirari 
and a man who had been sent by Montalbano this 
**fellQ.w told us he was waiting foi us at Castelfranco 
and that we should sleep there which is what we did 
but we did not arrive as soon as we hoped as the 
postilkons weie drunk I think they hatched a plot 
together to upset us when f^ve were five miles from 
the post it was the new carnage which papa, marfia, 
Mons Jaegle, Eugenia and I were in luckily it over- 
turned m a ditch where there^was no water and no 
on€ was hurt except George who was on the box he 
fell against a big tree and in a fury with the postil- 
lions went for them with his kmfe whose point he 
broke All the rufl&ans that is to say the postillions 
drQw their kmves and were going to kill him, but 
his wife got between them and earned him off to 
the old carnage at last we can continue our journey 
We met Mary my sister and he? husba^pd on our way 
thpy had come to meet us At last we got there two 
* gentfemen came one went to see the Podesta and we 
could have put the postillions in prison but papa did 
not wish it ^ 

Eugema says^ ‘We had very bad roads and were 
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often but a ban ’s breadth f i om the precipice \t last, 
praise be to God, we arrived safe and sound at 
Bassano, where we only halted a few moments for 
dinner ' 

Sunday 22nd We only left in the afternoon before 
leaving we saw the theatre which is very pretty we 
also saw the children of one of yesteiday evening's 
gendemen After the postillions had stopped on the 
way three times to drink we arrived at Treviso at 
one o'clock in die mght we saw heie man} of 
our acquaintance Count Turrian with his wife the 
Countess Polla with her son Volpato and others we 
went to bed rather late 

Monday 23 At last we left and arrived at Goneg;hano 
we went to Rosseti's house where we must stay until 
we have another Mary and her husband dined with 
us and also Momolo Judico Everyone is very glad to 
see us again 

Tuesday 24th Mary my sister, Papa, Checo, Montah 
bano, Eugenia, Justim and we all went to the 
Montalbano's country estate which is called Mann 
We saw my htde nephew who is pretty and fat 
Papa went shootings Mary my sister s Another in law 
IS always dressed like a servant We were given a 
good dinner very late after which we danced with 
the countesses and peasant women of this village 
I slept with Mary my sister we have a very cold 
loom 

[On Wednesday they come back to Coneghaho 
and find Mama "cutting out dusters by the fire half 
frozen as all arei.] 

Thursday 26th I went early to the baker's^ AjFter 
dinner we took a walk and went to see Leon 
Cavazza's house when we returned f saw with great 
annoyance that the Count Bnmncasa was come 
from Vemce 
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CoNEGLiANO, FRIDAY 27th Mon Bemiicasa went back 
to Venice which gave me pleasure We came to do 
our lessons to a room in Mrs Momola's house where 
there is a good fire Mon Brandolin and other 
gentlemen paid us a visit m oui new house Justma 
worked passably well Before dinnei we went to 
Boca di Strada to see a house which is for sale it is 
big but needs putting in order In the evening we 
went and danced at the Malvoltis' house 
Thursday December 3rd I had a lettei from Made- 
moiselle Eberts who tells us that the coachman’s 
wife has died in tlie greatest misery, no one wanted 
to t^ke charge of the two children of whom the 
eldest IS a litde giii of ten years old quite cnppled, 
^she cannot use any of her limbs the other a litde boy 
of three Now a woman will take them and will be 
given 20 francs a mondi I gave my pink and white 
hat to my sistei Mary I spent to evening with Count 
Bep©- Montalbano We worked 

Eugenia adds We too^ no lessons with Mons 
Jaegle as he was occupied fiom three o’clock iro 6 
writing a letter of one page I learnt how to mend 
holes m silk shifts After sapper we danced and 
mkde dusteis ’ 

[On the 4th Eugenia wrote ‘After dinner we saw 
die bull hunt tiiat is to say they make die bulls run 
and dogs after before killing them a barbarous habit 
they have in diis country ] 

Sa^iurday 12th We dmed with die Montalbanos And 
took possession of Leon Cavazza’s house where we 
sleep and shall hve To-moi^ow stqves will come 
fjjom Vemce for the rooms which are cold 
Sunday 13th We went to St Lucy’s fair which is very 
ugly There i^ nothing to buy but linen, cotton, oxen, 
pigs and all kinds pf animals Mons Jaegle went on 
foot We dined late but with good appetites I played 
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in the evening witli Mens Jaegle who lost a sou but 
won it hack at backgammon 

Monday 14th Through the hole of Mons Jaegle s 
window we caught more than 100 bats and thev 
still make a dieadful row Mary and her husband 
slept in the house 

Tuesday 15th The crate of books, the harpsichord, 
and Mons Jaegle’s two trunks arnved at last the 
harpsichord is a very good one specially made m 
Ratisbon Juno died this evening Mary is still with 
us and sleeps here There was an old priest who last 
Sunday at the fair was very drunk and he insulted 
Papa and Montalbano They met him to-day on the 
bridge Montalbano took his wig and threw it in 
the water it is the only one he has and he is very 
angry indeed that his false hair has been touqjied 

Sunday 20th Just as we were going to Conegliano 
here comes the ugly Catterini to make us dance, 
but we went aftei witli Mary Edmonds, Clorrer, 
Mons Jaegle my thr^ hsteis and Charles Mon 
®orrer treated us to coffee we paid a visit to Mary 
on our way back Mons Jaegle wanted to show us 
how brave he was ];)y sliding on the -ice but it was 
not as successful a gesture ashe hoped The ice was 
not strong enough to support a weight so tiemen- 
dous as that of Mons Jaegle, he fell into the water 
with one leg and his stick up to the knee The 
CoUetis dined here Played the liarpsichoi;d a 
little 

Wednesday 23rd We went to dine in Treviso with 
mama, papg, Justi^a, Mary and her husband The 
horses made many faces and fusses before they 
would go into the Piave boat which frightened me 
At Treviso at the Polla's we waited a long time for 
Justina Michaeli who came froi:ipL Vemce with Correr 
After dinner we went to the convent to visit the 
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Pollans and ColletPs children In the evening we 
went for a little while to the cafe where I was very 
bored We played a little Panfile Justina has a small 
beginning of a rupture 

Thursday 24th Bought gloves for Mary Edmonds 
Mary Montalbano is not weU Correr is going to 
accompany Justina Michaeh to Mestre and then he 
will come back and dine with us Hardly did we 
think ourselves safely at home and we were but 30 
paces fiom ^e stables going up the hill the horses 
begah to go backwards the coachman was terrified 
and jumped off the box and let the horses go where 
they would one of the wheels bounced six feet in 
the air and the carnage upset completely Papa, 
Mama, Justina Eugenia and me were in the carnage 
^Vejy late dinner Won 2i at Panfil — ^Eugenia lost 5 

25 Friday Christmas Day We heard the three 
Masses at the Mumghe Vechie the Capucin was 
very^slow [‘so slow’, Eugenia says, ‘that my knees 
hurt me’ ] Afterwards ^to^the Cafe Mange to eat 
cakes Mama has a bad headache and went to bed 
before evemng Mary Montalbano was bled Mary 
Edmonds hs.s toothache Irod^ahttle A few visitors 
cJ3fme m the evemng 

Eugenia says they went to watch birds being 
snared and that Betsey caught one ‘I rode and the 
horse jumped with me but Charles was holding it 
so^I did not fall off ’ 

Thursday 31st Correr is going to-morrow to get 
money for Papa in Vemce He is to come back to- 
morrow The coachman and opr horsQ« will take him 
t(j Mestre Robert cuts the tail of Correr’s mare and 
is ndmg her A httle music A stove was put in our 
room which gave me great pleasure Preparations 
for the Roast Beet and Plum Pudding which Mary 
Edmonds is going to make to-moriow 
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1790 Friday, Jaisuary 1st Mama gave us money to 
buy our ^hoes and gloves Very bad weather We 
did not think Correr would come back to-day but 
whilst I played my harpsichord he made a noise and 
came in with Justina Michieli I played him two 
sonatas I eat a great deal of Roast Beef and Plum 
Pudding 

S ATXJRDAY 2nd Eugenia writes they had a half hohday 
and Mary Montalbano and many gentlemen to din- 
ner 'nous avons tous joue Blmdmans Buff, Quatre 
Coins, Fiog-m-tlie-Middle, Shppers, et cfautres 
]eux’ On the 3rd she gave 30 sous to an ugly 
woman who pretended to be mad, I am very sorry 
I did so' Two pigs were killed 
Thursday 7th Dined very early Mama went to meet 
papa on horseback in the English fashion I^^ary 
went too on her little horse Whilst she was out the 
Father Guaidten and another Capucin camejiere 
and we made them drunk [Eugenia adds W that 
as they went away oxk^ oi them fell down' and m 
h^r margin, in Mons Jaegle's hand, is the rebuke, 
'if you give to drink in order to make drunk you are 
very naughty' However, next day she mended his 
stockings and he was very pleased ] Papa cam^ in 
the evemng with Bartolozzi who told us that it was 
not the same Pattyson who was dead and who came 
with him to Strasburg tliat the name of that one was 
William and that it was his brother I am very glad 
of it as he was a good fellow I played two of Pleyel's 
Sonatas but as I was sleepy I did not play well 
Monday lliH^Gera's ^ncle came he is an idiot or fool 
he has a great veneration for the stars I even th^nk 
he worships them Mama went to Coneghano T 
played the harpsichord mormng and evemng 
Eugenia adds 'he is dressed, like an Itahan that 
is to say very dirty ' 
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Tuesday 12th Papa killed a haie and the gentlemen 
another hare and a fox Mary came after dinner m 
the evening quartets were played and I played two 
Sonatas I won an apple fiom Miani 

Eugenia received 'a little bird from papa wich he 
had caught but it dies’ 

13th Wednesday I was told to-day tliat this house 
wheie we have been living for a month that is the 
house of Leon Cavazza is called Monteselle which 
I now put u). my journal, for Conegliano is an Italian 
mile away from heie Mama went to Conegliano 
with Papa, Bartolozzi and brought back Mary, and 
Vallegio a violin player who was witli us when we 
were at Poidenon and who married a housemaid of 
ours I went to the stables with mons Jaegle We 
sa;w there Coirer s mare which Robert was bunging 
He told us that she had thrown herself down three 
times Miam went shooting with George when he 
had come back and was tired Mons Jaegle gave him 
so much to drink that he was very drunk After 
dinner Papa Bartolozzi and Mary and the Coiietis 
played Tresette Papa won 6 Lire and 10 Soldi which 
he gave mo We had a half holiday in the afternoon 
I don’t leally know why but to tell the truth I am 
extremely glad of it The cook has very bad tooth- 
ache which makes her look ten times older than 
she IS Miam didn’t want any supper I don’t know 
why 

Eugenia describes a quarrel ‘between two obsti- 
nate people that is to say Betsey and Jaegle First 
one gets angry and then the^rOther fior first one and 
jhen the other wants to read I let them quarrel as 
they like and say nothing but go on working the 
while ’ ^ 

15th Thursday [szr] Eugenia BartoILozzi went back 
to Venice I am sorry for it for although he is an 
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Italian he was brought up in England and has all 
the vii tiles and qualities of a good Englishman 
Miani only dnnks water now Papa went shouting 
George wounded a Hair 
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CHAPTER 2 

January 17, 1790 Montezel Dimanche Saint 
Antoine 

Evgema has "We were exceeding lazy creatures 
this morning for we breakfasted into bed in the 
Itahan fashion Betzy bought Mary Edmonds a 
handkerchief pm, but I could buy her nothing 
because the^ things that were pretty the Jews had 
them, they wanted so much money for the things 
I was not able to buy auythmg, and Mama bid me 
to buy a pm for Odyle (the cook) that's what I did 
but iiot very willingly Papa and Checo brought with 
them home a singei that sung some Funny songs ' 

Friday 22nd Came home with Miam's Bi others that 
we met on the rode Ceco made me a present of a 
veiy pretty Canary Bird that sings very well Papa 
played quartets with some gentlemen 

Eugenia is bored ‘TMs day is not a day ^f or 
Joumells because I have got nothing almost to say 
on it only that m the evemng we made music and 
took our lessons I don't kn<y^ what to put m here 
for one has got almost nothing to say upon the days 
they are all so dull ' 

Sat 23kd January Passed a very dull day nothing 
remar quable for the journal 

January 24th Eugenia writes ‘The countess Gera 
homes here with her great bakside krushed tail and 
little humped back and her nasty dirty handker- 
chief She talks all the wile ctie mak^s musick like 
a^rMackpie for she can't bear it, a parcel of gentle- 
men came tomght ’ 

January 28th T^hursday Mama received a letter from 
Miss Eberts Mr ^Jaegle fought with Miani with 
snowballs 
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Eugenia describes liow they Vent to see a stone 
which was some shades which represented Europe, 
Asia, Africa and America some Kings etc dien we 
saw the Assault of Belgrade with Puppetts We 
dined after all that with Mary ’ 

Friday 29th January Great preparatifs for to go to 
Vemce Ran very much this afternoon for to tlirow 
snowballs at Miam Took our lessons 
Sunday January 31st Venice Left Montezel at 7 
o’clock Our horses conducted us very well to 
Treviso were we stoped to have some victiials As 
soon as we left the Inn the horses made the fools 
but we continued our journey to Mestre very weU 
We found the Terraho pretty good Diank coffee at 
our Aunt’s Had many visits The appartment we got 
is veiy nasty Went to the Opeia at St Beneto^ they 
gave Zenobia very handsome Drama Suped at 
home The beds and Rooms are very cold 
Monday February 1st Venice At 5 o’clock we’ went 
at the Embassador of ^lenna the Count Breunner 
There we met My Lady St George an Old Enghsh 
Lady who is maryed to a frenchman Went with her 
to a theater of Gentjemen our cousm Augusta acts 
very well they gave Ohmpia^ ^ 

Eugenia ‘The old Uncle Nicholeto comes here 
and our aunts Mrs Bartolozzi comes to with her son 
she IS an amiable and handsome woman This even- 
ing we go to a play house where they gave Olyrppia 
a very pretty tragedy of Voltaue translated in Itahan ’ 
Tuesday February 2nd Had music m the mormng 
We were the ^emng at the Embassador’s of 
Spam and France very good sort of people passed 
the evemng to the last 

Wenesday February 3kd Took a lesson of tumng 
the Harpsichord We went to ^ee some men and a 
litde girl of seven years old danze on the horses 
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they do it pietty well Correr came for us at 11 
o’clock we walked very long on the place of St 
Marc Mama goes tomght to pay visits and saw to 
the Michaeli and Mrs Spinola, a nasty Italian pig 
that always dnnks very much we staid at home 
and played danced acted tragedies of our own 
heads 

Thursday February 4th Our Aunts Tomna and 
Bettina came to see us Took a lesson of tumng the 
Harpsichord Cimador made me Accompany and 
play^ some sonatas and songs of his own composition 
Ml Bartolozzi dined hear he begins to make us 
Diaw Went to the play at St Angelo they acted 
the Illusion of Viitue the players not very good the 
decorations very Handsome Mrs Virtue disgusted 
onp with her languishing tone I am sure it is enough 
to make one hait virtue 

Friday February 5th Took my lessons as usual Our 
Aunt the Countess dined with us Went to the Opera 
they gave Aspasia and a#^danze called the Scotch 
Robbers At twelf o’clock after the play went lo a 
ball were we stayed till thiee o’clock in the morning 
danzed very little 

FeeTruary 7th Sunday Had music in tlie mormng 
Dined at the Embassadoi of fiance we had a very 
good dinner Jeny^ and me dansed and I played the 
Harpsichord Went to the Opeia at St Samuel they 
g^ve the Conquest of the Golden flies and a danse 
‘^called Rinaldo and Armida We went with the 
children of the Embassador of franco Then we go 
to the Ball were we see Augasta Correr we danse 
spveral contredances and go home at 3 a clock in 
the morning 

Eugenia AVe go to dine to the Ambassador of 
France and their^ children did everything in their 
^ Jenny Justma Wynne 
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power to amuse us and they begged mama to let us 
go to tliempeia of St Samuel it is very pretty it is 
called Jason or the Conquest of the Golden Fleece 
I had tlie misfortune to lose my wach for when I 
wanted to take it, I found it no more " 

Monday 8th February Eugenia ‘1 had the happiness 
to find my wach wich the waterman of the Ambas- 
sadnce of France brought me back but I gave him 
a ducat for his honesty m bringing it back We go to 
walk at tile place of St Marck and §ee a httle girl 
with to faces and behind she is as well formed as 
any child can be she hath got to legs a coming out 
from hei breast for the rest she is very well shaped 
She received christemng and lived 32 hours ’ 
Tuesday February 9th Took my lessons after, went 
to see people danse on the lOpe what they do^very 
well To tlie Embassador of Vienna till Opera tune 
theie was Andwmeda and Rmaldo and Agxuda 
again and the End of it What would be to Inng to 
discnbe in our Journals 

Vei?ice, February 10th I have been to Mr Bartollozi 
weie theie was a concert Went to the Cavaliera 
Monzeniga were we» dine I dansed ahd played the 
Harpsichord Had an axceedihg good dinner aFfive 
o'clock theie were 80 candles in the dining lOom 
Went to bed with a very bad cold 
Thursday, Feb 11th Took my lessons aftei which we 
went with Mary Edmonds and Mr Jaegle to see. the 
feasts There was a great quantity of people There 
is a man that comes down fiom the top of tlie Cam- 
pinil on St Marc a rope and gieves a nosguay to 
the Doge and then they made the foices of Herqiyles 
and some very good fireworks Went to bed very 
soon because I had got a very bad cold 
February 13th Saturday I wei>t out all day long for 
to bye cloth for the mascarade that we will make 
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Monday for the Sons of the embassador of france 
Mama went to the Play 

Sunday February 14th Little music here this morn- 
ing, walked a little m the place St Marc with Mr 
Jaegle 

Monday February 15th Diessed very soon in a 
Shepherdess Sloped very long for our Cavalier 
Servants which are the sons of the Embassador of 
france Walked in the Place St Marc everybody 
knew us Payed a visit Papa was dressed m 
weomen’s clothes To St Benete Went in a great 
many Boxes were they knew us but they took Papa 
for a Woman went to bed at twelf o’clock 

JEugema Went to the opera of St Benetto and 
run about the boxes always masked in the Itahan 
fashion They made a great furore for Mrs Banti 
they throwed verses in her Prayse, Peacocks, Pols, 
Pigeons and golden ram was thrown to They made 
us a present of 3 pigepns I like a great deal more 
Mrs Mara than Mis Banff, foi she sings exceeding 
well ’ 

February 16th Tuesday Took one lesson and then 
we went td the Opera in the daytime and one at 
night because they^ gi\ e two to-day as it is the last 
day of Carnival Met there Messieurs Bonbels that 
are the Sons of the Embassador of France they were 
masked so I put a mask on my face and hardly 
nobody knew me To bed very soon 

F^ruary 19th Friday At 5 o’clock I went with my 
Aunt to Lady St George she has got a very pretty 
Parrot that she bought in Portugal it^s 15 years she 
got it We went to the Embassador of France 
Bitch and Charles were gone to bed 

Sunday Feb bIst Studayed a good deal Dined at 
our Aunt’s Great concert for the Embassador more 
than 50 peoplq, I played a Concert and Sonata It 
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finished at 12 o’clock there was the children of Mr 
de Bonbelle the concert very good Mama goes to- 
night to the assembly of Mr Molsemgo and coming 
home she failed in the water with her two legs in 
the water but did not hurt herself at all 

Eugenia ‘Preparatives all the morning for the 
concert of this evemng so much wished by me We 
dined at our Aunts for not to duty the rooms or 
make such a mess m them At 6 o’clock came about 
50 people and as it was all for the Ambassadors we 
went to play with the children of France m another 
there was tea coffee and ices served about we went 
to bed at one o’clock after midmght ’ 

Februahy 23iid, 1790 Tuesday Got up pretty late 
Payde a good many visits especially to die sister of 
Papa’s mother she is a greec and is 80 yea^s old 
Our Aunt Anthony and Justina Michaeli dined with 
us To bed at six 

February 27th There arnyed 3 very great adtidents 
last mght The man that comes with the letters from 
toneghano was in a boat to come over the Laguna 
the boatmen with another boat begun a-quarrellmg 
and they took out their knifs. The "postmen only 
told them to be done or els he would never arrive to 
Vemce and so they put him in the Water he was 
obliged to stay their till a boat went past and they 
pulled him out of the Water There was too a thief 
that brock the window of a Shop and stold 2**gold 
snufboxes and a repetition watch The third acci- 
dent was that then was a man that owed the other 
a zechm And he ♦^old him in the street when will 
you give me back my zechm the other tol(L.him 
pray don’t insult me before all these people They 
began quarrelhng and the other 'killd turn Papa 
went out a-fishmg at Muron and Mama went to dine 
with them Went out a-walking while they were 
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out To bed very soon Papa is much better of his 
gout 

Sunday February 28th Studied all the mormng until 
twelf o'clock nothing els remaiquable little walk 
with the children 

Eugenia Went to the sermon that tliey make in 
the place of St Mark which made me laugh very 
much instead of making me grow good ' 

Wenesday March 3rd Music Out with Mr Jaegle 
went on top^of the Campanile of St Marc there is 
a beautiful vew Had the Musicians to diner Papa 
goes to learn to print We invite the boys of f ranee 
to come Saturday to stay all tlie evemng with us 
SATURDAY March 6th This evening the children of 
fiance came and passed tlie evemng with us as well 
as Miss Moio I am veiy glad that Bitche is Jealous 
of his brother so he took me for his Lady Mama was 
obliged to go to bed this afternoon 
Monday March 8th Eugenia ‘The proud and ugly 
Mis Vendramin and her miable daughter called 
We went to see Mr Orsoni’s children which are in 
the convent and there is a nun that is 84 yeais old 
and that fa^ts all the Lent as would do a young 
w6man of 20 veais cJld she was never sick m her life 
and never took physick ' 

March 9th Mama could not go to the Embassador of 
france with us but we went with our Aunt they 
made a ball on purpose for us we stayed there till 
very near 2 o clock we aie invited to go and pass the 
evemng tliere next Friday 

March 11th Went to see the^^^Palaca^of the Doge 
wjuch IS handsome There is some beautiful pic- 
tures Mama came hack from Padua At the embas- 
sador of Spam s mama would not come because she 
was tired of the ]Oumey To bed very late My Aunt 
wmned 80 livers in playing at twentyone 
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Friday March 12th Walked a little in the morning 
Mama had a violent Assault of feets after diner so 
that Mary Edmonds came with us to the Ambassador 
of Fiance where we played all tlie evemng 

Eugenia 'Went with Odyle and George to see the 
Arsenal wich is veiy pietty we saw seveial ships 
and several rooms full of cunos I found everything 
very pretty and was very fatigued for we walked 
nearly 4 miles and I think that this is the most 
interesting day we passed all the Avhile we have 
been here Mama was very sick so she went to bed 
at 4 or 5 0 clock ' 

Sunday March 14th Montezel Many people came 
to see us before we left Vemce Mr Bartollozzi came 
to accompany us till Treviso And Cimador till 
Mestre Mary Montalbano came to meet us->at La 
Campagna went to bed very soon 

Montezel M \rch 15th, Mondyv Got up very soon 
the we?lher not very fine. Took our lessons with Mr 
Jaegle I have got 2 female Canary Birds and one 
male Not many people heie tonight Mary Montal- 
bano slept here 

Wedsday 17th March Eugenia ‘Montalbano gave 
me a little bird called a Lugarsin that if you put a 
little bit of almond m your hand will come out of 
the cage and fetch it and go m again ' 

Friday March 19th The day very fine only a httle 
winday Played at Blind Man's Buf Put in Maam's 
face some glue Little persons in the evemng 

Eugenia 'Not a remar quable day but we mayd 
this afterneon Mi^ni play at Bhnd Man s Puff and 
as he was it Montalbano took a stick and pgit it 
on his mouth he was very mad of it but soon for- 
got it' 

March 20th Saturday Got up very soon danzed 
before breakfast Played another tnck to Miam in 
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putting some Glue all over his face and his Hare he 
was very angry Nothing remar quable 

Eugenia This day there was a great wind and a 
little rain with it we put a paper all full of glue to 
catch buds in Miani's face he was more m a passion 
than he was yesterday but forgot it before evening 
came ’ 

Majich 21st Sunday Eugenia ‘A veiy wmday day 
after having heard mass we went to the fair which 
was very ugly I only bought a yard and a half of 
corse muslin and gave it to Odile our cook ' 

Thursday March 25th To Conegliano Payed a visit 
to Mrs Momola To a fair where there was nothing 
at all but apples Went to see the Parson of this 
Place that Weights 400 livers, he is monstrous 
Walked all the way at home which is 2 miles At 
my return home Mr Buller was so drunk that he 
could not stand up and he was very knaughty with 
Jenny But in the evening he recovered a little his 
senses and he begd Jenny a thousand excuses had 
a very good company in the evening I played the 
Harpsichord 

Eugenia ‘After having heard mass we went to 
Mary Montalbano where we dined and to the fair 
where there was nothing to buy and to see but 
rotten chesnuts and peasants drinking wine there- 
fore we went to see the Archpriest of that village 
h^ IS fat enough to weigh 500 pounds and of him 
one might make 40 little girls like me We came 
home with Mary and found Buller tipsy he made a 
good many follies in the loss ^f his n^nd which are 
not remarquable enough to be put in my joumell 
made it up with Buller when he had recovered his 
mind because I had not been the object of his past 
follies ’ 

Padua April 9th, Friday Got up veiy soon and 
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arrived at Noale at 12 o’clock Stoped and dined 
here Met Papa m Padoua We don’t goe to Albano 
which IS 6 miles fiom heie, we have got a house for 
6 months, but it is not furnished, the Waters will 
come from Albano Very great confusion To bed 
very soon 

Apkil 18th, Sunday Mad Calvermi with her children 
dined here tliey are very aimiable, the little one that 
IS only 7 dances exceeding well her dancing master 
will come for to make us dance to-morrow for the 
first time Went to see a little room full of birds and 
animals dead To the Botamc gaiden They gave us 
a branch of an Egipt tree There is a Wood of No 
other Trees but American and African Papa went 
to the play 

Monday April 19th My birth day The dancing 
master came at twelf o’clock Mr Santamm dined 
witli us It was celebrated m no maner ^ 

Thursday April 22nd I am yeiy well contented with 
my Danzing Master Buller as took a dancing 
master Took our lessons with Mr Jaegle Walked 
out a little we saw nothing lemarquable 

Friday, April 23rd Came very well with our own 
horses to Padua 

Saturday April 24th I went with Mary Edmonds 
Odyle Jenny and Mr Buller to St Angelo to see the 
treasury there was very handsome Calices with 
diamonds and Rubis and Amerols We saw St 
Anthony’s tongue and chin which were surrounded 
with veiy precious stones We went again in the 
Cabinet of the Natural History there is many fine 
animals Up the tour and as it is a very fine day we 
had a very fine vew Going home we went into a 
Coffy House and Mr Buller gave us some Chocolate 
and cakes Madam Michaeli passed the evemng 
with us as usual 
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Eugenia has ‘Went to see the treasuie of St 
Anthony we saw there very riche a great golden 
cup with cameos another one of gold with figures 
on it and another with very pretty pictures and a 
pretty little gold temple of St Anthony’s tongue 
and several other very nch and agreable things ’ 
April 25th, Sunday It rained very hard m the morn- 
ing but the sun appeared m the afternoon After 
dinner we went out walking with Jaegle and Buller 
to see the .famous picture of St John Baptista by 
Guido wich is very fine it is a pity it to be m the ugly 
church of the Hemiiti To the chuich of the Car- 
meniti which is not pretty To tlie Cathedral which 
IS a fine building and as some pietty pictuies in it 
Wensday, April 29th Eugenia ‘Went to here a 
great mass for the day at St Justina and the monks 
made us go in and gave us some veiy good choco-' 
l^te some dainties and flowers a very fine day went 
a walking on the lampaits and found a snake that 
we brought home ’ " i 

Thursday April 30th Walked in the morning Mama 
as got the Head eack very bad, she got up very late 
There wa” a man bun yd to-day He had been assas- 
sinated yesterday coming out of an inn Two men 
playing cards quairelled he meddled himself about 
it and one of them killed him he was but twenty 
two years and was mainyd and had children

CHAPTER 3 


[Betsey’s English was becoming, she must ba.ve felt, 
too much of a stiam, and she relapses into Fiencli witli 
an almost audible sigh of rehef, but Eugema, younger, 
stmdier, less easily daunted, and with peihaps la langue 
plus facile, continued gallantly, doubtless to please 
Mary Edmonds, for mama and papa woxiied little 
whetlier their daughteis weie proficient in the paternal 
tongue The following e\tracts from Eugema’s diary 
are supplemented by very occasional efforts in English 
fiom Betsey's pen ] 

Fbiday, M4.Y 7th We went to Mr Quenm's Pstlace 
with the Countess and Maiy It is a very fine house 
wheie theie was very fine pieces of sculptuie^and 
antiquities, he has a beautiful garden with a litde 
labynnth and several ot!^ei fine things little temples 
wiHi statues of gods and some ancient sepulchral 
urns and a ring of the great Cato and one of a Roman 
soldier little statues of transparent maible etc etc 
that IS what he has got upstairs and htde Egyptian 
Gods besides seveial utensils of the ancient Romans 
It was very bad weatlier We went to a Chunyst 
that could show us nothing but a bottle that when 
he opened it thiew a little of the matter that \Vas 
in it out it smoaked very much and burnt a bit of 
Cloath that he thiew near it A Milanese Gentleman 
came to hearBetzy piay he seems rather an amiable 
gentleman ^ 

Sunday 9th We went to the Brentellps with Mary 
and Buller and the childien and in the afternoon to 
the Specula where they make* the astronomical 
obversations the professor maded us see by the tele- 
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scope a castle that is 10 miles off and the Place of 
St Mark It was mce weathei today 

Monday 10th Received a letter from the French 
Ambassador that Begs Mama to let ns go there to 
For a Ball that tliey Have it is estabhshed that Jaegle 
and Bullei will go tonight in a Boat to Vemce and 
that we will go tomoirow with Mama and Papa 
I am very much satisfied of it 

Tuesday 11th May We parted from here about 7 
o’clock and sloped at Taglio to eat sometlimg we 
ainved at Vemce at dinnertime and went to the 
French Ambassadors weie theie was a ball there 
was a paicel of Fienche men and Women very 
amiable 

Thuksday May 13tii As it was very bad weather we 
dM not go to see the Function For they did not do 
it But went to breakfast at France’s house and went 
to waUc about the fair of tlie Ascension with them 
and to see the Horsey what they call here Cos otto 
they are bettei than thoJie at the Caineval After it 
we came home dressed and dined at the Chevalier 
Molsemgo 

Thuksd^y I^ay 20th We arrived at Padua after a 
very Happy jouiiley Maiy Jaegle us too and the 
servant of Mr Buller and found Mama in a rather 
good state of health 

SvTUEDAY May 22nd Went to the Countess and to 
Mrs Molsemgo and to the French Ambassadnce 
This mormng we found ourselves all covered with 
Buts and we did not know what it was till the 
Phisician came and told us ik was the warmth of the 
^‘blood 

Tuesday, M Ay 25th Buller goes away it is indifferent 
to me 

Monday 31st Betey has a htde fever and is obliged to 
stay to bed for it Papa came home I went this 
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morning to Mr Baitoiozzis Odylle and George comes 
back I go out a walking with Mr Jaegle and Mama 
Wensday, June 2nd Went to confess wnt a letter to 
the Countess I am not at all contented with my con- 
fessor 

Friday 4th June Betzy is a little better nothing else 
remarquable Papa went in the country 
S \TURDAy, June 5th Fimshed the Scotch Real Betzy 
is so so, but little Giustma has some fever and was 
obliged to stay to bed for it 
Sunday, 12th June The ambassadnce and her 
children dined here again today we went to see the 
procession at her house it is the day of St Anthony 
or 11 Santo die great and revered St of Padua the 
Procession was not very pretty 
Wensday, 15th Went at Attiechiero with the French 
Ambassador his wife and three children and the 
countess they dined here certainly attechiera is a 
very fine place and seeing that garden one would 
say that Mr Quenni is ^ Dolatre foi he has in it the 
temples of Apollo Venus the Eumemdes, Hercules, 
Isis, Egyptian God and of die Folly On the door of 
tiiat Temple theie is wnt this inscription ^de la 
sagesse d la folie il y a quun iou7 de chevtlle this 
IS wnt because the statue of Marcus Aurehus is jest 
neer the door he was a very wise man venuses 
temple is m the form of a china house the inscnp- 
tion IS very fine tiiat one of Apollo is in the foral of 
a Roman temple that of the Eumemdes is not very 
pretty but that of Hercules is fine enough for it is a 
high column^f a certain maible called yramve and 
at the top of it there is Hercules statue that of 5sis 
IS not a great thing there is a labynij^th that I have 
already mentioned hut I could not find my way out 
for that I run a good deal and w^s fatigued enough 
when I came home as I was with the children 
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S4.TUED\Y, July 8th Dined to the Countess and saw 
a giant he is so tall that Bemncasa passes under his 
arm went to the horses and saw the races of the 
horses by themselves by which is very ugly 
Monday, 17th July Had my picture begun for the 
cure of Stotzheim 
Tuesday Contmeued the pictuie 
Sunday, 23iid July Went at the Ponte di Brenta and 
the wife of the master of the coffee house layed in 
all at once of a boy an giil 

Monday 24th Nothing icmarquable only that we 
would have gone to the Brentelles if the coach man 
that was tipsy had not prevented us from it 

Betsey Papa is still at Strasbourg We went to 
Abano with the little Caldermi, we saw the spring 
thSt feeds the baths, it is boiling in some places and 
tlie poors that live near boil their eggs in it Mde 
C^ldenni and Mons Jaegle made us a long walk on 
the Mont St Daniel » there is a fine view and a 
stiong odour of Musk it il thought that that comes 
from the vipeis of which there aie a great number " 
August 7th Satubday Betsey tells how Mr Jaegle 
took a puige today and gave us no lessons It is 
extremely hot We went into the town to buy some 
vests [waistcoats] for Mi Jaegle ' 

Mondvy, 16th Mde Spinola came here and she took 
us three Hairiel Betzy and me and brought us in the 
coach to her country house where we stayed til 
about 7 o'clock and then came home I forgot to 
put m Sundays journal that m the morning an old 
man came he is an enghshitian and aged 60 years 
he says it is 40 years he is in the service of King 
George and^that he has been taken twice prisoner 
and that he had by many misfortunes lost his 
memory he asked assistance and it was given him 
by everybody in the house 
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Ffed^y 20th Went out a walking with Mr Jaegle and 
my sister I saw a church all full of women dressed 
in white we enteied in the chmch and asked who 
they weie they said they weie oiphans that was hke 
in a sort of hospital and that they weie going to 
fetch a dead child for to bury him We stayed to see 
the bunal of this child it is die custom to bury here 
m the churches m great caves and without coffins 
the dead aie brought in the chuiches veiy well 
dressed and with a discoveied face -x 
August 23rd, Monday Betsey 'Aftei dinner we went 
to the Brenta Bridge in a carriage We carried a 
water melon with us that the cook cut and gave 
pieces to all the poors that surrounded us ^ 

TUESD4.Y 24th Gieat quarrels this mormng between 
the footmen As we were at our lesson with Mr 
Jaegle we heard a great noise we run therefore to 
the kitchen to see there we found for tlie fiist thing 
Harnet bi awling F rangois^and Robert wei e fighting 
togethei nothing else l^ppened 
SATtJRD^Y, 28 th August We departed this morning 
for Conegliano at 3 o’clock after midnight and 
amved at Conegliano at 6 o’clock after having let 
our horses repose at Treviso Where we paid a visit 
to Mrs Colleti that grows old and ugly 
Monday, 30th We rode out on jackasses today betzy 
tumbled twice for her jackass tumbled but I did not 
but was very near it having no stumps 

Betsey adds 'the ambassadrice could not come to 
stay with us for that she embroiders a vest [waist- 
coat] to thoi Ambassador for the wedding of the 
young Polignac ’ ^ 

TUESDA.Y Dined here but after diner went to Tieviso 
where we slep 

September the 1st, 1790 Wensday Parted this 
mormng fiom Treviso very soon and sloped at Noal

breakfasted there and ainved at Padua soon enough 
to dine we found Papa with the gout 
Thursday, 16th We parted today for Vicenza and at 
last we arrived in that town wich gave buth to a 
very famous architect Palladium We saw there 
several fine houses of his building and an Olympic 
theatei wich is very fine This afternoon we went to 
see the race I went with an English lady wich is 
very ugly but amiable the races were a good deal 
finer than them of Padua I went this evening to 
hear the Ptgmahon wich is very pretty 
Friday 17th Went at the Madona del Monte one 
goes up there under an arcade and there is a very 
fine picture of Paul Veronese a famous painter 
After that we went to see a house wich is remar- 
qtfable for its good pictures and to the Rotunda 
wich is budded by Palladium 
SuNB^AY, 19th September This is my birthday I am 
eleven years old Today I did not go out but this 
evemng for to celebrate *^my buthday we made a 
funny and ridiculous mascarade 
Wednesday 22nd Went out for to buy a pair of 
stockings a piece to the grooms 

MAY 11 TO AUGUST 1790 IN BETSEY’S 
DIARIES 

We went to Vemce, where I made the acquaintance of 
a number of very chamiing French men and women, 
and was dehghted to see the Ascension ceremomes 
which were magnificent The weather was superb, 
7and a large number of gondolas and barques carry- 
ing bands accompanied the Bucentor We heard 
Mass on the Lido We were a week at Venice and 
then returned to Padua where I remained until I 
began again to wnte my Journal Mde deBombelles 
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was a month at Padua whilst we were there which 
proem ed me some amusements, and we had seveial 
Balls in our house in short my time passed quickly 
and agreably I also learnt to nde whilst at Padua 

A SHOUT DESCRIPTION OF MONTIZEELA, 
NEAR CONEGLIANO 

Our house is on a hill just about half a league fiom the 
little town of Coneghano On one side the hills nse 
in a sort of amphitheatre, on the other a large, far- 
extending plain unrolls itself before our eyes Some- 
times when it IS fine we can see the belfry of St 
Marks with the help of opera-glasses The Fnuli 
mountains, which are a few miles away make a 
charming vista, and various fine countiy houses 
which surround us on all sides make a most pissing 
spectacle In short I can say that I have never until 
now seen a loveliei place, nor one that m thedeast 
resembles this 

1790 Sunday, September 26th The dentist cleaned 
rny teeth and stoped a large one He cut a great 
piece off but did not hurt me I had to go back to 
the house dnectly after dinnei to accompany a 
De Profundis composed by iPapa It is for eight 
voices A great lot of people came here it was very 
badly sung Eugenia sang too and I played on the 
harpsichord 

Wednesday September 29th Cimador told us that 
yesterday at the Opera Mad Spinola, Mde Correr 
and Mr Contanm had supper together at the Inn 
and they all*becamS drunk He said Contanni was 
so tipsy that he was hke dead and was sick with':S>ut 
remarlang it Mde Correr thinking he was dead 
had convulsions and quarrelled with Mde Spinola 
They all stayed tiU the morning as drunk as pigs 
Mamma visited Mde Spinola today she was in bed 
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a little indisposed Eugenia rode and I went for a 
long walk 

October 1st Today tlie whole household, the cook, 
Harriet, Justina, Mary, Odile, George the dogs and 
the coachman and hoises went to Coneghano at 
three in the mormng and got the house ready for 
us Papa IS better of his gout 

October 4th, Monday Papa is quite recovered and 
we left Padua at 10 30 and arrived at sunset at 
Coneghano* We found the little giils very well 

October 7th This evemng a parcel arrived which 
was some sonatas which Mr Pleyel had composed 
and dedicated to me They are very pretty but very 
difficult 

October 8th This mormng some music came from 
Strasburg, some shoes and two little books sent us 
from Ml Fries 

Oct5ber 10th Eugenia ‘We heard Mass in our little 
chapel Montalbano came to tell us his wife and 
little boy weie unwell "fhis morning Mi Brajido- 
hm his wife, another lady and a lot of gendemen 
came on Iroise back, all on ugly horses, it was like 
acaiavan’ ^ 

Betsey ‘We played at Fegard with Mr Jaegle, 
and read this evening with mama a comedy of 
Goldom 

Thursday October 14th Vmdamated in the morn- 
ing It was not very agreeable as there was nothmg 
but old women Montalbano dined with us and 
brought a hve hare and tried out our dogs but it 
could not run fast and was soon caugiit and the dogs 
%te it up Betsy was thrown by die jackass that 
started to kick and cut her hp a litde but did not 
hurt herself Papa was not lucky with his chace, did 
not catch many birds which made him in a bad 
humour I wYote in German to thank Mr Pleyel 
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Eugenia read a comedy she had tianslated from the 
German winch is veiy fine 

Monday October 18th Eugenia We went to con- 
fession, wei e e\amined by om confessoi and judged 
worthy to be confirmed, on Wednesday when the 
Bishop will come Betsy wiote to the Ambasadress 
of France and sent her some grapes and chestnuts 
She wiote to Pleyel to tliank him for his Sonates ’ 
Wednesday October 20th After dinner we went 
witli the Countess Cesare who is oui godmother and 
who dined with us, to the Cathedral where we 
waited a long time for the Bishop When he came 
we went fiist into the sachnsty where we were con- 
firmed widi other little guls Afterwards he sat on 
a kind of throne which was put up m the middle of 
the Chuich, then two childien of about si\ years old 
dressed as angels, each said a sonnet to him of which 
they did not undei stand one woid and after lg.ssing 
his hand gave him a bouquet which was rather 
pietty woiked with sil’^r threads After that a large 
(Quantity of girls and children set up a soit of plat- 
form in fiont of the Bishop and with their hands on 
their sides made a very awkward curtsey and each 
said a sonnet with such jestui^s that the poor Bishop 
has gieat difficulty not to laugh After this we went 
to a coffee house Just as we weie going the Bishop 
sent a man to us with the bouquet begging us to 
accept it which we did with gieat pleasuie 
Thursday October 21st The English Gazettes came 
today, there is nothing m them to lemark except the 
death of th« Duke- of Cumberland We began to 
clean and prepare the iice for Sunday, we need 20 
pounds of nee A sheep was killed that is destinated 
for the peasants also 

Sunday October 24th Today la the end of the vin- 
damating we worked very hard all morning to pre- 
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pare the dmnei foi our peasants At midday there 
came 50 peasants, men and women, girls, children, 
old men and our servants, all sat down at a table 
prepaied m the courtyaid They all ate as if they 
were starved We dined aftei with Mary Montal- 
bano, her husband and Silvestei and all the peasants 
danced m front of us whilst in a corner the old ones 
roasted chestnuts When oui dmnei fimshed I went 
to dance We soon had to come into tire house 
because it began to lain We danced in doors till 
midnight We danced many waltzes with the ser- 
vants The peasants in ordei to be hghtei took their 
shoes off and danced baie footed There was one 
peasant who was drunk and one of tlie girls danced 
with him and turned him well round and then left 
him He fell down at once and gave himself a homd 
blow At the end of tlie evening all the women weie 
tipey Eugenia and Mr Jaegle masked themselves 
I danced a minuet wjth the coachman who pre- 
tended to be a great dander I amused myself very 
much 

November 4th My sister rode on horseback She 
was pricked by a wasp I cannot fail to mention it 
because although it is a little thing because when 
there is nothing else to put m ones journal one must 
put in such little things I walked out with the 
Heretic and it began to rain 

November 9th What wind^ what ram^ I said as I 
woke for it has been raimng now for a week, I could 
not make up my mind to get up and when I did so 
went down to the kitchen as* there Was no one up 
^e dogs rushed at me and I ran very fast to get 
away from tjiem but they made such a noise that 
they woke everyone up 

November 18th I* heard this morning news which 
gave me much sorrow which was the death of the 
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little Memo Montalbano, Countess Bettma’s son, 
a lovely child of si\ years with an e vcellent heart 
He died this morning of smallpov and his Father 
and Mother aie ill with soriow I cannot help giving 
an example of this childs goodness Last winter 
when it was very cold he saw a poor child asking 
charity on the dooi of his house and he gave his o\\ n 
coat to that little child who had none His mother 
must have a double pain because he was so good 
But we must all die 

Tuesday November 23rd We spent almost all day 
painting oui little paper lanterns for the fireworks 
and the illumination this evening The fireworks 
were not fine because iz rained but m spite of that 
we hung all the house with lanterns which amused 
us and we dug a hole and put a candle in i^, also 
we caught a hedgehog and put it m Mi Jaegles 
bed He went to bed but we had put it too low and 
he did not find it until the, middle of the night when 
it fnghtened him and he took it out and put it m a 
drawer where it made such a lot of noise he could 
not sleep so he put it outside tlie window and it ran 
away 

December 2nd Mary Montalbano and her husBand 
came here Mamma told him a story the Ambassa- 
dress of France told her They make brocades there 
of tire skins of the people they massacre, and they 
tore the heart out of a poor gentleman they Idled 
and cut it in bits and sold it very dear It was con- 
sidered honourable to eat of it 
Sunday December 6th We went with Mamma to 
make our first communion, we were all dressed in 
white We had dinner with the Montalbano's Mon- 
talbano sent us this mormng his little mare for 
Robert to nde which he did • 

December 9th But for Mamas prudence we should 
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all have been roasted alive, for they put such a 
quantity of wood in the chimney that the fire caught 
the 1 afters and the chimney went on fire which was 
only put out with a lot of water I was in bed and 
did not hear anything of it 

December Ioth We left this morning befoie day 
light our dear hill not without regret We went in 
the old cairiage with Maiy and the cook We arrived 
at three o'clock at this place (Mestie) which is full 
of logues We sleep heie 

December 14th We arrived at Padua having got up 
at two o'clock in the morning Mamma was very 
sick and went to bed as soon as we arrived 

December 16th, Thursday My throat is always sore 
I gargled myself with vinegar and water The Coun- 
tess aiiived consulted Bognolo this mormng and as 
got a very bad illness of what he wont have the cme, 
because it will be impossible to make hei weU 

December 25th Chris ' ifMA.s Day Harriet is a little 
better of her fever 

December 26th We went this evening to the opera 
with Mamma The music which was Paesiello was 
very pretty but it was badly sung It was called 
LV Zingan a la -field, tliat is to say the Gypsies at the 
Market 

December 30th Mamma received a letter today 
from Penin who tells her tliat they sent to the 
Ambassadoi of France to order him the taking of the 
Civil Oath For ail answer he sent in his resignation 
This evening we made verses to say to Mamma on 
Saturday 
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1791 January 1st After having been this morning 
to confess and to comun we went to wish Papa a 
happy new year He gave me six ducats but Mamma 
more generous gave me a gold piece worth 4 sequms 
It was my wit that gained me this money for I wrote 
veises to them both 

Thursday, January 13th Papa has oidered a 
Manonette theatie and we are going to make plays 
for it 

Saturday January 15 The theatie came today I 
walked out and bought a piece of stuff to make a 
curtain for the theatre which was pretty P went 
also with Eugenia to see Bognolli where I saw two 
skeletons and a great number of medical instru- 
ments Mama had a charming lettei horn the 
Ambassadnce which uecides her entirely to go to 
Venice 

January 18th We have decided to ^o to Vemce 
Friday week We tried to play a comedy or\ our 
Manonette Theatre but it was not successful 
January 22nd Comte Corbellks nephew dined here 
He is an ugly httle animal and eats like a pig We 
went to the convent of St Lawrence to see his 
sister who is a little fool and as ugly as her brother 
Monday, January 23rd Went to the Comedy La 
Pove? ta di Rtnaldo, I was much amused 
Tuesday Jan1?ary 24!rH This evemng we went again 
to the Comedy they gave a piece by Rmaldo which 
was called Nina It was very well played but I did 
not cry Jaegle cryed He made some verses about it 
Jan 26th Mama and I went to thb Comedie they gave 
S emir amis which was not badly played I went a 
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walking today and bought a pan of gloves and a 
ribbon, then with papa that was on hoise back v/e 
met Mde Trou who is come especially for the comic 
opera 

JANUARY 27th Betsey 'Tomonow when we get to 
Venice we will find the Comte d’ Artois will still 
be theie that I want veiy much to know as they say 
he is adoiable, beautiful and witty Eugenia has a 
bad cold She went to bed and did not get up all 
day I went out with M jaegle but did not stay out 
long Mama gave me 10 Livres quite new ' 

J^NUVRY 28th We left Padua m the ram and had a 
wet journey The Ambassadress of France with 
whom we stayed was very polite to us and sent 
us this evening to tire stupid Comedy Madame 
Mi^hieli gave us each two little gold rings We went 
after to the Countess who is very thin and seems ill 
SuNmY January 30th Betsey 'We went to see the 
lope dancers and aftei we went to the Pohgnacs 
The children are pretty aifd amiable, they are Jules, 
Melchior and Edmund The Comte d'Aitois was 
there he is very amiable When the ambassadress 
says her pimce is beautiful she is nght After dinner 
we went to see Harlequin King of Thebes wich is 
very amusing In order not to foiget I will say that 
Eugenia’s two chevaheis seivants (these are the 
fashion in Venice) are Louis de Bombelles and Jules 
Pohgnac ’ 

Eugenia 'This evemng we went to the Pohgnacs 
there was M le Comte d’ Artois, Mad de Polastron 
'qui est sa favorite c’est une belle fem£ie, la duchesse 
de Pohgnac qui est la plus jolie femme qu’on puisse 
voir aimabl^ et bonne aussi que la Duchesse de 
Guiche 

February 1st Betsmj ‘We dined today at the Ambas- 
sadress of Spam where we had an excellent diner 
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we had to return eaily to the Ambassadress of France 
foi the Musick and the Ball she gave for the Count 
d' Artois He came, as also all the Pohgnac family 
except the children, all the French and a quantity 
of ladies that I don’t know The Countess of Rosen- 
berg was there, I played 2 sonatas Eugema sang, 
the Dutchess of Guiche sang also a duet with Miss 
Idalie tins last executed a piece for the harpsichord 
by dementi that was very difficult perfectly well 
After we dansed Miss Idalie dansed the minuet 
perfectly she has had Vestns for master, I dansed 
seveial country danses, and the Russian and the 
Cossacke these two were infimtely admired, the 
Count d’ Artois kissed Eugema wich I think was 
very flattered although she says that it did not please 
her I went to bed before all the persons were* gone 
I was told they dansed yet moie valses I was tired 
M de Challanton the tutor of the de Pokgnac 
children is a man that ,is very good and wise 
with the children and'Very honest towards all the 
world 

February 2nd Betsey 'The Comte d’ Artois teasmgly 
asked pardon of Eugenia for having kissed her He 
was very funny The Ambassadress is ill and' un- 
happy because of the bad news she has had from 
France ’ 

February 4th We left at last covered with caresses, 
kindnesses and comphments It was lovely weather 
and we arrived at Padua by mght fall The children 
are very well and very pleased to see us I amused 
myself very^ell at Vemce but I am glad to get back 
to Padua ■» 

Padua February 5th I am glad to^ be home We 
went this evemng to the Comedy to see Nina 
February 9th Mamma received^today a letter which 
worried her to say that Mary Mqntalbano is dan- 
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gerously ill She layed in for 41 hours and one does 
not know yet that she is out of danger 
Febbuary 10th We went to see the monks of St 
Justina They gave us excellent chocolate They are 
very rich Papa and Mamma went to Coneghano for 
Mary Montalbano is worse I am afraid this journey 
will do Mamma no good 

February 14th Robert came back this evening witli 
a letter to tell us that Mary is better but the child is 
dead Papa and Mamma will be back tomorrow 
February 15th I went to the Zorzi Palace which has 
been lent to the Countess of Rosenburg for next 
summer, it is very beautiful and the garden is 
supeib Papa and Mamma came back after dinner 
and we went and ate ices and watched the masques, 
after we went to the Comedy where they gave a 
farce Mary my sister is better 
Feb WARY 16th Today we had an example of poverty 
and misery which are at Padua Whilst at our lessons 
we heard a lamentable vdlce, we ran to the window 
and saw a little boy who was naked but for a little 
petticoat He cried for the cold We gave him some 
clothes 

February 18th Eugenia says We went to the 
Comedy they gave Teiesa and Claudio a pretty 
piece with a good moral " 

Feb 19th Saturday The monks of St Justma made 
a great mascarade 24 of them drest in womens 
deaths they made much music most of them can 
sing well 

February 20th We went to the Conledy, they gave 
Romeo and Juliet which is translated from Shakes 
Fear but it ^id not please me 
February 21st The first actress of the Comedy came 
here and dined ^with her father and Mother and 
sister They hgve all quite good manners for theatre 
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people Papa went to Conegliano and coming home 
a man on hoise back waiting for the carriage fired 
a pistol into it This frightened Papa and today he 
went on horse back to the Govemoi to discover who 
it IS that shot at him 

Padoua. — ^Maech 3, 1791 Thuesdaa — ^Papa had 
bought a window for to go to see the Bull fighting, 
I went their was about ten o\en foi wich tliey send 
the dogs after than they cut the head of a poor Oxen 
very badly indeed, however after come a Bull wich 
killed two dogs on the spot and all the others were 
slew, all this was veiy cruel we dined here and had 
a very good dinner, as soon as I was home I went 
to bed as I was very tiied of this nasty amusement 
The Count d'Artois passed at two a clock in the 
morning and is going to Turin 

Venice — Maech 24 — 1791 Thuesdxy — ^We arrived 
at Venice a little befoie the Arrival of the Princes 
and Princesses This was beautiful We foun^ the 
Countess not well the^re came many people to see 
this arrival Theie is of these Sovereigns The Em- 
peror, King and Queen of Naples Crand Duchess 
and Due of Toscany the Archduc an^ Duchess of 
Milan and two Sons of the^Empeior, they Were 
accompanied by aU most all of the Venecians that 
went to meet them at Mestre they had twelf Bisones 
that went before them and all the little boats of the 
Regata that tliere is going to be after having seen 
all this I went to the Ambassadnee of France she 
can treat with the Venecians now She lodges at 
Mad Spin<;ias from thence I went at Battagas 
They were all very glad to see us we dined atjdie 
Countess of Rosenberg were we lodge Their is 
fresco every day I went to it with Mama and Papa 
the Bissons are veiy fine they ar^ all made with Satin 
and Silk and there is a boatman to each very finely 
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diessed We payed many visits but no body was at 
home so we came home and Went to Bed veiy soon 
^Iarck 25 — 91 Venice Friday We bieakfasted at 
the Embassadrice of France and Dined at Battajas 
the Bride took us to the place of Saint Mary in die 
Chuich foi to see it and to see the rooms of the 
Ftlarmonicis their is 10 Rooms beautifully furmshed 
were their is eveiy evening two rooms of Music and 
One of Ball and all the other rooms of Company 
Mama went this evemng to the Filarmonicis, for my 
part lodged at Battagas till night then kept company 
to the Countess but soon wished her a good mght 
Venice Ma.rch 27 — 1791 Sunday — ^We breakfasted 
again at the Marquis of Bombelles and stayed there 
a part of the morning Then came home to dinner 
and dress for this evening we went at Brunners 
they gave a little opera foi the Soveieigns were 
Mad Adilmd Piombelli sung the Theatre was very 
line very prettily furnished all with flowers and 
Glasses We was piesent^d to the King and Queen 
of Naples the King is a veiy diole man but very 
good tlie Grand Duchess of Toscany is daughter is 
quite stup/d she is the most insupportable creature 
m the world Fromliere Mama went the Filarmoni- 
cis and I come home to the Countess 
Venice March 28 — 1791 Monday The boys of 
France and Jules and Louis of Pohgnac breakfasted 
here I had never seen Louis of Pohgnac before he 
is a pretty boy and talks English not very bad 
Melchior stayed at home to keep company to Ed- 
mond that is sick the boys of Franck stayed till the 
afternoon then we dressed to go to the Filarmomcis 
so we sent them away Their was a Cantata at the 
Filarmomcis which was very ugly after I dansed 
but it was so hot that I soon came home 
Wednesday, March 30th We was to go today but 
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did not We dined at the Embassadrice of France in 
the afternoon but was not well all day long We 
wished to make some Chinese shadows wiQi the 
boys of France but they were not successful so 
we played at other games We sent for tlie boys 
Polignac but they was a-bed when we sent for them 

Tiiuesdai, 31si As the Emperoi has granted my 
aunt^ a pension Papa will stay here today to thank 
him for it and promises to stay also iomonow for 
the regatta if it is fine All the boy»s promised to 
wiite to me 

1st April As the weatiiei was bad we left Venice this 
morning and came to Padua thinking there would 
be no legatta indeed it did not take place and we 
arrived very happily at Padua the childien were 
very glad to see us 

Sunday, April 3rd Theie was an eclipse of the sun 
but not very strong We sent yesterday away, oui 
kitchen utensils and our ^silvei we dined at the 
Inn 

Mon 4th We dined again at the Inn The King of 
Naples ariived today and they piepare a Palho for 
him This afternoon we went to the B5tamc garden 
to see the fountains We returned home and found 
Mde Bonaldi at whose house was the King of 
Naples who came to see the manufactures 

CoNEGLLANO — ^Aprel 5, 1791 TUESDAY — ^Left Padoua 
very soon and come very well to Coneghano We 
left all the Servants at Padoua theie being no post 
horses to take them heie but we came with our own 
horses and papa went on horseback The roads till 
Treviso weie very bad but after very good Mary

Monday 25th We went today again to Mass and 
Mary Mont dined here with her little boy We 
amused ourselves very much to break eggs at dinner 
Treviso, April 26, 1791 Tuesday Our musicians 
went to Tieviso and are going away to Venice I 
went with Mama, Mary Mont and my three Asters 
at Treviso in the after noon to see Mrs de Bombelle 
that is going at Houcart she came fiom Venice but 
at 3' a clock she is not very well Mi de BombeUe 
IS not going with his family The Queen of Naples 
has given them a Pension of 12,000 fi ancs in a very 
noble manner Did not stay up very la^e Mrs deBo 
went to bed Without supper and very Soon 
April 28th, Thursday The iSmbassadrice and her 
family went away and continued her journey mto 
Germany We came back to Montizella and I came 
in Montalbano’s carnage Mr Cimador did not go 
to Vemce till to-day We are now allone and our'dog 
Hero having beaten Don Gaetano^ everyone of 
Goneghano is affraid to come up m the evenmg for 
our dogs 

Montezel, May 1, 1791 Sunday Papa's banquer and 
his brother that has been a Jesuite came from Tre-

Montezel — ^JuNE 11, 1791 Satubdvy Though it 
rained this afternoon we went to Coneghano and 
saw the Young Ladies Gera that are m the Convent 
of St Rocco as likewise, litde augusta Mont and 
Miss Biadena this last is a htde mon^e]; exactly like 
her mother she makes aU her grimaces After paid

Montezel — ^July4, 1791 Mondvy Madia and pappa 
went to dinei at the Vazzola if is a very fine county 
house a few miles from here, they had a very hand- 
some dinner the governor his wife all the Mont of 
the two families and many people weie of the party. 
Miss Biadene came this afternoon and stayed all4he 
evemng here I went to see my peasant this after- 
noon, the little boy grows always fatter, prettiei and 
healthier • Mad news Yesteiday that the king of 
franse took flight with his family but was takers at 
Nemours While they were bringing him back at 
Pans with an escort of six hundred men, 8,000 men 
of the Emperors took him asid brought him at 
Luxembourg where he is in safety with the Queen 
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and the Dauphin The Emperor, that was at Padoua, 
quitted that town and took the way at Luxembourg 
I do not know whether all ttiese news are true I 
know o£ certain that he is escaped I hope all is true 
VVenesday, July 6th Maiy Montaibano came on 
horseback this afternoon with her husband We 
made again the pi oof of papa's tragedy I went this 
after noon out a walking to ketch butterflies the 
other side of the river Jenny was sick today she has 
got the headack, nothing else 
Montezel — ^JuLY 10, 1791 Sunday — I fainted alimost 
at Mass and was obliged to go to bed as soon as it 
was finished I stayed in bed till twelf a clock, then 
got up Montalban his wife, Mr Diadene Amigoni 
and Jiudice dined all here One does not know any 
th],ng of the king of fronce, the frontiers of that 
kingdom are so much garded tliat one can not have 
any news, all the letters are opened — 1 went to see 
tlie game of Ballon, Mr Diadene played he playd 
very bad Mis Moiozimccame at the Mont with 
anothei Lady 

Tues July 12th Papa went at Conegliano with Mr 
Jaegle There is a piiest named Tofoli that came this 
evening he has got a mvceroscope and a machine 
which we'll go to see tomorrow 
Montezel — ^July 13, 1791 Wenesdxy We went to 
the Gera's where is Mr Tofoli, he showed us that 
machine that shows in the best manner the move- 
ments of the planets Round the Sun, he made it 
himself it is very instructive and fine I saw by the 
mycroscope the worm which prodiiices the itch, 
^ome hair, a louse of a flye, a flee, a louse, and many 
other things, which amused me very much — From 
here I went zo Mrs Amigom then to see a little of 
the game (Ballon) They played tembly bad Mr 
Diadene can never git the ball ]ust, he is very drole

in that dress they got to play, its white with a black 
Sash, rather ugly 

August 2\d Tuesday Music continually, I sing play 
the harpsichoid accompany and do every thing 
August 13th, Satueday Mary came up with her hus- 
band I went widi him m tlie mght to Catch noctum 
butterflies With a lantern We took nothing I amused 
Myself the evemng being so fine After, I stayed up 
to hear the Music late 

August 17th, Wednesday Papa coul,d not play the 
Violin for his fingei which gives him great pains 
August 23kd, Tuesday Papa could play the fiddle 
sign that he is well of his hand Today we received 
the fatal new of the death of the poor Countess 
Rosenberg which died the 22 of this month new 
very afflicting for this family , 

August 29th, Saturday Mrs Betsy Montalbano 
layed in of a little giii this evening. Mamma is to be 
its god mother

only two days, during which time it is tcTbe presumed 
Mr Jaegle or Papa, since Mr-* Bemncasa was tiow 
happily absent, went and bought 'the book for the 
journal' ] 
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SA.TURDAY, Stii SEPTEMBER Tile Govemor and his 
wife came to pay us a visit this afternoon This even- 
ing there was not much music We weie none much 
m a mind to make some Theie weie many people 
here They all seemed dull for oui departuie Mr 
Bosso dined lieie, this seems to be a veiy gieat 
fool, without education These sorts of persons are 
generally in the company of His E\cellence 
Friday, 9th Sep tember The musicians all went away 
except Cimador, that is coming to Constance and 
Mano with us I am glad foi some reasons, and sorry 
for<r others It is not piopeily at Constance that we 
are going, but at Roschach that is more near St Gall 
(tg, which it belongs) I rather it, because it is a more 
industrious place than^Constance, that's veiy dull 
The Situation is very agr<5)eable upon the lac The 
Montalbanos dined with us I could not play the 
harpsichord to-day, because it was packed up 
SATURD4.Y 10th September My sister Mary did 
nhthmg hardly but ‘cry till we weni away, what was 
at about 4 o'clock in tlie afternoon We stopped at 
the Ambassador of Vienna, tliere were many gentle- 
men of Treviso which I did not know We staid a 
little there, then continued to Tieviso We went to 
Mrs Polo to pass the evening I played the harpsi- 
chord, and heard Mis Bosso sing She is the wife of 
that foolish fellow that dined with^us Thursday 
She IS rather pretty, but sings very bad, and in a 
very rediculous manner The Ambassador of Vienna 
passed there The evening with us, went home late 
I was very tired when I w ent to bed 
Sunday, 11th September Left Treviso very soon this 
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morning, and did not stop till Padoua I went to the 
Battajas They are all veiy well, and the little Louisa 
grows charming I was very glad to see tins family 
that was very kind to us indeed We dined at the 
Golden Eagle with Mr Poai He is got very fat This 
afternoon I saw his cousin, he is monstrously ugly 
and seems to have very little wit Mamma and Papa 
went to Abano before us We all soon went too I am 
afraid I shall weaiy myself very much here I was m 
bed befoie it was quite night, I was^ so sleepy and 
tired 

Friday, 30th September Papa and Mamma went to 
Padoua this morning, foi to see whethei they can 
make an agreement with some Veturms foi to take 
us to Trento by Verona, the road being so narrow 
and bad by Bassano, tliat we do not think it would 
be possible for oui cainages to pass that way I 
should be vei)r glad to go that load, Verona being 
certainly the finest town of Venetian estate, soT am 
very desirous to see it ^ 

Saturday, 1st October After we had took our lessons 
we went tins morning at Monte Grotto it is more 
than two miles distant from here and ^s we went on 
foot I found myself extremely tired There is there 
ruins of baths of the ancient Romans I saw two they 
are very large, the water is cold They were once all 
of beautiful marbles but Mr the Chev Oiologio had 
it all taken away for to make the baths here ik is a 
very great pity and shame His house is all full of 
these fine marbles I wanted to see it but it was shut 
I was veiy^rry foi it after I had made such a very 
long way not to be able to see the finest things that 
is there In coming back we took yet a longer way 
it was though very agreeable Papa and Mama came 
back this morning from Padua, they had found so 
much to do that they could not come back yester- 
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day They have not made an agreement with the 
Veturms so well go with the post through Verona 

SuNDVY, 2 nd October This afternoon we went to boil 
some Eggs to the hot waters of Abano with our com- 
pany I ate one 

Tuesday, October 4th Left Abano this morning and 
all arrived safe to Padua We dined with the Battajas 
where I amused myself very much, they took us 
home and there was a great many people at the 
Eagle our Inn In the evemng we went to Mde 
Michaeli where I played the harpsichord and Jenny 
sung Our aunt Cathenm that came from Venice on 
purpose for to see us with her husband stayed ail 
day here with Mama I went to bed late The same 
Veturin that came the first, made an agreement with 
Papa to take us to Verona and stopping one day 
there for 85 Livres paying for everything except the 
corn of our horses He had asked before Louis 150 
and now agrees for 85 We shall begin our journey 
tomorrow at 10 o'clock 0 ^ 

October 6th, Thursday Veronx We left soon the 
pretty little town of Vicenza passed by Montebello 
and Caldiero This road is dangerous for the robbers 
a?id geneially one 4:akes an escort, but we did not 
need any as we were so many people We arnved m 
Verona quite early It seems to be a pretty town, 
and theie is a fine view from the new bndge over 
the Adige That is aU we saw today we had a very 
good supper we stay at an excellent mn the two 
towers 

Verona Friday, October 7th We h^^fed a carnage 
this morning in order to see the drEerent sights in 
the town We went to the Cathedral the Churches 
of St Stephen St George and St Paul There are 
very fine picture^ m all of them Above all in the 
last two there are some by Paul Veronese that are 
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supeiD We also saw the gaiden of the Ct Justi 
which IS very beautiful, there is a giotto a couple of 
fountains and statues The garden is upon a little hill 
from which one has a superb view of the town, and 
the surroundings Papa and Eugenia saw the towers 
of Mantua but my eyes were not good enough to 
see such a long way After leaving the garden we 
went to the Labyrinth then to the fair and the 
amphitheatre called the arena by the Veronese It 
IS a really magnificent place where, 22 thousand 
people could sit In tire old days there were gladia- 
tor combats there and when some Piinces come by 
they give bull fights in the arena We met our little 
sisters there and took them in the carnage and came 
back together, and aftei a verv good dinner of fish 
from Lake Garda we got into the carnage agam to 
see the pictures of Mr Giraidini which are veiy fine 
A Susan of Guido’s is to be remarked Then we went 
to the Klilitary College and the theatre The tiling 
that interested me most was the geological museum 
It is a collection of mscnptions, urns, statues and 
heads mostly found m the amphitheatre in a ditch 
The most beautiful are a head of Livia*, two masks, 
4 of Phaedon, a race, a haie and otheis which I can- 
not remember It is a pity that w^e did not have time 
to read the book which explained all these inscnp- 
tions which are in Greek Hebrew and Latin But if 
ever I come again to Veiona I will ai range to under- 
stand well the explanations of all these After having 
seen all there was to be seen we went out at one gate 
of the tow?i-«id came in by another I found Verona 
a very pretty town on almost every bridge over t^e 
Adige there is a supeib view and the loads are clean 
and well paved Pisani is tlie Podesfa We would 
have gone to see him as we know him but he would 
have wanted us to stay longer and we could not 
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therefore we did not go Papa paid for the dinner 
today as we had agieed with the vetuiin I forgot to 
say that in the gaiden of Justi theie is a statue that 
IS of stone but which resounds when struck with 
another stone like bionze One finds in this country 
very fine marble with which all the churches aie 
ornamented We only had some punch foi supper 
Satukd^lY October 8th We left this moining very 
early Cimador could not iide as the little mare 
kicked the^old maie and the grey mare so badly 
yesterday evening tliat she has made them both in 
a very sony state 

Aid We went all the way today between two 
chains of mountains along the edge of the Adige, 
after having walked a little we stopped at Dolce, a 
miserable village and the dmnei we had was smell- 
ing of soot We came next to Borgetto where is a 
customs We were afraid they would open our cases 
but foi half a ducat we bought a bolletin which 
made us pass fieely thr(Fugh all Tyiol We aiiived 
late at Ala which is rathei pietty but one is in a hole 
one can only see the locks and water which makes 
me sad We stopped at the Ciown a passable Inn 
“where we had quite a good supper 
SuMDAY October 9th Heard a very eaily Mass at Ala 
before it was even day light and after leaving this 
place passed Roveiedo where I began to see the 
hand of industnj and not of idleness for we are m 
the states of the Emperor We came straight to Trent 
at the Europe The inhabitants all speak a Geiman 
or Italian patois We went to seei^e Cathedral 
^which is very ugly What is best is the fountain in 
the square 

Bolzano Monday, October IOth We got up very 
early again I was very sleepy but woke up at the 
sight of such well cared for vines and such nicely 
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ploughed fields, and such fine lovely mountains 
whose Cl own seems to touch the skies and which 
make we want so much to climb them We stopped 
£oi dmnei at Vigna aftei which we came all the 
journey to Bautsen where we had a good supper 
They only talk German heie I could not see much 
of the town for it was daik 

Tuesday, October 11th We left at 6 o’clock and \\e 
quit the Adige to follow the course of the stieam 
Eissah I would need the pen of Gessner to descnbe 
the lovely views which I saw today, waterfalls 
tumbling from the tops of mountains, which aie 
covered with vines and fields These and rocks aie 
changed by tire industiious peasants into fertile 
fields The Tyrolese are indeed a good people, thev 
all look robust and well We stopped for dinner at 
Colman, we could not walk as it was lammg The 
dinner was good but the linen duty We arnv^ at 
last at Bri\en and stayed at the Elephant a large 
Inn 

Wednesday October 12th The weather was bad 
almost all day tire clouds prevented us from admir- 
ing the beauties of nature We dined at Stersingen 
where we had an excellent dinner which we ate with 
a good appetite After dinner we climbed the highest 
mountain m the Tyrol, the Bienner, and arrived late 
at Stenach I wish to give a small description of the 
Tyrolese They are handsome generally, above all 
the children and women, an air of health and con- 
tentment spreads over all their faces The costume 
of the Tyrstee is pretty but I dont like the bonnets 
they wear on tlreii heads which are made like night 
caps in many colours of thick cotton and are very 
hot but they wear them even in summer The Tyro- 
lese aie honest, industrious and affable, to conclude, 
I like them very well We left Stejrach early The 
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weathei was very fine I walked for some time and 
went in the little carriage We ainved for dinner at 
Innsbruck a fine town watered by the Inn We saw 
there Count Schalk who has visited us at Coneghano 
and who dined with us After dinnei I wiote to 
Mary Montalbano and then we set out again and 
arrived at Zuil at the Crown a decent Inn We came 
down a very dangerous hill before Innsbruck and 
saw many precipices We are all a little tired of 
always being in the mountains I hope we soon will 
come out Here in the Inn one is served by young 
girls and not by men as is usual in otlier countries 

Friday October 14th We left this morning rather 
late and anived at Nazar ait en It is only a small 
place at the foot of the mountains We diank much 
small beer which I found good Nearly all the Tyro- 
lese have got goiteis but these dont show as diey 
bide them with a black cravat The women are 
beautiful and healthy looking and even those who 
are not themsehes piet^y are fiesh coloured and 
preferable to the most lovely Italians who are always 
so dirty 

Saturday October 15th We left by moonlight and 
had a terrible mc^untain to climb In spite of the 
cold I walked light up to the top I was bitterly cold 
and there was a great wind so that I was delighted 
to climb back into the carnage The Inn where we 
dined was quite new we had venison for dinner 
Fortuna having been lost yesteiday when we found 
her again Papa was so afraid to lose hei once more 
that we were obliged to take her in t5»@®cairiage She 
^is quite quiet pool beast I had the pleasure of seeing 
the sunset that was one of the most beautiful sights 
I have ever seen We slept at Issini a bad Inn that 
also was dear The costume of the women is nch but 
tasteless They ail wear a little bonnet of gold cloth 
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or silvei and lace tlien corsets with a silver chain to 
which they tie small buttons of the same metal and 
often a medal quite mcely worked also m the same 
metal They wear also round then necks huge collars 
to hide their goiters 

Monday October 17th Today we armed to dine at 
Lmdau We found at the Crown Baron de Loeben 
a German who is here on business and who will pass 
the winter with us at Wardeck He sent a messenger 
at once to the Maiquis de Bombelles to tell them of 
our arrival He dined with us and after dinner 
he took us for a walk and we took a boat to make a 
tour of the town but as Mamma is alv ays ill on the 
water we were obliged to return home I have never 
seen anything as beautiful as the Lake of Constance 
It IS -very long and one can hardly see the end, but it 
is so wide that one can hardly see across We have 
ananged to go tomoirow to Wardeck so we weat to 
bed early We dismissed Andre today having no 
need of him, and Loui:? the coachman also as he is 
not honest 

Tuesday We left eaily this mormng to give a surprise 
to the amiable family which lives at Wardeck The 
load was superb We changed horses at Breganz 
and arrived at Wardeck where we surprised the 
inhabitants by our arrival and I was charmed to see 
that the children have grown, especially Charles 
They gave us a good dinner and after we went in a 
boat on the lake with the children and a maid ser- 
vant I was much amused and we had a favourable 
wind only^e maid servant who was with us was 
very sick all the time We spent all the rest of the 
day with Madame de Bombelles and the children 
who will stay with us until the Castle at Wardeck is 
ready to receive us So we came back to Lmdau 
which took two and a half hours and we dined very 
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late and went to bed The Castle of Waideck is on 
a little hill well cultivated and suriounded with fruit 
trees, the view over the lake is superb and near 
Wardeck at the bottom of the hill is the village 
Stadt and a quarter of a league away the town of 
Roschach I thinlv we shall be very well here The 
countiy IS beautiful and the society which we shall 
enjoy will be delightful 

Wednesday Pooi Fredeiicka the servant of the Bom- 
belles chilc^ren was ill m the night and had terrible 
convulsions and the coachman cued all yesterday 
because he did not want to leave us and made me 
so jsorry for him that I and the good Marquis have 
arianged foi Papa and Mamma that the poor man 
will stay with us since he is very sorry that he 
deceived us But instead of him the Impudent Mde 
Odile Buchols who will not deign for her husband 
who she says is a giand seigneur to clean the shoes 
of Messrs Jaegle and Cimador, is dismissed together 
with her husband and tl^y will go tomorrow One 
can never believe how far impudence will go and 
the vanity of this woman is incompi ehensible to me 
I am delighted she is going though I am sorry for 
George who is an dionest man and had it not been 
for the 'petticoat gooei wnent would have remained 
with us We could not go out today as it was raining 
so we played all day Madame de Bombelles will 
stay with us till Sunday when we shall all go to 
Wardeck 

Tuesday October 20th We walked tins morning to 
do a little shopping We also saw little horses 
dihat Papa very much wanted to buy but happily he 
noticed that the handsomest of them was blind m 
one eye and lame and the ugliest of them would be 
soon so also In the afternoon we went to see M and 
Mde Braun He is adviser to the Princess of Lindau 
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who IS at the head of a Chaptei like the Piincess of 
Andlau She is only twenty and if she had not a most 
hideous hump would be very pietty Mi Biaun has 
a very laige family He has thirteen childien He is 
very respectable From theie we went to see the 
gaiden of the Mayoi's house In the evening Eugenia 
sang and Cimadoi played on the little harpsichord 
FnroAY, October 21st This evening we went to see 
the Geiman Comedy which is very well played, 
and which is very interesting It is called the Good 
Father We saw the Princess, she was very civil but 
I do not like her because she is a little mad 
SATURDAY, October 22nd Odile and Geoige having 
been sent away because they would not do any 
work a new servant came today called Martin 
Gnbler to whom we aie to give 22 Fiench f fanes 
and wine also and dinner This man is tall handsome 
and strong This afternoon a paintei began to imke 
our two portraits in miniatuie to put on a tobacco 
box as the Baion de L^eben asked for them The 
Brauns were heie all day, these children and their 
mother were expiessly created to weary every body 
Sunday October 23rd After a very happy journey 
we ariived at Waideck wheie we found Mde de 
Louvois with her son and the Abbe Robert her son’s 
tutor She is a sister of the Marquis de Bombelles 
The Baion de Loeben will come only tomorrow and 
then all the inhabitants of Wardeck will be com- 
plete 

Tuesday, Oct 25th Mde de Bombelles, her hus- 
band, Pap^^Mama and Eugenia went to St Galies, 
I stayed at Home with the others, they came hoi1?ie 
late this evening and I will now give, an account of 
their unfortunes, before I speak of my own When 
they had come to St Gall ths coachman of the 
Prince came to tell them the Prince was not at home, 
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but that his Grand Master would give them dinner 
at his country house, if they would be content with 
a little family dinner After having gone a little way 
the same coachman came to tell them that tliey weie 
mistaken and the Grand Master would give them 
dinnei at the Convent (the Prince’s palace) and that 
it was there that they would be given dinner They 
did not hardly believe him, but they went where 
they weie told and a fat monk very dirty brought 
them into a^very cold corridor, and when they com- 
plained and asked if they might not have a fire, he 
said 'Dance, if you aie cold’ At last the Grand 
Mastei came down and they had dinner they were 
only seven dishes for twenty persons, and they were 
sitting two hours over it Then they had coffee in 
the Grand Masters room which was warm, and went 
to the fair where Mrs Miller was The palace is fine, 
aj;id the fan pretty enough Now for my turn I 
wished for to walk to Rorshach after my lessons but 
my shoes and stockings^ wexe not made for such 
terrible dirt and I had to come home I was muddy 
up to my eais and I had got my feet terribly wet 

Thursday, October 27th We spent the morning m 
study and at dinner time we lemarked how agree- 
able it was to be reunited aftei being alone and to 
find thus a pleasant society at such a hour really it 
IS true We went to walk at St Gall and saw the 
manufactures of Muslin, Cotton, and embroidery 
that aie there in great number the Muslin above all 
IS superb The way back seemed to me much shorter 
than when going for that town is so ]r»gh that all the 
^way home is downhill 

Friday, October 28th It is a feast day today there 
are many m this country We went to Mass and tlie 
chaplain dined with us It snowed and sleeted all 
day We passed a very agreeable evening Mde 
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Bombelles, my sister and I worked and Mama read 
to us three stories of Mde De Genlis (La linger e, Le 
losaiie, and Le viai Sage) which tire gentlemen and 
us heaid with the greatest pleasure 

S4.TuiiD\Y, October 29th What a pretty view I had 
on waking^ When I looked out of the window all 
was covered by snow, by noon tins white carpet was 
changed into a fine gieen and a great wind got up 
and chased away all the clouds Today the Baron de 
Loeben ainved at last, and now all the inhabitants 
of Wardeck aie reunited He is a very kind and a 
good man What would we have done without him 
at Lindau^ he took charge of ail our affairs and 
bought all the things tliat we needed, coffee, sugai, 
candles, etc, enfin je Vaime beaiicoup Mr de Regis 
also is both amiable and good it is he tlxat wilFpass 
the winter with us 

SuNDVY, October 30th Today we had tlie honom of 
having the two Pnnces to dine heie, the Pnnce of 
St Gall and him of Dissendis This last is amiable, 
speaks well Fiench and Italian but the first is very 
stupid and indeed his face does not jreflect great 
intelligence Since he is a monk he wears for only 
ornament an emerald cioss He did us a great favour 
to dine With us for since he is pnnce he has never 
dined once outside his own house Several other 
pel sons were here too we were 22 at table without 
counting the two little girls and Chailes After din- 
ner we sang dansed and played the harpsichord, and 
I think he was much amused although he did not 
understan(!roiything Happily they went away soon 
so that we had time to go to Horn to see Mde 3e 
Louvois Mama read the beginning o^Wateck to us 
I went to sleep 

Monday, Nov 7th I dined with’ Papa m his room 
because he could not go downstairs on account of 
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the gout Directly aftei dinner I went out a wallang 
with the Abbe Brosse the two eldest boys Bom- 
belles and my sister We went farther than the 
Wartensee everything was coveied with snow, but 
we amused om selves exceedingly as the weathei 
was clear we had a beautiful view ovei all the lac 
and its neighbour town and villages It was very 
drole to see all the laboured giound covered with old 
rags, in one place a shoe m anodier a glove and old 
nasty stockings, it was pretty too for all tire different 
colours they make dung of them rags Tomght Mr 
de Ptegis read us of a letter which he has received 
from Avignon, ail the cruelties, massacies and dread- 
ful things which as happened tlieie A man named 
Ecuyer who snatched the Calice out of a priest’s 
hj'nds while he was saying Mass was killd ar the 
foot of the altar The son of that monster yet a chdd 
was forced by one of which I do not know the name 
to kill twelve pel sons and he killed I do not know 
how many himself A vvo^nan which would not walk 
upon the dead body of hei son was tom to pieces 
however it is dreadful it is almost incredible Papa 
suffers exceedingly with the gout 
Nov 17th, Thursday Mr Bombelles letuined from 
St Gall His seiwant told us that since Mi Barthese 
quarelled with his negro (seivant) he last night stole 
his masters purse where there were only four ecus 
and some rings in fact all he could find, and ran 
away with it, it’s a great loss for poor Mr Bathese 
who IS very needy and has children and a proud 
wife who makes him spend what he has, on 
^'her This afternoon came here one of the deserters 
of the army^of Miiabeau, he spoke to Mr le Marquis, 
and told him he had killed three men and required 
a bath of blood to which Mr B answered he hoped 
he would not take his bath m his house, and to get 
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nd o£ him he gave him an ecu of si\ francs Mr de 
Regis had seen him today at Mde de Louvois, and 
feaied he wished to hurt Mr le Marquis, as he asked 
him the way and said he must absolutely come to 
Wardeck, he was a man of twenty five yeais, very 
tall and strong and he had 14 wounds, tmly this 
history fiightened me a tiifle, but my spirit was 
calmed when Capt Schalk arrived we weie very 
happy to see him, gave him supper and offeied him 
a bed which he accepted with pleasure I tliink, the 
wind was extremely stiong and he would not have 
been pleased to sleep in Stadt at a bad mn Mr 
Cimador gave him up his bed and his loom Rapa 
is much better which makes us pleased and him gay 
This afternoon we intended to make a walk the 
weather being fine, but all at once a gieat win^ got 
up and we only went a little to the gaiden, and after 
dansed, played, etc, until the time for lessons, "and 
when that came we studied Mr Jaegle makes us 
read an English book that is called The Vicar of 
Wakefield which is veiy pretty, interesting, well 
wrote and wheie there aie some very^ood charac- 
ters 

Friday, Nov 18th The new tfiat Mad Bomb had 
today from the princess Elisabeth that if all the 
emigres aie not letumed into France by the first of 
January all their goods will be confiscated and they 
will be condemned to deatli gave much affliction, 
but we hope that it will be of no consequence I 
shall say notlimg of it, if one day I read in that 
newspapenr will perhaps judge better of it myself 

Saturday, Nov 19th The inestimable Mad 'Se 
Louvois came to us this morning she earned her 
bi other with her The new that she has had from 
the National Assembly do not f5rce hei to go back 
as women and children aie exempted I am very 
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contented of it as I should have been very soiry to 
lose hei neighbourhood and society As today it is 
the birthday of Mad Elisabethe (sister to the King 
of France) to celebrate it we had tonight fireworks 
and drank some punch which was excellent 
Sat Nov 26th Mde de Louvois hei son and Braun 
dined here, in the afternoon we dansed Mad L 
also and made several games she is very kind and 
amiable when she was gone we made our lessons 
Suddenly after supper we heard a horn of the post, 
we were all very surprised and could not think what 
it might be, we ran out and the coach boy gave Mr 
de Bomb a letter from the Prince of Spire, crys of 
]oy are made, and Mama reads tc us that the King 
(of France) and Monseigneur the Dauphin are in 
Low Countries the queen is on tlie sea with 
Viomenil and Mde Elisabeth with the woman 
Mommoiit On hearing this good news tears came 
to our faces of joy, but Mde B, anxious foi the 
queen and for her pnnc^fess wept bitterly Now at 
last wil finish m a short while this revolution the 
king has 16000 austrian men wiih him, he is sate 
Papa ordered some Punch we all stayed up late and 
we drank to the health of this piince Mr de B sent 
at once a copy of the new he received to Mad L 
Le Cleige when he came back said she went at once 
on her knees and thanked the good God Many plans 
were made Mr de B feais he will have to depart 
he wants and does not want to go at any rate he will 
wait £oi new orders How much blood theie is that 
will be spared^ All tliat have the c(^Skge will now 
«"'run aftei their soveieign, all the cowards will submit 
themselves ^ the last time the king ran aw’^ay they 
were quiet like sheep but when he was ai rested 
they were again '’enraged Amongst all these reflec- 
tions Bitche oiied out could Papa not make to walk 
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his legiment^ The pooi child is colonel of 1000 men 
at Bitche It was veiy sweet of him and amused us 
all W e wished to hear more new and Mi de B will 
go tomonow to carry the new to the prince Even 
the servants shared our joy they drank Punch We 
went to bed at last fearful that we should not sleep 
foi ]oy 

Thuesday, Dec 1st Mde Louvois came here to dine 
Mr de B sent the Abbe La Brosse to St Gal to have 
the letters from Fiance as soon as might be and to 
find out as soon as he could whether the King had 
escaped Mama and Eugema were sick they went to 
bed m the afternoon In the evening when we weie 
all sitting together a letter was brought which a 
courner had left in passing it was from the Bishop 
of Spue we feared it was excuses to say that the 
new he had sent us were not true but we were agre- 
ably s jrpiised when we read that Valenciennes-had 
surrendered its keys to the king and that he was in 
a castle named Rheim?, belonging to the Viscount 
de la Maucet that the queen had embarked at 
Dieppe to go to Ostende fiom wheie ^he will come 
to Brussels Actually we had hardly any doubts ^ut 
Ml de Loeben, who had been* to Lmdau to get new 
for us bi ought back the Gazzettes where it was said 
that it was all a false alarm In spite of the Gazettes 
and of a letter fiom Stoucart where it was said that 
tire escape was false we had a few hopes, as for me 
I had many I went to bed very late because they 
stayed up a long time talking politics and this con- 
versation ^^¥f?teiested me enormously I also read 
something of The Ami des Enfam of Berquin 

Fkiday, Dec 2nd I had only studied two hours with 
Mr Jaegle before Mde Louvois came M de la 
Brosse was already back with^the letters and the 
King’s flight is all an invention This new gave me 
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extieme pam as to all here it is terrible to have been 
so mistaken But Mr de B is truly the best of men 
how he reasoned on this subject^ What philosophy 
he showed^ it is impossible not to lespect and ad- 
mire him always moie I accompanied Mde de 
Louvois to her house and she read me some verses 
the Abbe Robert had made on the biith of her son 
(which is tomorrow) and which weie charming All 
the servants will sing a couplet to him Mama and 
Eugenia are*still m bed We played this evemng but 
I was not happy 

Eugenia ‘J® piis une purge ce matin qui me ht 
beaucoup de bien mais ce qui me fit bien de la 
peine c’est que les nouvelles appienent quil n'y a 
rien de viai pour 1 evasion du roi ' 

Wednesday, Dec 7th As there is not anything to say 
for my diary today I will write of the place that we 
aae in and I will begin with some account of the 
peasants These aie of a leally revolting vulganty 
especially the little boys Mr Cimadoi can never go 
by on horseback without these nasty children making 
impel tmenpes to the horse and everything that one 
does is very laughable to then eyes for they cock 
snooks at one on every occasion Does one go a 
walking^ one mns no risk of being bid goodday 
unless one says it fiist and that with the greatest 
deference and politeness They are as poor as they 
are rude I admire the uniformity of then Sunday 
best The Castle is on a mil not too high at tire foot 
of which is the little village of Villerqui which con- 
sists of three or four houses and t^that of the 
Chaplain and of the Church We are surrounded 
with lovely frills and I greatly wish we may be here 
in the summer to enjoy the beauties of Nature 
Sunday, Dec IIth I amused myself well in going to 
Mass for their was a great deal of snow and one 
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could slide This afternoon we went in the carnage 
to Mde de Louvois as she did not come to dine with 
us as hei son is ill She chattered a great deal as 
usual and showed us tapesteries that she has made 
which really are charming On our return we played 
cards We begin now to tlimk senously of playing 
the Comedy and a theatie is to be made which will 
be a very little one The piece Namne has been 
chosen and I have been gi\ en the part of Namne 
More new fiom Pans The National assembly has 
made now this unjust law that mass can only be 
celebrated by a pnest who has taken the civic oath 
Do they call that authorising religion^ Do they 
call that the tolerance they pride themselves on so 
gieatly^ Catholics will now only be able to follow 
their leligion a very little Happily tlie King has not 
yet signed this infamous oxder 
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CHAPTER 6 

January 1st, 1792 Sunday Wardeck Today is a fine 
day for me, I like greatly New Years Day for one is 
always so gay Papa gave me a gold Louis for a 
piesent and Eugema and I gave also presents to the 
servants Mde de LouvOxS came to pass the day with 
us we had a rehearsal of Nanine Mde de B who 
plays the part of die old Maiquise d'Olban pla)'S 
very well, Mde de Louvois plays like an angel, Mr 
de Regis is very cold In the evening we played at 
cards until hah past eight Mi de RegiS who had 
made himself nicely drunk widi Punch and Kiisch- 
watei lost at our little game where die stake is never 
mdre than 4 or 5 kreutzer 15 francs of France Mr ie 
Baron of Loeben won 12 and I won 42 kreutzer The 
year was begun very meriily I took some tea befoie 
going to bed and was much amused by watching 
oui cook who was very cfrunk she ceitainly began 
the yeai well I wrote a letter to Mile Battaja 

Jan 5th, Thursday We did not dine today because 
gf die suppei that we will gi\e this evening The 
Gland Master of St Gall, with the Baroness de 
Muller his wife and his daughiei came this after- 
noon and for suppei came also the Prince of Dies- 
sendis with Mde de Louvois her son the Colonel etc 
We made music until it was time to sit down at 
table, we drew the kings the Grand Master got the 
bean and made mama his queen and amongst the 
children Bitche got it (theie were cakes) and 
"Eugenia was his queen The diner was very good 
with a great noise and gaity afterwards I played 
and we dansed and amused ourselves well until 
our company left us The wine had heated several 
heads I went -to bed very tired and sleepy 
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Friday, Jan 6th Eugenia’s reign lasted also today 
We went this afternoon to Vespeis and saw at church 
the Creche and the three Magi who come to adore 
Jesus Chnst these images were quite piettily made 
and amused the children Mr de Bayer the one that 
plays the Clavichord is going to compose a sonata 
foi me it will be a beautiful thing ^ 

Tuesday, 10th J vn At dinner Mr de Regis announced 
that he had a letter from his friends in Saalon who 
told him that N osti adamus a prophefe who h\ed in 
that town about two or three centuiies ago pro- 
phesied (so tliey say) the revolution that would 
arrive in France and tliat it would finish and every- 
thing would be lestoied in the year 1792, they 
believe in him but I did not even pay attention to 
it I had a letter from Mde Battaja where she gives 
tlie sad new that her father and mother aie going 
to sepal ate themsehes fiom the young Mr Batiaja 
new which made me veiy sad the parents and their 
daughter will leave in A^ril and will retue on to one 
of then estates until next winter Mde de Bombelles 
leceived tiie new that the Ambassadnce of Spam at 
Venice (Lascasas) has given birth to a little boy 
this gave her the gieatest pldasme for she has'*no 
childien and a considerable fortune This evening 
the fine trajedy of Racine Andiomaque was read 
I did not hear all the play but I have read it before 

Saturday, Jan 20th As the weather was not too bad 
we went foi a walk till Roschach there was such a 
frost that I fell twice going down as did also 
Eugenia l^ITJaegle and all the company what made 
me laugh heartily at last we decided to sit down^n 
the earth and slide like that untill ^e were at the 
bottom of the hill this was most successful We went 
to our good colonel who gave Yis some coffee and 
amused us very much with his paroquet that can 
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speak a great manner of things then we went back 
and found oui carnage half way to the castle and 
climbed in This walk has done me all the good in 
the world and was a gieat amusement to me 
Sunday, Jan 21st Mde de Louvois dined here all 
tire children Louis, Bitche, Chaiies, Auguste, Justma, 
Han let, Hemi, Gebhaidt and Eugenia masked them- 
selves, but 1 went for a fine walk with Mde de Bom- 
belles we went to Stadt to visit a pooi family wheie 
theie IS a child that she protects tiiat is veiy ill The 
pool little children in this countiy aie kept in a loom 
that IS teiiibiy hot and where tlieie is nevei any 
fresh ail in consequence they can never have a good 
health I tliink it is veiy lemaiquable that in a 
country that is so cold the peasants that is to say 
ihQ people should be so sensitive to tlie cold I ima- 
gine it is because they are so accustomed to then 
ipoms where tlieie is the most unsupportable heat 
The evening was spent lather wearily 
Monday, 22nd Jan This evdmng we had a most charm- 
ing surpnse Imagine what it was"^ Manonettes The 
player ananged them in our theater up m tlie attic 
but the tiajedy they played made us laugh not weep 
It was the prodigal son, after they played a little 
farce that was not so fuhy as the trajedy and then a 
Lustiger Tanz of all the manonettes that was comi- 
cal enough although it was m geiman Oui little 
theatre is truly more suited to dolls tlian to grown- 
up people 

Tuesday, Jan 22nd Papa dined at Horn with Mde 
de Louvois wich gave a great feast^^We occupied 
^he evening in well setting and cm ling our hair for 
the Ptcmc of Roschach that will be tomoiiow and 
to which we are going 

Wednesday, Jan 2f4TH Betseys account I slept late 
this morning j,n ordei not to be sleepy at the ball 
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I spent all the afternoon until three o’clock at my 
toilet then all those of Wardeck except the Baron 
and Mr Labrosse climbed into the carnage, we 
called at Mrs Hoffmann’s before going to the Pique- 
Nique but she was at Constance on account of the 
death of her mother we arrived at last at tlie Ciown 
where there was }et no one We waited foi a long 
time It was raining very hard and we were afraid 
that nobody would wish to come, but at last a 
carriage aiiives, it was tlie MMs de Baver verv 
elegant, with the sad new tliat their mother and 
sistei were not coming and that the weather was so 
bad that tliey were afiaid no one would come A 
gentleman fiom St Gall the biothei of Mi Mesmer 
told us that the company from St Gall was not 
coming and a messenger fiom Rheineck told us4hat 
those lovel} ladies did not eithei wish to come The 
hoises weie already being harnessed when a Lgidy 
from Roschach, a cousin of Mis Bayer came this 
poor young person was^as tucked as us As there 
were si\ oi seven men I dansed a few vaises out of 
politness but as I had a gieat pain in my stomach I 
was begging foi us to go away when Mde de Louvois 
entered in the greatest elegan<^, with all her jewels 
etc we stayed yet anothei half hour but then we set 
off again and arrived at Waideck it was not \et 
eight o’clock the gentlemen who had stayed at home 
made great fun of us I was so ill that I went to bed 
after having vomited a great deal Mde de Bombelles 
had good news of hex husband w4io was m very good 
health but^ho had been upset in his carnage and 
had spent a whole night fieezmg under tire stasis , 
He wrote to her fiom P Mn I wheiehewxll 
not lemain long I think that tlie elSest Mr Bayer 
that IS the ugliest but who seems to be very good 
^ Pavia, where the piinces \Yere 
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was very ashamed that his rnothei had not been at 
the Pique Nique to keep us company which really 
was a nasty action 

Eugenia s account 'At last the famous day ai rived 
which I had imagined was to be such a glorious 
feast In the morning we did oui lessons as usual 
The afternoon was passed in dressing our hair and 
brushing it, in changing our shoes a hundred times 
and having them sewn on and imagining we should 
have to d^se a great deal and such like occupa- 
tions At length the hour so impatiently awaited 
came we went very quickly in spite of the weather 
and arrived at Roschach at about three o clock, there 
was there nor cat nor dog at last the musicians came 
We heard the sound of wheels Joy^ Joy^ "It is a 
liyery unknown to me,” said Mr Jaegle Good It is a 
dung cart^ After having been very weaned of wait- 
ing and very impatient we saw the MMs de Bayer 
arrive, desolated and ashamed to find only us at the 
Picnic We glow yet in^ie impatient, we sulk and 
they do every tiling m tlien power to amuse us Some 
people come when we are on the point of leaving 
we were ail together only about 11 persons a cousjn 
"of Ml de Bayer s that was pleasant enough and some 
gentlemen What use was my fine bonnet^ My 
rouged and my fine Fur^ These were our cries We 
began to dance and when foi the second time we 
were on the point of leaving Mde de Louvois arrived 
well jewelled and painted what made her beautiful 
as an angel We began again to danse At last Betsi 
having a pain in hei stomach and as jwippeisons more 
pCame we all went away The Ball and aU our mis- 
fortunes had given me a famous appetite wich made 
that I eat a gay and copious supper one can be 
happy in spite of rmany misfortunes ' 
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CHAPTER 7 


Tuesday, Januaey 31st, 1792 I was a little distracted 
at all my lessons because of the mascarade and this 
evemngs ball They have turned my head lound a 
little I was very sad to see that though we prayed 
and tormented Mde de Bombelles to come that she 
had got it into her head that she must stay because 
Charles had cried out for fear that she should go, so 
that oui prayers had no effect I masked myself this 
evening How long this hour (in which I was to make 
my toilette) has been coming ^ I masked myself in 
a peasant My dress, although simple, was vastly 
pretty and light Eugenia and Lewis were very^well 
masked as negro and negress Papa and Mamma, 
Jaegle and Baithese, this last having come specially 
to that intent from St Gall, set off The roads *did 
not seem to me so very^bad as they had been said 
We stopped at Arbonne at Mr Vlintz s house and 1 
made the acquaintance of four of his daughters 
after having stayed an hour with him lie took us to 
the Ball which was m the Iim There were m^ny 
people, amongst them the Albertis ladies who were 
most polite above all the eldest what had four 
charming littie girls who were also at the pique- 
nique This society is of all those in the town that 
should pay themselves Strangers do not pay any- 
thing I danced a gieat deal above all with Mr 
Martinion?s»!vho danced very prettily Mr de Bayer 
tire eldest and the youngest came late very Wj^U 
masked They took off their masks to dance There 
was a very good supper and aftei one*danced a little 
We left early in order to have g full moon and we 
arrived happily at home where we found M le Baron 
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still up I cannot say enough how much I amused my- 
self at this feast, all the ladies were so charming and 
so good that I loved them all very much What a 
diffeience to the society at Roshach, I think except 
the family Bayei and the Col ah the others are so 
proud they are insupportable I was very glad to 
get to bed as I was very tired 

Eugenia s account ‘My gaity became almost mad- 
ness At last they dressed me and I looked more like 
an Asiatic princess in all her splendour than like 
Eugenia with so much gold spangled muslin and 
pearls and diamonds — (false ones) — Lewis also was 
a negio and Betsi a peasant At the Ball we had an 
excellent supper and politenesses and kindnesses 
were heaped upon us We left about eleven in order 
to have a full moon ’ 

Eugenia ‘There has been a dispute between Mr 
Jaegle and M FAbbe of priests marrying and the 
validity of the vow made to God One of them is 
according to me right and the other wrong The one 
that is wrong is Though I have nothing against 
pnests who take ordeis under the new constitution 
and who many for they will not make the oath of 
chastity, but I always despise the man who violates 
tire Oath he made God ' 

SuNDXY February 5th ‘At last good news of Marys 
marriage It will be on Sunday m eight days This 
makes me very contented Mde de Louvois is really 
good and kind although too talkative ’ 

Tuesday, February 7th [m English] I took no lessons 
today not being well I laid in bed till^n oclock and 
- ^worked at my mask for tomoirow I shall be dressed 
in a Spanish woman with a black gown and red 
mantle etc All the people of Wardeck except the 
childien Mr Jaegle and me dined at tlie Colonel 
Klebach Thev had I hear an excellent dinner I 
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gaigled myself and took great care of myself so was 
much bettei tomght I played cards witli the others 
and I won two florins The intnguemg and wicked 
cuie of Roshach has put so many scruples into the 
head of the Pnnce of St Gall about the permission 
which this weak but always charming man had given 
that he now will not any longer consent to Marys 
mariiage widi Fiangois as they aie not of tlie same 
leligion and he does not even give them leave to 
live in this country after having be^n manied in 
another The Paison of Roshach is a veiy noted man 
which IS a great hatei of all of us It has been 
resolved to write to Rome and ask the Pope for per- 
mission to celebrate such mariiages My God^ what 
a lot of troubles one must endure m a country which 
is intolerant like tins one It is against Religioiwthat 
tins feeble man has let himself be persuaded by that 
faulse, knaughty, Intrigant 

Sunday February 19th We had yet another lepitition 
this morning and the pi^ce went better than yester- 
day Madame de Louvois arrived this afternoon to 
dress herself as did all the other actors The audience 
arrived without my being able to see them and I 
only showed myself after haviflg played It was dark 
when we began the comedy It went very well 
Madame de Louvois played like an angel, she is one 
of the best actresses tliat I have heard in my life 
Madame de Bombelles with her funny old womans 
clothes and her chatter made everyone laugh The 
theatre did not seem too small and it seemed to me 
that all th^ersons were pleased with our spectacle 
Directly after Nanme we danced There were m^^y 
people Mr Barthese was come with his two daugh- 
ters, his son and one of his nephews The youngest 
daughter a Miss of twelve year« that I saw for the 
first tune is pretty enough and th^y say has much

wit but I think that hei wit consists m a gieat gabble 
for she does notnmg but chatter The refreshments 
weie in great number and the Ball charming We 
danced till ten oclock and then we had a grand 
supper Ail the ladies were seated and the gentle- 
men weie at other little tables and served their 
ladies It seems they found the punch very good for 
after supper neaily all the dancers were drunk but 
that only made the dance more ga}' I danced con- 
tinually tilL thiee oclock in the morning and then 
as the danceis were all tiied they stopped All went 
away evcept Mde de Mullei and her daughtei who 
^^ill stay with us till Wednesday Madame de 
Louvois and hei son also stayed heie I was exces- 
sively tiled when I went to bed but I had passed a 
v^ry pleasant evemng 

Eugenia says ‘Betsi played hei part w^ell, better 
than I expected ' 

Ash Wednesday, Febeuajry 22nd I got up very late 
and went to Mass and ifook the cmdeis After we 
made a little walk and sav/ a child that Madame de 
Bombelles looks after I was charmed with the sight 
I had in that little room, the old father mending his 
coat, two young girls embioidermg a music stool 
which every peasant does well in this countiy, the 
boy making duck ribbon and the mothei nursing her 
baby It was touching to see how occupied they aU 
were After that we went to see the shoemaker that 
had his leg bitten After we came home and Mamma 
read us the sermon of Massillon before dinner In 
the afternoon she went to pay a visit lAfdie Pnnce of 
JDiessentis and during hei absence an Italian came 
to show us a^strange animal it was a Beef which had 
three horns, 3 eyes and two noses It was very fat 
and was six years old [Eugenia says It was very 
tame and I touched it several times on the horns ’] 
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I went down into the couixyard to see it better 
[Eugenia says 'He also had a little monkey which 
he earned on his shoulder '] Soon after some peasants 
came in masks to bury the Carnival It is the custom 
in this country to bury the Caimval on Ash W ednes- 
day Papa came back from Constance with Mr de 
Regis and said tliat it was a town that was deserted 
and not pietty He did not amuse himself much 
there for he went to balls and does not know how to 
dance He made tliere many acquaintances I played 
the harpsichord this evening and went to bed a little 
ill Is it always like this when one finishes CarmvaP 
Eugenia 'Mary received a letter from her mother 
in which she consents to her marriage and m which 
she asks pardon of hei f oi having reproached her so 
severely m her last letter Madame de Bomb^lles 
recei\ed some news fiom hei husband He is at last 
arn\ed safely in Russia I tiiink that our piayeis 
were not useless to him ’ 

Thursday February 23Bf) It made a teiiible wind 
and weather all the day We received a very diole 
letter from Mde de Louvois for a trick that Papa 
played her yesterday when he went fo see her on 
coming back from Constance He had searched v^iy 
much in all the town for a chambei for Madame de 
Bombelles but it seems that this piece of furniture 
is as lare m that town, as are inhabitants, for in spite 
of his researches he could not find one to buy but 
when he came to Horn he saw a very fine chamber 
m the room of Augustus and took it, Madame de 
Louvois g^wssed this to be Papa or Mi de Regis 
because they told her tliey had searched m vam^ 
Constance, and this lead to hei letter which was 
charming She condemns the two gentlemen to 
go and drink two bottles of Burgundy with her, 
Madame de Bombelles to go and kiss her and amend 
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for the theft These pleasantries amused us very 
much I was delighted that Mr de Muller did not 
send for his daughtei She will stay till Satin day 
I had a bad sore throat and cold on my chest and in 
my head We played at seci etm ij duiing the evemng 
which is very amusing if you do not get angry, 
because one can write all that one likes about the 
people that play at it I went to bed eaily again at 
my own wish that I might be better tomorrow 
Madame dc Louvois told us that it is almost certain 
that her biothei Mr de Mackau will come here m 
fifteen days with his family She praised much her 
little sistei in law I confess I shall be chaimed to 
meet this family 

Friday F ebru vry 24th Eugenia ‘T o day was Madame 
d^ Bombelles birthday and Mr de Regis made her 
some pietty veises on that subject She is thirty 
years old I cannot help i elating a story that pleased 
me very much in the History of France Louis re- 
solved to poison his fatKei the King in order that 
he might enjoy the throne Charles VII that was his 
father discoveied the plot of his unnatural son and 
let himself die of hunger rathei than to allow his son 
to commit parricide The son, Louis the XI, sullied 
his reign with a dozen ciimes each more hoinble 
than the last, and finished his life in the hoirors of 
tlie feai of death and the anguish and lemoise that 
such a life caused him ' 

Saturday, February 25th I found Madame de Lou- 
vois indisposed Everybody at Horn and at Wardeck 
has a cold It is the leaving of Cami^ The Prince 
of Diessentis had the kindness to confess us m our 
Chapel He^is too good a confessor I made music 
this evening with Papa I played a quatuor by Pleyel 
that Cimador arranged for the harpsichord 

Tuesday, February 28th Papa dined at Horn with

Mr de Regis As thief he had a cord round his neck 
all through dinner and drank two bottles of Bur- 
gundy for penitence I had thiee letters from Mile 
Battaja In one she tells me that her sister in law 
was bi ought to bed the 9th of tins month happily of 
a pretty little girl I am sorry that it is not a boy for 
Madame Battaja the wife has alieady got four 
daughters of whom two are dead Music m the 
evening 

Tuesday March 6th I stayed m bed al] the day The 
Baion de Wirtz dined here with his son and Mde 
de Louvois Harriet is very ill She has pain m her 
eai and much fever I played this evening at Back- 
gammon, dominoes and E carte with Lewis and Mr 
Jaegle I got up a little this evening and heaid a 
sermon which was on ‘Keeping up Appeal anceji It 
was very beautiful Madame de Bombelles came up, 
she IS afiaid that Harriet has got small po\ Mamma 
and she talked of mairiage and of the jealousy of 
husbands and of the miteiies that one suffers when 
one is married How queei and wicked men are 

Ma.pch 12th Eugenia The snow and cold continue 
Mamma suffers much and was obhged*to go to bed 
aftei dinnei so Mr de Regis read the seimon whfch 
was on the small number of elect and one of the 
finest that we have read It seems theie is much 
difficulty in saving oneself the way to heaven is 
nariow tliey say and that to damnation is wide 
What I learnt from this sermon was that one must 
not be content with wRat one says, “I do, as others 
do’", for it^just then that we say 1 damn myself” 
Happily in Wartegg we have not many occasions^ 
sin, we must therefore hope (since we are obliged 
to believe in a merciful God) that we will not go to 
tlie Devils house but will paitake in Heaven with 
the saints of their happiness So be it Amen What 
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does not please me m Massillon are the praises he 
gives m all his sermons on Louis XIV (that was king 
then), and certainly did not merit them F or it seems 
to me that a pnest from tire pulpit ought always to 
leave flattery aside and to say lather the truth to 
kings than to put on a smooth air and tell them what 
he does not think But everybody has their faults ? 
and Massillon must be e\cused because he is not 
the only one who has committed this fault This 
evening I told stones to the little ones as did also 
Eugenia and Louis Mr Bitch seems to be a great 
coward he cned and trembled with all his might 
because his eldei brother began a story about 
lobbers ' 

Wednesday March 14th We received yesterday a 
r«ply from Cardinal Berms to whom we had wntten 
to obtain the Popes permission for the Maiiiage of 
Mary and Fiangois The Holy Fathei only permits 
this marnage to take place with the permission of 
the Bishop of Meaux and as he is Constitutional his 
permission would be worth nothing What to do ^ 
Tiuly I do not know how this affair will end Papa 
wrote us lErom Wagen and should airive today at 
"Ratisbon The do(^ltor is to come and mnoculate the 
children He has sent us a medicine for them that is 
called Peruvian Bark or Quinine m order to prepare 
them for the small pox He will be here m a few 
days Dear God, how impatient I am to see them 
innoculated and recovered 

FRroAY March 15th The snow has gone but it lained 
nearly all day I did not hear muclff^f the sermon 
today. It was on Apathy for whilst it was being read 
the childrep made such a noise and Made de B 
whilst embroidering her waistcoat never stopped 
talking to tlie Abbe and giving him good advice all 
the time that J was distracted and could not pay the 
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least attention to the sermon [Eugenia It is im- 
possible to do any tiling that demands attention 
when the children are so rowdy and it is of no use 
to bid them to be quiet £oi it is as if one spoke to the 
wind, they take no notice One comes in with a chair 
as his carriage pulling it after him with a great noise, 
another escapes with cries fiom the blows of his 
brother, tliat really it is not to be born, it gives me 
the colic If it was my children or my sisteis I would 
certainly have shown them the door for it is unsup- 
portable ’] Theie was an assembly at Mr Jaegle's 
after dinner to drink some beer which Papa has 
given him These visits to him are so frequent that 
I fear there will soon be none left We had a letter 
from M Sharp, the doctor from Bischoffzell that is 
to innoculate the Small Po\ to the childien, he^ays 
that the bad weatlier prevents his coming but that 
he will come next Monday How I wish this homd 
Smallpox were already o\ er ^ 

March 16th The Ba>liff tJld us at the fair of Arbonne 
today that a peison that was come from Constance 
yesterday gave them the sad new of die Queen of 
France’s death, no one believes it, I hope it is not 
true We were invited to dm6 at Horn where we 
found also the two Miles Albertis who wore round 
bonnets which made them look moie pietty above 
all the youngest who made a littie music to us We 
found Mde de Louvois very sad foi she had just 
heard the sad new from her sister Mde de Travanet 
from Pans to teU her that all the goods of the 
emigres wS!^ gonig to be sequestiated but in spite 
of that she must not return to Pans for one is alwa^s- 
near being killed, that continually persons aie mur- 
dered and massacred there and never before have 
such horrois been committed as there are today, 
that the civil war is already begun m twelve or 
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thuteen places Mde de Louvois has perhaps at 
this moment not a cent and it was really touching 
to heai her talking to her son, who said all sorts o£ 
sweet things to her She ciied a lot how natuial her 
soriow and her giief ^ She shewed much stiengtli 
and com age (i£ this new o£ the confiscation of pro- 
perty is true) hov/ she is to be pitied^ Young Mi de 
Muller came to Horn this afternoon to tell us the 
Aichduke Fiancis, king of Bohemia and Hungary 
has been poisoned, another thing I don't believe 
I came home eaily Mde de Bombeiles is very sad 
because of what is said about the Queen s death 
Mde de Regis also is not gay because theie is civil 
war at Avignon and hei daughter is there In short 
all Wardeck and all Horn (I think every Aristocrat) 
ifr sad The Sermon was read this eN^ening very fine 
but the praises of the king aie too strong 
^ Eugenia Tooi woman she is not sure of bread 
We told hei the new of the Queens death that we 
did not believe She wasHesolated That Queen was 
stiength to the King, without hei France is lost 
Ah, how happy I am that I am not French God is 
indeed too good and just to abandon and to thiow 
down into an abyss that house of Innocence and to 
peimit that crime should conquer Suiely he will 
never allow to be trampled down a king whose only 
fault was weakness and those peoples whose only 
fault was to be faithful to him and to foibid the 
changes that it is wished to make in our leligion^' 
S\TURD\Y March 17th Eugenia It was seen in the 
German Gazette that the new o£««fehe Queen of 
France is false which gave me great pleasuie We 
received a veiy good letter from Papa written the 
13th in a village a few miles from Augsbuig where 
they were stopped because the weight of the fat 
Baron had broken a wheel of the carnage They 
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hope to anive the 14th at Ratisbon I cannot pi event 
myself from telling the way in which the amiable 
Queen of Naples gave to the Bombelles 12000 fiancs 
of pension when they weie at Venice M dc Bom- 
belles with his childien including Henri went to pay 
her a visit Henii cned and the Queen drew fiom 
her pocket a little purse and gave it to him, as if to 
make him quiet Then she sent them away saying 
that she was going to dine Madame de Bombelles 
wanted to give back the little purse byt she refused 
m a very touching manner '‘No, let him keep it, it 
is for him and for all of you ” She accompamed 
them to the end of the stair case Mde de B saw to 
her astonishment that the good Queen was smiling 
at her When they got into their gondola Mde de B 
opened the portfolio and found m it a most chajm- 
mg lettei in which this noble and charming Queen 
guaranteed them 12 tliousand francs a year until 
their father had a place worthy of their noble ances- 
tors The afternoon she^went to thank the Queen 
who had the delicateness not to wish that she should 
show her giatitude m front of the woild and told 
her to go to the Duchesse of her lady in waiting 
and that she would go there soon and receive with 
tears of joy the signs of gratitude for her kindness 
All this Madame de Bombelles told us We spent 
the evening \ery agreeably in listemng to this 
chaimmg story and we read afterwards a little 
comedy given to the Pnnce Royal of Denmark on 
his birthday which is charming But I forgot to tell 
the amiabWreply which the generous and good 
Queen of Naples made M de Bombelles asked h«a^ 
what he could have done to merit such goodness, 
that he had nevei had the happiness to serve m any 
way the king of Naples and she answered “that he 
who served so well his king serves all kings” "" 
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Sunday March 18th [m English] Never have I seen 
such lovely weather, or such blue skies in this 
country We walked out before dinnei and after 
dinner Madame de Louvois was gay I think she is 
resolved to go to Bitche for truly her goods are m 
danger of being confiscated She sang, what she 
does very bad, her voice tiembles like an old woman 
of eighty yeais She is I think only forty five 

MONDA.Y M\rch 19th The weathei was very fine In 
tile aftern9on we went to Roschach on foot with 
Madame de Bombelles and all the gentlemen to 
wait for the post which was not yet come M de 
Regis gave us some coffee at the Ci own At last the 
letrers and the gazettes from Fiance arrived They 
weie very interesting to the fiench Coming home 
ij; rained \ery strong and I was wet through to the 
bones for we weie all on foot without umbrellas 
We found at home the doctor who is come to mnocu- 
late oui poor little children Henri was at once sent 
for and as Hariiet was seme time coming back from 
Arbonne where Mamma had been witli her, he was 
innoculated without waiting foi the little girl I have 
never seen such a good way of innoculating a child 
Tt feels nothing and as Henn was amused by it he 
wanted to be innoculated a second time Hainet 
came home and was innoculated without crying 
once The doctor has a little lancet which is in a 
case so that only the point is shown, he pricks with 
it the arm of the child and rubs the place with a 
little sponge on which there is some small pox with- 
out there being any blood, it is an^xcellent way 
ThiS doctor is a man who is rich enough and follows 
iihe occupation of mnoculator to amuse himself 
Mary had a letter from Frangoise Papa has at last 
arrived at Ratisl^on and fears to be attacked by gout 
We shall have some news by the next post 
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Wednesd\.1l March 21st The weather was lovely 
and as we had agreed Tuesday to go the Appenzel 
we left this morning after having received a visit 
from our doctor's daughter that is very beautiful, 
and after having waited a long time for M de Regis 
Ml de Regis, Cimador, Eugenia, Lewis, and Bitch 
de Bombelles me and Nepomuck (who carried a 
leg of mutton and some biead in a sack) took about 
11 oclock the road to Appenzell, we went two 
leagues always up a steep hill and in, a lot of mud 
and always on beautiful roads with a fine view I 
must admit I was a little tired when I arrived Where 
we went there was the house of a weaver, the best 
peison m the world and perfectly good We drank 
some milk when we arrived and we had some excel- 
lent butter with our dinner These good people took 
all the tiouble m the world that we should be well 
served After having eaten well we left this chaim- 
ing place and made a long detoui and came down 
by a load in the middle tlie forest It was charm- 
ing and the weather was always fine 

March 26th [English] I had apples and bread for 
my breakfast and felt myself very welT Mamma is 
begun to give us some money for our breakfast In 
order to unacustom us to coffee, she will give us 
3 florins a month Mary had a letter from Frangois 
that reassures us about Papa's health He tells us 
that he has never been so well since fourteen years 
and hopes to come back towards the end of next 
week 

Match 27TH,®^enn had a strong fever today and 
directly after dinner he had a convulsion th^«EOT^ 
alarmed us aU veiy much Always when he sleeps 
he has terrible jumps Harriet is still very well only 
her arm hurts her The affairs cf France are in a 
very bad state, a Decree against the unfortunate

emigres says that their goods will be taken if tliey 
cannot prove that they have been in Fiance for six 
months, it does not suffice that they have been in 
France they must have been on one of then estates 
Good God how unjust they aie ^ 

Good Friday, April 6th We got up eaily and went 
to the Morning Services at Roschach everything 
was nearly over The Holy Sepulchre is superb it 
could not have been better illuminated The Blessed 
Sacrament is exposed there Mde de Louvois was 
theie with her son We went aftei to see the good 
Colonel Keebach She was in a veiy bad humour 
and very sad, she is angiy to have to go back to 
France, having terrible feais of being massacred 
She said to her son that she leads him to the butcher 
and that he will have his throat cut and in short said 
such things to the child as to make him mortally 
^fraid She makes the danger a thousand times 
worse than it is She received a letter from her lawy ei 
in Pans to tell hei that sne must go at once on her 
estates She has such an exaggeiated imagination 
that haidly had she lead this letter that she was 
seized with a teiiible tiembling accompanied with 
convulsions, noi did she cease to lepeat ‘how I suffer, 
how much I suffer, how glad I shall be to die ^ ' At 
this Augustus thiew himself into her aims and be- 
sought her not to speak like that She went led and 
repulsed him with very great anger She lemamed 
some time dumb staring fixedly and then she cned, 
‘Oh yes, now they are strangling him' (He had 
already left the room) She began to^iry bitterly and 
, threw herself at the knees of Mamma asking her 
with trembling hands clasped together, to give her 
back her son and asking whether they had already 
killed him She had entiiely lost her leason I could 
not pi event myself from crying for this poor woman 
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makes heiself veiy miserable by tins yielding to bei 
dispair, I thought I was at a play, at the tiagedy 
When she was a little calmer she went away and 
Vve did the same She should surely have some 
courage and fiimness ^ Mde de B was ashamed of 
seeing this scene as Mis de Bayer v^as there foi she 
was persuaded that all Roschach would laugh at hei 
In the afternoon Mamma and Mde de Bombelles 
went to see Mde de Louvois who asked paidon for 
all the insults she said to them this morning She is 
now very calm and has decided to go to Bitche We 
played several games (I learnt that of Solitaiie) until 
it was time for Chuich After Tenebrae and Laudes 
we came home Haniet is well, she can walk and her 
small po\ begins to dry up Yesteiday the Cure of 
Roschach was veiy polite to us and had the kind- 
ness to give us candies at chuich I think that very 
amiable of him, more so that he cannot stand us^ 
April 7th The w eather was so bad that we could not 
go to Roschach We lea At the news of the assassina- 
tion of the King of Sweden This Piince was at a 
masked Ball when a monster shot him with a pistol 
and wounded him in tlie thigh His pistol was loadjed 
with nails It is said that tiie king is m great danger 
of death The autlior of this atrocity w^as recognised 
by his knife which he let fall and it was lecognised 
by the man who had made it precisely foi him to 
commit this wicked action [Eugenia ‘For me I do 
not believe all this though a man much wiser than 
myself believes it yet my little head thinks to have 
reason hke^se his big head thinks tliat he has so 
that it must be that we both have reason The ser™ 
mon that we read was on the Passion^nd was even 
finer than the last '] Papa writes that he hopes he 
will be here on Wednesday I wish greatly to see 
him I embroideied all the evening I fear the waist- 
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coat for Louis will not be ready for the day of his 
first communion which will be Low Sunday 

Monday, April 9th The good Pnnce of Diessentis 
came to confess us and Made de Bombelles gave us 
an excellent breakfast She lead to us a letter of the 
democrats to the King full of insults, amongst others 
The people is everything without you and you are 
nothing without the people' could one carry inso- 
lence furthei ^ The attempt made on tlie life of the 
king of Sweden is confirmed He is not dead but his 
life IS feared After Mass we walked with Maiy, 
Eugenia, Clerge and the elder childien of Bombelles 
we went to the Wartensee where we had miUc 
and cream and delicious cyder We climbed up to 
Weinach and went round the forest that is in Rhem- 
Bial We found many beautiful places one especially 
charmed me There was a little cabin with a garden 
surrounded by beautiful tiees through which one 
could see a superb plain One could see the sunset 
between the trees which was magnificent W e walked 
more than three hours 

April 10th Tuesday We went at six oclock in the 
.morning to the communion m our Parish and we 
came back after having heaid Mass We read this 
morning before going for our walk a superb sermon 
of Massillon which is the last that we have to 
read Then Mamma her four daughteis and Mr 
Jaegle went for a fine walk on the road to Rhemeck 
As we had permission to work I embroidered all 
evening 

Wenesday, 11th April I took all my»tessons to-day, 
and after dinner I went on foot at Roschach to meet 
Papa, which was to come all the children were with 
us We went at the Crown, but as he never came 
and as it was late w^e came home Down the hill we 
heard a Coach coming, and it was Papa — ^We came 
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home with him, and was very much pleased, to see 
Harriot perfectly well, he is in a very good health, 
and has amused himself very much, he brought us 
some fine presents especially to me a great deal of 
music The Baron is always as fat as usual They 
came by Anspach and Ulm, and had a very happy 
journey, I am very glad to see Papa, it’s more than 
a month he was gone We were very gay at Supper, 
and veiy contented to see him back 
April 15th, Low Sunday We alLleft early for 
Roschach and went to the great Mass Madame de 
Bombelles, hei four sons, we four and Mary went 
to the Colonel where we found Mde de Louvois 
with her son and we went to the church I went to 
the organ with my sister An instant after ariived all 
the 140 children who come to make their firstniom- 
munion The cure make tliem a charming sermon, 
during the ceiemony a hymn was sung All the little 
girls had behind their heads little garlands of Rose- 
mary Aftei Mass all thS children went in procession 
to the cure s house and he ga\e presents to the 140 
children Louis especially had very pretty presents 
It was very touching to see all tliose children who 
seemed full of devotion At last we went to the 
Colonel where we had breakfast Mde de Louvois 
gave Louis a gold Louis After dinner we went to 
Vespers After we all went to Horn with Mde de 
Louvois and saw Lamassa or the Widow of Malabar 
which was acted there I undei stood very well the 
comedy though it was in German, it was well played 
The Theart?© is in a small bam and was very full 
The music and diess and the songs of the actt;??r 
were ridiculous and the funeral pyre which was 
made of wood and hay was supposed to bum the 
widow nearly burnt us all for the boards of the 
theatre were set alight and the gentle Montalban 
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was obliged to leave ins dear Lamassa in order to 
put out the fire The Brahmmesses were very badly 
dressed, they looked like ghosts come out of a tomb 
The orchestia was detestable yet I amused myself 
for I laughed a great deal We came home to War- 
deck and found Mamma ill 
Monday April 16th We read the French papers 
where there was a letter of a soldiei written to the 
King of Fiance which is of the grossest insolence 
and which horrifies one We hear that Jourdain (the 
famous brigand) and his companions have been set 
free for their infinite merits and their patiiotism 
This monstei is unworthy even to sully his life with 
new cnmes He has been led in triomph to Ailes 
Meanwhile an assembly has decreed that all monks 
n^ns etc, must no longer wear then habits, not even 
in the house The soldiers' letter says 'We still have 
the meicy not to delivei to the earth the object that 
is its horioi, you could have been its delight but you 
aie only its plague' It is dius that they speak to him 
The king of Sweden is dead and he that assassinated 
him when he was caught said, 'Ah, tliat I could have 
done tlie same thing to all the soveieigns of Euiope’ 
The unhappy Pnnce Gustavus Adolphus the Thud 
died the 29th Maich, aged 46 years, the Duke of 
Sudemianie his brother is Regent and the heieditaiy 
pnnce aged fourteen years will attain his majoiity 
when he is 18 At table it was decided to go to 
Appenzell for tlie general assembly It will be m 
that place Sunday week There will be about thiee 
thousand people there It is suggested we go to 
- --- Alstaten in the carnage and then we shall have three 
leagues to walk I shall be delighted to go for it is a 
thing that only happens every 36 years Papa thinks 
he is ill although he is not He drugs himself and I 
fear that he will make himself ill The music he 
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bi ought me from Ratisbon is pietty but e\tiemely 
difficult 

Tuesday, April 17th Louis, Bitch, Eugenia and me 
with Cleige went to dine at Mde de Albeitis at 
Aibonne Augustus was ill Mde de Louvois did not 
leceive any new yesterday The king has sanctioned 
a decree against the emigres goods so she does not 
know } et if she should go She read us some of the 
letter to the king Thev said to him, Tf you want us 
to bear with you, send away Antoinette (the Queen) 
drive out from you this Biunehaut who follows so 
well her model, and who wall probably have the 
same end as tliat monster' (She was tied to the tail 
of an unbroken horse and was thus dragged ovei 
stones and thorns) They were teriibly mad The 
ladies Albertis were in then garden and we welH at 
once to dinner When we ai lived at table thev 
pressed us to go to the comedy at Horn I did not 
wish to consent without telling Mamma but tlie 
eldest having the kindness to write to hei I con- 
sented with pleasuie We went in the carnage to the 
comedy We met on the way Mr Cimadoi and La 
Brosse on horseback They came with us to jhe 
spectacle which was charming We saw Baldnau 
Klau, or the Superstitious Lover, although nobody 
explained the comedy to me I undei stood every- 
thing The piece was long and the weathei was not 
fine when we went back to Wardeck 

April 19th I accomplish today 14 yeais at midday 
How old I am ^ There was a very bad storm directly 
after dinned I was afraid it would prevent us from 
going to Rheineck but hardly was it over we w^^ 
with all the children and Mde de, Bombelles to 
M de Lombach who was not there yet, he came 
soon and took us to the Ball room I thought there 
would be a superb Ball and how surprised I was to 
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see only five or six little boys and girls of peasants 
who were all that composed this big dance which 
was a little Ball of Bourgeois I amused myself how- 
ever quite well dancing like the others They gave 
us tea I made the acquaintance of a young lady of 
Stoucait that is very pretty M le Chancelier educates 
her Mile Heker mained last Monday a Mr Karter 
and is gone to Vienna with her husband and his 
mother I am afraid she will be very unhappy with 
her husband because they say he does not love her 
at all but marned her out of interest because she is 
very rich and he is very ugly and stupid and dis- 
agi cable 

Eugenia T must now relate the naivete of Chai les 
de Bombelles which made us laugh very much He 
sasd that the devil was called Satan and his brother 
said he was called Beelzebub Ah, replied Charles, 
‘'that would be his Christian name” I learn from the 
papers that the French will become pagans France 
IS a hospital and if I weift there I would tlnnk my- 
self transported into a mad house Are they indeed 
going to adore false gods^ It is really too much this 
madness and it is inconceivable "We began again 
to have Salon every evening We have agreed to 
meet all of us at half past seven ' 
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Monday, 23kd Apeil Papa havemg been very mucb 
tormented evei since he has come back from Ratis- 
bonne of the piles, and having feared it to be a 
Fistula, has consulted a very bad physician but as 
he IS not well, he is resolved to go to-morrow to 
Zurich for to speak to a good physician. Mamma 
goes with him 

April 25th, Wednesday St Mark As today was a 
great feast at Roschach and there was a ceiemony 
we went to it with tire Abbe and the boys We 
descended at the Colonel’s, who took us to a con- 
vent of monks where he gave us two windowsThat 
give on a com ty aid where mass was said There 
weie 14 piocessions of 14 parishes from the environs 
of this town, which yere reunited at Roschach 
There w ere more than a tliousand persons and this 
great number of people made a wonderful view to 
see Aftei the mass the excellent Pnnce of Diessentis 
gave us brealcfast and showed us the appartmgnts 
of the convent, and he then took us into the garden 
where we met the young ladies of Roschach We 
saw the processions go back and walked home 
thiough the wood which was so long that we were 
arrived late and they were alieady at dinner After 
dinner I embroidered a little, and then walked out 
into the wood where we thought to go yesterday, 
and sat inThe shade on the moss on Qie edge of a 
little stream In the evening we played cards, I lu^ 
a flonn Mr de Regis is very sad because his goods 
have been taken away After supper Mde de Bom- 
belles read Le Philanthrope which is as amusing as 
possible The gardener gave me a little garden today 
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which will amuse me veiy much m cultivating it 
The weather is charming and nature of a ravishing 
beauty 

Eugenia wiites We leturned rathei late and I 
met on my way to Wardeck the small carnage which 
was going to Horn tor the children and which had 
left after us I met it and made more than half a 
mile, running always with all my strength, and I 
ai lived at the house befoie the caxiiage although 
they made the horses gallop I was all in a perspira- 
tion on aniving but was not very tned of my day's 
walk ' 

.PRIL 28th, Saturday I got up at 4 30 and at 5 o clock 
went with Mde de Bombelles, her thiee childien, 
my sister, Mr de Regis, La Bross at Roschach We 
^a^lked as theie was charming weather, and we had 
breakfast with a good peasant which was excellent 
We had fresh butter, cream and coffee, and I ate 
terribly After having stayed some time on the 
mountain where we hadT)ne of the most lavishing 
views, we returned by Wienacht and went all round 
the wood m tlie Rheinthal We stopped in a delicious 
glace where we had once been with Clerge I call 
this place the Hermitage because theie is such soli- 
tude and tianquility theie, that invite one to rest 
At oui leturn home which was 11 o'clock we saw 
Jaegle and Cimadoi who went off to Appelzel to the 
general assembly A letter fiom Mde Elizabeth to 
Mde de Bombelles tells us that at last war is 
declaied in France After that countiy had been so 
long in the state of waiting this ev^mt will make 
things turn one way or another, and will settle tliem 
The King declared it the 20th of this month I think 
that Mde de Louvois will not go as they say theie 
has already been a battle where there weie 300 
nationals killed and only 30 of the others I find this 
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difficult to believe We stayed in the couityard until 
they called us for supper Mr de Regis told us his 
Fieiie and Adel ay de made by him which was moie 
stupid than the hist time 

Eugenia states ‘The new of war being declaied 
made some people very happy, for me if I think it 
would do good I am pleased at it, but if not I am 
not, even if it should be made good I dont know 
enough yet to judge for myself whether this new 
should cause joy oi sorrow but what does give me 
pleasure is that the most part of the tioops accoidmg 
to what they tell me, aie for the King, whilst I think 
that those who thought to triumph will be defeated, 
and that at last Louis XVI will become once more 
mastei of the powei which tliey wish to take away 
from him ’ 

April 29th, Sunday I walked much befoie Mass, and 
directly after I made my toilette During this time 
Papa and Mamma came back from Zuiich They 
brought back with them Mde de St Gracien and 
her youngest daughter Mile Cleofile Papa is veiy 
well The doctor whom he consulted does not think 
Mamma is in a good state of health Pie vant^ to 
make an opeiation on her which will make her suffer 
much but fiom which he hopes foi the gieatest 
good He has ordeied her baths and we shall leave 
for Schmznach in the beginning of June and stay 
there two months They say it is a charming place 
seven leagues from Zurich, where there is much 
society Mamma brought me back a watch and a 
superb goMen chain and the same to Eugenia 
Mde la Comtesse de St Gracien will stay here 
Wednesday She is a ver)^ amiable woman, she is 
from Strasburg, and has maiiied a Swiss gentleman 
in the service of Fiance who resembles much, I 
think, my aunt the Countess of Rosenberg who is 
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dead, but she is even fattei, and has not so much 
wit Her htde daughter of eight years old is very 
spoilt and she is outrageously fond of her She is 
honest and obliging as much as it is possible to be 
Mde de Louvois dined here, she is decided not to 
go The Grand Master of St Gall came and made a 
little walk witli us, after some music till supper The 
weather was magmficent The flowers already fall 
from the trees 

Eugenia writes 'Mde de St Gracien is a httle 
deformed by her fat, but the graces of hei spirit 
replace admirably those of hei face, although she is 
deeply pitted with the small pox there is something 
in her face that is infinitely pleasing ' 

Eugenia relates 'This afternoon I went with Mr 
cfe^Sahs in the carriage and Betsy and Papa went 
with Mde de St Gracien I must relate all the mis- 
fortunes which happened to M de Sahs which had 
no bad consequences and^ made us laugh Primo I 
must describe our horses, t^o maxes which although 
only hirelings were half mad with excitement and 
a horse that kept on falling We got on alright how- 
ever till all of a sudden Qie horse fell full length 
and fell on the leg of the unfortunate postillion who 
was dragged some way as well as the hoise He was 
still a little lame after his fall Another time during 
a descent I do not know what startled the horse but 
suddenly she began to make jumps and cries so 
much so that she nearly broke her legs I saw on 
our way a most astonishing novelty the carriage of 
a monk of St Gall the Stadthaltei wlfteh we found 
was the town livery which was like this the right 
side of the habit was black and the left white, the 
same side of his waistcoat black the other white, 
one half of his knickers [breeches] black the other 
white, one black stocking and one white, indeed it 
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was all such a ridiculous sight that one cannot 
imagine it ’ 

Sunday, 6th M\y After bieakfast Madame de Bom- 
belle, Bitch, Eugenia and me went at Roschach 
at the great Mass Miss Hoffman would absolutely 
make me sing, but as I had not studied, nor Eugenia 
neither any of tlie music that the Cure had given 
us she came with us during the seimon at the Col 
Keebach, and there we studied a little an an a piece, 
and a trio, which we sung afterwards, in the Church 
Never was my \oice so much admired, and my 
manner of singing as to-day It must be die inhabi- 
tants of Roschach that heard it, and praised it, (as 
they knew nodimg of good music, and of what is 
well sung) because m no other place where one has 
heard a good singer one could not come to ps^ise 
my \ oice and m\ singing 

We went after Mass at Horn We found Madame 
de Louvois in bed \ery ill She has got a very gieat 
Cold m the breast, sh^ spit blood last mght, and 
has a \iolent fever She is so much oppressed that 
she can hardlv talk One bidds her not to speak, 
but it is impossible for her to hold her tongue one 
moment We came soon home, and found the grdom 
from Pans come (He is named Jack Hammon and 
seems very cunning, too witty foi a groom) and 
Impertinent, but veiy cle\er in his profession He 
Will not absolutely have less than 4 guineas a month, 
not wanting to dine at home — Papa will not keep 
him for that pnce, to-morrow itll be settled I went 
m the aftesnoon at the village Stadt where there is 
a conjurei he did not play any pretty tncks, and«X 
rather weaned myself there than amused Passed 
the evening with Mrs de B a talking 

Monday, 7th May Eugenia staid in bed Her fever 
increases and her cold is bad Mrs de Bombehes 
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was so ill this aftexnoon that she could not come 
with us, nor at Horn, noi at the concert at Roschach 
Papa and Mamma and me went to see Mis de 
Louvois, which is still very poorly indeed, they lead 
while we were theie the newspapers and die new 
that the Fienchmen had been beat near Lille by die 
Austrams, diat they hang's the prisoners they took 
which were six direcdy, and they cut in pieces there 
General Mr Dillon for to burn him 300 of them has 
been killed, and but 30 of the German, this new 
rejoiced all the people which heaid it, which did 
not dunk, I suppose, that men had been killed 
May 16th, Wednesday It is today the vigil of a great 
feast at Venice but it is only a little feast here The 
shoemaker from Stadt who was bitten Cctme today to 
w%*n us that the inhabitants of the village wished 
to avenge themselves on the inhabitants of die 
casde which they believe are all French, and who 
they think aie the cause that some of them are 
obliged to maich on Basl§ (As m Switzerland the 
Prince of St Gall has to give 1000 men foi a cordon 
is being made ) I do not fear them however Papa 
shows himself very brave and in oidei to defend 
himself better he has put a sword and two pistols 
with the gun that he keeps at his bed-side Some 
peasants who have already met peisons fiom the 
Casde have made insults to them taking diem all for 
French, even Messrs Jaegle and Loeben 

Eugenia I took my music lessons with Betsi but 
she does not acquit herself as well as Cimador ' 
May 17th, Thursday Ascension We«went to the 
great Mass at Roschach where we asked all the 
young ladies^and young gentlemen of oui acquain- 
tance to come and spend the afternoon with us We 
prepared a little refreshment m the meadow undei 
some trees wheie we had a man to play the harp so 
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that when the company arrived we ah danced and 
then refreshed ourselves with milk, fruits, a tart 
and some wine In tiie afternoon we played a lot of 
games, we lan about and amused ourselves Ivllle 
Hoffmann and Bayei and the gendemcn were very 
pleasant and amused themselves I think as much 
as us The peasants who came to see us weie all gi\ en 
beer of which they diank 24 measuies I passed a 
most agieeable afternoon and was e\tiemely divei- 
ted, we expected Mde de Regis hut she did not 
come I went to bed almost diiectiy after oui com- 
pany had left 

Eugenia ‘We iecei\ ed om guests in the meadow 
where tlieie was a tea piepared, and the harpist, 
swmeish and drunk, ready to show us his talent and 
make us dance All tlie inhabitants of Stadt Icui'ced 
tliiough the hedge which sepaiates the little load 
horn the meadow where we w eie From some woids 
tiiat we heaid the drunk peasant say we learned that 
tliey wished to bum oui Castle but I think this is 
only Malicious Gossip ’ 

Eugenia ‘Mi de Calissane (a law}^ei) armed wath 
Mde de Regis and hei child She is tali, badly made 
and ugly and pitted with small-pox but she has an 
agreeable physiognomy, and seems to be an excel- 
lent lady but it is a pity that her health is bad The 
child is not piett}' it lesembies its fathei ' 

May 20th, Sundxx Papa and Mamma weie coming 
back from Horn where papa had been when Papa 
was insulted by a man who spoke French, who said 
of him all^orts of insults and oaths As it is a man 
from tlie Rhemthal Papa will go tomorrow to coT^ 
plain to the Chancellor William who had been to 
Appenzel having been first taken for a Frenchman 
was insulted, but when^he spoke German he was 
well received He was told that the Appenzeliers 
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were furious against the inhabitants of this Casde 
and that we were the cause that they must go to 
make a cordon at Basle, and leave their families and 
their fields They again said that they would bum 
the Castle I coirfess I was very frightened 
May 23103, Wednesday This moimng I rode on horse- 
back witli Jack who has purged all our horses and 
put them in a good state and which prepared to go 
after tomoriow It is nearly ten months since I rode 
and although I only went to Horn 1 was a little tired 
on my return I amused myself and the weatlier was 
not too bad I had a bad sore thioat and the begin- 
ning of a cold The man who insulted Papa on Sun- 
day has been recogmsed and he will be sent to Mr 
de Wurz to be pumshed I received a letter from 
0^mador written fiom Isola on the 17th of this 
month Actually he will now be arrived at Venice 
I wish he was already back for the lessons of Justina 
and Eugenia weary me much 

Eugenia 'We leamed'from a private letter the 
atiocious cmelties made by the Ahlangs against the 
patiiots They set fire to a house wheie 75 of these 
miserables had taken refuge and made them die m 
a most cruel way by preventing them fiom coming 
out to escape I think these unworthy actions What- 
ever rights war gives, one should not abuse them ' 
Monday, 28th May I took physic to-day it gave me 
the Belly ake all day and made hardly no effect 
I got up but in the afternoon the wearying and 
homd Mis Biaun of Lindau came here, she will stay 
a few days We played at many games^not to weary 
rourselves but foi me I was tired to death of all the 
stupid company The weathei was very fine, but my 
physick hindered me from walking out 
Tuesday, 29th May The person that had insulted 
Papa lately came here this morning to beg pardon 
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and to say that lie was excited by the people of 
Stadt to do it Papa pardons him and the matter is 
all over Louis was very ill I never saw a worse 
healtli than his Papa has got the Piles again and 
fears to have the Fistula 

June 1st, Fridxy We left Winterthur in good time 
and arnved at Zmich not a little wet We stopped 
at Mde de St Gracien who insisted we should dme 
with her Hei elder daughter Mile Athenais is \ erv 
amiable Mde de Vasson was not at her house she 
amxed m the evening fiom Basle where she had 
seen her husband who has emigrated from France 
and will ]om the princes at Coblenz After dinner I 
walked witli Mde de St Gracien, we made some 
purchases m the town and then she conducted me 
to a publick walk which is on a hiH in the to^, 
never have I seen such a lovely \iew as in that place, 
on one side one sees the lake of Zurich which is long 
and nanow, and on the shores of it, hills, mountains 
and tlie glaciers of the Canton of Gians The town 
of Zurich IS laige but not pretty it is situated on a 
stream the Limat which comes out of the lake Mde 
de St Giacien gave us supper and we came to sleep 
at the Sword, a good inn on the bridge 

June 2nd, Saturday As our horses and our carnage 
return to-morrow to fetch the rest of our family we 
hired one which made us wait a long time Whde 
waiting for it we made some walks across the bndge 
and I saw the senators of the town who were going 
to the council, their costume is so funny that I must 
make a description of it They wear a sword, and a 
black bonnet on the head and round their neckT®" 
they have an immense round ruff they wear a black 
cloak with sleeves and a long vest [waistcoat] in the 
antique manner with trousers We went in a bad 
carnage with worse horses We were obliged to stop 
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in a village to lefiesh them, theie we took milk, at 
last we ariived at Richterschwyl wheie we stopped 
at the Angel The situation of this village is charm- 
ing running alwa}^s beside the lake which at its 
widest IS a league and a half so that the othei side 
which IS all inhabited can be seen and gives most 
chaimmg views We had a good dinnei at this place 
that IS on the edge of the lake As Papa slept, my 
sister Mamma and me went alone to Dr Hoze who is 
a man between hfty and si\ty years, he is sepaiated 
from his wife and lives at Wmterthm He has his 
two daughteis with him at present One is married 
to a Frenchman and the other m tlie Vallais They 
are both pretty and amiable We went to bed before 
it was daii: as Mamma and me had a bad cold One 
*^ees a lot of pilgrims pass on tlieii way to Einsiedlen, 
the pilgi image is three leagues away m the Canton 
of Schweiz where I much want to go 
June 4th, Monday On my leturn fiom the doctois I 
saw an old pilgrim sixty years who had broken his 
arms, he was full of troubles and was going to Ein- 
siedlen Mamma and me gave him some little pieces 
of money and he was so happy that he cued with 
]oy, then Mamma seeing how poor he was gave him 
six francs this man could nearly not speak with 
pleasure and gratitude He was so penetrated with 
]oy He admitted that since he lived although he 
had worked very hard he had never had so much 
money I experienced real satisfaction at having 
succoui ed this unfortunate man and how wicked it 
is to spend so much money which •would make so 
happy poor people like him^ We left after dinner 
m the hired carriage foi Zunch We stopped at the 
Sword and went to Mde de St Gracien As she had 
company we did not go up to her but waited in the 
garden until she was free, then she and Mde de 
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Vassan, Athenais and anothei gentleman came to 
supper at the Inn witli us We had an excel- 
lent supper to which I did honour for I ate a great 
deal 

June 6th, Wedntcsdxy My two sisteis and me went 
to breakfast with Mde de St Gracien with whom 
we spent tiie day I heaid Mile Athenais sing that 
she does not do well, her voice is false and not 
beautiful She took me for a walk m the town on 
our return we found Eugenia, Louis, Mary and 
Clerge had arrived The hist two did not look well, 
Louis has been extremely ill but was better After 
dinner we went back to Mde de St Gracien where 
was all our colony and Madame Escher came She 
IS a lady of this town very pietty and amiable, (and 
young) Mile Athenais, Eugenia, Amelie, Louis 
I went to do some shoppings I then went back to 
the Inn as it was already late and the ladies and 
their daughters were very chaimmg to us Mde de 
St Giacien wanted to obfain permission from Papa 
to leave us some days with tier during tlie fair which 
will be for ten days This excellent lady has always 
the greatest attentions and politenesses for us Ail 
the ladies of this town aie charming We left early 
with our horses and those that we hired for Schinz- 
nacht, the weather was not good but not bad The 
roads are good and we went always m a valley and 
stopped at Baden an ugly town in a hole surioanded 
by mountains As it was a gieat feast and as the 
place is Catholic we went to the great Mass The 
costume of the peasants in the Baiiiwic of Baden is 
very diole, they have a short bodice and petticoats* 
and one sees their legs almost to the kr\ees We had 
some excellent coffee at this place and then we con- 
tinued our route We crossed the nver at Reuss m a 
boat, it was very fast and much swollen and I con- 
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fess I was a little fiightened Diiectly after having 
crossed it we were m the Canton of Berne and soon 
after we passed Bmck a little town a league from 
Schinznacht wlieie we arrived before midday The 
innkeeper is very polite as is also his wife and 
daughter There is only the house where we stayed 
and the baths that aie a little distance from the 
house The fiist is sad-lookmg and the baths seem 
dirty The mineral water is tepid, it is heated for the 
baths, it stinks horribly, the smell is exactly like that 
of bad eggs It tastes horridly There are some very 
pretty ladies to take the baths, they seem amiable 
All the people are more amiable tlian tliose at Ros- 
chach The Inn is agreeabl)/ situated m a valley next 
the rivei Aar, theie is a charming wood next the 
house and many gardens There is not yet come 
much society, I made acquaintance with the doctor 
from Lausanne and his wife and also with a lady 
and her daughter called Muttach and a gentleman 
from Basle v/ished to hdai me play the harpsichord 
We did not have a good dinner but a good supper 
Papa gave foi the two meals 1 louis and what is left 
over is for tlie servants He gave 12 francs for five 
^ rooms 

June 8th I took my two lessons with Mr Jaegle, we 
began to read Les Voyages da Jeune Anacharsis 
The little that I heard today pleased me enormously 
and the style is very fine Our rooms are gloomy and 
on the ground floor, the outside of the house is large 
and fine I played and made conversation with the 
ladies whose acquaintance I had made There is yet 
very little persons here one hopes soon more will 
come The^peasant women have a very funny dress, 
their hair hung behind in two long plaits and there 
frocks are so short tliat when they stoop one has not 
the finest views 
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June 9th, Saturday Directly after dinner I went a 
walk with Mile Mattach and Vacliet, Eugenia and 
Lewis, the weather being superb After having taken 
my lessons I went with Mr Jaegle to the Casde of 
Hapsburg it is up a very steep hill and it is very 
high although time has destroyed two floors It is 
eight hundred years old and more and it is fiom here 
that the house of Austiia takes its origin The view 
was superb We climbed the tower which is very 
high and from there we had a fine birds-eye view 
In the castle we saw only a big room very ruined 
still its age makes one come to see it by curiosity 
June 18th, Monday Befstj ‘We got to Zuiich at 
12 oclock where we soon after went to see Mr 
Lavater whom I love with all my heart He is a 
well-known physiognomist and he is venerable, 
modest, gentle and wise and impresses me with a 
respect that I can hardly describe how much I felt, 
and desired and wished to be equal to him, these 
feehngs were inspired hf the presence of this vir- 
tuous man ' 

Saturday Eugenia ‘Little Justma is entiielyrecoveied 
of her fever and the eruption has since a few days 
already comenced For me I have begun today to 
take cold spring watei baths in a big tub into which 
Francis plunges me the sensation I experience m 
the instant I am under the water is disagreable ' 
SuNDXY, 24th June We had the Mass this morning 
and the agreahle company of tlie stupid Friar with 
the peasant his companion at dmnei Theie came 
many persons this afternoon we danced and I was 
very sorry to be obliged to do it with the disagree 
able and unsupportable Mr Vouchet We drank 
some milk in the gaiden with Miss Rennei I like 
very much this gnl because she seems good and well 
bred Mamma suffers exceedingly with her issue she 
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does not know what to do with it A young lady oi 
Berne that is here foi her healtli which she spoilt in 
taking care of her Mother when ill before she died, 
IS very amiable Justma’s fevei is passed the pooi 
child takes Bark tliree times a day 
Monday 25th Eugenia writes 1 continued to take 
my cold baths and I hope they will do me a gieat 
deal of good I have not much to say for this day, 
therefore I wish to try and write a little about my- 
self How greatly am I inconstant in my thoughts ^ 
Now I love one thing, then a single chance word 
suffices to make me detest it I tliought Mr Vauchet 
was amiable, I abhoi him at present, and really he 
has done me no personal wrong I loved his sister, 
but now I have known her bi other, I find her a 
'thousand faults wheie once I found giaces I am 
very stupid, but I cannot control my feelings I am 
so changeable an hour suffices to make me or love or 
hate a person, what I think pretty now in an houi 
the scene changes and ft becomes ugly to my eyes 
I am impatient with myself I have two persons in 
me, one scolds me and dissaproves of all I do, the 
other flatters my passions and counsels me to follow 
their dictates indeed I am an enigma to myself and 
wish to know myself m vain I have the vamty of a 
devil I have wit without wisdom (so I am told and 
I well believe it) I have in short a thousand faults 
which I long to coirect but always the evil vanquishes 
the good in me ' 

Tuesday, 26th June I was veiy much astonished to 
see Mrs Rennei this morning smoke All men has 
that bad habit heie and that disagreeable vice is so 
inveterate an this countiv that even women cannot 
help having it It is a terrible thing 
Wenesday, 27th June I did not go out a walking at 
all, I only sitted m the Yaid with the company

Thursday, 28th June Eugenia ‘The new fiom Pans 
are detestable In ordei to foice the King to sign two 
deciees, many peisons of the common people armed 
With bayonets and pistols climbed up into his room 
broke open tire door with a cannon than foiced him 
with the bayonet at his throat to drink to the health 
of tlie constitution, and to put the led bonnet on his 
head The National guard behaved like tiie giena- 
diers of the King One of them was wounded by a 
bayonet which his companion had turned aside For 
one of these mad men was going to kill the Kmg 
Louis XVI show^ed on this occasion much more 
courage than usual although he lan a gieat nsk Of 
all this what afflicted Louis de Bombelles moslTso 
much as to make him cry was the decree to buxu all 
the archives of nobility I ceitamlv do not approve 
this measure, but it is the least of tlie evils Louis is 
a frangais tout ciache one sees alieady m him not 
the noble pnde which pleases but tlie cursed Fiench 
vanity, false politeness and misplaced gentility In 
short he is a silly boy who thinks more of a loi^ 
genealogical tree than of a poor but noble and 
virtuous heart that is what I tliink of him and of 
nearly all french people in general How the counts, 
Maiquises, viscounts, barons, vibaions, and cheva- 
liers will be desolated at losing then titles I think 
if tlie Revolution can do a good it will be to root out 
from the heads of the french their foolish vanity by 
taking from them all that nourishes it Silly Fools F 
Tuesday, 3rd July Eugenia 1 saw today a peasanT 
that has 100 year and who does not -look to have 
more than 60 He has few wnnkles, a venerable 
physionomy, and a long white beard that goes down 
to his waist How long peasants’ lives are, and how 
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strong and robust they remain ^ I should hke to see 
a nobleman of 100 ^ ’ 

Saturday, 14th July Directly after my lessons I went 
on the Road to meet Mrs de Bombelle we soon saw 
her coming with all her brawling childien, why has 
she got any^ I wish she had none After everybody 
having talked a moment of her arrival that the con- 
versation turned to Politic and continued on that 
subject the remaining of the day It wearied me 
much We had fine weather, what gives me great 
pleasure 

Monday, 16th July I have got nothing to say upon 
this day, so I must also try to make some account of 
the customs and fashions of this country Everyone 
drinks tea after dinner m the English fashion No 
ladye goes to pay a visit without bringing with hei 
a working bag of which she makes hardly no usage 
Seldom a gentleman goes without his pipe and it is 
always adorned with emerald and silver chains the 
Ladies has got as much pomp in then working 
bags as the men m their pipes they are all perfectly 
dressed when you go anywhere you are shure to 
find a tea and a good goute prepared everybody is 
very sociable and amiable m short I would like 
better to live here than at Wartegg I do not know 
how I shall do to accustom myself to the rudeness 
of the stupid bears of Roschach 

Wednesday, 18th July I passed the Aar for the first 
time and went at Schmznach for to see Mary Es- 
monds married to Frangois Coudin the Parson of 
that place married them, it is the first mamage that 
I see made I wish the Bnde and Bridegroom all 
happiness -which I fear they will not have The vil- 
lage IS big they reckon it a 1000 inhabitants the 
parson seems a good man his house is clean and 
pretty and his church too Really Schmznach is 
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much furtlaei than I thought from the baths, and it 
was so hot that I was very much fatigued of my walk 
The other borders of the nver are not half as agree- 
able as these The earth is very bad The Bishop of 
Coming and is two nieces came to see us this after- 
noon The ladies are too old and ugly maids bom m 
Spam and which seem to be excessively nch We 
made music and the Bishop an old but amiable (for 
society) man Likes it exceedmgl} 

ISloNBxy, 23rd July We had again the visit of the tire- 
some French ladies, they are like Catterpillars after 
us, I can not see them without being sorry them 
English people did not stay m tlieir place 
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Friday, 3rd August I was quietly playing the harp- 
sichord this afternoon when Mr de Calissane came 
and bi ought tlie new that the King of France had 
been IciFd the Queen and the Dauphin hanged 
Mrs de Bombelles was terrible afflicted and almost 
exasperated but when we knew it came from Mr 
Merz we did not believe it — this man gives all the 
bad news The Count de Thurn went directly at St 
Gall and us all at Mis de Louvois where tlie Colonel 
Keebach was Mrs de Lomois and de Bombelles 
were both m a poor state they cryed, they cursed 
Jdie Nationals etc, we hoped always it was not true 
and as it did not touch me much I was always in a 
mind to laugh, seeing all us women talk Politic with 
the Colonel which is a good man but a great stup 
However we came homC after I had weaned myself 
2 hours at Mis de Louvois I wanted to waite for the 
Count de Thurn but was too Sleepy so went to bed 
before he came back 

kATURDXY, 4 th August The news is faulse, so much 
better for the poor Mrs de Bombelles which has 
been so very affected the breakfast was gay and all 
the day passed m ]oy Mrs de Louvois came here 
to-day she is in bettei health and staide this last 
night 

’hursd^y, 9th August I was yet in Bed when Papa 
arrived this morning on horseback we went till half- 
way to B.oschach for to meet Mamma we stopped 
for 2 hours upon a Bridge foi to wait for her, but 
wearied to^ stop so long it beginning to ram we came 
back she arrived soon after and with a pretty good 
state of health Mr Hoze sayes that she is almost 
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well Justina is much better, but the poor child 
always takes bark The two eldest Boys aie very 
well I am glad to see us ail reunited 

Eugenia wiites how ‘all the gentlemen to mark 
their ]oy of mamas letum made themselves drunk 
and \\ ere veiy noisy We drank more Punch after ' 
Thursday, 6th September The Good Piince of 
Diessendies dined with us This afternoon Papa my 
Sisters the two musicians and me went at Roschacli 
at the Conceit at the Lion this concert is composed 
of Few persons, and each has a Bottle of wine and 
some bread by him Theie we all sung Papas mass 
which he made at Padua and which we will sing 
ne\t Sunday at the chuich We came home when 
mght and I played at cards w ith Papa before and 
after supper It rained continually the w md as high, 
at last it was a winter day but not a summer one 
Sunday, 9th September e sung to-da\ Papa s mass 
at the chuich but all the musmians aie so bad tliat 
it did not make a pretty^ effect, Papa has given us 
leave to go at Emsidlen and we shall go away Tues- 
day I am evtieemiy glad to go at that place which 
it is long I wish to see Mis de Louvois dined here 
as the master of Horn is coming back she is obliged 
to leave that castle and will come I believe to lodge 
at the good ColoneFs which is very proud to iiave 
as he has not little fnendship for her 
Monday, 10th September To-day we sent away our 
cook Mary La Fleur, wdiose knaughtmess wms come 
to such a height tliat nobody can bear her any more 
She IS a good cook but a great rogue Papa will 
undertake to-morrow the voyage of Chambery he- 
IS going to visit Mr Blau, and will travel with the 
Baron de Wnntz on horseback I believe this last is 
a poor hoiseman his journey will fatigue him 
Tuesday, 11th September We set off all together 
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this moining, Mamma the three eldest boys of Bom- 
belles and Chappuy we took a carnage of the Lion, 
with two horses We pay for it 6 each horse and a 
florin for the man per day The weatlier was very 
handsome this morning and our journey very agree- 
able We passed St Gal and Gossan then left the 
rode at Zuiich and came at Oberdalt where we 
stopped a htde to repose the horses We dined with 
Papa and the Baron de Wrmtz these two will come 
with us till Emsidlen and then wiU continue there 
way to Chambeisy through Lucerne It rained very 
hard when we left this place, and the bad weather 
accompanied us This country (the Tokenburg) is 
very handsome but full of mountains and very cold 
Poor Baron de Vrmtz has his behind broken for he 
searis not accustomed to go on horseback 
A^enesday, 12th September We left the Tokenburg 
this morning and came to a small town after which 
we passed the river Limat upon a cunous Bridge 
and came through exceedingly bad rodes but dined 
at Lachen a charming village on the borders of the 
lac of Zurich in the Canton of Schwitz We had a 
charming vew in perceiving this pretty lac From 
Lachen we saw Rapperschwill at the other side of 
the Lac and the famous bridge which crosses it But 
saw it much more distmcdy in coming up the moun- 
tain of Emsidlen We were obliged to walk a league 
and a half coming by the mountain which is very 
steep The Canton of Schwitz is poor but seems to 
be handsome has it is full of mountains We arrived 
at last at this place which I was so desirous to see 
I shall to-morrow give a little description of it 
ruRSDAY, 13th September Papa left us this morn- 
ing I wisli he was already come back I went to see 
the Church which is big and handsome, the chapel 
of the Vergm is in the middle of it I saw it, and it is 
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beautiful very iich and pretty This place is in an 
agreeable situation, it is I tliink a big village every 
house is an Inn and notwithstanding this very often 
theie is not place enough for all the sti angers that 
comes The pilgnms are in gieat number and they 
all drink of each source of a fountain that is before 
the church, and washes their eyes in that Water The 
fountain has 14 sources There is a great supersti- 
tion here, at the door of the Chapel is 15 holes, the 
peasants believe that it is Jesus Christ which pnnted 
tiiem with his hands But I do not believe this I 
went to see the treasure this afternoon it is very 
nch and especially the Viigins Clothes, which are 
numerous are beautiful There is heie the Bishop of 
Chalon with different French Ladies 
Friday, 14th September It was the feast of this pkce 
to-day and theie has been a gieat mass say'd last 
night at 12 o’clock, we went to anotliei this morn- 
ing and we comuned We have found here a fnend 
of Chappuis Mr Collo a^pnest a very amiable good 
man he is much like Mi Fnes This afternoon we 
went to see a convent of nuns that is very near this 
place of which Mr Coxe gives a very good praise 
m his letteis upon Switzeiland but he exaggerates 
much because its situation is the only thing worthy 
going to see Them nuns keep some poor fiench 
priests in their convent what is very odd is that they 
are of each sex 21 persons We went to Vespers 
when come back and to-night the whole town has 
been illuminated what was a handsome spectacle 
every window was lighted and there was the martyr 
of St Mmard very prettily represented We followed^ 
the procession which was fine then the pnmate of 
this place gave the benediction I had great pleasure 
to see this ceiemony which was celebrated with such 
ceiemony that it inspued devotion to everybody 
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Theie is moie than 100 French priests here they aie 
very poor and one naust pity them The convent is 
a beautiful building I did not see the prince nor 
any of the monks except one whose name Martin 
and who has been an officei, is only 34 years old 
and IS now a monk since 8 years He is a charming 
man by what I heai We shall to-monow leave Em- 
sidlen which I am very glad of having seen 
ioND\y, 17th September We were very well at 
Stem, last night and we left it as soon as it was 
daylight We always come along the lac, which is 
named Untersee and is formed of one branch of that 
of Constance All this country is charming We 
ariived lather soon at Constance, a great town, in 
a Beautiful situation but almost desert We found 
sat the mn where w e dined some poor French priests 
which coming thiough Belfoit had almost been 
hang'd 800 persons sunounded tliem and cned 'a la 
Lanteme' Poor men, I do not know how any peisons 
could not pity them, thOy looked so frightened and 
miserable We went to see some Wave figuies but 
tliey weie not very handsome, they aie \ei*y ugly 
after having seen some in England At dinei theie 
were some French gentlemen that seemed to me so 
edicuious that I cannot help saying in my journal 
vhat thing can be more unsupportable than tlaat 
lation, during all the while they did nothing but 
noke themselves of ever)/ thing that came on the 
able as it is the French custom I did not see much 
f Constance but I think it a veiy dull place We 
/ere obhged to stay at Horn tlie Goldach being so 
reat that it was impossible to pass it Mrs de 
lOuvois had the bounty to lodge us, what gave us 
leat pleasure because we weie very much tiied 
id waite and we didn t know what to do 
lAY, 28 th September We had some news from 
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Papa when returned at Lausanne he will be here 
Sunday The French have made an Incuision in 
Savoy and it is said that they have taken Chamberr}^ 
(this IS nP sure) the King of Sardaima s subjects have 
ail taken tlie French National kockade, tlie Swiz are 
all in aims for to defend themselves In the canton 
of Berne all the French that were m it have received 
order to quit the country I wish it would be the 
same here At last the weather permit me to go out 
and I took a charming walk this afternoon We came 
back down the wood and took some milk at War- 
tensee My walk did me good and diverted me 
exceedingly But what is a very tiresome thing is 
that you cannot go out wnthout or being insulted or 
moked by the peasants It is very haid to be always 
taken for French and so be obliged to suffer all ti^e 
insults that they receiv e in all the countries 
Mondvi, 1st October We went m the afternoon at 
Mikyhause to meet Papa but ha\ mg stopped there 
till night, we came home’’ He came soon after and I 
was extreemly glad to see him returned in a perfect 
health and as gay as it is possible to be He has left 
the Baron de Wrmtz at Berne as this could not come 
as fast as him and as he had quarrelled with him 
many times Papa cannot beai that man any more, I 
neither I stayed up with him till near 12 o’clock as 
he told us all the particulars of his journey which 
amused us much All his horses are very poorlv He 
has left his groom Samuel at Lausanne and has taken 
Charles Dibble a very clever one and which he likes 
exceedingly All tlie English that were near Geneva 
goes away and Mr Blair is unfortunately in bed-^ 
with the gout what hinders him from going away 
and what afflicts much his family as they are in 
France and as that part is very dangerous now Papa 
gave us so many news that I remember none He 
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has seen many of his friends which has treated him 
With much kindness especially Mi Weston to which 
he passed two days near Lausanne Lady Mary has 
given Papa a poney for us it gave me great pleasure 
as I will be able to ride it alone it will come with 
the Baion 

SATURDAY, 6th October Mrs de Louvois dined here 
before setting off we went to accompany her till 
down the hill I could not help seeing hei getting 
into her carriage without wishing to do the same 
when shall I have that great happiness^ All the 
French here I cannot bare — I like and esteem Mrs 
de B but when her stupid children is with her I 
would rather live far from her than with her I much 
feai that we will pass the wmtei m their company 
cPh how I should be happy if Papa would decide to 
go away alone with his family if we stay here I shall 
pass a very tiresome winter 

Sunday, 7th October I did not go out till after dinner 
then I went for the first time on our Gray Poney 
Charles (the English Groom) will learn me to nde 
he came out with me and he seems to be a veiy good 
man Eugenia went to take Miss Muller and came 
-back with her but this evening I was glad to see 
that good gul, and shell stay with us till Thursday 
Mr de Calissane will leave us to-moirow he is going 
at Mayence I see that everybody goes away there 
is but Papa that notwithstanding the desire that he 
has to set off will I always fear more stay and pass 
an ag7 eeahle tointei in company with tliese Fi ench 
We have had many bad news but they are almost 
allways faulse now the best way is not to believe 
them so not to be afflicted noi rejoiced in vain Miss 
Mullei gave us an account of the mannei that hei 
Uncle had been kild, there can be nothing more 
barbarous than it 
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Mo\Dvy, 8 th Octobi:r As we had been Invited bv 
the young persons of Roschach to go with them to 
take a walk upon the mountain We were at Miss 
Hoffman's at 6 o’clock and hei two brothers Miss 
Bayer hei bi other and heiself we all set off on foot 
for to go at bud-cat ching two leagues from Roschach 
We got theie soon and had a charming walk But 
what gave me most pleasure and what was a vei\ 
curious thing was the Vew that formed the fog which 
coveied all the lake and the plain We were upon 
the mountain witli the pmest sky and enjoyed of 
the \iew of that for under us so It formed different 
aspects which I am not witty enough foi to describe 
We stay’d a little while for to catch Birds and we 
afterwards came to the village Ekersiied which is 
one of the prettiest countiy in St Gall Anived^U 
this \hllage w e began b\ eating and we afterw ards 
pla\ ed at man v games till dinner time then we had 
plenty to eat uut what w^e had the most was Buds 
We placed again a great deal m tire afternoon till 
we set off To come home we took anothei walk and 
after we had reached the top of a small hill we had 
a vew that I could not fatigue myself to admire At 
one Side I saw very high mountains all covered with 
snow, and before me I had a charming plame All 
round us were some small hills all covered with 
cattle, fields, and cottages I was enchanted of this 
chanxung country, and I much regretted not to be 
able to draw the countiy views because I cannot 
remember of having ever seen a more rural fine and 
agreeable prospect as this was The way tliat led us 
down the mountain was pretty we had in manv"^ 
places some handsome vews o\ei the* lake I have 
passed a very agieeable day and oui Society has 
been as good as possible The two Young Ladies 
seems very good Girls indeed Though the young 
*^22 129 
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ladies at Roschach goes alone with the young gentle- 
men I do not think theie is anothei place where they 
are moie modest and where the manners aie better 
Miss Muller came to take us in the carnage at Ros- 
chach and we came back at Wardeck after having 
thanked our Company of all their kindness We lead 
to-day in the Veilees du Chateau I think that book 
veiy good for the young people 
Monday, 29th October There ariived last night 3 
French gentlemen Mrs de Regis's brother and her 
cousin with his son they aie named Bressac they 
come fiom the army and brought us many News 
They all say much Bad of the Due of Brunswick, 
and this a few months ago said to be such a Brave 
General is now but a rogue and an ignorant one^ 
*They give him all the fault that the armies was not 
victorious now the French have taken Back all 
what had been possessed by the Prussians and the 
Austrians and these aie obliged to retire out of the 
kingdom foi this winter Mr de Bombelles will soon 
be back with Mi de Regis then Papa will decide 
whei e he will go How happy I would be if he would 
leave this family^ But that I feai he will not do 
The French have taken Franefort and I daresay will 
have soon Coblentz These gentlemen would not be 
astonished if they would come at Constance there 
visit would not please me at all I amused myself 
very much this evening, as Mr de Bressac told us 
many particulars of this wai and of what they have 
done He made us a description of the manner the 
two armies were placed, the character of Dumounez, 
etc At supper he sayed in what manner he treated 
tlie people of Verdun when taken This was abomi- 
nable and made me very angry Because every day 
Mr de Bressac himself or his footmen used to go at 
the Municipality to insult them all He was glorious 
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of this, and told it us with joy and piide I can’t con- 
ceive how men can be pleased in doing harm at 
one’s neiglibom even when it is an enemy Mr de 
Bressac has li\ed much in Italy and Naples and has 
much tiavelled Mis de Regis Brothei seems to be 
a good stup 

Tuesday 6th November Mi de Bombelles aimed 
this morning, what gave much pleasure to eveiy- 
body All what he told us of the conditions of the 
armies is really shocking He is with ]Mi tlie 
Chevaliei de Verrac the son of the Ambassadoi of 
France at Soleuire It is a ver) handsome >oung 
man He was to be a priest and now has been in the 
armies and I daresay it won t chuse any more that 
first condition that he had taken We made some 
music in the evening and I did not go to bed all 
midnight Mi de Bombelles having gi\en us an 
account at Russia w Inch amused me much 
Thursday, 15th November I was very aSlicted to- 
night as we thought th^ little Viven (oui groom’s 
Dog) was going to die but tlie pooi little thing was 
bettei when I went to bed We all think she has been 
poisoned what can be vei} w ell 
Friday, 16th November The Dog is entirely well 
what gives me tlie gieatest pleasuie because though 
it is but a Beast I am very much attached to it 
Sunday, 25th November I rode out on hoiseback 
to-day with Charles till Rhmeck, and as it was night 
when I came home I found eveiybody m the Castle 
very much frightened that I hadnt been home 
soonei Papa was rather angry foi it and had made 
a great noise because Mamma had lett me nde with*^ 
Chailes alone This is the fiist time tfiat any harm 
has been found with me going out with the groom 
alone But what made me laugh is that it was feared 
that Charles should run away with me They must 
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have a good opinion of me in this house if they 
can think of such a thing At length Papa’s passion 
passed a little and we amused ourselves veiy well 
this evening 

Monday, 3rd December Messrs Vauchat and Walser 
breakfasted with us and went away soon after The 
Chevalier de Verrac came and passed the evening 
here I heard that all the French that were at Berne 
are going to live in this country as also the whole 
family Bressac Indeed this new did not give me the 
least pleasure, we have got already enough French 
on our shoulders what will we do when we aie sur- 
rounded by them emigrants I would rather live in 
a cottage in England than amongst these proud 
frenchmen Mary had to-day a letter from Charles 
•^answell our last groom he has learned to drive and 
would like to come again at Papa’s service 
Tuesday, 25th, Christmas Day I never past such a 
dull Christmas Day in all my life I went to church 
at Roschach It snowecf all day I recohected the 
amusing Christmas I had passed at Watcomb in 
England and was sorry not to be there now But I 
much fear that I shall never see that country any 
“More at least for a long while 
Wenesday, 26th December All the family de Verrac 
again dined here it is a good tiling that they are soon 
a going at Lindau as we would certainly have had 
them here every day if they had stayd at Roschach 
There is one more Inhabitant in the Castle it everv 
day increases but never will dimmish This is a 
voung man that is of one of the noblest but poorest 
families of France that Mr and Mrs de Bombelle 
regards as, their Son It is the Chevalier d’Opoule 
he arrived yesterday and will always stay here with 
the Bombelles We really are too many to live 
together it is impossible to have the peace m your 
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house when there is such a quantiU of people if the 
masters live in good hannony the seivants does not 
and there is many quairels between these last But 
it IS to be hoped that it will not alwa)s last so and 
that Papa will at length see that it is not his interest 
to live with this familv 
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WENESD4.Y THE 2nd J\nuyry Misb Hoffman and Mr 
Martignon had the kindness to come and take me 
and my Sister m a sledge to go to Rheineck where 
great many persons of Roschach, weie to go m a 
sledge — I like veiy much this manner of iidmg as it 
goes veiy quick and is not with a pmdent driver at 
all dangerous — as soon as we all anived at Rheineck 
we had some Cojffee and as vve weie twent}/ peisons 
we sent foi some players and had the pleasure of 
having a good dance which was veiy gay after this 
small Ball we diank Tea and came back m our own 
Sledge at home It was quite night and what was 
very agreeable is tliat the evening was pleasant and 
not cold Miss Hoffman and Mr Martignon staid 
half an hour with us anci tlren continued there way 
to Roschach — I hope we shall enjoy moie than one 
such parties m the couise of this wmtei — the Sledges 
were eight m numbei, all very finely oined and there 
IS always a man on horseback before the sledge to 
prevent any danger — I amused myself very much 
and had another occasion to day to admiie the good 
conduct and modesty of the Young Ladies of this 
country especially Miss Hoffmann which really 
behaves as well as any aged lady 
Monday Jaistj^ry 7th I begin to Believe that the King 
of Fiance will not be Kild so much the Better for 
him ^ because although this world is like a City full 
of Crooked Streets I like it very well and would 
rather live^in it than leave it so soon, and this is the 
manner of thinking of most persons m it 
Sunday January 13th The weather was very fine 1 
walked much out To night I had a little occasion to 
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see how false the oldest son B is hly little sisters 
weie found a keeping a \ ery impudent conversation 
with the Boys they are no more to play with them 
for mv part by what passed to night I ha\e such a 
good pi oof Of the naughtiness of Mr Louis that I 
shall have nothing moie to say with any ol all those 
Children All the Vices that has Mr L is sayed 
Eugenia gives them him my Sister makes him a 
chaterer a Gamestei and god knows what they say 
more If he would imitate her in every thing they 
might be very happy ^ But Hell never be much 
good noi any of his Bi others They can find some 
thing to say to otliers children But cannot see tlie 
faults of their ow n 

Monday January 14th It fioze Very strong indeed to 
night and I could walk out to day as the weather 
was beautiful — The News \ery good to dav — ^Papa 
can get no letter from England He has got no money 
I dont know wdiether the letters tliat he wrote have 
been lost oi what’s becdme of them however If we 
dont 1 ecei\ e some Soon will find our Purse empty 

Mondvy j \NUARY 28 th At last arrived to day the fatal 
News that we feared to receive since such a long 
wLile — Unfortunately Lewis Capet was executed 
the 21 of this month — It is useless to say how much 
aflfiicted the Bombelles are I easily conceive their 
Sorrow, being persuaded that if I was to hear of the 
King of England’s death it would certainly give me 
a great deal of grief, and I do not know King George 
and the B were almost alwa} s with then King — The 
cruelty with which the vilams treated him is some- 
thing shocking Pool Lewis 1 pity him sincerely Fow 
the Queen and rest of his family the french will take 
care of — I walked out to day Every Body in the 
house is afflicted 

Sunday Februxry IOth The vicomte de Fleurri left 
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us this morning — I was lathei bettei and able to get 
up in the afternoon, then I went down and found 
these poor afflicted and soiwwful French all a dan- 
cing Walses and Conti edances I was forced to 
dance a little too but was too weak to continue long 
— I came then up to hear a very famous concert 
Mr de Regis de Hautpoul and Biessac all (poor 
playeis) made music, but what music ^ it hardly 
deserves that name indeed — I set us till supper time 
played at cards then was glad to do in bed 
Monday February 18th We received a letter from 
the good Mary my Sister that poor woman as been 
obliged to retire to a convent being so ill treated in 
hei family This new gave us all a great deal of 
Soriow and we much long to know What obliged 
the young woman to take such a rash resolution 
Tuesda-Y February 19th We received all the pai- 
ticulais of Mary's separation with her husband — 
Her late husband wrote himself and has not got one 
thing against our good Sfbter Mrs Michieh had been 
to Conegliano and treats maiy like her daughter — 
I suppose that she 11 have a pension and will live at 
Coneghan oi Treviso The reason of Mary's quitting 
“^that family is that Silvestro her brodier in law vas 
in love with her and she was used very ill in 
that cursed house — Cunning faulse Italians — The 
weather was hoi i id and I could not walk out at 
aU — We were very uneasy on our Sisteis account 
but the letters we had were a great consolation for 
us as we see that her conduct and behaviour is not 
at all to blame 

Freda.y March 1st The Spring is I hope begun the 
weathei is^ beautiful, the sun hot, the birds begin 
to sing and the Butterflies are seen — I was out 
almost the whole day as I had no lessons to take — 
Mr de Rieux went to Lindau this afternoon and 
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Mr de Bombelles went to St Gall where we shall 
meet him to moiiow morning — I know now the 
leason the B have not to wish m) sister to go with 
us — Eugenia and their elder son arc often togethei 
they are both little chatterers and I dont know 
whether him oi her take pleasure in being togethei 
but I tiimk my sistei (though not of such a great 
birth as him but being persuaded to be much more 
sensible reasonable and even wittv than that vam 
boy) I tliink that she has it in her little head that 
she is much above him on these accounts howev er I 
hope and am almost certain that she is not fond at 
all of Louis the presomptuous Bo are persuaded 
that these two young folks have a beginning of 
Love for each otlier, they talked to Mamma about 
it, Maman knowing which is Eugenia’s manner of 
thinking dont mind it and laughs at the fears of the 
V oung bov s parents As Louis is going too with us 
Mamma proposed Eugenia to accompany us but as 
they should be alone m a carnage Mrs de B 
answered that that w^as not her advice because one 
should not put Stiaw neai fne a fig on their fires 
they may keep then fears for themselves but thev 
would do better to hold their tongues and let one 
mind ones own children alone and not put into 
parent’s heads non senses that never existed — ^\\dien 
shall we be alone — The Emperor is I believ e a going 
to war with the Swiss as it is probable that these will 
declare m favour of the French Republick — ^We 
wmuld not then stay here 
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Mond^i, Ma.y 13ih, 1793 Oui farmer married this 
morning a young girl of 25 years old we all were 
invited to the wedding went to the Chapel and 
danced all the afternoon m the field with the 
peasants that were half drunk and smelt very dis- 
agieable I could not help pitying that pooi young 
bnde to be so foolish as to marry an old drunkard 
as the faimei is Mr de Rieux left us this afternoon 

Thursday, Mvy 23rd I was left at home this aftei- 
noon as finding myself a little 111 I did not go with 
the rest of the Gentlemen and Ladies at Thier 
Gaiten But I spent tire afternoon very agreeably as 
I worked diew drank tea and wrote a couple of 
Letters I could not find time to weaiy myself — The 
gentlemen came all drunk at home and the Ladies 
all wet as it rained whilst they were out so I think 
I amused myself better alone than If I had been 
with our society 

TmsDVY, July 2nd I went this morning to Roschach 
to see theie three girls take their oaths and make 
themselves nuns We could go into the coment No 
ceremony can be more dull than this it made my 
heart ache to see three young girls willing to shut 
themselves for all their life in A Convents As I was 
on the Organ I had a very merry sight to see a parcel 
of nuns each playing a different Instrument the one 
the tmmpet another the Drum I had a great deal 
of trouble to hinder myself from laughing but m the 
mean time’I was m very low spirits the three young 
nuns which took their oaths being worthy all my 
compassion tho’ no body forced them to take that 
profession I walked in the gardens of the convent 
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but could not see the cells I heaid than tliese nuns 
slept on Straw could ne\ei undiess and that there 
was continually two of them that pia\ ed each had 
there time — Is it possible that theie can be anv body 
foolish enough to wish to undeitake such a miseiable 
State ol Life Foi my part I cant look at a Coment 
without horroi and the onlv Idea of being shut up 
in such a small place \\ ould make me grow mad 
SijNrDA,Y, Septeiviber 8th We at length set off this 
morning Papa mamma and their four daughters 
all very much Satisfied — We stopped at St Gall 
and went to church there then down to dine at Wyll 
where we had a monstious bad dinner We arrived 
at Winterthur before it was night lodged at the Sun 
where we have been veiw w ell treated 
Monday, September 9th Zuric We had a pleasant 
Journey to this place were we aimed at ten m the 
morning Mrs de St Gratien and her family received 
us w ith hei usual kindness and friendliness Mr de 
Sails lodged us m his appartment and is very kind 
to us — I went this afternoon to walk in the great 
walk which IS now a most delightful! place I had 
seen it in a bad time of the year now all the trees 
are full of lea\es and the walk is in its greatest 
beauty I think I gave a little description when I saw 
it last, I shall only say something of tlie Tomb or 
monument which has been elevated m the honour 
of Gessner It is a monument m black marble placed 
in the middle of the walk There is a white Um at 
the top of it On one Side the image of one of his 
little Poems and on the other an Inscription There 
was a great many peisons in the walk and we stayed 
a long while in it — Mrs de Vassan is always dis- 
agreable I think her unsupportable Athenais is a 
good girl but she is so cold and seems to love 
nobody Shell make a very bad figure by the side 
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of the two Miss d’Albeig's I hope these will come 
to-morrow 

THURSD4.y, September 12th Lucerne WeleftZunc 
very soon and breakfasted at the top of the Albis a 
very high mountain which we had much trouble to 
go up whilst the horses were reposing we went half 
a league from the village on the hill to enjoy a most 
dehghtfull prospect We saw all the Lac of Zunc 
and its neighbourhood of one side, of the othei we 
could distinguish the Lac of Zug a very pretty and 
V ast country — the whole was surrounded with mon- 
strous high mountains — ^We had very bad roads till 
Lucerne what prevented our coming there soon — 
We directly went to see the Town which is Situated 
on the Lac and is amidst prodigious mountains 
Lucerne is not pretty we went on two Bridges which 
are across the Lac tiiey are very Long, covered, and 
are all painted — One is full of battles the other of 
miracles The Lac is very romantic and handsome it 
IS 10 Leagues long and lias a very drole form — The 
night prevented our seeing much of this place, the 
part of the town Situated on the Reuss which comes 
from the Lac is pretty as foi the rest it is very dull — 
We were so tired tliat we Supped and went to Bed 
as Soon as possible 

Saturday, September 14th We dined at Kihtsberg 
and came as soon as possible to Berne The Countr}^ 
was equally charming, nch, and pretty No high 
mountains but pretty hillocks, covered with fruit 
trees, houses, gardens, cottages, and Woods Not 
such Sapin and Pine woods as in the Country of St 
Gall but Oak's and all sort of beautiful Trees — The 
Situation of^Berne is dehghtfull on a small hill which 
has the Aar at its foot I was astonished of the clean- 
ness and beauty of the Streets and houses of the 
town The houses are all alike and the whole town 
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IS but like one building The) are \ ery high and are 
elegant, simple and neat The Streets aie very large 
a small stream runs in the middle and on both sides 
there are large and clean \rcades which does not 
make tiie Streets the least Small but which are \ery 
convenient 4s soon as we arri\ed at the Inn Miss 
Webbei came to see us She is going to man)'' a 
certain Mi Pievot a parson of gene\a which has 
left his mother countrv since fifteen ) eais is gone to 
England where he had a small benefice and where 
he married an English Woman, which (he says) has 
made him very miserable he now has left his wife 
for Miss Webber and has promised to marry her as 
soon as he 11 have undone his first marriage 
Tuesday, September 17th Bois de Va.ud The road 
from Moudon to this place is \ er\" short and pleasant 
we arn\ed here \er\ soon after ha\ing passed 
Lausanne a ven ugly and disagi cable town We 
were recewed bv Mr Blair and family with much 
fnendship Bois de vaua is two miles from Lausanne 
at a distance from the Lac on a small hill in a prettv 
situation the house is excessively Small but good 
Ml Blair gave us his appartment — ^Lady Mary is 
grown \erv old as she has been very ill Mary is 
very tall and will be a handsome wmman her brother 
Charles is a beautifull man — e took a walk in the 
morning and enjoved a charming view over the Lac 
which is not quite as large as that of Constance but 
is much prettier Having of one side the very high 
mountains of Savov and of the other the charming 
pays de vaud Miss Fellows and Dr Ash came here 
this afternoon — We breakfast at nine, dine at three 
dnnk Tea at Seven and Sup at ten , 

Wednesday, September 18th I took a walk witli 
Mary and her governess whose name is Miss 
Desrumes We went in a wood belonging to a Swiss

which IS the most dehghtfull gaiden we went too 
by the side of the Lac and then huiiied home to 
dress foi diner Mr Fouler a young man the son ot 
the Bishop of Dublin dined with Mi Weston heie 
the last IS settled here and is married to a Swiss 
Lady — Mis Fiazier hei daughter Maiia and Miss 
Dunfoid thiee English Ladies came this afternoon 
they aie veiy amiable But have all the fiench man- 
neis and all the English men and women dress now 
like fools — Mr Blair is very kind he certainly is the 
best man on earth — Maiy and me are very good 
friends Chailes is grown very pioud of his beauty 
he hardly is evei at home, being m love with Miss 
Fiaziei which is very ugly and only two months 
vounger than me 

Monday, September 23rd Mis Frazei her daughter 
and Miss Dunfoid dined and Supped here these are 
very amiable Ladies but are I am afraid and ceitain 
very bad company Mary is very kind to us, but she 
is very naughty and he/ governess nor Lady Mary 
cant trust hei to heiself one moment, for all She is 
thirteen Years old We Shall go Monday Mr de 
Bombelles will be here Saturday I am very soiry to 
Yee our departure decided I kept by the fireside all 
day long with Maiy as it was so excessively cold 
I took my 2nd lesson with Mr Pio a famous drawing 
master and I learn the peispective 

Saturday, October 5th St Urbain We set off at 
eleven o’clock from Beine Papa suffers much with 
the Piles what makes him very 111 humoured, but I 
was much Grosser than him We stopped at Hmdel- 
bank to see the tomb of Mde of Langahns a young 
woman of :f.our and twenty which died in laying in 
at that age this tomb is cut out of one stone and 
represents the grave opemng the last day and the 
mother lifts up her child and piesents him to god 
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It IS very beautiful we dined at Kilchberg and 
arrived at night to this place wdiich is a great Con- 
vent of Benedictine monks in the Canton of Lucerne 
The chief abbot is called L’abbe de St Urbain 
received us all with much kindness w’^e could go in 
the convent wheie we Supped we then came to 
Sleep at a Small house belonging to the convent 
The monks are verv polite and live very well Indeed 
they have none of the monk s manner and they li\ e 
in the french wav This com ent is very rich it is a 
great building and is said to be even handsomei 
than that of Emsiddlen Its situation is \ ery dull and 
ugly There was heie a KIi Moro frenchman secre- 
tary to Mi de St Martin Theie are too many french 
priests among which is the Abbe Glinglm a most 
tiresome chattel er 

SvTURDvy, OcTOBEP 12th We came to dine at Buren 
then proceeded oui |ourne\ to Waideck and met at 
St Gall all the Inliabitants of Wardeck w^hich made 
a stunning noise m seeing us but showed much 
pleasure Mr de Bombelles staied at St Gall and 
all the lest came to Wardeck where we anived late 
I was veiy glad to See the Good Jaegle which must 
have wearied himself sadly during our Absence 
Mde de Bombelles is grown \ery thick but enjoys 
a peif ect health as does all the charming inhabitants 
of tins Castle I shall have much trouble to accustom 
myself to all of them but as it cannot be otherwise 
I must take patience 

Tuesday, October 15th Papa went shooting what 
he means to do every day he comes home late and 
dines at mght 

Fridvy, October 18th If we shall spq;id the winter 
as agreably as we spend this season I dont know 
what I shall do as I cannot accustom myself to all 
these french faces which I hate most smceiely I 
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always keep up staiis and see the otheis but at diner 
and then have veiy little discourse with them 
SATURDAY, October 19th I heard to-day that our 
Cook the ugliest dirtiest cieatuie in the world was 
with Child of Mr le Gout a monstious blackguard 
This IS the fifth maid Servant that has been in this 
condition in two years time that we aie heie I pity 
this unfortunate wietch as she has been most infam- 
ously deceived on all accounts 
VloNDAY, October 21st We had great many good 
news The lines at Wissemberg have been forced 
and the aimies are only three leagues from Stras- 
burgh We had been flattered with the noise of that 
town having given itself to the Emperor which thing 
will I hope soon happened The towns Wissemberg 
Lautenbourg and it is said Landau and Marseilles 
have been all taken Mr de Bause a Savon Baron 
which had served in Fiance was sent from the 
pnnces to speak to the Maiqms but as this was not 
at home hell waite foi hfs arrival 
Friday, October 25th The unfortunate Queen of 
Fiance has been aiguillotine the 16 of this month 
She was condemned at three a clock and Executed 
next day m the morning 'Lyon which had i evoked 
and kept itself these three months has been now 
taken and thousand horrors aie daily committed 
The logues of french will lay all waste except the 
manufactures And the Sans Culottes houses Mama 
IS veiy uneasy as hei father and mother which had 
remained in Lyon cannot be found by her niece 
which IS now returned in town and searches in vain 
all her friends and parents Mde de Bombelles is ill 
Mr de Bau^e and Badms from Constance came onlv 
to pay a visit 

Fridxy, November 1st The cook began again her 
follies to-day theie is no idea what a naughty mon- 
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ster she is she does all m the woiid to miscarty, she 
continues to speak most dreadfully of Mde de Bom- 
belles at last as one could not make her understand 
reason she was forced to go away and turned to 
Stadt where she 11 be taken leave of Mi Legout is 
to be sent away too It was e\cessi\ eh cold and bad 
weather 

Monday, November 4th It seems that the Covetous 
Lady of the house is tiied of Mr St Giatiens Com- 
pany but we will not let him go so Soon as he is the 
best man on earth and as we pay I hope that w e can 
have what fiiends we chuse iiotwithstandirg that 
Lady’s dislike to it 

S VTURDAY, November 9th Mr de St Gratien left us 
this morning we were sorry^ to see him go as he is 
very kind and best of men, but I dont think every 
one was of this same opinion 
Wedyesdvy, November 13th \ real french Sans 
Culotte came here to-dav He has been taken piisoner 
last V eai by a bodv of Hungarians but made his 
escape after having been Cured of his wounds which 
aie in great number poor fellow^ he had his head 
full of Scars He was a Carpenter at Versailles and 
now Wyants to return m his country We could easih 
perceive he was a bad fellow but he seems so bold 
and courageous that his discourse much amused me 
Fridvy, November 15th We heaid to-day that the 
Duke of Orleans notwithstanding the foul and vile 
manner in which he behaved to gam the Jacobites 
friendship has been guillotine and died, as cowardlv 
as he had lived Hated by all mankind 
Fridvy, November 29th 

Nothing worth writing can I find 
Except what passed m my mind 
This place I hate with all my heart 
It s inhabitants hav e their part 
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Wednesday, December 4th There is a veiy foolish 
custom in this country which is at the time of St 
Nicholas to have the Klauses which aie men dressed 
very oddly The naughty one, wips the children the 
good drest like a Bishop is said to bnng them what 
presents their parents and others gives them at this 
feast But this Klaus is the terror of all the children 
and their is even some instance, of children being 
dead with fear This is a very stupid custom and I 
would like to see the charming Klaus well flogged 
instead of his having the pleasure of beating these 
pool little children 
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Sunday, January Sm, 1794 The continual bad news 
makes us v ery mad The armies have been obliged 
to pass the Rhine and the beastly french are at 
Spue, Landau which was on the point to be taken 
was deh\eied and what is now" lemamed of this 
whole campaign but fort Lewis How afflicting all 
this IS a consolation amidst these bad things is tlie 
taking of St Dommgue by the English and Spaniards 
Mr Trepame which has fortunately, there all his 
fortune is setting off for England from thence for 
that Island, and his good little wife is going at her 
mothers at Fribourg I cannot help envying all those 
that go to England Happ\ are they and unhappy 
me But patience — Cost eci it Id haul — as hir Jaegle 
Sayes 

Monday, J anuary 6th diewed the kings but this 
did not at all muse us, but I had a charming fun at 
Supper — Some players came we weie all chaimed 
at the pretty concert but how soon the smiling faces 
changed in the greatest anger when one of the 
players began to play Qa ira on his clannette, every 
body started from tlie table cried oh les gueaux les 
giedins and went to Mi de Bombelles to find some 
means of being levenged of the audaciousness of 
those musicians, but how catched were tliev seeing 
Mr B hear quietly this shocking adventure and 
ready to laugh at such a ridiculous passion How- 
ever one sent down to Start to know who w ere these 
persons and they said that some body having sent 
them away saying we did not want any music at this 
time of night, they played that tune to revenge and 
indeed were much m the right and all the trench 
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were in such a passion that they looked all as 
Turkies when they are angi*)^ 

Tuesda-Y, January 7th Unfortunately the news that 
armies have been obliged to pass the rhine are too 
well grounded to doubt the least on it and Mann- 
heim IS filled with Consternation and fear — Good 
god ^ how aU this goes bad — What will become of 
the gieat quantity of poor Emigrants which are now 
in the greatest misery — For my part I Am very dull 
I cannot help reflecting very seriousness on all these 
misfortune — I always forgot to mention the deatli 
of the Duchess of Polignac She is much happier 
now out of this Sad world 

Friday, February 7th I went to Mde Heckdes and 
found her in hei Bed at three o’clock in the after- 
noon, the children told me that she is used to lay a 
Bed all the morning, and as two days ago she has 
been indisposed she thought it proper to be in Bed 
the afternoon too I think her a lazy little Toad 
Saturday, February 8th There has been some little 
mischief between the voung gentlemen and us, as 
they always would walk out with us, Mde de Bomb 
has told them that Mama has forbid it and that it 
' was not well, what did’t give them much pleasure — 
However they have taken their party very well 
Wednesday, March 12th A letter from Mde Michieh 
gave us notice that as Mary Montalban during her 
abode at Venice had always been m good company, 
the Graziams that was with her being jealous will 
have her no more at their house at Coneglian and 
now the poor woman dont know where to find a 
lodging 

Friday, Apri]^ 11th Mama has been very much afi&ic- 
ted to-day with a letter from France which informs 
her of a terrible accident that had her parents Her 
father and mother both of about the age of 70 were 
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at their country house thiee leagues from L\ons at 
nine of clock in the evening fifteen men came with 
the excuse that they were sent from the coniunaute 
to search all the house they asked for all ilie keys 
and whilst the rest wei e employed with stealing all 
they found four of tliem treated Mamas paients 
veiy ill made a great fire m the kitchen foi to burn 
them aii\ e, the poor old man had alread\ taken off 
his coat not to Suffer So much in the fire, how e\ ei 
through prayers and cries they were pacified and 
they took them m the Celar were they hung up 
Mama’s mother, but the rope being new and coarse 
they could not do it very well so they threw the poor 
woman down kiked her about and made her suffer 
thousand horrors, they tried to hang hei once more 
not with standing the terrible situation in which she 
was hut as thev could not the\ left her and hei hus- 
band in the celar where tlie\ spent the night in the 
morning neighbours came to their assistance, but 
they are both 111 and ha^ e nothing left them This 
is quite a Roman story and almost impossible to be 
believed but it is Mama’s mother that wrote it her- 
self — We walked out and went to see poor wumen 
which often have nothing to eat all da) long as 
happened yesterday to one of them 

SxTURUXi, April 19th It was my birthday and I was 
sixteen years of age — This made me make manv 
reflections, and all to no use but that of making me 
dull We walked to Speck and went to Visit manv 
poor old women 

Mondxy, April 28th We only walked a little in the 
morning, and m the afternoon we went to a Gouter 
at Thiergarten, Mr de Reiux eat like^ a real Pig I 
will not forget to mention that I had today mv hair 
drest quite and that I am no more a Child 

WEUNncsDAX^ April 30th After Supper Mde de ia 
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Cote told us Some Charming Stories, especially one 
of a Lady in the Old Fashion which during her 
dinner at a Gentleman’s was veiy uneasy, at last she 
cries to her footman, 'Jacques, cherchez ma puce’, 
and Jacques put his hand in the lady’s back and 
after having looked foi it a long while he says 'La 
voila, Madame’, and She drowned it m her Wine- 
glass 

S^^TURDa^, Mvy 24th Some news from Italy gave us 
some grief as it seems that my sister Mary do not 
behave herself Very well It is not astonishing that 
a young woman, that is left alone m a Country which 
is so corrupted, Should not follow the example of 
the all the women She sees 

Friday, May 30th The news again bad the Duke of 
York has been beat and lost fifty Canons — How 
terrible it would be if these afiairs would finish this 
Campaign The piince of Dissenties dined here the 
revolution in the Grisons Continues the 10000 men 
which are said marches against that country never 
arrives The Comte de Jumierieturned to Constance 
The good bishop left he goes fiist to Lindau, then 
to Naples We had good news fiom the aimies The 
^ 22 May the french attacked the allies at six m the 
morning the battle lasted till past nine in the even- 
ing the french were obliged to retire but both parties 
lost Gieat many men Never during this war has 
there been such terrible battle and never were both 
parties so furious and courageous 

Tuesday, June 3rd A ternble conspiracy was happily 
discovered in England, where they wanted to make 
a national Assembly, and in the meantime the french 
should have landed 15000 men in the Island, which 
would have been Supported by 75000 men under 
Mr Rowan which was at the head of this infamous 
plot, with the other conspirators — It is really dread- 
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ful How IS it possible after having Seen the honors 
that the french ha\e Committed to wish to follow 
their example I hope that this conspiracy will have 
no bad consequences — A.1I the powei has been given 
to the king which being well advised by Mr Pitt will 
take sufhcient caie that pooi England should not 
become a prey to the infamous french maxims, that 
are now Spread oxei all Europe Mr Row an has un- 
fortunatelv broke out from his prison, and it seems 
that he is in France many otheis are taken and ail 
precautions aie taken that this beginning should not 
become fatal — The English have taken Guadaloupe 
and St Lucia Mad Demontier is verv^ amiable and 
has much wit What a pitv that She should have 
received such a bad education Papa is gone to 
Zunc 

Friday July 4th We read a letter that comes from 
the neighbouihood of hlarseilles and is wrote by a 
priest that is there, it is^very interesting as it gives 
the detail of the manner that the persons which 
thinks well, pi of ess their religion They retire m 
Caves, woods and mountains, have fmits, bread and 
watei for their food and are lesolved to die £oi their 
religion The pnest that writes says the mass dn 
Caves and says that there were 500 persons that 
came to it — I hope those poor people wtU not be 
discovered by the Jacobites as they would certainly 
be killed — I am not w ell yet my feet are very pain- 
ful — The Abbe is always the same. If he had more 
patience and courage he would be better 

Saturdxy, July 5th The french on tlieir taking Ypres 
accomplished the infamous decree which had been 
Made of killing all the English and Hamovenans and 
of making no prisoners They fell 10000 m number 
upon a body of 1500 English and killed them all 
The bad news puts us in very bad humour and I 
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would wish to be fai from all politic — I was not any 
better than Yesteiday and I had again Some fever 

Thubsd^.y, July 17th Mr de Fanan and his Son a 
boy of 13, came fiom Constance He is a man oi 
Great merit, and has made a book upon the Revolu- 
tion and the present ciicumstances which is said to 
be very good and well done You can easily guess 
that this gentleman is an Emigiant As he looks \evy 
lean and pooily, and has a veiy lagged and old coat 
he is an aged man \eiy ugly, but has an honest and 
Good Look — He will Stay till to morrow — I con- 
tinue to be veiv dulH indeed I ha\e notliing that 
can give me pleasuie^ As I begin to feai that we 
Shall yet be a long time with this familv, and indeed 
the Common Aftaiis go veiy ill What will become 
of us 

Saturday, Julv 19th The Viscount d’Agout arrived 
to day He is now with a Polish princess of Nassau, 
which IS going to Schmz^ach He said she would be 
heie to night and much wished to come to see us, 
Ml Bombelles went to meet hei foi to invite to 
Supper but She only arrived at Roschach late at 
night She is A veiy good woman and has much 
^ given to the french Emigrants She has now different 
french Gentlemen with her The prince of Nassau 
hei husband beats himself against Cosciuskow that 
heads the Polands By what I heard the princess 
likes Coskmscow — I began to nde but this morning 
and I mean to take this exercice as often as possible 
The french priests La i iche, S ui mile that were here 
returned to Constance, there was another here that 
is now going into Russia but I forgot his Name 

Tuesday, JurY 22 nd We had a very great quarrel 
here to day which might have had very bad conse- 
quences Mr de Bombelles disputed at tabel con- 
cerning the English with Mi de Regis, as this 
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gentleman detests that nation especially Mr Pitt- 
instead of being Grateful for all the good the 
Emigrants leceived in England Mr de B on the 
conti ary finds that the English have conducted them- 
selves as tlie\ aught to do Howe\ ei the quarrel not 
being done when they left table Mr de Regis pia\ ed 
Ml B to speak no more about it on account of Papa 
the Marquis being in a Gieat passion, was quite 
shocked at the othei’s obliging him to hold his 
tongue took him in his Closet wheie thev both told 
one anothei veiv hard tilings especialh Mr de B 
that treated the otlier like a Dog, At lengtli thev 
went out for to fight but Mde de Bombelles hindered 
this and they at last made it up But Mi de Regis 
wants to go Awai How easilv a misfortune takes 
place, I could not have thought that such a reason- 
able man as the Maiquis w ould ha\ e put himself at 
his age m the case to have a duel I lode out tins 
morning, it docs me much good to goe on hoisebacL 
of a mormng MartignorJ dined with us he is sorrv 
that we Should go away, and wants to come to see 
us at Ratisbon We went this afternoon at the Bailifs 

Mondvy, Julv 28th The newspapers acquainted us 
wnth the fall of Namurs I cannot conceive how the 
villanous fiench can always be "victoiious ^ \ senous 
revolt is broke out m Gene\a I have no doubt but 
all Switzerland will follow their e\ ample as the 
peasants are all as Jacobites as can be 

Wednesday, July 30th I never go out but on hoise- 
back as every time we take a walk we Carry home 
our pockets full of impertinences which the peasants 
bestows upon us 

Saturday, August 2nd Jaegle wms veiy much afflic- 
ted as he received the new^s that his brother had 
been obliged to Serve the french had been kiUed at 
Landercy and lost his life m a shocking manner 
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How terrible this war is ' and the longer it will last 
the crueler it will be^ Yet it is impossible to wish 
for a peace as that would cause still more blood to 
be spilt than the piesent war, and no kingdom in 
Europe could enjoy happiness and tranquillity, as 
the Spirit of Liberty has cieaped m every country 
and if the French Jacobines are not entirely abolished 
every Soveieign may have in his dominions the same 
revolution that causes so much evil now — Letters 
from Italy has given us much displeasure as it seems 
that our Sister Mary behaves herself every day 
worse She has left Conegliano and is gone at an 
Aicipiete a man of bad reputation What can have 
obliged her this Step ^ I hope and fear we should 
Soon know it 

Sunday, August 3rd A french priest arrived to day 
and IS the emigrant that has interested me the most 
His lean and afflicted face, his miserable dress, Give 
easily an idea of a man that has much Suffered He 
has only left France SirLe six months and Says that 
he has found the Spii it of the people worse out of 
that kingdom than in it, and that he has been more 
tormented ever since he is Out than before His 
- misfortunes has I think a little altered his senses, but 
notwithstanding he talks perfectly well with much 
reason and seems to have much wit He will stay 
here one day or two to repose a little and will write 
a narration of all that has befell since his Emigra 
tion, which will be very interesting — I do not yet 
know his name We had to day Maitignionks visit 
and that of the Pnnce of Dissenties 

Monday, August 4th The Monster Robespierre has 
been arrested with St Just and all their party and it 
is supposed are by this time Guillotine It is impos- 
sible to describe how much pleasure it has given us 
all, No body has more deserved death than these 
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infamous men If it Could Gi\e a bettei turn to 
\ffairs as we hope how happ) I should be But I 
think that it \\ ill at least dimmish the great number 
of peisons that weie guillotine at Pans that was 
about 50 every day of all ages and bv Robespierres 
orders as he was the tyiant of France We shall soon 
ha\e more details on this e\ent veiv Soon — The 
Prelate of St Urbam came to see us with the Baihf 
of Rhemeck and his Son He is a \erv" amiable man 
he has been to take the wateis some wheie or othei 
and IS now i etiirnmg at his Abb\ We had to da\ a 
lettei from Mr Moieau he is with hide de la Cote 
at Rotteidam but will soon set off £oi England 

Tuesd*^!, August 5th News fiom Basle g^es us 
notice that the peisons that had been aiiested had 
been Guillotine the same dav under pietext that 
Robespierre had conspired to murder the National 
com ention, he and his partv were protected b) the 
Commune who brought Cannons against the Con- 
vention but tlie latter w^as victoiious, and Robes- 
pierre, S Just, Hennot, Coutlion and othei s, all 
guillotine the young Robespierre leaped out of 
window and was torn to pieces bv tlie populace — 
The Same letter Says that Seals wmre put on all the 
papers of the Jacobites This is a very interesting 
moment as if what we hope and have reason to 
Suppose, will realize in little time tlie fate of Fiance 
can be decided 

Monday, August ISth The death of Robespierre has 
certainly been very advantageous to humanity, as 
the pnsoners at Pans have been set at liberty and 
the priests are to be paid for But I do not much 
know what to think of this change m the french 
government but fear tliat it will affirm the repub- 
hck and is not good foi the emigrants how ever I 
am Joyous to See So manv^ persons who suffered m 
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piison deliveied, and will only be happy of the 
present good without thinking of what may happen 
of course Mr Blair seemed decided to come to 
join us at Ratisbon, and this has given me much 
pleasure 

Tuesday, August 19th Mde Bombelles was very 
afflicted to day as we can not get a house with a 
garden and she feais that hei lovely childien will 
die foi not having a place to lun about and do like 
little blackguards How foolish? as if all the other 
childien that live in Town did not enjoy as good a 
health as hers ? But they certainly are not so rude 
and blustering as these nasty httle Apes that will 
make us blush very often when we will have some 
good company with us — I think there is some thing 
or other that will at last hinder our going to Ratisboii 
as the Count Thurn did all in his power to enduce 
the Marquis to stay here, for which reason I do not 
know ? but I think that Mr B will not be welcome 
at that place How ever i do not care where we will 
go as I am Sure we can not Stay any longer here and 
I shall be happy every where after leaving this tire- 
some old Castle 

SuNDA^y, August 31st I forgot to write what happened 
Yesterday between our Gentlemen at Warded, 
which gives a good idea of the foolish french 
Character Mr de la Roche began to be impudent 
at table with Mr de Regis who finding himself in- 
sulted answered, and gave a free Course to all his 
morgue proven^ale indeed the affair went so fai 
that these fine Gentlemen (that always put their 
honour at the point of their sword) went in a wood 
in the Mountain and fought a most ridiculous duel. 
As Mr de Regis pricked the others arm, he generously 
said Sir you aie wounded and 1 am contented the 
Chev d'Hautpoule who was as witness finished the 
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Affair — But I cannot help finding it a true Comedv 
and it gives me a bad idea ol Mi de Regis as he is 
e\ery moment leady to fight ^ I am not sorry that 
\\ e will not have his companv much longer the less 
french I shall see the better I shall like it as I cannot 
love that nation and how could I ha\ e any true hking 
for them^ when I hear them all day long speak 
against the English I cannot conceive how the Emi- 
grants can be so foolish as to ha\e a hatied for the 
best of nations and especially at the present time 
as certamlv without the help of the English their 
affairs would be in a bad condition — Now, that 
there is no country where the french Emigrants has 
been better treated than m England, how can those 
nasty Creatuies be so ungrateful I declare when I 
heai them say something against Pitt and liis nation 
I might scratch their faces and pull then e\ es out 
but I think it better to despise their foolish talk, 
hold my tongue and at the bottom of mv heart wish 
them to be happy but fal from me that I may have 
nothing to do with them 

SoxDVY, September 21st For all it was Sunday we 
began to embroider a waistcoat that we mean to 
give Papa and worked the whole day, thus I spent 
it agreeably I always forgot to say that Our Cher 
Colonel is gone on a Journey which he says to 
Lucerne but every bodv know^s he is gone on a 
joumey to change his Cross and his honour for a 
Sum of Money 

Thxjrsda-Y, September 25th As one of the three 
french nuns embroiders very well we w ent to take a 
lesson and spent the whole mormng in the Convent 
after having been at the Christening of the child 
of our gardener which was born Yesterday and to 
which my Sister Eugenia was God Mother and had 
for God father the Amiable Bitch de B I really did 
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not weaiy m}'self m the Company o£ the nuns, I 
should like the tranquillity of Convents but all the 
rest makes me hate the thought of being nun indeed 
there is no fear that I should ever make m}'Self one 
but On ne pent Jmei de lein 
Tuesday, September 30th Mamma Jaegle and my 
sisters we left Waideck this morning very Soon and 
began the Journey with our own horses Mr de 
Bombelles and all the rest of our family will meet 
us at Memmgen where we will stay one day £oi to 
see the Cury of Stolzheim Mi Egg that will come 
to See us theie We dined at Biegenz at the Ciown 
wheie we had a good dmnei, I got on horseback 
this Afternoon as the three Saddle horses aie also 
with us and I had an unpleasant nde to Wangen 
where we arrived in the evening after having had 
detestable loads, and bad Weather Mamma was 
very 111 and went to bed as Soon as she was arrived 

We lodged at the which is a good Inn, new 

built on account of the two tenible hies that broke 
out in this town in one yeais time — Mr de la Roche 
and the Cuiy that aie going at Ratisbon arrived m 
the night in the Mail Coach of A^ugsbourg 
Wednesday, October 1st As the loads are exces- 
sively bad we took two post hoises more to our 
Carriage that our own horses Should be too much 
tired I walked great part of the way to Lentkiich 
a town one post and a half fiom Wangen, where we 
dined with the Amiable La Roche and the Cury 
Our Carnage broke this morning, the loads are so 
very bad that I am afraid it will break More than 
once I rode again this Afternoon till Memming and 
had an Accident which had no bad Consequences 
The poney fell with me, near the Town, I was not 
at all hurt but I feared at first my horse was killed 
as he lay more than a minute with his head under 
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Ins bod}/ and his four legs lay motionless in the Air 
I was lathei frightened and come on foot to tlie Inn 
Le boeuf hlanc Mamma arrived Soon After — The 
Mastei of the Inn is a great musicians he has an 
excellent Harpsichord and I mean to make some 
music with him to morrow Mr de la Roche and his 
companion continued their Journey 
Thursday, October 2nd I played the Harpsichord 
with the master of the Inn Mr Reinegg anci I heaid 
too Mr d’Emmerick that plays \ ery well indeed — 
We found here a Vemtian named Count Coiti that 
has been banished his Country for having Spoken 
against the Government, He has evei since tia\elled 
through all Europe and he finds himself well no 
where, he has been heie eight months, and I do not 
know where he means to go now he wants to pa) 
us a MSit at Ratisbon duimg the winter I was verv 
young when I Saw him m Italy So I did not remem- 
ber him at Ml, he is an Amiable man — Our good 
Cury hir Egg Spent the whole day witli us, I was 
very glad to See him, he looked as fresh and weU as 
can be He gave us new of many of our Acquain- 
tances at Strasburgh He is now at a convent of nuns 
Heihgekreutzthal where he lives as well as it \s 
possible for a man that has been so unfortunate Mr 
d’Emmeiick is a very iidiculous little figure as he is 
hunch-backed and Joins to his ugly bodv a more 
disagreeable face, but he is very Amiable and witty 
and really is an excellent Musician — These Gentle- 
men Stayed the whole day with us and this After- 
noon I took a walk to See the town which is neat and 
pretty Theie are many veiy rich persons here, and 
we went to See a Country house belonging to one 
named Lamentz He has expence a great Sum of 
Money and has a charming house and Garden near 
the town Mde de Bombelles her five Children the 
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Abbe and our Servants aiiived After midnight — we 
Shall continue our Journey all together to morrow 
Friday, October 3rd We left Memmingen at Si\ 
o’clock and came the fiist post and a half with oui 
own hoises, which we left at Mmdleheim where we 
took tile post and Came to Schwahminchen which 
is a post and a half As we had Sent an Estafette to 
Older oui horses (as we want fourteen) we found 
them xeady and we arrived at Augsbourg where we 
were very sorry to be obliged to wait for Mde de 
Bombelles that came again late — We lodge at the 
Agneau hlanc which is an excellent Inn Augsbouig 
is very handsome rich trading town We shall 
to moriow leave Swabia and enter Bavaiia The 
Country we went through after leaving the bordeis 
of the Lac of Constance is ugly, and makes it very 
tiresome to travel through it as vou only see meadows 
and woods of Sapin The people look very Good and 
healthy We met on the yyay a quantity of provisions 
that are taken in Switzeiland for to send m France 
to the french I was very Glad that Mde de B would 
not go as fai as us and Stayed behind We had a 
pleasant jouiney to Geissenfeld, where we layed 
' We enteired Bavaria a league after Augsbourg, and 
the Countiy is not much prettiei than the part of 
Swabia we Saw — Mde Schhch came to see us as 
she thought Mde B was with us, She has been 
femme de Chamhre to Mde Royale is now in this 
Country She was very polite and amiable 
Sunday, October 5th We found every where Good 
horses till Ratisbon where we arrived Soon m the 
Afternoon Mde de Louvois papa and Heckel came 
to meet us ,^we then went at Mde Louvois where we 
dined Mr Bombelles has much Occupation and the 
houses aie not quite finished but the Appartments 
that are furnished are charming and we will be very 
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well lodged I could not much see of the tow n which 
seems veiy old and ugly Our habitation is in a 
chaiming position m the Island named Unteiwaiis 
on the bolder of the Danube we have three gardens, 
and are both in Town and m the Couiiti} which is 
veiy Agreeable I can not sac how much pleasuie I 
had when I heard that the deai B Buohl was what 
I thought him to be, a cunning pioud and bad man, 
he is him that receiced Mi Bombelles the worst So 
I have notlimg moie to ieai on that side The Count 
of Thum has behaved himself perfectly well he 
came to see us with the Baion B Mr de Beranger 
an ancient french minister, Mr de Martin the 
Viscount de Meruy and othei supped with us — ^We 
Shall be ver}^ well here, the good hide Louvois has 
leceived us with all possible kindness She is not yet 
lodged at Unteiwai ts w hicii w ill soon be \ugust is 
much giown The A.bbe Robert is no moie with hei 
and gives lessons m tow n 

Monday, October 6tii We went to the fan this moin- 
mg we met theie Mr Tavgue a Catholic English- 
man tliat has niained a German Lady Since Si\ 
weeks The Pnncess which has mairied the Son of 
the Prince de la Tour Ta\is, would get acquainted 
with us and we were piesented to hei at tlie fair 
She is a charming princess We had some v isits this 
Afternoon Mrs Taygue Mde de Buchenberg her 
Aunt The tiiesome french Lady Mde de Bousseim 
and the Countess de Hohenthal which is the first 
house of Katisbon after that of Princess s I plaved 
the Harpsichord to hei and eveiv^bodv persuaded 
me that I play better than the famous Mde de 
T shad on that is here but that does not go m the 
Good Society Mde de Hohenthal is a fat aged 
woman but she is very amiable and it is her that 
makes up all the parties and that renders the Society 
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gay and agreeable — Mis Taygue is a charming 
y oung woman She is not pretty but very kind and 
amiable — Papa is as gay as possible and amuses 
himself very much he has wearied himself enough 
at Wardeck foi to find a little pleasure here Every 
body treats him with all possible kindness and in 
Short we will be very well here

Wednesdai, Oct Sth, 1794 We did todav what is 
called the Townee and which is \isits to all the 
ministers and Giand Families of this place It was

— We placed at little gailies as pnncess likes it of all 
things 

Thursdxx , Oct 9th Whilst w e are \ ery ga) the news 
aie bad the Austiian have been beat and have 
crossed the Rhine 

Fridxy, October 10th I heaid the french were at 
Cologne ^ how bad every thing goes 
Sxturdxy, October 11th Evei-^ body almost speaks 
English here which tiling giv es me much pleasure 
Sunday, October 12th After having been to Chuich 
and tlie Cathedral where there was a good music, 
I had a tooth drawn out and suffeied excessively, 
as the tooth-diawer named Ratliselei and which is 
excellent had a great deal of trouble ^o take it out 
We only had Mde de Homptenda Mde Louvois 
and the Viscount Merci here this afternoon Mde de 
Homptenda is a very good amiable and kind Lady 
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We shall have great feasts Tuesday and Wednesday 
as it IS the feast of the princess 
Tulsday, October 14th We payed a visit to the 
Princess for to make hei a Compliment as it is to 
morrow her feast her husband is ai rived, I have 
heard that he was \ery Stupid as ail the family 
Latour is but I found him very kind and amiable 
for us — We directly afteiwaids went at Count Say- 
lern the mimstei of Bohemia that gave a charming 
feast he has beautiful apaitments that weie embel- 
lished by a great number of Ladies that all were very 
elegantly drest As Soon as the princess arrived, the 
prettiest Ladies and Gentlemen drest in piiestesses 
and priests came to the princess and gave her a nose- 
gay as also to Mde de Buckenburg whose name is 
likewise Theiese, they were invited to go in the other 
Room, where there was i temple, that soon opened 
after the Priestesses had sung a Chorus and Venus 
was discoveied holding^love in her arms and the 
three giaces, they all said some thing very pretty 
and It finished by a dance — Mis Teighe was Venus 
and the princesses son Prince Geoige was love, the 
two Miss liliens and another Miss de la Phine were 
"the Graces they aie all equally pretty It really was 
charming and touching We danced, had a Suppei 
and after having danced a little moie we returned 
];^ome — ^We were acquainted with Mde de Berbnck 
the Sister of the nasty Baron Vnntz, but she is much 
better than her brother for all She is very much like 
— ^Every body is very polite for us, and we are 
treated with as much kindness as it is possible 
WEDNESDA.Y, OCTOBER 15th We Went after dinner to 
take Papa and Mamma that were at the grand 'prevot 
de Leikenfeld where they had dined with a parcel 
of Jacohtts which are in great number here — All the 
family Lerkenfeld is not worth a fig, the young Max 
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de Lei Leaf eld is a handsome man but full of vanity 
and very impolite — ^After ha\mg paid few visits we 
came at the Count de Hohenthal, wheie there was 
a great feast — it begun by a play tliat was very 
well acted and that much amused me It was the 
Optimist e and an entertainment \ ery ridiculous but 
not very good Mde de Hohenthal Mile Ritter acted 
very well as also the little Comical figure Mde de 
Biomsterna, which is very frightful on the stage 
The Chev de Brui and the Viscount Merci both act 
amazingly well — Theie was a great Supper after 
which we had a Charming ball but not long enough 
as we only began to dance at eleven and were 
obhged to go away at one as Papa and Mamma that 
dont dance weaiy themselves very well — saw 
again a great many new persons as almost all Ratis- 
bon was here to night — Mde de la Plinoy a french 
Lad} that is here has 3 daughters full of talents the 
V oungest which is tweWe vears old is a charming 
pretty little thing — The B Buohl is always \ ery rude 
for us, he is so e\tiemely pioud bu ti tgiv esm eaver 
ygiea tpleasur ea smeve icoul dbearhi man dever 
ybody ylove dhi mmuch 

Betsy s C tp hei but it gi\ es me very great pleasure 
as I never could beai him and every body lo\ ed him 
much ' 

Wedvesdvy, October 29th Mr Fries will be here 
to moiiow evening I am quite delighted with the 
thoughts of Seeing him — ^Nlr Blair having had the 
Gout has retarded his Journey and will only be here 
in the course of next month — We shall have quite 
an English colony, there is here the Bishop of Win- 
chester with his wife six daughteis and Son Thev 
made the Townee to day, the wife Mrs North is said 
to be a devil on Earth — and a nasty proud fool She 
plagues her husband and Childien to death — ^We 
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went in the morning at the princess where we had a 
repetition of a Concert that She will have to morrow 
at her house I wanted to walk out but the weatlier 
was So bad that I only went a little in the town and 
was glad to come back — I have got a bad cold so 
I Stayed at home in the evening, mamma went at 
Count Gortz, he has been very 111, It gives him so 
much Sorrow that the King of Prussia Should behave 
so 111 and like a real rogue — He has made a peace a 
part, with the fiench — What will the Empeior do^ 
Some feai he will do the same, then what can the 
English do — How teriible it is — The Veudee con- 
tinues veiv well that is the only hope the othei 
Emigrants can have 

THURSDA.Y, October 30th We went at the Conceit of 
the princess — The English Bishop and is family were 
there — My lady North seems to be veiy naughty 
and is a tall stiff woman Her two eldest daughters 
were with her they wei^kind to me but aie both 
lather Ugly — The son seems to be a good voung 
man, as for the old Bishop he does all that his wife 
will — The Conceit was veiy good the band of music 
of the Court is evcellent — I was obliged to play but 
hope I shall not always have to play at each Con- 
cert 

Friday, October 31st I enjoyed a veiy tiue and 
great Joy in seeing the Good Mi Fiies — He ainved 
in the evening and will I hope Spend a little time 
with us What gave me still the greatest pleasure 
was to find him I think perfectly well, and not even 
to be Constitutional, what I had much feared as all 
his Seminal y was and Jaegle is still so and as Obsti- 
nate as it IS- possible to be — But our good Fries is 
always the same honest, honest, excellent, amiable, 
lovely man as we had left him at Strasburgh — I hope 
he will Convert Jaegle as he always was his Oracle 
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— The pimcess came to Tea with us, and was very 
amiable and kind 

Movd , Noveaiber 3re) We gave a Charming feast to 
the pimce and princess — We had a \ery numerous 
Assembly but Just as much as our Small Appart- 
ments could contain — Every body came at seven 
we danced till the Supper which was quite beauti- 
ful and Aftei wards we continued our ball till two 
o’clock in the moi iiing — E v ery one was much amused 
and I am Sure that the Princess will not so soon for- 
get the evening She spent at Unterwarth 

TUESD4.Y, Nov 11th I took a little ride at the Ober- 
warts, as the weathei w as more pleasant than it is 
usually We are dailv evpectmg Mr Blair how I do 
lejoice to see them But I fear they will not be here 
until after tomoirow I am reallv now verv happ)-, 
theie IS a good socieU of Englishmen, we have as 
many pleasures and amusements as I could wish to 
have, and I have nothing more to feai on account 
of the baion buohl as he is hated by all those that 
know him There is only one thing that I would yet 
wish, and that is not to be m company of the Bom- 
belles but as that can not be otherways I must take 
patience 

Thursday, 4th Dec This evening I placed at the 
piince’s Concert, and Eugenia sang — and indeed 
we had the umveisal Appiobation and Praise which 
(I mav say) were not undeserv ed — The Old Pnnce 
IS vastly fond of music and understands it verv well 
it IS a pleasme to make him some His concert is 
very good as his very numerous band of music is 
evcellent I am very glad to have done my task, as 
I was really afiaid to play before sogmanv persons 

Friday, Dec 5th I took a pleasant walk in tbe morn- 
ing and in the evening we went at Mr Teyghes 
where there was an agreeable society Marchand 
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was theie and he is a most wicked and malicious 
devil his gieatest pleasuie would be to make me 
angiy but that he will nevei do as I turn all his 
naughtiness in jokes but in the meantime my answers 
are as wicked as all he says to me I do not know i£ 
he IS jealous of me but I must take great care how I 
behave witli him as he is monstrously naughty 
Saturday, 6th Dec Mrs Teyghe walked out with us 
at Oberworth she is a charming woman, but is not 
very happy with hei husband who notwithstand he 
IS a very honest and excellent man plagues her to 
death It is but four months since she is married and 
it f lightens hei foi the future Papa has got a fit of 
the gout, he drinks too much ever since he is here 
and now he has got the gout aftei the Gailik had 
hindered him from having it a great while 
Thursday, 25th December It is a great while I did 
not spend such an agieable christmas day, as I did 
this year In the morning we had the thiee masses 
at Neidermunster the princess there is veiy kind to 
us We had quite an English dmnei at the White 
Lamb our family Mr Blairs, Mi and Mrs Teighe and 
joung Ml North It was very pleasant and it gave 
me much pleasuie This evening we went at the old 
princes where all Ratisbon was in the gieatest gala 
There was a concert and I amused myself much with 
the young ladies As I now begin to get acquainted 
with them I amuse myself much more 
Sunday, Dec 28th We went with Mis Teyghe and 
the Boissieis that we had not seen for a great while 
At the end of all it is a veiy foolish family the old 
man is a bore and a fool and the daughter is a 
WTcked and naughty girl This evening I much 
amused myself at the Blairs where Mr North and 
Mr Teighe were father Mauius is always there he 
is a good young man but a bad monk 
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Wednesday, Dec 31st This was the last day of 
this year that I began \ery bad and ended veiy 
pleasantly — I went to the Blair s and stayed there 
late I always like Mi Blair more, but Lady Mary is 
not by half such a kind and good creature She 
grumbles continually and gets \ erv old which makes 
her quite childish — Father Mam us is always there 
and indeed I can not bear to see him as he is such a 
wild young fellow, that it is a real shame that he 
should have the monkish habit Those bad Gleigy 
men much wrong's oui relig:ion but there is abuses 
in everything nothing can be perfect in this world 

Jan 1st, 1795 Thursd^i We had a gieat many visits 
to pay for New Years day — This year began m a 
monstrous cold manner — I cannot lem ember since 
the year ’89 that we weie at Strasburgh of having 
had so much cold We went at the Giand Couit the 
piincess and the old prince weie theie was a con- 
cert It was a day of greaf galla and all the ladies had 
Sacks — the prince was co\ eredwith diamonds which 
he all showed us with great satisfaction, but I could 
not help laughing when he showed us his Diamond 
Garters as it was too ridiculous The good old man 
IS so stupid ^ The barometei is 15 degrees beyond 
Ice 

10th Jvn Svturdyy There is a great deal of noise 
among the English here As we all wmnt to give a 
feast the 19th of this month to celebrate the Queen 
of England’s birthday The Blairs Teighes Boissiers 
and us have come to an agreement but the wicked 
Mrs N orth does all in her power to puspone our feast 
and plague us She loses the too goodly Bishops 
Character and behaves like a ridiculous fool She 
wanted to give a ball tlie same day but all Ratisbon 
accepted our invitation so she was can no have any- 
body and IS in a terrible rage But I pity much the 
mo 
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good Mr North he is so afflicted of all tins and sees 
that his mother is wiong that I pity him with all my 
heart He is such a charming and agieable young 
man and so misfoitunate He acknowledges to us 
that Mrs North beat him once, poor cieature, how 
can there be such a wicked beast as that woman 
11th Janu\r\, Sunday Again the whole day there 
was notlimg but messages fiom the Norths and the 
other English I was at Mr Blairs morning and even- 
ing where we danced, played supped with young 
d Omptada and Mr North But I wearied myself 
much as Lady Maiy is very cross on account of all 
this noise However we shall have a fine feast but 
it will cost 60 Guineas at least and indeed it is very 
foolish to expence so much money m that way when 
theie is so many poor wretches 
12th Ianuary, Monday I went at Mde de la Pleisnoye 
m the moining and after much prayers I obtained 
leave that her young laches should spend the even- 
ing at oui house She is lather whimsical and is very 
severe to hei daughters We amused ourselves much 
at our house as the princess, Mde de Hohenthal and 
^all their society came We danced as usually The 
Bishop has at last consented to be m the list of sub- 
scribers But Mrs Noith is very angiy and will come 
to our ball only as a visitant 
13th Jan , Tuesday We had a ball at Mrs Teighe’s 
where the pnncess came I amused myself vastly 
Miss Norths and the Bishop came, poor girls they 
are worth the greatest compassion and tliese two 
unfortunate sisters are as miserable as it is possible 
as the nasty beast of a mothei will not let them go 
out anywhere and the youngest is seventeen year 
of age I wait with impatience our ball of Monday 
and I hope it will be very handsome and pleasant 
Friday, Jan 16th We went at Mr Blairs m the even- 
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mg Lad\ Mary has got a fe\er and it is feared will 
not be able to go to the feast This feast has great 
many misfoi tunes we ha\e every dav more unluck 

MovDV'i, JvN IQtii At last this feast that we waited 
with so much impatience aimed but I lost all 
pleasure of it as the Princess who was tlie principle 
object foi which we ga\e it could not come her 
child the pretty little prince George being exces- 
sively ill With hei w e were deprived of gieat many 
othei persons and of ail tire Court which was a great 
pity but notwutlis landing our feast was very hand- 
some and pleasant All Ratisbon of good society was 
there the ball was ver\ merry and the whole charm- 
ing The Room was ail decorated with garlands of 
flowers inscriptions in tmmpaiens for the queens 
praise and all the English had God save the Queen 
on the sashes and m the hair It w as \ er\^ magnifi- 
cent and I amused mNself much but alas all the 
while the princess w^as m the greatest affliction for 
her child that is m great danger 

Tuesday, 20th Jxn The first thing that was told me 
when I awoke was that the little pnnce was dead 
and indeed it much afflicted me as it was a lovely 
Child, he had so much wit was so hvely, pretty, and 
beloved by everybody The poor Princess must be 
exceedingly gneved as she is such a good mother 
and lost alieady her first child It is a great affliction 
for the whole family evervbody is afflicted as it was 
such a charming little cieature besides the family 
Taxis IS much loved as tliey are all very good I could 
but think on this all day, besides I was very tired of 
the dance and it had given me a bad Cold so that I 
staid at home 

Friday, Jan 23rd We have to pav thirty guineas a 
piece for the feast which cost 150 Louis How 
foolishly that money has been spent ^ 
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Friday, Feb 6th I could not go out anywheie as 
Mamma and my sister were very ill What males 
pool Mamma be worse is that she had a lettei from 
Lyons where there is no bread and what her paients 
live upon IS frozen potatoes done in Water The 
people die of cold there as wood cost 400 frs a 
measuie How shocking^ Mi and Mrs Floy er were 
here a moment this morning, and poor Mrs Teighe 
whose husband played the fool yesterday getting 
drunk (has he does almost every day) and ducking 
a poor man m the street and quarrelling and being 
impudent with all the masks how unfortunate that 
good woman is 

Tuesday, February 10th I went in the evening at a 
ball at Count Scilein wheie I was sorry to be present 
to a scene that does veiy little honour to Miss Blair 
The Count Max de Lerchenfeld that is the greatest 
fop, the greatest blaguard of all Ratisbon and that 
gives a bad reputation ancj. loses the character of all 
young ladies, had put it in his head to serve Mary 
Blair as he does all the others that pay attention to 
him, he courted her since three or four balls and 
Mary that is veiy foolish and found him a pretty and 
agreeable fellow showed him much preference — ^he 
would dance with hei neaily the whole evening and 
as Mr de la Roche had engaged for a dance, that she 
preferred to dance with the Count Lerchenfeld, the 
two gentlemen had a great quarrel Mi de la Roche 
was insolent and by that got all the wrong on his 
side — it finished very ill as they would fight To- 
morrow we shall know the end of this sad stones

they both make game on her I went to the pubhck 
masked bail which was very pleasant everybody 
talks of this sad affair Mr de Buohl is \ ery angry 
with La Roche, he is \ eiv impudent to him and Mr 
Bombelles who though behaved as well as that 
young saucv frenchman behaved ill — ^What non- 
sense all tins IS ^ I am quite tired of it 
Wednesday, Feb 25th Mamma is very unwell a 
letter tliat she saw of Mary Mantalban to the Gount 
Abbe Montaiban in which she shows the greatest 
ingratitude for aU that Mamma ever did for her has 
quite made her ill and gneved her excessively — 
what a pity that that young woman should have 
turned so bad, she was once so godlv so well behav- 
ing so good, an unfortunate passion she has for a 
certain Barbaro has changed her quite and made 
her forget herself m such a manner as that she is 
now blamed by all those that once lov^ed her for her 
well behaviour and religion It is too^very^^ humilia- 
ting to see that all the women of Papa's family 
should have lost their character in such a way and 
that must make us more than any one else be 
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scrupulous for the least thing and keep an iue~ 
pwacJiable conduct 

April 7th, Tuesday Mi de Bombelles gave a break- 
fast to the pimces and all the town, theie was 76 
peisons we danced afterwaids till 5 oclock in die 
evening and it was evcessively pleasant, I hope it 
will give the idea to others of giving such feasts as 
they are very amusing and not so fatiguing as a 
night ball Mile de Diede the eldest is going to 
marry the Count Ranzou in a few months he makes 
a much better acquisition than she does as he is a 
cunning wicked devil I am glad she should marr} 
as she is a charming girl and begins to get old It 
would have been a pity if she had persisted in her 
design of not mairying as it is said that she had 
refused many marriages already for to stay widi hei 
parents I dont know whether it is time or not but I 
dont believe it she is twenty two 

Monday, April 13th We jvent to the Blairs Mary is 
not well and I saw very plain today that she is a bad 
creatuie she treats her mother like I certainly could 
not treat my maid 

SATURDAY, April 18th I am quite sorry to think this 
\s the last day I can say I am sixteen years old, I am 
very unpleased to see seventeen so near but patience 
it cannot be otheiways I went much to the fair to- 
day where I leave all my money, and I shall soon 
have no more To finish my sixteenth year most 
agieeahhj I went at tlie Blairs 
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me 


Sunday, April 19th This was a day that made 
reflect very seriously as I accomplished m) se\en- 
teenth year and I must own I think it piodigioush 
old as it is not far from twenty This made me spend 
a veiy dull birthday as at the bottom of m) heart I 
was very sad to think I was beginning tlie eightenth 
year of my life and that till now I had wasted m\ 
time in a very foolish way but I took resolutions to 
begin to be more applied to things that wall be of 
more use to me in future and to enjov life as it is 
very short I was quite Philosophical and mean to 
remain it 

Monda.y, April 27th I went with my sisteis to sec the 
tumblers where I amused myself very well Miss 
Floyer came there and I was much surpnsed to hear 
her praise so much at hne of the Rope dancers the 
voung one, that I really thmlv she has a little liking 
for him What a shocking thing it would be and how 
foolish but I am afraid it is true I went to tlie Blairs 
in the evening We saw a magic lantern there, that 
was as stupid as all those I have yet seen Lad\ 
Mary begins to be a little better but Mr Blair is verv 
ill, and I dont know what is the matter with Mar\, 
but she looks very unwell since a gieat while She 11 
finish by having a great illness as she wont take care 
of herself at all 

Tuesday, April 28th What I had thought of Miss 
Floyer is verv true Mamma told me today that she 
was passionately m love with the rope dancer, that 
she sent every morning to know howhe did and that 
she was getting a blue sash embroidered in silver 
made for him I declare I think the poor giii is mad, 
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how IS it possible to fall m love with such a cieature, 
a lope dancer, besides that is not at all handsome 
Now I begin to believe all that was told of her that 
she IS an extravagant Romantic giil and that being 
abandoned to heiself has made at many such 
follies 

Wednesdai, May 6th Mi Blair sent for us to dine 
with him, we did and after dinner we went to take 
an airing but a violent storm obliged us to return 
very soon We spent also the evening with them and 
I had much conversation with Mr Blair that proved 
to me always moie that he is a veiy good friend of 
ours He said much of the B and the foolish way we 
live, but to what use^ I cannot change it They have 
decided to go Sunday I wish we were going witti 
them How happy they are they will soon be m 
England 

Friday, Mxy 15th Old Father Dufresne came this 
afternoon and I went to draw with him from nature 
Whilst we were drawing^ great quantity of people 
that belong to the boat houses came aiound us 
and I was quite astonished that they w ere not rude 
to us As thev are m general like wild beasts they 
-always live with their hoises and sleep under a tent 
that thev make with straw by their horses side out 
in the air In Switzerland they would have certamlv 
insulted us but these good people stayed around us 
gazed at our drawings and were quite surpnsed and 
happy in seeing what we weie doing For all that, 
I did not much like all these admirers (especially as 
I feared they should make us some presents as for 
all they are very Good natured creatures they are 
not very clean and have a numerous family about 
them) so I went away and was surrounded in another 
place by a parcel of scholars with whom old Father 
Dufresne made a Latin Conversation, which was 
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not vei*v amusing I thought the best was the return 
home 

Tuesd^i, June 2nd We had a gieat many people at 
our house this evening and I was greatly embar- 
lassed as I did not know how to be civil and how to 
satisfy all Miles de la Villequiers (who aie little 
devils and just as tiiesome as hllles de la Plesnove 
had told us they weie) played the deuce for to dance, 
Miles de Diede who are quite the other evtieme of 
these thoughtless foolish girls seemed to tiie them- 
selves much m oui company, and would have much 
preferred to keep a serious (old womanish) com ersa- 
tion with the fine ladies than to stay m all the noise 
that the other society was making I was greatlv 
puzzled as I did not approve noi the one nor the 
other I certainly love as much to dance laugh and 
sport as any young girl of my age but I find the wav 
of Mile d’Aumont \erv iidiculous as they are so 
transported when they aie a little at liberty drat thev 
are real devils, but m the^mean time I have not bv 
half as much reason as Miles de Diede and I should 
not like to resemble them as they are not at all what 
other young ladies are and dont take any pleasure 
in what amuses youth so that I think the conse- 
quences of all this IS that young people should 
amuse themselves honestly and at the same time 
heartily but not romp about and show so much love 
for pleasure as to be justly ndiculed by everybody 
We finished by dancing but quite against my wish 
as it really looked foolish but I was obliged to it The 
Diedes made a foolish face and the others seemed 
devils that never any enjoyment before 

S VTURDAY, June 6th We had an assembly ^t our house 
The Diedes Hohenthals etc all for the Ambassador 
which is found here very amiable and is very much 
liked We had some music Mde de Hohenthal howid 
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enough to frighten the cats and she has taken it 
into her head to make me sing, so that I was obliged 
to unfold that gieat talent of mine that I took care 
to conceal fiom everybody, foi te?i/ good reasons 
SuND^-i, June 21st The little Louis XVII is dead, this 
news was reccned with much indiffeience and it 
wis easy to see that it gave the French more satis- 
faction than pain as thev think now that all will soon 
end their king being out of France 
Thursdv^, Jujne 25th We weie left quite alone at the 
end of the evening which was most tiresome We 
shall be quite forgotten m society now as we cannot 
show our pretty charming faces for so long a time 
Fkidvv, JuLi 3rd We went to Kaffnng diiectly after 
dinnei, I rode theie The Lerchenfelds weie very 
kind to us It is a pretty country house, the garden 
IS not ugly and there is a little wood, but altogetlier 
it is nothing remaikable Thev must lead a tiresome 
life theie as they are always quarrelling among them 
Maiy will soon leturn fo Munich Alexandrine is not 
\erv gay as she would wish I believe hei mamage 
With the Baron Buohl to be quite settled and Wak 
buighe is alwavs as dull and as stupid Count Max 
^ IS the fa\ ourite and the happiest, but the worst of 
them all and I detest his foppishness and familiar 
way We walked much about and I must own I tired 
myself to deatli The stupid Count Max came on 
horseback wnth me almost till the town which did 
not flatter me at all as he thought it would, as I was 
alone and I did not like any body should see me 
with that good for nothing Coxcomb 
Send IV, July 26th How easily one gets tired of 
everything I weaned my^self hombly this evening 
as we had oui usual society and were obliged to play 
the stupid petits ]eux that I hate now as much as 
I liked them when I fiist came here There came 
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official news to-da\ of the taking of i Orient and the 
lemaindei of the French Feet which h^d letired to 
Biest aftei the defeat the English ga\e tliem on 2Sth 
has been totally destio\ ed 

WCDNESD va, JULI 29th I went m the morning to see 
a Jewish Vlatrimonv it was m a }ard and indeed 
much amused me The w oman w as ja\ e and thirt\ 
and the man only se\ enteen w Inch is quite ridicu- 
lous The man Fist came drest m black with two of 
his relations and the twm Rabies He placed himself 
under a baldequm and covered his head with a veil 
The biide came soon after very neat and eleganth 
diest with otlier wmmen and was placed near the 
bridegroom under the same veil After tliev had both 
drunk some wane and wffien the ring was given the 
two rabies sung a most ridiculous thing which made 
it very difficult for me to keep from laughing Then 
the bridegroom tlirew a bottle against the wall where 
a star was placed Thev^have the superstition to 
believe that if they dont catch tlie star in the right 
place their marriage will be unhappy As this did 
not happen everyone complimented the bridegroom 
and they all went away There were many people 
to see this ceremony, the jews gave a breakfast and 
all the company was invited to their ball and supper 
They aie very rich and both pretty I was verv glad 
to see the odd marriage as indeed it was a veiy^ 
comical thing, their dress and manners aie all so 
different from what is commonly seen We had a 
great number of companv at our house this even- 
ing and had a very pietty concert 

MoNTDA'i, August 3rd Papa dont like us to be with 
him, his gout makes him horridly cross, 

Thursday, August 6th The thunderbolt fell on the 
Catliedral and a boy of fourteen was struck dead m 
the spot, another work man that was working with 
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him was also hurt We were going to take an airing 
this afternoon after the storm was over and we met 
the man that was wounded tliat was carried to the 
hospital and we could not forbear going to see him, 
indeed it was shocking to see how the thunderbolt 
burnd pait of his arm body and leg, he was hoi i idly 
pale but foi all tliat I dont belie\ e it will be dan- 
gerous 

Feida-Y, August 7th We went to see the poor man 
that was wounded yesterday and the boy that was 
killed It is a shocking sight the thunderbolt struck 
him on the temple and neck and he died imme- 
diately the otlier is much better, it will be of no 
consequence The Hospital is kept very^ clean and 
they seem to be very kind to the sick persons We 
afterwards went to the house when the fools are kept 
and it really gneved me to see the poor Karl Mde 
Seiglerns son in law, which talks as reasonable as 
any body else and his wicked wife to enjoy her 
liberty and his money says that his brains are turned 
and keeps him shut up in the hospital It is homd 
the pool man does nothing but cry^ and only wants 
to go into Sa\ony to his mother but his wife wont 
let him go He is kept in a nasty dirty stinking room 
and it is the way to make him quite ra\ mg mad that 
nasty woman cannot conceive how one can be so 
cruel Mamma will endeavour to do something for 
that poor man 

Mondvy, August 10th The Norths left for England 
Wednesday, August 12th The English Ministei Mr 
Walpole ai lived to-day We did not see him I am 
very glad he should be here as tlie Hanoveiian 
mmistei \yont give himself such airs as he did 
Thuksday, August 13th Mr Walpole came in the 
morning and spent an hour this afternoon witli us 
He is very much like young Mr North He has got 
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his voice, Ins features, and all his wa\s He seems 
to be verv amiable and a little e\tia\agant I think 
he looks old and I didn t know him again at all foi 
all I had seen him at Munich se\ en \ ears ago 

Sunday, September 20th M de Bombelles was much 
afflicted for Mde de Diedes departure The poor mar 
IS indeed grown quite a fool as it is ridiculous tliat a 
man of his age qualities, etc etc should fall m lo\e 
Eveiybody laughs at him 

Moni) YY, Septe^vIBer 21 S'! I \\ ent to Miss Cristina in 
the afternoon to take hei to nde out with me but 
she was not at home and I only found there Count 
Alexander with whom I was obliged to sta^ for a 
great whiles alone which embarrassed us both exces- 
sively and made us both look very sillv I thought 
at last we were too stupid and proposed to nde till 
his cousin came home I had time to lake several 
turns with him till thev all came home, I then went 
with Mile Cnstma m our favourite place, tlie 
Kuhwies and had a very^ pleasant nde with her 

Thxjrsd^y, October 22nd The concert at the Pnn- 
cess’ was tembly tiresome but after it w e had a ball 
and supper Mde de Bombelles is again with child 
She wall never be tired to make such unsupportable 
brats ^ I am glad that I shant be here for her lav- 
ing in 

Mondvt, October 26th There is manv complamts 
of us by the societv, we seem to be proud, disdain- 
ful and are evcesswely rude to every body I am 
very sorry they think we do but that s mv manner 
of behaving and would not wish to change it and 
to take their hipocnsy grimaces and affectations 
This has all been said at the Diedes, wh$re harm is 
spoken of every body 

Tuesday, November 3rd Papa is grown a great 
favourite of the young pnnce la Tour He always 
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goes shooting and is continuously with him This 
prince is a very good natmed man I don’t think he 
is very witty but what is still better he has a good 
heart and a good understanding He was telling 
Papa the other day that il he had any good chaces 
near Ratisbon he would give them all to him for his 
life time if he would piomise to stay always heie 
Wednesdvi, November 11th Mr Walpole gave a 
charming feast this evening for Lady Bei wick There 
was the most amiable persons of the town the piin- 
cess looked beautiful and was drest with the gieatest 
grace and elegance, w e danced, had a fine suppei 
and w^eie \ ery much satisfied Mi Walpole was ver> 
civil and Miss Louisa Diede behaved most ridicu- 
lously always running after him Lady Berwick is 
going to Italy I am soiry that we will loose her for 
indeed she is very amiable in society I don t know 
what hei chaiacter is in her family Some says she 
is a devil it may be but certainly has affects quite 
the contrary and is very kind to everybody As foi 
her daughters I dont care for them a pm, they never 
talk and looks so stupid as can be 
Tuesdw., November 17th We went to an assembly 
at tire pimcess wheie a bench Chantur sung man) 
scenes of Oedipe a Colonne with the Count Hohen- 
thal, his voice is fine but he dont sing well Lord 
Bristol has been at Ratisbon since yesteiday he had 
promised to come to the assembly dus evening and 
has asked to hear me plav but at last he did not 
come which gave me infinite pleasure for all I 
would have wished to see him he is said to be such 
an original fellow He is quite a fool, got himself in 
several ^crapes m England he has been a great 
favourite of Mde de Schaden, caused her to sepa- 
rate herself from her husband, he has been in love 
with the princess, told her to day m presence of her 
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husband that he did not desen e such a wife This 
curious fellow is to set off to morrow 

Thursday, December 3rd The concert at the Pnn- 
cess was \ery bad and tiiesome this c\ening Mile 
Fouchemoulin sung a french Cantata honid bad 
her voice is like that of a cat that one kills and she 
pronounces french like a pig, the fiench Chantie 
sung an Italian air which he pionounced with a 
french accent, and the whole was detestable 

Friday, Dece^vIber 4th W e w ent to sta\ all the e\ en- 
ing with Mrs Douglas I weaned nwself except 
when Mde Bioloi came and that w e talked of little 
Mar/s wickedness That always makes an agreeable 
conversation 

Satukdxy, December 19th I was \ei\ sorn to hear 
today that Pimce Charles Lichtenstein whom I had 
seen at Venice few ) ears ago had fought an unhappv 
duel and had been mortally wounded I was first 
acquainted with him at hla\ ence w^here he \\ as the 
innocent cause of Papas making hlama a very dis- 
agreeable scene at a Ball Such as mam he made her 
the first years of her mamage There are few years 
that this pnnce is married and it was m a verv odd 
way that he got a wife he had fallen from his horse 
but was not hurt, a lady which was m a carnage had 
been so sadly fnghtened that she fainted awav This 
so much touched the pnnce that he married her 
soon after and he ne\ ei had known her before She 
was a charming woman and deserved him m all 
points She is now very miserable and will remain a 
widow with two children This duel was occasioned 
by a Russian young lady only 17 years old She had 
induced a Chanoine Weichs to follow h^rfrom Italv 
to Vienna where she no sooner arrived than she 
mocked the Chanoine and plaved the fool with 
prince Lichtenstein Mr Weichts then despised her 
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and for this reason the pi nice fought with him He

should write to lemembei it, such a scene will never 
be wiped off my memoiy The Valet deCh of Mr B 
a good for nothing man, who has dishonoured Nepo 
mucks family, since we are here allways abused 
this pool man They had a dispute in the morning 
and Nepomuck asked Mamma to speak to him, but 
as she did not like to meddle herself in their quanel 
told him that when he w^ould be impudent to him 
again he should give him a good beating Nepo 
muck in the afternoon met the little Covcomb Valet 
de Cha in the street cariymg his masters swoid and 
a stick On his being again insolent our Servant took 
hold of him, threw him down in the dirt and beat 
him as hard as he could The coward did not dare 
to defend himself and cued for mercy At last he 
was left on the giound and got up, took his sword

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SATURDAY, Januvri 23rd I forgot to mention yester- 
day that Clergv the ancient Valet de Chambre of 
the pool french king arm ed here and dined with us 
It IS about t\\ enty days he has left France and he is 
now going to Vienna to ]om Mde Royale He was 
kept in prison aftei his masters death and he found 
means to escape after tlie monster Robespiere ended 
his days He ga've us man)/ details on that unfor- 
tunate Royal family Louis XVI died with great 
courage and never showed a moments weakness 
His neck being so fat his head did not fall at the 
first stioke and he was heard scream The Queen 
had been kept in such piggishness during a great 
while that she was quite an eskalleton when she was 
killed All her members trembled Mde Elizabeth 
on the contrary was mild and calm and looked as 
flesh as a rose 

SuNDVY, JvYu^Rv 24 th Mr de Vernet one of the finest 
men that e\ ei w as seen, a favourite of the late fiench 
Queen, him tint ser\ed hei for postillion when she 
endea\ oured to escape but was arrested at Varenne, 
breakfasted with the Bombelles I was sony not 
to see him as he is indeed a curious object to be 
acquainted with He is of one of the great families 
m Sweden 

Saturday, February Ioth On accounts of colds and 
all the remains of the Carnival my sister and I stay 
at home Papa and Mama go out eveiy day and are 
very civil to every body to leave a good reputation 
behind t)iem, w^hen they 11 be gone The Marqms 
returned yesterday fiom Munic and endeavours to 
be civil and kind to us 

Thursday, March 3rd This is tlie last day I shall 
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spend at Ratisbon and with the familv Bombelles 
I cannot say it afflicts me for the legiet I feel to 
quit tlie amiable socieU of tins place is so well com- 
pensated b) the ]0} of being deh\ ered of the French 
family, that I am quite happ\ I w eiit in the e\ emng 
to the golden cross to heai a man who pla\s on an 
Instiument which lessembles \ei} much the Har- 
monica It has a most delightful sound He aftei 
ha\ ing pla\ ed se\ eial slow tuxies made a \ er\ e\tia- 
ordinan thing with glass Thi owing sand ovei a 
sqiiaie of glass he tlien with a bow ga\e a sound 
and at the same time the sand instantly formed 
se\eial figuies stais, squares, lounds etc with the 
greatest e\actness We recened kindnesses and 
bounties from every body All the young ladies of 
our acquaintance came to take leave of us and all 
ciyed I was S0xr\ to part with Marianne 
L VNDSHUT, M mcH 4th, Frid Many teais w eie shed 
and many wtt faces made, but I resisted them all 
and did not cry For all that I was sorr\ to quit Mde 
de Louvois, Louis B, La Brosse, and the old Che\ 
de B as these persons ha\e ahva'vs showed real 
fiiendship to us, I have had too many pi oofs of the 
falsehood of the lest to be capable of legietting’ 
them iNo, on the contrary I shall foi e\er think the 
day we got rid of them, the happiest of m\ life 
With pleasure I got into the carnage and left the 
Unterwortli at six m the morning The weather was 
horiid and dieadful snow but the loads good, excel- 
lent hoises and came a \erv good pace to Landshut

Satukday, April 23rd As Papa will not absolutel}' 
stay at Vimms ye are looking for a house Me saw 
several this morning but did not decide any thing 
When we leturned home we found an invitation to 
go to a Ball given to-night by the Russian mimster 
Ct Mocenigo, Pnnce Corsini was to take us there, 
and did not come to fetch us till nine o Clock he 
came with his Lady Mde Saiastori a fine woman 
I was quite surpiised arriving to this assembly to 
find such a vast number of peoples, and all the 
women very elegantly and richly drest fashionabl) 
Eight fine lOoms full,'' all beautifully lighted The 
dance was not amusing for the Italians dance so 
slow so ridiculously tliat I could not go on at all 
I never saw any thing moie comical than some of 
these Italian Ladies aie, they have such foolish 
manners with the men Mde Saras ton is the most 
decent This feast is leally magnificent, but a small 
Ball would have amused me much moie All was 
over at twelve o'clock 

Tuesday, 26th April I went this morning with Mde 
Fantastmi to see the Drawing school where there 
are some very fine pictures and statues The latter 
are all copies fiom those of the Gallery Mde Fan- 
tastim dined with us and sung to us She is one of the 
best women I ever saw, and at the same time quite

Clean and pleasant 
He will pay 18 zecchms a month without the Linon 
It IS in the \ la Annunziatma I fear it will be exceed- 
ingly hot in summei we will stay at \ amnis till the 
8th of next month as the appartment is paid till that 
time Mr Goidon, Beach and Penrose came to spend 
the evening with us

SuxDAX, M4.Y 1st Mr Biddulph, Mr Gordon, Mr 
Peniose and little Geoige Wyndham dined witli us 
and stayed part of the evening Lk\bbe de Jou a 
cousin of Cts de Bressac comes xery often to us 
he IS a very good natured man The poor Bench

SxTURDxv, Mxy 7th We paid a visit this morning to 
the Marchesa Santini, she is a veiy good sort of 
woman and saw a moment Miss Beckford We dined 
for the last time at Vanmnis as we came to sleep 
m our new house We have taken Prince Chimai’s 
cook and on this account the Pnnce very angry 
with us and will not come any more to see us It is

there It is a charming country house of the Grand

Friday, 10th June We went this morning to see the 
Specula Cabinet d histone Natuielle It is a \eiv 
curious and fine tiling but terribl) disgusting There 
IS ever} piece of anatom} done m w ax most beauti- 
fully but it looks like a butclieiy It gave me much 
more pleasure to see the birds, fishes maibles, 
mineials, and if we decide to stay heie I ceitamly 
shall make a study of natuial history and often come 
to this place but will not go any more to see the 
slayed coipses, tlie skeletons and all that dirtv piece 
of work It is very well foi those who want to 
become suigeons, but for me it is no use 

Mond iy, June 13th We heaid to-day fine news I wish 
they were true Beaulieu has beat the French by 
a stiataggm they have lecrossed the Mincio The 
Peace with the Pope is certain But all this does not 
put Papa m a good humour he hates Florence and

Tuesday, Juae 14tii Papa dined at Kir Wyndhams 
where he got so thoioughly drunk that he was 
obliged to get into bed as soon as he returned home 
We took a pleasant walk to the Cashmis, where we 
met Mr Wy ndham he was vastK civil to us He intro- 
duced us to Captain Herbert one of his relations a 
young man that is going to Gibraltai 

WEDNESDti, June 15th Papa was gav and in \eiy 
good health to-dav but he was ashamed to show 
himself and instead of going to the Cashims he 
would go to the Gate of Bologna where he walked 
We walked out again a? ten o clock it w^as quite 
pleasant and wu weie so much pleased with it that 
we mean to do so eveiy night 

Monday, June 20th Nothing can be compared to the 
alaim in which Papa and Mama were set, on their 
hearing that tlie French weie at Bologna, that they 
wanted Leghorn and that thev searched an occasion 
of breaking tlieir neutrality with the Grand Duke 
A visit of Mr Qumt\ n increased tlieir fright e\ceed- 
ingly as he said their had been an insurrection at 
Leghorn which had obliged the French Consul to 
make his escape This would be an e\cellent pretext 
says he for declaimg against Tuscany Manfredmi, 
Myut and the Spanish Minister were altogether and 
the French Ministers secretary said that m a few 
day^s we should all hear a new^ that would surprise 
exeiy bod\ What can this be^ KIi Penrose seemed 
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to be veiy uneasy at Mi Wyndham being in tlie 
countiy — he sent to him but he will only letum 
to-moiiow he sent anothei e\piess at Leghorn with 
ordeis to keep theie all the English ships that aie 
at piesent in that place, in case of danger I was not 
by fai as Lightened as the rest I do not believe all 
this as bad as it is said It certainly is exaggerated — 
the thing that I dislike the most is that an old 
English young lady that was on her way here had 
been stnpt of every thing by the French at Verona 
Mde de la Plesnoye came m the evening Mr Cam- 
pos tlie secretary of M de Las casas is going to 
Madiid he came to see us, and is a vastly amiable 
man He says the ambassador is exceedingly ill and 
they have little hope foi his lecovery 
Wednesday, June 22nd Papa quite fixed upon going 
to Leghorn to-night — we were obliged to stay at 
home all day and to pack up and get ready as fast 
as we can — I cannot describe how sorry I am to quit 
Florence — besides I have not the least wish of going 
a sea \ovage God knows what will become of us at 
last I could not see any of the feasts that were cele- 
brated to-day for St John the pation of tins Town, 
in the afternoon there was a race of Charnots in the 
piazza of Sta Maria Novella The sights of it is said 
to have been fine The Cuppola del Duomo was all 
Imhted in the evenino; and theie was an artificial 
fire — I enjoyed none of these amusements and spent 
a very dull day and evening expecting eveiy moment 
to set off quit foi ever Florence and my dear friends 
the La Plesnoye But how great was our surprise 
and joy when Papa returning m the evening said he 
had chancjed his mind and would stay I began again 
to be gay and happy hoping, from the news that 
were received to-day that it would not be at all 
necessary for us to leave this place 
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Oi\ BO uiD iHB I\co\si VNT, Jb\c 24tii I did nui long 
eiijO) tlie pleasure I had ielt Wed iesda\ e\cning 
Papas feais began to be gi eater than e\er Tliuisday 
and nothing could pre\ ent limi from iesoi\ mg to set 
off foi Leghorn in the e\ emng, E\ei)bodv laughs at 
Ins being so great a coward and sa) s it is \ ei\ foolish 
to go awav when there is not the least appiehension 
to be had at this place I went in the afternoon at 
Ml Wvndham s to see a hoiseiace, which took place 
The race itself is stupid as the hoises lan alone m a 
very foolish wa\ , but the \ast number of people and 
carriages offeied a \er\ pleasant and amusing sight 
All this did not gi\e me an> pleasuie as I wes very 
much toimented with the idea of being obliged to 
go off in the e\emng hk Windham and Mr Pen- 
rose were as civil and kind as it is possible to be 
They assuied us that we would return in a few days 
from Leghorn as they weie fully com meed the 
French would oniv pass through Tuscany and not 
go to that place This was some comfort to me as if 
we come back this trip to Leghorn will give me 
infinite pleasure, I did not take iea\e of anybody, 
being persuaded to see them all veiw soon Poor 
Mary stayed behind with hei child George and 
Hans Givry In case we embark she will return to 
Geimany and come o\ er to us m England as soon 
as she can Her husband, the cook and kluck came 
with us We had a pleasant jouinev tlie night being 
light and beautiful I was sorry I could^not well see 
the countiy as there is some very pleasant views 
which I could hardly perceive in the pale moon 
shine — ^We arrived to Leghorn at eleven in the 
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morning we went to Mi Udnev’s and found tkeie a 
most terrible bustle and noise — ^All packing up and 
getting on board the ships We hardly had time to 
get a little bieakfast, thev huriied us so terribly to 
quit the place and Captain Fiemantle took us on 
boaid his Fngate the Inconstant a most beautiful 
ship The sight of the sea gave me great jov I had 
not seen it so long I found the Inconstant so fine so 
clean so comfortable so many civil persons that I 
was quite delighted and legretted no more that the 
french had obliged us to mn away How kind and 
amiable Captain Fiemantle is He pleases me moie 
than any man I have yet seen Not handsome, but 
there is something pleasing in his countenance and 
his fieiy black eyes are quite captivating He is good 
natuied, kind, and amiable, gay and lively m short 
he seems to possess all the good and amiable quah- 
ties tliat are reqmied to win eveiybodies heart the 
first moment one sees hiTn Two other English ladies 
came on boaid this ship Mrs Pollaid and Miss Hood, 
they seem to be \ eiy good sort of women We were 
\erv gav, the Captain though evcessively busy and 
peisecuted by eveiybody took the gieatest pains to 
amuse us He had promised to make us dance but 
something came in the way that prevented it He 
had Mr Udney's Harpsichoid come on board and 
we had a little music It was intended we should go 
in the Goigon but as we aie not to sail to-morrow 
morning for Coisica Captain Fiemantle was so 
obliging as to piopose us staying on board his ship — 
he did the honor s so well, that w e all got a good Bed 
or Cot and he had none, Jaegle had come wnth us 
but findirTg himself low spirit and sickly he had not 
the heart to remain with us, and leturned on shore 
I did not expect that after having lived so mam 
vears with us, the fright of the sea could be so 
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strong as to get the better ot liis fiicndsliip tor 
ds and to make him take the resolution of quit- 
ting us 

SuNDvi, Ju\E 25th I got up rndcli earhei than I 
thought I should, but theic was such a noise m the 
ship that there was no means of sleeping — I went 
to walk the deck, and the view I enjo) ed there w as 
most delightful Theie is a \ast numbei of English 
ships here, the\ aie all going lo sail for Coisica 
except the Inconstant which will stay to the Last 
and then wuii go to join the fleet oft Toulon We 
dined with Captain Fiemantle wiio continued to 
treat us with the greatest kindness — ^just as if he 
had known us these gieat many \ears and we oni\ 
saw him yesteidav for die first time Most ilarmmg 
news am\ed m the afternoon which put e\er\bodv 
in the gieatest confusion The Com o\ lecened 
oiders to sail at tiiiee in the morning Captain Fie- 
mantle got as on boaicka mei chant ship which is 
going CO England He assured us that v\ e w ould be 
as safe as can be on it and diat w^e could not get a 
better oppoitunitv We left the Inconstant imme- 
diatelv after dmnei to oui great sorrow One does 
not easily quit a place where one lecewed so inan\ 
marks of fiiendship and civiht\ — not only tlie Cap- 
tain but eveiy one of the officers aie equalK kir J 
and amiable After ha\ mg been on board that beau- 
tiful Fiigate and ha\mg been quite spoilt bv kind 
Captain F i emantle Captain Pai ishes ship the Achilles 
seemed lather small and unpleasant to us but I dare 
say" we will soon get iccustomed and be peifectl) 
happy and comfortable — as the Captain is a ver\ 
Gentleman like man Captain Ciaverfwas so kind 
as to come with us It is a stiong and fine con\o\ 
going to Corsica The Fiench pn\ ateers assuies that 
they will get some of the ships but as w e have the 
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Gorgon, the Comet and otliei different aimed vessels 
with us, I hope we will get safe to St Fiienzo Jaegle 
letmned We weie very iiappy to see him again 
Pool man he sa\ s he could not live without us and 
would rathei risk his life than leave us — so gieat a 
saciifice pro\ es us an attachment and fiiendship that 
deserves all our giatitude 

Movdvy, June 26tii We sailed from Leghorn at four 
in the moimng but the wind being not fair w e came 
a very little wav Notwithstanding we had the 
Comet, the Gorgon and hlalagar to guard tne con- 
\o) the detestable fiench pm ateeis took two of our 
boats We heard nothing but guns all day The 
Republicans entered Leghorn and fired for some 
time at the Inconstant she immediately set sail and 
came to reinforce the Convoy which is now com- 
posed of 48 ships Captain Fremantle came near 
enough to us for it being possible to speak to us, he 
is m a great rage agairst the French — and quite 
ve\ed to think that the English runs aw^av from 
them We are not \ e^} well accommodated on board 
the Accihes, and if Captain Craven had not been 
» with us I reallv do not know wLat we should have 
done as Captain Parish not knowing to the last that 
we were to go with him had not piovided nor pre- 
pared the ship for our reception I hope at St 
Firenze he will make it more comfortable for my 
part I should much prefer to go to England on board 
a man of war Why could not we remain in the 
Inconstant^ Papa was very uneasy to-day as he was 
sadly afraid of the Privateers All die Guns musquets 
and pistols were loaded and all prepared to make a 
vigorous defence, but we have nothing to fear and I 
wmnt quietlv to bed wuthout having the least appre- 
hension 

Tuesday, June 27th We were becalmed almost all 
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day and could not get along at all Papa was again 
aff rayed m the evening of tiie pri\ ateeis, as we were 
near the island of Capnaia winch is full of them, 
but tile convoy is too strong for them to do us any 
harm The two ooats tliat were taken \estei day did 
not belong to the convoy and were coming fiom 
Corsica We had Captain Hamilton s \isit he com- 
mands the Comet and leads the convo) — ^he is a 
\ery civil }oung man — indeed aii these gentlemen 
of the navy are kind and good natured The Incon- 
stant pioved incomtant to-day as she kept at so 
gieat a distance that we never could see her with- 
out the glass 

Wednesday, June 28th The motion m the ship was 
tenible all nirfit and moinmcy It made Mamma

sick and I was very near being it myself — I did 
nothing but eat and dunk to pie\ent mv being so 
and I found that a \ cry good remedy The Incon- 
stant ov ertook us to-dav —Captain Fiemantie wished 
us a good morning and said he was going to the 
Fleet I thought we should never see him again or 
at least for a great while but how agreeably were 
we surprised by his coming on board our ship with 
Lord Garleys the Captain of the Live!}' a Fngafe 
about same size as the Inconstant Fle said he was 
very low spiiited to be obliged to lea\e us and will 
endeavoui to obtain leave from \dmiral Jerveys to 
go to England for then he pi onuses to take us on 
boaid his vessel What happiness that would be for 
us ^ I cannot enough say how^ many marks of fiiend- 
ship we received from that evcellent >oung man 
He has an open, noble fine chaiacter I wish we 
would meet him again — but Alas — I Ho not much 
hope that it will happen — I was quite sorry to see 
him go — ^he left the Convoy and sailed towards 
Toulon We came round Cape Corde and came into 
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the Bay wheie St Fiienze lays Towards evening we 
were surrounded by storms, we saw manv lighten- 
mgs and heard the thundei at a great distance I 
feared the storm would reach us but after supper 
the skye cleared up and we weie freed fiom all feais 
and anxiety 

>ATURD\i, July 2vd Lord Garleys came to take us 
with Mr Fostei to go on shore We went to see the 
fine Town of St Fiienzo a most dirty, miserable, 
ugly infamous village, w^e took afterwards a long 
and pleasant walk in the mountains which are very 
romantick We dined on board the Lively, the 
Frigate is not as handsome as the Inconstant but 
kept in equal good order, I was rather low spirited 
to-day for I do not much like the idea of going to 
England in such a small and uncomfortable ship as 
the Accihes is — but the arrival of the Inconstant 
soon changed my soiTOwful thoughts in the most 
agreeable ones Captaiij Fiemantle came imme- 
diately to us, we were at dinner and never was I 
more agreeably surpiised That kind best of men has 
acted towards us in a manner that can be repaid 
only by the most tendei and sincere friendship He 
has asked leave of the Admiral foi to convey us on 
board the Bnttanma a bundled gunned ship and he 
will take us in a few days to the Fleet, theie we will 
remain till we have a safe opportunity of going 
to England Our joy and Happiness is above all 
descnption — we have not now the least thing to 
fear and wm wiU be as comfortable with the 
Britannia as we could be on shore We weie as gay 
as can be and had a most pleasant Ball in the even- 
ing on bo®rd the Lively Mrs Pollaid Mrs Darby 
and Miss Wood came We had a famous supper 
and indeed the pleasures I had enjoyed to-day I 
had not enjoyed for a long time 
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SuNDvi, July 3iid Captain Fiemantle is gone to 
Bastia but is to letuin tomoiiow and has promised 
to give us a famous Ball We agam dined on board 
the Lively, Lord Gariies treats us wAh the gieatest 
civility and kindness He is ralhei more a man of 
fashion than Captain Fremantle but tlie\ are both 
equally good natuied and fiiendh hli Foster is 
very unpleasant He has verv fiee \va\s and I dis- 
like him evceedingl) We took a walk on tlie shore 
in tlie e\emng We saw all the Coisican beauties 
in all then hneiy it being Sunda) We met kind 
Mr Udney wdio gave me a hearty kiSS in the midst 
of the street, winch made me ladiei ashamed He 
IS going to Bastia It was quite pleasant m tlie even- 
ing we took a long low m the boat but as w e came 
too neai shore, we stuck m some shoils and had 
tiouble to get out of tiicin Loid Gailes s supped 
w rtli us on the Cecilies and w e had a little musick 
af tens aids 

Mo\X)\y, July 4th We weie gieatly disappointed 
to-day for Captain Fiemantle being detained b'v 
tlie Vice Roy wTote that he could not be back before 
to-morrow it did not prevent us tliough from haviQg 
an eveeilent dinner on boaid the Inconstant and a 
pleasant dance m the esening We should ha\e 
amused ouiselves much more iiad not good Captain 
Fremantle been absent The wund blew very haid 
to-da> and made it quite unpleasant foi us to go 
from one ship to another however we got safe and 
were only w^ashed several times by the waves that 
came into the boat 

Tuesdvi, July 5th Captain Fremantle arrived early 
m tlie morning — ^he immediateiv sent to ask us to 
dine with him — ^lie came himself to take us and w e 
spent the day and evenmg with him on board the 
Inconstant The Ball we were to have yesterday 
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he gave us to-day, the deck was most elegantly drest 
up and looked really like a charming large Ball 
loom aU the guns being removed We had a lively, 
gay dance Mrs Polard, Miss Wood and Miss Berry 
and we were the only ladies the gentlemen were in 
vast numbei Lord Gaileys sailed after the Ball for 
the Fleet — he is an amiable man but not at all of 
an equal and steady temper One moment he is 
seiious the other quite foolish, and he pro\ed to me 
at supper the gieatest boier in tlie world for he 
quized me in a most tedious manner and I never 
could put an end to liis unpleasant jokes It is quite 
the ie\eis with Captain Fremantle who wins every 
day moie in mv affection 

WjcDNESDii, July 6th Inconstant The Ball ha\mg 
lasted last night till neai two o clock in the morning 
we lose exceedingly late Captain Ciaven break- 
fasted with us and Captain Fremantle came to ask 
us whether we wmuld not take a walk on shore — 
but hlamma being \ eiy unwell, he took Haniot with 
him and w^e remained He was again so kind as to 
want us to dine wuth him and he is going now to 
keep us on boaid his ship Papa ga\e Captain 
Parish 70 pounds, it is rathei dear but we cannot 
complain of that man for aitliough he did not 
accomodate us as well as he ought to have done, 
he was vastly civil obliging and good natured 
Whilst we weie sitting veiy quietly at dinner Cap- 
tain Fremantle received a letter fiom the Vice Roy 
which obliged him to sail immediately Nobody 
but him know^s wheie we aie going, it seems to 
be something of great consequence for Captain 
Fremantle^ looked very much disappointed, busy 
and occupied For all this he was gay and kind 
towards us, indeed he behaves in a manner that 
deserves all our gratitude and friendship I dare say 
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had we not been on boaid his slnp we co aid not 
lia\ e went w itli him, foi he w as m such a iiuii} that 
he could not wait foi some of Ins ofhceis that weie 
on shore and i cm lined behind I cannot cuncci\e 
wheie we aie going, as long as wC sca\ on boaid tiic 
Inconstant with this evcciient man I no not caie 
what pait of the w oild w c go to It ccitainlv is some- 
thing \ei} etLioidmaiw howe\ei we weic \en 
ga_v, ate a heaity supper and slept sound, All to- 
getliei in the Cabin 

THXJEsnvY, Jlly 7th It is a cruel thing to be Captain 
of a man of war Indeed }ou ne\ei hnow^ horn one 
minute to anothei wliac will become of \ou The 
reason Captain Fiemantle keeps his secret so well 
IS I behe\ e that tlie whole is a secict to him as well 
as to us We could not ciisco\ei tiie least thing 
to-day 

Captain Fiem intle w as not m a good humour and 
did not seemed pleased but w e did not peicei\ e that 
when he was with us, loi he continues to tieat us 
with uncommon kindness The wind was not fan 
We came i ound Cape Coise between the little island 
of that name and I begin to think we aie going to 
Bastio and tlie Captain left us in the afternoon and 
went in a Barge to tliat place where I suppose he is 
Sioins: to leceive the Vice Row’s oiders He wil not 
have a pleasant trip dieie foi he has 24 miles to go 
and he feais he will not get tlieie befoie foui o’clock 
m tlie morning The poor man is fai from being 
contented but his duty and serv ice to the King must 
go above eveiy thing — And indeed he applied to 
that alone, and is ready to sacrifice aU for his King 
and countiy He left us under th^ care of Mr 
Hutchinson his fiist Lieutenant, but this gentleman 
is such an enemy of w omen that we were likewise 
recommended to Mr French the Surgeon, Mi Bogei 
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and otliexs, who aie lathei better disposed towards 
oui se\ 

FriDw, July 8th We w eie left all day alone Captain 
Fiemantle did not letuin untill the evening He was 
much fatigued and annoyed He had been to Basba 
left it early in the morning and spent all day on one 
of the tianspoits The secret is discoveied now we 
found it out last night The English are going to 
take possession of the Isle of Elba to pi event the 
French squatting iiieie which is their project We 
therefoie sail now^ towards that island Captain 
Fremantle is Commodore, and he is quite in a fever 
as the success of this interpnze depends on him 
Noiwuthstanding his uneasiness he was vastly gay 
with us Ml Hutchinson has been uncommonly Gal- 
lant dunng the Captains absence Indeed we have 
done wondeis he is quite tamed 

SvTURDYY, Jut'S; 9th We came m sight of Port Ferrajo 
onlv at noon Commodore Nelson having joined us 
now has been a great relief to Capt Fremantle and 
is likewise a great mciease of forces The Captain 
being a 74 gunned ship, another Fngace is likewise 
come up With us the Flora she is just come from 
Sm\ rna and is in quarantine so that w^e only spoke 
to Captain Miilerton at a respectful distance The 
situation of Porto Ferrajo is delightful It is uncom- 
monly strong and lies on a charming hill in the most 
romantick country Captain Fiemantle went on 
shore with the Commodore and returned with the 
pleasant news that we should entex to-morrow Porto 
Ferraro and that the English would be received 
with jov The 800 men who have been taken from 
Bastia landed without the least opposition 

July 10th, Suvtdav We entered the harbour m the 
morning and the delightful situation of Porto Ferraro 
surprised us in the most agreeable manner I saw 
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few such pretty spots The delightful hills tliat sur- 
round the town which is built like an Amphitheatre 
delights the e} e with the most chaimmg and \ arious 
prospects Coming fiom the barien Mountains of 
Corsica the sight of these rich and charm ng hills is 
still more pleasing We went on shore with tlie 
Captain Mr French and Mi Bogei Satisfaction and 
happiness appeared m all the inhabitants counten- 
ances the English were welcome and reccned with 
the greatest demonstiations of jo) We w^alked 
through ail the towm It is small and should only be 
called a Fortress but neat clean and pretty The 
English and Tuscan troops are like fnends together 
and indeed tlie pleasure that sparkled m all the 
faces, at being in the possession of the English ga\ e 
me the most sensible jov We dined on board the 
Inconstant w e went in the afternoon to take a walk 
in the countiv A good fiianer took us in his house 
where we diank Tea The Coiinti^ is charming — 
and we had the most pl(?asant w alk The inhabitants 
of this place aie the best creatures that eyer liyed 
The good farmer and his wife ga\ e us all they had 
Then house is clean and they seem to lead a com- 
fortable and happy hf e W" e took a little walk in the 
town on our wmv back and as soon as w^e were re- 
turned on board the Inconstant unmoored and set 
sail But there being \ ei\ little water we got a shore 
and stuck so fast into the sand that we had trouble 
to get from it At last w e did but would not venture 
again and I was verv much pleased at all this hap- 
pening, as I do not wish to get to tlie Fleet I cannot 
bear tlie idea of leaving this excellent man He 
looked to be likewise soriy to have to part from us 
Whv dont he keep us with him^ All dins is a nddle 
that I should like to disco\ er 
WTdnesdxy, JuLi 13th Most luckily for us the wind 
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continued so uiifaii tliat we did not get to tlie Fleet 
to-day but alas there is no doubt but we will be 
theie to-moirow C F wiote alettei to M In which 
he says the same things as yesterday How veiy few 
men would have behaved libe he did^ We are all 
veiy dull even all the gentlemen of the Inconstant 
are soiry that we aie going to leave the ships They 
aie \eiy good honest ci natures and were veiy kind 
to us We paid them a visit to-day in ttie gunroom 
and went to see once more the ship indeed it is 
astonishing in what good order it is kept I am sure 
it is not possible to attend better to Duty than C F 
does He is active and always ready to do his busi- 
ness E\ eiy body agiees to say that his ship is one of 
the best kept in the Mediteiianean Indeed he is 
veiy fai advanced £oi his age and has leason to 
flattei himself, that he will reach to the highest £oi 
he IS on a very good way but as he says an impru- 
dent match at present would be his rum and make 
him lose the fruits of eighteen years service and 
pain What can be done ^ wait with patience 
Thursdvy, July 14th Off Toulon on boaid the 
Bnttania I felt the gieatest pain as soon as I awoke 
this morning foi the first thing that I heaxd was the 
fleet is in sight Diiectly after being diessed I walked 
on deck found tlie poor C F who was still more 
afflicted if possible than I was We both looked 
mighty stupid foi we could not speak two words 
Nothing so dismal as the bieakfast we all sat down 
m painful silence and forced oui selves to eat Mama 
and Tiny cryed much, I did not but wus not less 
afflicted for that as soon as we had got near the 
Victory C F left us to go to Admiral Jerveys I 
really f Gale'S we should not see him again for he 
had said that he could not introduce us to Captain 
Foley as it would bieak his heart I felt therefore 
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no small degi ee of satisfaction m seeing him return 
but my joy \^as soon changed m soiiow when I 
perceived Captain Foley m the Baige with him 
A.las I knew very well then that in a few moments 
we should leave the Inconstant I made a \eiv wrv 
face when Captain Foley entered the Cabin how- 
ever I endea\ cured not to be quite so suikv, to that 
man who really was exceeding civil to us C F said 
that the Commandei in Chief was very well dis- 
posed on our favoi, that as we wished to be con- 
ve)ed to Gibraltar by the first oppoitumty we 
should have a passage in the Meleager who was 
expected and is going theie Till her arnv ai w e shall 
stay in the Brittama The Inconstant leceived ordeis 
to sail in the ev^emng She is sent to \lgiers but is 
first going to Ajaccio C F came w th us boaid the 
Brittama and dined with us iheie I was not a little 
surprised w hen I first came into this ship as it is one 
of the largest that ever^was made it has 100 guns 
260 men a three decker of course I find it like a 
Castle Captain Foley gave us Sir Hyde Parkers 
apaitment We will have there as good accomoda- 
tion as we would have in any house on shore 
Nothing so fine as the sight of this Fleet always 
under sail and so near Toulon that >oa may easily 
see the town and the french shipping I could not 
pa}' much attention to all these now^ for ms head 
was full of quite different dungs I wms very dull 
and unhappy but the turn that all the matters took 
befoie C F left us made me much easier but not 
less afflicted Papa has promised to wait at Gibraltar 
till the Inconstant goes to England and then to go 
m her I am to coi respond with C and he gave 
me a ring to keep until we meet him again 

He did not say much to me but had much dis- 
course with Mama He recommended very much 
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tliat I should not change in the least during his 
absence and he wishes to find on his return just the 
same as I am now We parted with a bioken heart 
Before he sailed fiom us he wrote a note to me 
which made me feel exceedingly happy As he 
made Admiral Jerveys promise him that when tlie 
Inconstant returns from her piesent expedition she 
Will be ordered home Now I have Nothing to do 
but pray night and day — that his ciuise may be 
short and that he may be soon restoied to our 
Wishes but that is not all yet foi if we cannot get a 
fortune m tlie whole will be woise and worse I 
trust m the allmighty who ever recompenses the 
\irtues and indeed I may flatter myself that this 
man will be happy for certainly deserves to be it 
better tlian any other man in the world The Incon- 
stant was out of sight before it was night The Lively 
arrived here only today she had sailed from St 
Firenzo the day before^ we did We did not see 
Loid Garlevs he was ordered back to that place 
immediately hh Foster came on board the Bnttama 
he did not bother me at all Captain Foley behaves 
with the greatest kindness towards us He is a man 
between thirty and fourty and seems very good 
natured and gay 

Fredxy, July 15th We lead a very regular life here 
Breakfast at 8 dine at haH past two sup before 9 
and go to bed at ten Captain Foley keeps an excel- 
lent good table his ship is a little Town — ^you get 
all your desne in it There are a vast number of 
ofiicers who seem very good natured but I do not 
find them by far as amiable as I did the Gentlemen 
of the Inconstant I am partial to all that belongs 
to that Frigate The Commander m Chief was so 
kind as to send Captain Grey to us with a very civil 
message to Papa but a mighty gallant one to the 
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Ladies We woiked all day ard walked on deck 
The weathei \\ as beautiful and the sea as smooth as 
a miiror But the evening it was horridlv damp, 
Theie is alwa’vs a Dew that falls m this countrv 
which I think must be \ery unwholesome Papa 
ieels a little gouty humour m his toot which puts 
him in veiy bad humoui 
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Off Toulon on board the Britannia Mondai, 
JuLA 25 th I had the pleasuie of leceivmg to-day 
a letter from Ct^ Fremantle dated the IStli from 
Ajacio which made me feel happy beyond expres- 
sion but I was sorry to hnd that he had no hope of 
joining us befoie the month of October When I 
thinh on so long an absence it makes me quite 
wi etched foi one person is so badly disposed that I 
cannot help feaimg that before the happy moment 
of our meeting anives something will happen that 
will change all oui schemes and disappoint me 
especially m a most cruel manner The news from 
Italy are so fine that Papa flatters himself that he 
will be able to leturn there and then his project is 
to get to Ins beloved Ratisbon as soon as he can 
The idea of going to Geimanv gnexes me to the 
utmost I long for the arnval of the Meleagei to get 
to Gibraltar for I thxiik that wdien we will be there, 
we shall go to England to a certainty However 
Pazienza as the Italians sav Without patience and 
hope one could not h\ e in this wmrld Captain Giey 
and Sir Charles Knowles (an old bacheloi who 
Commands the Golhath) came to dance with us 
this afternoon Mr Hamond who was Lieutenant 
m this ship left us he w^ent into the Flora that sailed 
to Ajacio this afternoon wheie he is going in to 
FAigle He was a good natuied young man, but a 
little short thin wretched looking thing 
Tuesday, jqjLY 26 th I am qmzed most dreadfully by 
Captain Foley on account of Mr Lormg who is an 
evcellent young man and has been so civil as to give 
me and lend me several things I was in need of 
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But the old Gentleman" is \ei\ much m ihe wrong 
laugh at his ofhceis being gallant to me fox indeed 
he pa} b some attention to me and I daie sa\ should 
not be soil} if all the pains he tikes to please were 
not useless But foi mv p^it I think him tlie best 
Lrcitiiic that e\ei h\cd but look upon him as if he 
could be m\ giaiidfather Captain Dakers of the 
Baifleiii paid us a long \ isit m the moiiiing, he is a 
gieat fa\ouiite of mine for he seems to be so fond 
of his wiie and childien, he always talks of his 
family The French filed all the afternoon indeed 
poor Sir Chailes got himself almost into a scrape he 
went so neai shoie that he was withm gun shot and 
man\ of the shots even reached faither than the 
ship 

Friday, Juli 29th Sir John Jer\is wrote a note at 
foui ociock m the momuig to ask us to dme with 
him Wc accepted wnth inhnTe pleasure of his kind 
invitation, and aftei hating had seteial \isits Ct 
Ogle, Captam Hood, Captain Trouhridge, the 
Commissioner horn Ajacia (who bi ought us a letter 
fiom Captam Fiemantle) we diessed to go to the 
Victory The Admiral was on Deck to leceive us 
with the greatest civility and kindness nothing stiff 
or formal about him and we weie not at all em- 
barassed as I feared we should be He desued we 
should pay tlie tnbute that w^as due to him at our 
entering his Cabin, this was to kiss Inm which the 
Ladies did \ eiw w ilhnglv Lord GaiLes came soon 
after us The Admiral abused him for not having 
yet saluted us, the consequence w^as that we were 
kissed a second time I w as \ ery glad to meet Lord 
Garlies here for he really is an amiable naan, he has 
brought from Bandol fish and fruits that he got from 


^ He was not quite forty ^ 
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a French fisKeiman who came twice on board the 
Lively and was glad to get some money from the 
English He ga\e all the news he knew which are 
of no great consequence Nothing can e\piess how 
kind, gallant and friendly the Admiral w as to us, he 
IS a fine old man, though past sevenr\ , he is as fresh 
and busk as if tie was only thirty He said that he 
would wnsh us to stay in the Fleet all the summer 
that when we were tired of Captain Foley we should 
go on board the Victorv, however if we desired to 
go to Gibraltai ho e\pected the Meleager any 
moment and he promised to gi\ e us letters for that 
place wdiere he said we should be as comfortable as 
it could possibly be He talked of Captain Fremantle 
but we could not make out where he has sent him 
to, he only said that we should wish him good luck 
for he was gone on a \ ery enterpnzing expedition 
He made the greatest commendations of him and 
applause to Papa and Mama and said he would 
wish him to marry me Papa ansv\ered he had not 
what was necessary for the marriage state, an\ 
fortune, Sir John Jems replied he was m a very 
good way to get one and he was besides such an 
excellent honest man thar he could wish nottimg 
better for my happiness The good Admiral has a 
very high opinion of me He told me that I should 
make the best wife in England /\.nd indeed he 
made me so many such fine compliments that I 
was quite at a loss how to answer them All the 
gentlemen that had been to see us m the mormng 
dined with us It was a large party and we were 
\ery gay, laughed much and made a monstrous 
noise at table The two Captains in the Victory, 
the first Ml Calder, Captain of the Fleet, and Mi 
Grey were verv civil to us We were obliged to sing 
a duet after dinner We did not stay late for as 
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\diniral Jervis gets up at two oclock m the morning 
he goes to bed at half past eight We got inio the 
Baxge to come to the Bxitanma at seven \ei\ mucJa 
pleased with the kind reception we iiacl met with 
from the Admiral and the kindh marnei he ticaled 
us with The Victorv is a much finer ship than the 
Bntannn, the same size but the apaitments not b\ 
half as good and comfoi table On om return to our 
ship we stopped neai the Couiageous to heai some 
\ eiy piettv musick Captain Hallow who commands 
that 74 (taken from the frencli the wmr befoie the 
last) has a \en good band The\ placed the charm- 
ing tunes and the flutes and Bugle horns made a 
most delightful effect We had a dance in the e\ en- 
mg on board the Biitannia all the gentlemen that 
dined with us and Captain Hallow and Captain 
Sotheby who commands the Bomoav Castle came 
Lord Gaihes w^as as usual remarkabh merr\, good 
humoured and amiable He danced w ith me all the 
evening, and though he quized me and tormented 
me all the time I must owm I found hxm verv 
pleasant A.t suppei we had famous fun but which 
fimshed bad and vexed me not a little This all 
comes from his Loidship he told me that the* 
Admiral had asked him whether Captain Folev 
was not much attached to me whether I w as not 
engaged to Hm On hearing this I screamed \ery 
loud and said it wms the most ridiculous fooLsh 
nonsense that e\ei could be imagined, I should 
not have munded it if Captain Foley had not come 
to know vxhat it was I was then puzzeied to tire 
highest degree, and indeed tUe old man was not 
a little embaiassed Lord Gaihes tpld me en 
confidance, many other things concerning Captain 
Fremantle and fimshed bv saving to take caie of 
him for he was a cunning w ell speaking fellow^ etc 
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Tins I must o^^n I did not at all like from ins Lord- 
ship if he was in Joke it was a \eiy stupid one if 
serious it would give me a bad opinion of Lord 
Gailies With all the nonsense we set late at supper, 
at last Loid Garlies went away he is going back to 
Bandol I long foi the anival of the Meieagex, 
since this — since this Joke with Captain Foley I 
am impatient to leave the Biitanma — Mamma and 
myself had guessed this long ago, but now that it 
has been said out thougii laughing, it has quite 
made me angiy How" can such ideas come into that 
old Gentleman’s head especially since he must know 
all that has passed on boaid tlie Inconstant 
Sa.turd\v, Lugust 6th I was delighted on hearing 
tbs mornxng that the Meleager has at last arrived, 
with the Excellent and a Convoy fiom Corsica 
But I was not a little disappointed when I heard 
the Meleager had been ordered immediately to 
Baicelona and that there being almost a certamt} 
of a Spanish Wai she would go no more to Gibraltar 
— what will become of us^ I am greatly puz2ded 
and \e\ed We begin to find out where T F ^ has 
been sent to He cruised to the Southern of Sardinia 
between that island and Cap Bon with the Dido 
and to endeavour to take all the ships that come 
for the iiench fiom the coast of Baibery He may 
make some good prize money 
SuxDxx, August 7th I was miserable all day I fear 
we shall have no other choice tlian going back to 
Italy, to Naples, from thence to Germany Now all 
the game is lost, God knows whether, when or 
where we will ever meet T F again This idea gives 
me so mqch pain that I am quite low spirited and 
unhappy 

^ C F IS "Captain Fiemantle', T F tlie moie famihar 
Thomas Fiemantle — one and tlie same person 
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The whole Fleet has been e\ceedingl) busv these 
t\\ 0 da) s to get all the stores out of the transports, 
we had fresh beef and a great manv other pro- 
Msions The Bariieur is to take the con\o\ back 
Captain Dakers who commands her came on board 
he asked us in joke whether we would not go with 
him, but indeed I fear the joke wall pro\e true, foi 
it seems Captain Foiev thinks it best for us to go to 
Corsica and then to Naples as he sa\s we ha\e no 
chance of getting to Gibraltar and as foi staving m 
to this ship till she goes home, indeed though he 
\er\^ kindlv offers it we cannot think of be^ng anv 
longer so troublesome to him 
Moxnv\, August 8th The Commander in Chief 
desired Captain Foiev to tell us that as a Spanish 
wai was ceitam we had no chance of going to 
Gibraltar therefoie the best thing we could do wms 
to go to Naples \\ e weie \er\'' sorn to be obliged 
to take this last lesolutio^ and we piepaied e\erv' 
thing to go on boaid the Barffeur Captain Dakers 
came to see us and said he would get everything 
readv fox us I cannot eupiess how miserable I was 
going to Naples I had no doubt but we would soon 
go over to Germany Our return to England m the 
Inconstant only a fine Dream wdiich will ne\ ei be 
realized What I suffeied is not to be imagined 
After dinner we went in the Ward Room to take 
leave of all the officers, tliey were uncommonly 
kind and civil and indeed felt unfeigned sorrow at 
our departure I was not a little sui prised on getting 
in Captain Gre\ s cabin to find Captain Grey there 
wnth a very obliging note from Sir John in which 
he says 'The Amiables mav remain on board the 
Britannia in case of Sir Hvdes appeaiance tliev 
shall come on board the Victory till the convov 
sails All that has been said of their leaving the

Fleet IS to be buiied m Oblivion ' After many com- 
pliments with Captain Foley Papa at last accepted 
his kind offer to stay with him and now we are in 
the Fleet for a long time I should like it veiy well 
if it was not tlie reason that makes us stay which 
displeases me to the highest degiee P and M 
both think that leallv C Foley has some liking to 
me, he asked the Admiral that we should remain 
wnth him, I have friendship for that man and it 
would show 1 great degiee of ungratefulness if I 
w as not thankful foi his obliging manner towards us 
but it does not ffattei me in the least that he should 
pav moie attention to me than any of the rest of 
the familv Quite the reverse I dislike it exceedingly 
and it makes our stav heie unpleasant to me 
Tuesday, August 9th Sir John desired to see me 
and Jenny this morning C Foley did not much 
wish to take us there, the reason I cannot guess but 
as weie asked a second time we went with him and 
Papa The Commander in Chief received us with 
his usual cwilxties and wanted us to be interpieteis 
to some Germans soldiers he has on boaid who he 
wished to get m his Majesty s seivice and were 
to-dav to take then Oath We had a great deal of 
trouble to persuade these men, to sweai, they do 
not like the sea, and say that who sweai s on loater 
remains on wafer Never were such stupid and 
idiots They aie all deserters and the Admiral told 
them that if tliey refused to enter the English 
service they would send them prisoners to Tnest 
where they would suffer the due punishment as 
prisoners, some weie frightened at this threat but 
manv stiH were obstinate and chose to go to Tnest, 
howe\er when they saw the money which was 
given to those who engages, who had 5 guineas a 
piece, they all finished by staying Sir John thanked 
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us for the tiouble we had had by a chaste embiace^ 
the old Gentleman is \ery partial to kisses, he 
abuses all those who do not salute the ladies and 
alwa'vs obliges all the Gentlemen that axe present 
to kiss us He spoke of C Fremantle but what he 
said gave me great pain He will not send the 
Inconstant home she is to be refitted at \]acio He 
added that G F should not be gone long This m 
somewhat consoled me foi it makes me hope that 
we may see him before we leave the Fleet How- 
ever I have not much tmst m this pleasing hope 
and the unexpected new I heard disappointed and 
vexed me to the utmost 

Sir John Jems got us all m a terrible scrape in 
the evening He went exceedingly near shore it 
fell calm all at once and we were all wnthin gun 
shot without a possibility of getting awa\ The 
french fired from all their Batteries, the Goliiath 
being neaiest they only aimed at her luckily for us, 
for we were equally near and some of the shots 
came so near to us that C Foley was almost tempted 
to send us ladies m the Cockpit We were though 
not in the least alamied and looked all the time at 
this famous fire work tliat was quite a new sight 
for us and would have amused me if I had not 
feaied it might have done some damage to the 
Golliatli, as more tlian 120 shots were fired at her 
and tliey all went over her, we all fear she has been 
touched We got at last out of die scrape with the 
help of boats Lord Gaihes came to see us in the 
evening He was uncommonly pleasant th^s time, m 
the true humour Not a bit too meny and he has 
quite left off quizymg me, on the contrg^ he talked 
very seiious and showing much interest for me. He 
promised to dine with us tomorrow which made us 
very happy 
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Wednesday, 10th August Lord Gailies had to look 
out all day we did not see him which thing dis- 
appointed us not a little We danced in the evening, 
I did not share much of the amusement for I am not 
very well, I daie say I shall finish by being ill for 
two or three days, and besides my health is not in 
the best state, my mind is still worse 
Friday, August 12th This being the Prince of Wales 
birthday it was celebrated in the evening by all the 
Fleet, Every ship fired 18 guns and a vast number 
of musquets We went on the Poop to see the firing 
and were not at all Lightened at the noise but the 
smoak was mighty unpleasant and prevented us 
from seeing it well Capt Frederick and Captain 
Suttons paid us a visit in the afternoon 
Saturday, August 13th We wrote to C F to-day 
but I fear there will be no opportunity of sending 
our letters how impatient I am to hear from him, I 
am always tormented by the fear of never meeting 
him again, and affairs tangle in such a manner that 
I apprehend all will not finish to my satisfaction 
SuNDVY, August 14th An unpleasant windy day,

living, I daie sav a wife would be perfect!} happy 
with him but I ne\er could lesoKe to manv such 
a man, besides lie is leally too old foi me and I 
cannot help ha\ mg a gicat hlung for C Fiem Alas, 
how will this matter end If he does not m ikc pnze 
monev, it wall ne\er do, I should not mind it but 
mv pai ents would ne\ ei consent lO it w ithout he 
gets a pieLt> good foitune Captain Foley is con- 
tinually quizMng me upon tins, I find his jokes 
unsupportabie and I a\oid speaking to him as much 
as I can 

Mond^v;, A.UGUST 15th Sii John Jervis came in tiie 
morning to pay us a \isit which thing Eaitered us 
much, he told us a vast number of new s he had just 
leceived by tlie Comet (which joined the Fleet m 
the morning and was oideied back to Leghorn 
immediately) This towm must be now in possession 
of the English The Austyans being by far supeiior 
m numbers and foices to the french m Italv gam 
gieat advantage and will piobably soon be once 
more masters of Lombardy In Germany all is in 
great confusion The Austnans attacked in aU parts 
the ennemy at once, but were ever} where com- 
pletely beaten The bench are at Fiankfoith and 
advance at a gieat rate, The King of Naples armis- 
tice IS at an end and he walks at the head of a 
numeious army to defend his teintory As the Pope 
refuses to give any thing whatever to the English, 
and according to this shameful peace wuth the 
french will not allow any of our ships, to enter his 
ports, Commodore Nelson is going to Civita Vecchia 
to frighten him a little I do not know what to tlunk 
of all these news I always feai we wiU fimsh by 
returning to Italy How I should wash the Southern 
cruise to be at an end We cannot hear from him 
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nor have an opportunity of writing to him It is 
the most cruel situation I ever was m 
Tuesdvy, August 16th We spent the e\emng chat- 
tering in the Stem Gallery and admiring the moon 
and the beauty of the night We had a long 
discourse and all tie fear concerning C Foley’s 
schemes was so plainly explained that we can have 
no moie doubts of it Alas nothing can paint the 
state of mv heart' I cannot expiess what I feel 
Could I Ratter m} self to see soon C F I should be 
less niiseiable for his piesence would put me m 
mind of all thev said before he left us, which things 
unfoitunatelv aie forgotten m his absence I wish I 
had never never come on boaid the Britannia It 
would hav e spaied me many painful and unpleasant 
things Wdiat is to be done'^ What will happen^ 
God knows, C Fremantle s answer will decide the 
whole thing If he savs as it m reality is, that his 
circumstances do not^peimit him to think of a 
match at present, then this unwelcome gentleman 
wiU doubtless offei himself I am resolved not to 
have him But Papa would certamlv be delighted 
at the piospect and will I make it no doubt, do all 
he can in favoui of tins giev headed gallant I can- 
not conceive what this man finds of so very pleasant 
in me I never was so mighty stupid and sulky as 
since I am in this ship Nothing amuses me I speak 
the less I can, and mteiest mvself about nothing 
that happens Anv thoughts I have are always 
dnving towards the South of Sardinia 
SvTUKDVY, August 20th We had Captain Obryan, 
Campbell, Rowleys Wells visit this afternoon, all 
very pleasant men Ct Obryan is very musical and 
really understood it Ct Campbell is a very hand- 
some man about 35 Ct Rowley is likewise a very 
good looking figure, and Ct Wells, Fremantle's 
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brothel in law ' is said to be vastly amiable but tlie 
gieatest quizz in the world This I can sa\ fioni 
experience for although I saw him for the first time 
he began quizzing me on account of Fremantle Sir 
John told him all the story to my great dissatis- 
faction as Fiemantle who had gi\en us a letter for 
him on his supposing we should go to wait for him 
at Gibraltar had recommended to us not to tell his 
brother m law a word of all this affaii, and desired 
me paiticulaily not to let him qmze me I should 
have desired to satisfy his wish but patience hlr 
Wells looks to be very ill, I dare say he has been 
handsome enough but now he is as thin as a skeleton 
and looks miserable 

Monday We were disappointed of a Bail 
these last two days the newly arrived Captains 
had promised to come to dine and dance with us 
but the weathei being rainy and windy it was not 
possible to visit one another We kept within, M, 
as usual when it blows, seasick, and foi my part as 
usual low spirited and ill humoured I hate to be in 
such a state of uncertainty The more I think of it

pity we could not go to Gibraltar The Spanish War 
IS a great disappointment for us But it will bring 
in prize money, a necessary^ thing for the accom- 
plishment of my happiness 

Tuesday, August 30th I heaid some news to-day 
which made me quite mad with ]oy Sir John told 
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Captam F oley that he believed for certain that we 
should at last go to England in the Inconstant and 
that he evpected Fiemantle back in the couise of 
a month Nothing can evpiess the \aiious senti- 
ments that agitate my soul on heaimg tins, I 
w anted this beam ol hope to set new life m me for 
I began to feel quite low spirited and grew daily 
moie dull and sulky Now I have ieco\ered again 
mv usual good humour, but this month \\ ill appear 
an age to me When I think of the jov I shall feel 
when the happy moment anives, it turns my head, 

I shall be fully compensated for all I suffered m 
his absence The Captain joined m tlie e\emng

Thursday, September 1st Since I am on board I 
have never been so gay and good humouied as I 
feel now Fiona the moment I heard the admiral 
expects the Inconstant soon letuined fiom her 
cruize my lonelv thoughts changed m the most 
pleasing ones All hopes of seeing Fr befoie sailing 
for England had foisaken me, now I flatter myself 
soon to see the Inconstant join the ship I am an 
odd girF Foi all I only think of Fr I can hardlv 
live without him I scarcely believe I am m lo\e 
I should like to know whether he tlimks so often 
of his Betsy as I do of him^ and y iiether he wishes 
as much as I do to meet again ^ Suiely if all he said 
befoie he went is true (as I cannot doubt of) it 
must be so 

Tuesdxy, September 6tii I have been too sanguine 
A few days were spent in joy and content but now 
my tlioughts are lost again m sadness I cannot 
bear from morning to night a man speak to me as if 
he hoped his love might meet return, he is always 
deriding the absent person he says he will not let 
us go on board the Inconstant unless it is a ceitain 
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thing I marry Fremantle Can I flatter m} self this 
will ever happen, when both my paients speak 
against it^ Mama sa\s that I am not in the least 
engaged to him, and tliat the mattei is far from 
being settled Papa forgets his piomise and even 
says he will not go home in the Inconstant for as 
he would never give his consent to the marriage, 
it would be imprudent to be again some time 
together All dns can but make me veiv miserable 

Thursday, September 8th There was another 
Court Martial but as it blew fresh we had no visits 
How anxious I am for the arrival of Capt F but I 
am sadly afraid there will be a terrible fuss Papa 
is worse disposed than ever he swears hell never 
consent to this match and e\en wont go home in 
the Inconstant, poor me, I am in gieat distress 
for I cannot help confessing I love that man with. 
all my heart 

Friday and Saturday We had these two da^s the 
most delectable weathei A fine Mediterranean 
skye the sea like a mill pond and only a little 
pleasant breeze enough for it not to be too hot 
Captain Sutton and Sir Chailes Knowles came 
bodi days to see us The old Baronet is a leal bore 
Captain Sutton is a pleasant good sort of man We 
danced Saturday evening with them but I was 
forced to do it, I heard sometlimg which quite 
broke my heart Papa complained veiy much of me 
to Mamma He says I am quite changed that I 
grow a downright Coquette, that he sees I shall 
be a second Montalban and with Fr I was a great 
fool if ever I thought he would let me marry him 
that I might do it if I chose but that he would 
never see me again if I did etc and a thousand 
other such things Good God, how mistaken he is 
if he thinks that I am flattered by the partiality 
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shown to me and that I endea\oui to please, far 
from it, Captain Foley s attachment is a toimeiit 
to me, and it makes me wash still more foi 
Fremantle’s return But then if Papa peisists m his 
present resolution how miseiable shall I be Ail 
that I suffered till now is nothing to what is to come 
Hope still keeps up my spints a little Papa changes 
so often perhaps he will )ield to our pia)eis 

SuND \Y, SEPTEMBER 11 HI We paid a \ isit to Sir John 
in the moinmg he wanted us to see oui \iistnan 
reciuits in all their finery, ail the Maimes were 
diest up most beautifully and looked superb I 
went all o\ei the Victoiv it was all \eiy fine in 
the best order possible Sii John told us Fiemaiitle 
was gone up to Smyrna and would take the Con\ov 
down that he expected him in eight or ten da\s 
and that the convoy would sail foi England at the 
latter end of this month He did not mention the 
ships that aie to go with if but I am sadh mistaken 
if the Inconstant is not one of them He had pro- 
posed me to go to Tnest m a Fugate he is going to 
send theie She had accepted the proposal but I 
succeeded in dissuading hei fiom it and we have 
decided not to say am thing to Papa about it for 
he certainly would take tins opportunity of going 
to Germany What could we do there It is high 
time he should return to England and settle himself 
for ever there 

Moxdvy The Transports under convoy of the 
Southampton joined in the morning there is plentv^

Wednesdxx^, 15th Honorable mention of Capt

Ple \sant Prospect, Porto Ferp ajo, Elb \ IvIond vy, 
November 22nd The HeimiPs life which I ex- 
pected to live heie is leally such as soon as a 
thiealiiing cloud appeals not a soul daies to come 
to see us Thus did it hippen to-day, tiiesome 
enough, Sure the woild is depmted and had the 
lace of men is a 7 ace of t^peis, but however a litde 
company now and then is not so had I wish that 
Fremantle would soon letum, tie was ow evenings 
comfoit and I had rather quiz him and my sister 
than play at Casino with Papa 

Wednesdvy, November 24th The most pi evoking 
and tiiesome weathei qll dav It is howe\er worth 
notice to obsei^e that at this time when Geimanv 
is co\eied with snow we have Violent thundei 
storms lie.e and aie almost di owned with ram Papa 
now forms new projects, If Leghorn is retaken as 
the politicians pietend it wall be, a body of Austrians 
having marched against it, he immediately sets off 
for Floience, gets a carriage built there and sends 
Jaegle m the mail coach and finds his way to Vienna 
wheie he passes the summei Castles in the air 
j^art of which I feai wall be lealised as Papa's aver- 
sion for England is excessive, unhecoimng an 
English man and he sighs for Germany continually 
This f 01 no other reason but because he has left it ^ 
I shall nc>t be astonished when I see him sigh for 
Elba As to society this place is ceitainly not agree- 
able, nor foi living neitlier, everything is excessively 
dear and e\ en for money ) ou cannot get a thousand 
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tlimgb winch would be o£ seuice but with how 
much pleasuie would I make shift if the piospective 
of going to England w as widim the bounds of the 
probabilities But alas^ I fear that I shall ne\er 
behold agim that belo\ed country, and if e\er a 
bndal knot is bound for me it \vill be on the bordeis 
of the Danube and tied bv Geiman hands 

I read seveiai elegies to-day, two of Shore the 
one on the death of his wife, the other on the loss 
of his child His tale of woe is expressed m the most 
moving and natmal fashion, and though you gieatlv 
admire the poet yet you must Yield to the soft and 
sympathising composition of the widowed Husband 
and childless father It xs not so when you read 
Lord Littleton s complaint on his Lady’s death, 
the poetry is beautiful, but less natural, less moxung 
He boasts with his grief, and indulges himself m 
some disgiessions which show his extended know- 
ledge, but are not natmal,^! think, to a mind whoUv 
occupied with despair 

TursDVY No\ EMBER 29th St Giatien came wMst 
w e were at dinner and told the subject of a court 
jMaitial which was held yesteiday upon a soldier 
of the 50tli Reg foi killing his wife, tlie case hap- 
pened as follows, He bid her get the dinner ready 
earlv and upon his return home at the appointed 
hour found nothing ready, the man young and 
passionate began abusing his wife and m his rage 
kicked hei as she was stooping near the chimney 
The unfoitunate woman was far gone with the 
child, the violence of the blow caused her a great 
loss of blood of which she died an houi later The 
soldier s despair of seeing himself at onee the mur- 
derer of his wife and child, was boundless, he 
attempted to kiH himself, whilst in prison but when 
he was brought to the trial he was absolved as the 
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muider was not intentional His own remoises will 
punish him moie severly than the judge can and if 
ever that man maiiies again I would answei for 
him tliat he would not beat his wife Though 
geneially speaking people of liis kind do not at all 
scruple to ha\ e a scramble sometimes between man 
and wife and are only the fondei of each other at 
last 

Wednesd/vy November 30th St Gralien came early 
m the moinmg and we took with him a very long 
walk to on encampment of 105 Swiss who are 
landed fiom the transports upon which tlrey were 
obliged to lemain till now and are encamped at the 
top of a neighbouring mountain where they are 
going to elect batteries The walk is veiy fatiguing 
the road being steep But the fatigue is nodiing to 
the pleasuie you feel m gazing o\ei the beautiful 
prospects, to which each step you make adds new 
and more extended beauties fiom the top of the 
mountain you dommecx ovei the whole country, 
the sea is opened to you fiom all sides and the 
\aiied and numberless beauties which you behold 
united in one point engioss the soul with tire most 
delicious feelings During the way you meet with 
the most lomantick spots and on all sides you see 
subjects foi smiling landscapes, oi magestic and 
beautiful in the highest degree 

The Swiss captain named Mohi a pietty young 
man leceived us with great civility and we returned 
greatly pleased with our walk but sorry to find 
that we had missed Lord Proby and Captain Giffard 
who had been heie during oui absence Captain 
Mohr met with a lucky escape at Ajaccio he was 
sent with a few men to the pursuit of a deserter 
and saw him through the bushes at the moment 
when he was filing a pistol at him which failed 
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he recei\ ed a musket shot in Ins aim The man that 
he took for the desertei pioved to be a serjcant who 
had also been sent to puisue him and had taken 
the Captain for the deserter He felt his mistake 
greatly but the Captain was vei-y happ}' that at tlie 
expense of his wound he had missed the seijeant 
The ball had never since been e\ti acted and he 
suffers a good deal of his aim Fiemantle arrived 
in the evening Gieat was the ]oij at Ins anwaU He 
brought us several presents and some letters fiom 
the Biessacs, Regis, and Mr Gordon who unani- 
mously try to peisuade us to go to Naples The king 
of Naples advised by tlie English has made his 
peace with Fiance What will become of us now I 
dont know‘s the fleet must or take Leghorn oi leave 
the Mecliteixanean I know what I wish, what other 
people wish, but what will happen I cannot guess 
The Bombelles hav^e fled from Ratisbon to Bmnn 
in Moravia Their alarm^must have been great 
Some rejoice at their dis sap ointments and distress 
I am fai from it 

Fridvy December 1st Captain Fremantle dined 
heie with Mr French and Mr Hornsey The latter 
told us very innocently without thinking that he 
w as betraying a secret that this Island would soon 
be evacuated If so, what shall we do^ Papa is 
confined to his bed with the gout, no news from 
Frangois and no money but that which we owe to 
St Giatien Hovvevei these thoughts will not trouble 
my sleep, God has till now piotected us and the 
deciees of Ins divine pi evidence may lead us 
further 

SxTURDXY Deceimber 2iYD We received tins moinmg 
the unexpected good news that Frangois has hap- 
pily ai rived at Longone in a Tartane which had 
been obliged to mn m that harbour hei mam yard 
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having gone to pieces m the boisteious weather of 
the night past We sent him word by Jaegle to hire 
a F elluca and come in as fast as he could 

In the evening Jaegle returned and brought us a 
paicel of letteis which gave me infinite pleasure, 
especially one from my friend Christine which is 
at Floience where she amuses heiself veiy much 
I wish we had never left Florence, our stay to the 
fleet, our stay here gives abundant subject to all the 
slanderous tongues to e\eit their skill and Betsy 
falls a victim to them, foi my part it was so 
earnestly affirmed to Miles de la Plesnoye that I 
was married to a sea Captain that they believed it 
Comical enough that strangers should look out for 
a husband for me and spare me the trouble My 
wish to see Christine and to quell by our piesence 
all the stories which have been invented on our part 
is so gieat an inducement foi me that I cannot help 
dwelling with pleasuie-on the thought that we may 
perhaps return to Florence if the English take Leg- 
horn as it IS veiy probable There was a friendly 
letter from Mr Bankes m which he acquaints us 
with Mar)^ Blau s declining state of health, the 
pool girl IS fallen in a consumption, abandoned by 
all the doctois, and irrecoverably ill Her and her 
mothers situation really distresses me Because not 
with standing her thoughtless temper, she has a 
veiy good and geneious heart which amply com- 
pensates her faults I am sadly afraid that I shall 
not see her again 

SuxnvY December 3rd We confessed and communed 
today Fiemanlle Mr Haidmann and Doctor 
Harness timed w^th us, with the help of Scot and 
Jack we were able to give them a tolerably well 
served dinner The two latter returned to town in 
the afternoon, but Fremantle was constant to us, 
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and our small ^aiiy received an addition b\ the 
airival of Mr Huson, Mi Toliff and }oung Barr}^ 
Papa’s gout IS come in his thigh I wish he wmuld 
get well Fiangois got heie safe with tlie things 
His poor wife has been very unhappy, Camille ?nd 
Louis got the small po\ at once, and her new boin 
child a bo) caught the infection at the moment 
when eveiybody had left Ratisbon, she found her- 
self alone witliout a friend, thiee childien witli the 
small pOY and heiself with three holes m hei bieast 
for having attempted to suckle her child The pooi 
cieature was greatly to be pitied M de Louvois is 
gone to Anspach with the Dutchess Villeroy The 
Bombelles Iwe at Brunn m Moiavia m the same 
house with then mortal enemies the Boigelms and 
Kergoilay, what an infernal household this must 
make Mde Dumontel is at Vienna with Madame 
Bossiers and all tlie young ladies, hlananne writes 
word that she amuses l^iself verv much theie 
Kehl and the Budge of the Hunmngue am fallen 
to tlie power of the Austiians Old Count Brunner 
IS dead The Bonhomme is gone to Spain How many 
changements in so little time 

Monday December 4th Fremantle came in the 
evening wuth Mr French I believe that he has 
some pioject oi otlier m his head because he was 
very stupid 

Tuesday December 5th Bad weather, hli Hutchin- 
son Ml Boger Mr Harford and Mr French how- 
evei came to dine witli us, Papa was able to get up 
Fremantle came to supper, he is certainly pregnant 
with some scheme, because he was still stupid 
One thing which I am sorry to discover in him is 
that he seems to be perfectly cool on a certain 
point and I believe that indiffeience has taken the 
place of what he felt at jlist The greatest pait of 
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the emigies have been sent away today and the 
Cure of Toulons with them 

Wednesday December 6th I took a walk this morn- 
ing tire weather being beautiful Fiemantle was 
here tins evening and brought us a new guest, 
Captain Hotham of the Dido (a nephew to admiral 
Hotham) He is a handsome and very young man 
It seems that we aie not to lemam long heie by ail 
that IS said and done Oui futuie fate is coveied 
with a veil and which I have no curiosity, to draw 
I wait patiently but not anxiously for the issue of 
all tins and am ready to submit to any unexpected 
event that may take place I read in the English 
Newspapers an attempt that has been made against 
the life of Louis XVIII as this unfortunate Pnnce 
was letiimg fiom the armee of Conde (where the 
emperor would not suffer him to lemam any longer) 
m order to take shelter in Saxony he passed through 
DiUmgen wheie he amved late in the evening, and 
he was taking the air at the window of the Inn when 
a caiabiiie shot which came from the opposite side 
of the stieet struck him on the forehead The Mar- 
quis d'Avaray, the Duke de Fleuri and the Duke 
de Guiche were with him, they show^ed the gieatest 
alarm and distress m seeing their master in such 
a situation He showed no fear at all and bore the 
accident with uncommon fortitude and patience 
Luckily tlie wound was not mortal Notwithstand 
mg all the pursuits of the Magistiates against the 
assasm they could not find him out, but that villain 
IS supposed to have been sent from the Republican 
army 

Sunday December 10th Fremantle, Doctor French 
and Surgeons mate Alice, dined with us The wind 
was so very violent that they could not return on 
board, Mr French alone tried it, but Fremantle 
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and the other lemaired as tlie> did not like the idea 
of having to pull peihaps for iom hours in die coM 
night befoie the) could get on board Aflei having 
so many times been shelteied m the Inconstant we 
had the pleasuie of shekel mg them once 
Movn\Y December 11 ih Aftei having eat a heart) 
bmakfast Fiemantle told us that he would not be 
here in the e\ ening as lie ga\ e a dinner on board 
after which he would not perhaps be visible All 
the gentlemen here especiall) those belonging to 
the army, dunk evcessively hard The weatlier was 
beautiful w e took a long w^alk on die load of Long- 
one and met hir Haidmann and his favouiite lady, 
at his aim, Mis Sandeison wife to a Captain m the 
A.rmy, she has a lovely countenance and I must 
own it, though before ha\ing ever seen us she 
declared that we w ei e all e\cepting die ) oungest, 
like little cwws and Jew git Is She evammed us 
with great attention, whediei she found her ideas 
of us just, I don’t know, but what I know is diat 
as mine was the expectation of seeing a \ eiy pretty 
woman I found it bv all means justified 
Tuesday December 12th The weather continues 
to be fail and we availed oui selves of it m taking 
a very good walk Whilst w^e were at clinnei we had 
three veiy welcome xisitois, Mr Hudehmson, Mr 
French and Mi Martin the surgeon of the Speedy, 
a young and excessively tall man, who has been 
particulaily civil to Jaegle when he sailed m her 
Fremantle was detained from coming here in the 
evening by a dinner which he gave on board but 
Mr French and Hoinsey came in his place, and 
cheered the gloom of our solitary evemng, they will 
soon begin again now as the Inconstant sails to- 
moriow, and thete is no happiness without her I 
dont know where she is going to, Fremantle makes 
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a seciet of it, I wish his cruize may be successful 
and hope tliat he will fall in w ith a Spanish frigate 
and take her, of couise attack and vanquish is the 
same tiling for him Laurels ever green giow under 
his steps and he has nothing to do but stoop and 
gather them round his temples How Poetical ^ 
^^EDNESDiY Decembee 13th Fremantle paid us 
a farewell \isit this mommg we accompanied him 
back to his baige and then took a walk with Mamma 
ruminating all the time on what may be the object 
of his ciuize I suppose he is going to look into 
Leghorn and Toulon, that he may alterwaids send 
true intelligence to the Fleet Foi the purpose he 
has taken with him the Fox cuttei and the Speedy 
bug has also attended him He sailed very late m 
the evening part of which we passed m Mr Clarkes 
company He is a very good man but rather tire- 
some Mr Harness called here in tlie morning 
Tiiuesdvy December 2>st Captain Harness called 
here with Captain Woodhouse who is returned 
from hiS Pettereil fiom St Fiienzo where he had 
been cruizing Tiieie he lan asho.e during the 
bad weather and in o^dei to get her loose, he was 
obliged to throw his wine and watei overboard, 
meanwhile the Corsicans filed at him with mus- 
quetiy and one man was wounded The Pettereil 
howe\ei though slightly endamaged got herself 
safe out of the scrape We took a very long walk 
to a very high mountain to the summit of which we 
were led bv a v erv fatiguing and dirty but amusing 
walk There we found the rums of an old Convent 
of which a Chapell alone lemamed and escaped 
die destiMction of time There is also a resounding 
in a well in which all your woids are answered by 
the most perfect echo The sight you have over all 
the countiy is above all piaise and as die mountain 
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IS iiigliei than that one upon vvliicli the Swiss are 
encamped, the piospect you enjoy from St Luna 
IS of course moie extended and moie beautiful 
On oui way back we met witli an object which 
greatl)' liuit my feelings both as a giil and as an 
English girl A poor dog winch had been bliot ir 
the leg that veiv instant by some Enghsh soldi eis 
who were hunting It n so barbaious to trie ones 
dexteiity on a haimless cieature, so shameful foi 
an English officer No punishment would be suffi 
cient for such a villain We stopped at a faimeis 
house where a sweet ) oung giil with a most healthy, 
delicate complexion, pleasing countenance and 
good natured mannciS, sold us some eggs Vlhen 
we returned home Capiam Woodhoiise returned 
on boaid and Doctoi Harness remained with us 
foi dinner He told us that General de Bu^gh is to 
crive a Ball foi the new \ear dw These wnrds 
make heait beat as^f it would jump out of m\ 
breast Beat foi anxiett , w ish, f eai I wash to go, I 
feai not to be asked, and if I am asked to stay at 
home, then I hope, then I fear again, and can tliink 
of nothing else God forgne me if it be a sin 
Fridxy Deceaiber 22xd No visitors The Ball, the 
Ball always trots in my head I cannot help it but 
I am always thinking of it 

As we weie going down to the Chapell in older 
to prepare ourselves foi tlie confession of tomorrow 
we met all the Swuss ofiiceis of tlie camp and those 
from the town among which weie the Colonel 
Durler and Mr Capol wLom we have knowm in 
Switzeiland I would nevei have known km again 
had I not guessed that it w^as him alone who could 
come and tell me ]e n ose ine flatter qiie vous me 
leconnaitte He is so much changed to his dis- 
advantage m his peisonal accomplishments and to 
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dvantage m his mannei He has bi ought upon 
amself illnesses which have made him grow ugly, 
»ld, dejected, gave him a difficulty m speaking, 
)ut as foi his mannei s he has left oiE that too lively 
amiliaiity and foppish way which was not to his 
idvantage and he is very civil polite and gentle- 
nan like Captain Mohi was theie, we asked him to 
ireakfast Sunday Betsy and me we held a council

YDW December 24th Captain Mohr and Lieuten- 
ant d’Ebener heard Mass with us here and then 
eat a hearty breakfast at the end of which Fremantle 
and Mr French arrived They were seen with 
pleasure Soon after a heiald on horseback (Captain 
Wyndham) came to summon us to my infinite satis- 
faction to a Ball which General de Burgh gives 
tomorrow How great was my pleasure I cannot 
express The piepaiatives for the Ball weie all 
done in an instant and nothing but anxiety for the 
weather was left to me and it was amply justified 
by the abundant lain that fell this evemng French, 
Joliff and Barry dined with us 
ONDXY December 25th When I woke, my eyes 
instead of being pleasantly struck by the welcome

then powei m ordei to see through tlie gloom of 
the clouds that surrounded and threatened with a 
deluge of ram I went to chinch with a sad heart 
for I was sadly afiaid to miss the Ball On oui 
return from Church the \ icar mide me as mad as 
possible in pietendmg that we should gi\e up tlie 
ball, and make a sacrihce of it, take it as a moiUhca 
tion etc and God knows what stuff I made no 
answer, but thought, my fiiend, if instead of that 
black robe vou had a petticoat on, it instead of the 
weight of fifty years you had only seventeen, you 
would not speak so Fiemantle came to see us in 
tlie morning, comforted us and promised us the 
barge Whilst we were at dmnei he sent Mr Jol IF 
up to tell us that tlie Minerva was come in with 
Commodore Nelson who was going to take the 
command of this place We had a veiy ci\il and 
amiable letter from Sir-»John Jervis, none of Foie), 
it was dated 10th horn Gibraltar It is supposed 
that the Fleet is going to England, again what will 
become of us^ A letter from Mi Bankes is most 
distiessing on account of pooi Mary Blair, theie is 
no hopes for her, unfortunate girl, unfortunate 
mother, unfortunate father ^ Then fate bieaks my 
heart I never saw parents more unliappv in then 
Childien Pepoli, the e\tiavagant young Pepoli is 
dead of the rougeole The Empiess of Russia has 
finished her biilliant but guilty career I am glad foi 
Chnstmeb fatlier 

On his passage from Gibraltar to this place Com 
Nelson fell in with a Spanish frigate which he took, 
another attempted to retake her, she was teriiblv 
beaten both by tlie Commodore's valoui and the 
violence of the weather when finding himself 
involved by the whole of a Spanish squadron, 
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Nelson was obliged to give up the piize be bad 
taken and tbe one wbich be was going to take and 
bad nothing left to him but tbe Captain of tbe 
f ligate, a poor piise at last the barge anived in 
tbe afternoon, and we went over to the town (It 
rained) We dressed at tbe Cantims, when our 
toilette was over, Fremantle Commodore Nelson 
and Captain Cockbum took us to tbe Bab room 
It was at tire theatre and we had to trot about in 
tbe dirt befoie we would airive tlreie It was very 
piettily decorated Geneial de Burgh received us 
witli gieat civility, we danced a great deal and 
amused ouisehes very much Many pretty French 
gills weie tlreie and thinking that we did not under- 
stand the language in talking to one another tlrey 
gave us seveial piaises which I am conscious we 
do not deseiwe, and yet to have been flattered by 
The Ball consisted of 300 peisons it lasted till three 
oclock m the morning, qfter which we tiotted back 
to the Cantims and at last leturned home very tired 
Tolsdvi December 26th Unexpected changement 
in oui fate Commodoie Nelson and Fiemantle 
called heie in the mornmg The latter is to sail for 
Naples aflei tomoiiow, my idea of it is tlrat he is 
to fetch the Viceroy and take him home The foimer 
without telling us wdry advised us as a friend to 
avail oursehes of the good opportunity and go to 
Naples It IS then decided we will go though Papa 
IS still \eiy poorly I own tlrat if the Biessacs weie 
not at Naples the prospect of going to Naples would 
be pleasant to me But I fear that they will get us 
again among the french and tlrat Papa will put 
himself in tire hands of the Ct de Bressac and then 
adieu to all that is English, as to all those that we 
have known in the Navy who had laid upon us so 
many obligations and to whom we owe sentiments

of everlasting regard and fnendsliip, I fear that 
no soonei we 11 ha\e touched the Neapolitan shore, 
we may bid them an eternal faiewell, and a famwell 
which will certainly lav ^eiy heavy on m\ heart as 
with it aie bulled all the hopes which I noaiished 
with regard to Fremantle I thought that I should 
see in him the Creator of my sisteis happiness But 
I hear tliat the contraiy may soon be said of him 
though he is the innocent cause of it, he has aiw a\ s 
shown in his behaviour to us the most disxiitcrested 
kindness, fnendship good will and the most scrupu- 
lous delicacy I believe that this Island will soon be 
evacuated, that the good ships will be sent to the 
West Indies and the old ones home, of course die 
Inconstant must go for she has been condemned 
these two years passed tlien I con]eci’ure farther 
that Fiemantle will take a good ship, go to the 
West Indies and piobahl) we shall heai no more

WuDNESPA-Y December 27th Great preparations for 
our sea voyage which will be but too short In the 
midst of them we weie surpiised beyond measure 
by the anival of Mrs Sandeison, with Mr Hard- 
mann and a Mr Hunter The visit was short and 
rathei formal on botli sides Mr Homsev who came 
up with tlie sailors who had the trouble to carrv^ 
oui things on board, dined with us it was tlie least 
that we could do foi him, to give him a bad dinner 
foi all the pains he took to keep his men sober, a 
thing in which he did not totally succeed, you ma\ 
as soon keep a fish from drinking as a sailor Com- 
modore Nelson, Fremantle and Capt Cockburn 
were here in the evening, always kind and good 
humoured 

Inconstant Thursday December 28th We had a 
deluge of rain aU the morning however w^e all got 
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safe on boaid by dinner time Not without getting 
excessively wet and having our foremast earned 
away by a puff of wind Papa was saved from tliese 
accidents by the cares of good Lindsey who was 
bettei than a nuise to him The wind being much 
against us we were not able to stir from the harbour 
I felt a mixture of joy and pain m finding myself 
once moie again on board tlie Inconstant I not only 
enjoy the piesent moment but lemembrances sweet 
like those of Nicolas and Blanche come to greet my 
mind and then my pleasuie is tioubled by the idea 
that I shall ne\er see this ship again Oh God I 
declare I will not look farther than my nose or else 
I should make myself veiy dull 
SxTUUDXY December 30th The most beautiful day 
but a perfect calm, it was so warm, so mild in the 
evening without having any fire m the cabin, we 
were obliged to fan ourselves all the while and this 
the 30th Decembei We did not get on a great deal 
but perceived plainly the fair Italic shore a sight 
which IS not at all tantalizing foi me Fiemantle 
was uncommonl) amiable and good humouied m 
the e\ening I cannot beai tlie idea that we shall 
peihaps ne\ei see him again, that thought seems 
to stiike and hurt him too Captain Foley again 
dined vvitli us, he is a handsome young man 
Sunday January 1st New Years Day 1797 Good 
God how swiftly time passes and if now that I am 
only seventeen I complain of its lapidit) , what shall 
I do when I am thirty^ To how many moial reflec- 
tions must this thought naturally lead one It is a 
pity that a thought is not a deed, and that in such a 
giddy head as mine, the impression of one thought 
IS soon effaced by the more lively impression of 
another The weather was fine but perfectly calm, 
I believe that B s ascendant over Fremantle con- 
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tinues to be tlie same, but he is alwa} s undecided,

]Mond y i\UARY 2xd No wind, I went all round the 
ship to take my last farewell of this fiigate when 
the people weie at quaiteis, I saw the light room 
a place very deep under water wdiere the candles 
which aie to light the magazine are kept It is very 
nanow lined with tin and the candles aie kept 
within a soit of tin grate, wuth so man\ piecautions 
\ou should think it impossible that e\er a ship 
could be blown up, and yet it fiequentiy happens, 
the descent to the magazine being too difficult for 
us Damsels we could not see it The new puiser of 
this ship a Ml Buckingham dined wntii us, he is a 
\ery ugly humped back little defoimed man and 
^et, he is maiiied 

Tuesdiy January 3rd No wind, oi if there is a little 
it IS foul Fiemantle is ^ riddle to me I cannot 
doubt but he is in love, all show^s it, the most trifling 
incident a new^ pi oof of it, and } et he does not talk 
of marriage and if he does he contiadicts himself 
again the next moment Mr Baling the Russian 
officer and Captain Foley dined with us We talked 
at dinner of the custom which the Cavaglwn ser- 
venti have at Florence to pay fi\ e sequins a month 
to their ladies, at Venice tlie contrary is practised 
and though less munificent it is not less iidiculous 
the ladies give half a ducat to their Cavaglieris 

Wednesday 4th Janu vby I had again a great deal of 
talk with Fremantle, he gives his word that his 
intentions, his sentiments are the same as they were 
when he went to Smyrna, and then he adds what 
would do if you was in my position^ as far as deli- 
cacy will permit it, I try to hint to him what I 
would do, if I were in his place He understands me 
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perfectly and says that he does not want inclination 
but powei to do it I ov> n that I am quite out, yet 
the idea of seeing him a member of our family, is 
too deal to me, is grown too fa\ouiite, that I should 
give it up at once So many une\pected things hap 
pen^ and since some time I have been taught to 
look only towaids impiobabilities, theiefore why 
should I give up tiie hope^ I am afiaid that if time 
does not justify this hope B will ha\e foifeited her 
happiness because she is fai gone, hei affections 
are very deeply engaged 

Feidvy 6th (The Kengs) This morning eaily 

we wQie \ery near the charming Island of Ischia 
and thought that we should soon enter the Bay of 
Naples But the wind blew quite out and there was 
no means of getting m We had a -very jolly party 
in the evening and drew the King in the Captains 
cabin with ail the oflBceis of the ship They were ail 
amiable oi at least go^od natuied We placed at 
cards and then supped, everybody was obLged to 
sing a song at supper they did it well and all good 
humouredly and that is cnougii The gaity was 
rendered moie spiightlv bv oui having cast the 
anchoi and enteied the port m the middle of the 
suppei 

Naples Sa.turd\y January 7th I got up very early 
in order to enjoy tlie charming scene which the 
brilliant rays of the using sun promised me Nor 
was I disappointed m my evpectation Notliing can 
be compaied to the beauty of ttie situation of 
Naples, of the adiacenl countiy, and of the Vesu- 
vius, whose ciater we could so plainly see This 
majestic Landscape lendeied moie awful still by 
the glided coloui that the beams of the sun reflected 
upon it caused me the greatest pleasure imaginable 

Jawvry 8th Nobody could get on shore until a man 
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of the Customs house came witli what the\ call 
(La Piactica) after bieaUast we left the ship and 
landed neai a veiy fine Inn the Biittanma where 
we weie shown m an elegant appaitmeiit adjoining 
to that in which Pimce ^Lugustus Incs I saw nun 
on the Balcon, and found him grow n \ en iat since 
the time I saw his R H at Venice He has maniecl 
Lady Augusta Muiiay but ins mairiage has been 
annulled and if he goes to England oi if she comes 
to Italy the King stops ins pension He passes his 
time with his music masteis No sooner aiiived 
but we went to see tlie Bressacs and Regis I shah 
not say I was glad but I was sorry to see them 
The company of frenchmen is giown mtolemble to 
me I passed the icst of tlie da\ on the balcony 
from which we have the sight of the Coiso and a 
Public walk near the Sea slioie Fiemantle and 
French dined with us, the Biessacs and Reg^s 
came in the evening tc\us I cannot, cannot accus- 
tom myself to tliem I foigot to mention Mi Gor- 
don whom I saw tins morning, we dont tieat him 
any moie so well as we did at Florence, and I 
believe that he perceives it The Couit and Lad\ 
Hamilton are both at Caserta 
Snsm^Y J VNUJVRY 9 th This morning aftei having been 
to chuich wm had the visit of the Colonel Dimk- 
vv9tei and Mi Hillaiy who were both mtioduced 
by Fiemantle, after them came the Baion de Senft 
who told us that his fiiend Ct Geisslei suffered a 
great deal of his eyes, and next to him, Huson, 
Bogei and Captain Foley called upon us We took 
a ride in the carnage with Fiemantle and passed 
through the famous grotto of Pausihpo it is a very 
long passage cut through the rocks m the middle of 
which you are involved m the most profound dark- 
ness This immense woik of art and mdustr}^deser\ ed 
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great adniiiation and mine was readil} granted, 
Fremantle was rather stupid as he acknowledged it 
himself during the walk, and gave several hints as 
if he would speak to Papa, if he were ceitain not to 
meet with refusal I wish he would say and veiy 
soon too Captain Foley, Huson, Roger, French, 
Hornsey, Bairy and Fremantle dined with us We 
had a \eiy fine dinner seiwed with gieat cleanliness 
and neatness at the end of wdiich Mr Regis and 
L'Abbe de Tour came, I must make honourable men- 
tion of them, they both behaved with great honesty 
and real friendship towards us They warned us 
from B telling us that he was eveiy^bodys enemy 
here, and that to keep acquaintance and familiarity 
with him was the mean of breaking off with the 
whole towm They added to this, that they would 
themselves come to see us very seldom, for fear of 
wronging us m the eyes of Lady Hamilton and the 
other English here By thcrby of Lady Hamilton she 
sent us a very civil message this morning by her 
secretary Smith and saH she would be m town 
Tuesda) For m) part I am outrageous against B 
he is the cause that we shall leave this fine Inn 
where w e have been so well sein ed and could have 
continued to be and he makes Papa appear like a 
shabby and mean man, in taking up his lodgings 
m a dirty hornd Inn The french must meddle in 
every thing I cannot say how much I was shocked 
today m going through die streets to perceive every- 
where objects of disgust, you meet with a quantity 
of beggars, miserable wretches the greatest part of 
them are deformed rebukes of Nature, and there are 
so many of diem that y ou cannot give to all, yet the 
frequent refusals they meet with from me hurt me 
as much as they must hurt them The streets are 
bordered with old and young Lazaronis and Laza- 
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rone who are emplo)ed m the pursuit of those 
insects who delight to nest m their head This view 
IS the most disgusting of all 

Monday 10th I was very low spirited all da) I can- 
not help thinlving that m all piobabilities mv sister 
will be soon tom aw a} from me, and notwithstand- 
ing the tliought bathes my cheeks with teais of grief 
I cannot help wishing that the affaii ma} soon be 
brought to a conclusion because I shall always be 
leady to saciifice my own pm ate interest to her 
happiness Fremantle was here m tlie moimng, he 
charged Mr French with a lettei foi Papa in which 
he made him his proposals but had as }et received 
no answer We waited for his return m tiie evening 
with the greatest anxiety Papa was serious and 
silent He came in the e\ening and told us that 
Papa's answer to Mi French w^as that he had no 
objections but that be would consider upon the sub- 
ject with Mama That -^nswer is decisne enough, I 
have no doubts that my sistei will he\ex\ soon Mis 
Fremantle I smile at her happiness wFilst m\ owm 
distress exacts my teais 

11th Tuesdxx^ The top of the Vesuvius was coveied 
with snow, a sight which much surpiised me 
Hutchinson and Alin dined wntli us — Fiemantie was 
here both m the morning and evening, he spoke to 
Papa who behaved very handsomely in granting him 
my sister and 8000 pounds — ^But he is to take her 
away after tomorrow and that idea breaks my heart 
— The maniage is to be at Lady Hamilton’s who 
will take care of all For my part I have never been 
so unhappy as I am now, I had ne\ ei till now know n 
what sorrow was, I know it too well at present I can 
do nothing but weep till my aching eyes have no 
more teais to bestow My poor Mother, my poor 
Father, are both deeply affected and I can gi\e 
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them no comfoit, I am only fit to mingle my tears 
with theirs The dear companion of all the moments 
of my life, the dear partaker of all my joys, of all my 
pains, her who made the principal charm of my 
existence, hei to whom I have always unbosomed 
myself, is going to leave me, and God knows for how 
long^ I shall never be happy without her My only 
comfort is the pei suasion I am in that she will be

12th Wedntsdxx Lady Hamilton was heie m tiie 
morning — a beautiful and amiable woman She was 
excessively kind to us and insisted upon the cere- 
mony being performed at her own house tomorrow 
I made a very stupid figuie during the visit, I could 
not lestrain my teais my heart was so full She 
showed the gieatest interest to us all, she is a 
channmg woman Gen Scheel came in that evening 
13th Thursday After having equipped ourseh es, tlie 
Bride and me, m a Nuptial gaiment, (white ciepe), 
we went to Lad\ Hamilton’s wheie the ceiemony 
was soon perfoimed bv an English Faison It was 
awful and was gone thiough m great style. Prince 
Augustus being the one that gave my sistei away, 
and Sii William Hamilton, Sir Gilbert Eliot, Mr 
Lambton (one of tire i idlest private gentlemen of 
England) witli their wives and Colonel Dnnkwater 
having witnessed The dinner was merry and many 
toast were drunk to the happiness of the Bride and 
Bndegioom The gieatest attention and regard was 
paid to them bv eveiybody but especially by Lady 
Hamilton and the Pnnce In the evening we went to 
the Opel a It being the King's Birthday the theatre 
wns illuminated and all the Royal family was there 
I cannot sav much foi the Opera Before the second 
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act we returned home wheie Lady Hamilton, with 
Sir Gilbert and Colonel Dnnkwater were so good 
as to accompany us and where the newmaiiicd 
couple received the blessing of a Catholic Piiest 
We have had a great deal of trouble to obtain tliiS — 
the gieatest difficulties have been made bv the 
Caidmal, and this blessing has been granted, but 
with the condition that a dispensation shall be got 
from Rome and that tliev then will be mariied again 

14th Fredvy We passed all da\ in retirement and 
leceived only Lady Hamilton in the e\enmg Fie- 
mmtle and my sister both appear evcessnely happ\ 
— I lejoice at their happiness with all my heart — 
but the thought that they must soon leave me is 
killing me 

15th Svturdvy I went a shopping all the morning 
with Fremantle and my sister He made me a \ei\ 
handsome present of a gold Venetian chain Upon 
our return we had Lady-^amilton IMr , Mrs Pollard 
and Mis Darby's visit, the former told us she would 
present us to the Queen, this amiable Princess having 
heard of tlie difficulties that were made against my 
sistei's marriage, took xt upon herself to make tlie 
Cardinal consent At four oclock we went to Lad\ 
Hamilton, she took us to the Queen, who received 
us as if vve had been equals, with that ease and 
noble familiarity that wins the lieaits of all those 
who know hei , during an houi and a half that w e 
weie tliere she kept up the conversation and did 
not miss an opportunity of showing her regard and 
esteem, for the English She is not voung but full of 
vivacity, has many children, one of her daughters 
sits on the Imperial throne After ha\ mg taken leav e 
of hei Majesty we returned home wheie Fremantle 
and my sistei were married foi the third time by the 
hands of a catholic priest to the great annoyance of 
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the fiist When the ceremony was over we went at 
Lady Hamilton’s where we had a very pleasant ball 
I danced to shake off my sorrow, but when I came 
home I felt it the more foi it, and the idea of to- 
morrow quite overpoweied me 
16th Sunday I saluted this cruel day with my tears 
My sister and Fremantle breakfasted with us — we 
went to church and then returned — Lady Hamilton 
came, the moment of bidding faiewell was arrived, 
it was heartbreaking, too moving to dweh upon 
They took me on board with them, eveiy thing was 
peifectly arranged for her reception I helped her 
to put her things to rights At last ainved the Vice- 
loy and Dimkwater — ^they dined on boaid — in tlie 
middle of the dinner we were surprised by the 
arrival of the Pnnce — ^lie was as ever very civil 
When he was gone I retiied with Fremantle and my 
sister, he spoke to me with the affection of a biotlier 
I shall never forget all he;told me, and the idea that 
I have a warm fnend in him is of great comfort to 
me It was dark before I left the ship — I had not the 
heart to tear myself away 

Colonel Dimkwater accompanied me home, he is 
a very civil, good and agreable man I found my 
Mother bathed m teais complaining of my sister’s 
indifference, of her want of love for her I tiied to 
excuse her but I own I was myself sui prised at her 
coldness, for she did not shed a tear — yet I know 
her too well to doubt her affection But the senti- 
ment which now occupies her heart leaves no room 
for any othei feeling

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CHAPTER 20

Monday, January 9th, 1797 What a day this was for 
me Till the evening I was in the most anxious 
expectation Fremantle made Mr Fiench speak to 
Papa m the morning and as Papa did not mention 
one word about it to anybody at home, I concluded 
that he had refused The evemng my surprise and 
happiness were beyond expression at heanng that 
on the contrary Papa had given a very favourable 
answer It is now decided that I shall marry Fre- 
mande, I could say much on this subject but what I 
must feel on this occasion is not easily expressed 

Tuesday, January 10th Fremande spoke to Papa 
and all was setded We are to be marned on Thurs- 
day and sail immediately aftei Though I must ack- 
nowledge that this event makes me peifectly happy, 
yet I dread it and the idea of leaving so suddenly 
my Father Mother and sisters, distresses me I can 
hardly make up m} mind to it I was quite miserable 
after the whole was determined upon Mamma and 
my sister buist into tears, I did not know what to 
say, what to do I was very low spmted myself, poor 
Eugenia does nothing but cry. How shall I accustom 
myself to live without themf^ Oh God, I wont think 
of it, it must to happen, it is for my good and happi- 
ness I wished it mvself and now that what I desired 
might happen, it frightens me and I think the under- 
taking almost too great 

Wednesday, January 11th Sir William Hamilton and 
his Lady came m the morning It is impossible to 
say how civil they were, especially Lady Hamilton, 
she is a charming woman, beautiful and exceedingly 
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good humoured and amiable She took ail the 
management of this affair, and the wedding iS to be 
tomorrow at her own house I never felt more 
miserable than I did this morning, I was almost 
sorry that my marriage was to take place, I feared I 
should not have courage to undertake so much 
However I made up my mind to it Happy I am sure 
to be with Fremantle, it certainly is dreadful to be 
obliged to leave mv family but it w ill be but for a 
very short time, I dare say this will make Papa come 
to England, he promises to do so as soon as possible, 
we Will stay till Saturday this has made us all again 
contented After I had got the better of the fit of 
stupidity I had m the morning I was the rest of the 
day and evening in verv high spirits Mama is 
exceedingly kind to me herself and Papa behaves 
indeed verv handsomelv tow aids me and more than 
I deserve, what I can never repav It is with heart- 
felt sorrow that I think of*lea\ emg m> familv, and 
still more w^hen I think what a loss I shah be to them, 
how much it afflicts tliem In this sorrow however, 
there is something that gives me infimte satisfaction, 
how flattering it is for me to find how much I am 
beloved, not onlv bv^ m\ father mother and sisters, 
but even by Jaegle and all the servants They all 
feel very much concerned at my leaving the house 
Fremantle was here almost all day, my felicity is 
encreased at finding that he is happy 

For the last time I shall write as Miss Wvnne, 
what a day tomorrow is — dread it 
Thursday, January 12th Naples At one oclock 
we all went to Lady Hamiltons where tlie cere- 
mony was performed by Mr Lambton s Chaplain 
What I felt at the wedding is not to be described 
Prince Augustus gave me aw^ay. Sir Gilbert Elliot, 
Sir William Hamilton, Mr Lambton, Colonel 
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Dnnk water were all witnesses We all dined at Sir 
Williams, went to the opera m the evening and 
returned to the Albergo Reale where we intended 
to be mained by a Catholic priest But we could not 
persuade the scrupulous Bishop to give us a dis- 
pensation At last we found a pnest that gave us his 
blessing and appeased Mamma's conscience 

Friday, January 13th I never felt better and happier 
m my life than I did today I did not chose to see 
anybody and the weather being horrid we could not 
go to see any tiling of Naples, so I did not go out of 
my apartment The family is not so dismal and Papa 
in quite high spints Lady Hamilton came with Sir 
Gilbert in the evening, it is not possible to express 
the many civilities she has shown us as well as every 
other person here 

Thursday, January 14th Went with Fremantle and 
Eugenia shopping in the mormng, had to come back 
early to dress, dine and be ready to go with Lad} 
Hamilton to the Queen at 4 oclock We met with 
the kindest reception there never was a woman more 
affable, civil and amiable She had something to say 
to every one of us and we spent an hour with her 
in the most agreeable manner We returned to the 
Albergo Reale there to be married a third time The 
Queen was kind enough to take the management of 
tins affair herself and has persuaded the ArchBishop 
to permit the ceremony to take place It made 
Mamma quite happy She has fretted herself to 
death these three last days on account of Religion 
A Ball at Lady Hamiltons in tlie evening where I 
saw Many handsome Neopolitan women, but what 
manners^ Indeed I felt no great fancy to dance, I 
feel very unhappy in the idea of parting to morrow 
from my family 

Sunday, January 14th The emotions I felt today are

IxcoNSTANT Mondvy, Jaxu 15th W'e sailed last 
night, had fair weather and pretty good wind all 
day I find it quite odd to be alone heie I daie not 
think on those I left at Naples for it makes my heart 
swell witli anguish, howe\er I can make no com- 
plaints for I am as happy in my situation as it is 
possible to be Fremantle is ail attention and kind- 
ness I have got a comfortable little cabin w^heie I 
can do what I like The \ice Rov and Colonel 
Drmkvvater are a pleasant socxetv for us 

Porto Ferrajo, Elbv SuxdxVv, Januvri 22\d Tues- 
DVY Wednesdw We had a long and tedious 
passage Very blowing w^eather, poor Pozzo de Borgo 
very seasick, Sir Gilbert not \er) well It did not 
affect me, it inci eased my appetite and I laughed at 
everybody else We onl) came to an anchor this 
morning at thiee oclock I begin to get accustomed 
to the life I lead and find m)self comfortable and 
happy 

The general report here is that this place is going 
to be evacuated but General de Burgh and the Vice 
roy are against it, a council of w^ar is to be held in 
tlie evening to determine I walked a shore with 
Fremantle met Captain Hope, Cockbum, Giffard, 
all very civil and die sposa received so manv fine 
compliments of congratulation that she was quite at 
a loss The weather delightful quite pleasant. Com- 
missioner Coffin and Captain Elphmston dined with 
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US I spent the evening alone and I amused myself 
very well with my Harpsichord and books It has 
been determined that Fremantle will remain here 
With the command TUtile, Blanche and other small 
vessels all the rest go down to Gibraltar with Com- 
modore Nelson For a thousand reasons I prefer 
staying heie to going immediately to England Fie- 
mande likes it as well, we aie both contented I 
daily think more and more that I have ensured my 
future felicity by marrying one who so well deserves 
my love and legard nothing on my part will be 
wanting for us both to be happy 

Tuesday January 24th Took my usual walk, had 
Mde Granets and her daughters to dinner Fre- 
mande dined on board the Minerva where they had 
a drinking party, he assured me when he returned 
on board at nine that he was tipsy but I found him 
perfecdy sober and even had he been tipsy he 
behaved so kind and good humoured to me, begged 
I should forgive him ^ with so much good grace, 
that it could not ha\e given me the least uneasi- 
ness 

Wednesday, January 25th St Gratien came over 
from Rio and stayed the whole morning with us The 
weather was bad and m general this, a dismal day 
and unlucky, last night the ships company all got 
drunk and behaved horridly ill Much flogging this 
morning which made Fremantle ill and broke my 
heart I could distinctly hear the poor wretches cry 
out for meicy, from the cabin A man broke his leg 
After all this misery I was glad to get out of tlie ship 
and went over to the town 

Thursday, January 26th A Court Martial to try three 
Manners of this ship The weather so bad that I 
could not go on shore, stayed qmetly on board with 
Fremantle, who spent the evemng with me, he gives 
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me daily new proofs of his attachment and gams 
more and more m my affections 

Friday, Jynu^ry 27th The weather horiible impos- 
sible to get out of the ship, I occupied mvself all day 
and spent my time as agreeably as I could wish with 
Fremantle 

Saturday, January 2Sth I was quite miserable all the 
morning as the three ^farmers were punished and 
flogged along side of every ship, some men flogged 
likewise on board 

Sunday, January 29th It was with inexpressible 
satisfaction I received letters from Naples, but 
nothing can equal the mortification and pain I felt 
in reading the one Mamma w rote to me It make an 
impression on me which I shall never foiget She 
expresses how unliapp} it has made her to see her 
daughter leave her without shedding a tear which 
pioves so much indifference and ingratitude on my 
part and will ever be a ^oriovv and chagrin to her 
But how ill she knows me How bad she has inter- 
preted my feelings^ If she can suppose me possessed 
with such an unfeehng heart Though at my taking 
leave I did not cry, I certainly did not feel less for 
that, I know how much I am indebted to so indul- 
gent so good a parent I shall ev er have regard and 
love for the best of Mothers and ever be thoughtful 
for all she has done for me I took a vv^alk in the 
morning Captain Donelop and his lady and Major 
Piobm dined with us Matnmonv has not agreed I 
should think with this ladv for she looks older and 
uglier than ever she did She is vmlgar and stupid 

Wednesday, February 1st Fremantle attacked me 
for some nonsense or other I am too inanimate, but 
we were very good friends at last, I see that very 
little IS required to make him uneasy and must be 
still more on my guard 
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Wednesday, February 8th I behaved very foolishly 
towards Fremantle caused him much uneasiness and 
made myself very unhappy, certainly not inten- 
tionally I was veiy^ angry with myself afterwaids 
but it was too late, all for a trifle and nonsense 
Thursday, February 9th Was unhappy all the morn- 
ing as I saw I had given F leal cause to be angry 
with me howevei it was better explained and we 
weie friends again The Blanche is going to Poito 
Ferrajo with the prize 

Friday and Saturday Continually in chase but did 
not take anytliing I find time passes vexy quick, and 
I like being at sea almost bettei than Porto Ferrajo 
The honeymoon is o\ er but it finished almost better 
than it began, I flatter myself tliat the months that 
aie to come will all be honeymoons for me 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday A pleasant passage 
back to Porto Ferrajo, the weather continues fine 
Wednesday, 15th I wasp^^ery ill indeed all the morn- 
ing and obliged to keep my bed We took a Fiench 
boat going fiom Bastia to Leghorn with 90 people 
in her, some deserters of Dillon s corps and some 
Swiss We came to anchoi at noon the Blanche and 
Fortune soon after us got piactique immediately 
but they all say we have put the island in quarian- 
tine I was a httle bettei in the evening and exceed- 
ingly happy as I received many letters from Naples 
answers to my last. Mamma writes to me in tlie 
kindest manner imaginable assuring me that she had 
never acused me of having a bad heart but could 
not help being hurt at parting seeing me show so 
little chagrin The news very bad, Mantua taken and 
the french on their march to Rome The Bombay 
castle was lost in entering the Tagus and the Zealous 
so much disabled that she is ordered home The 
Courageous was also lost a little time ago at Gibral- 
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tar Nothing but misery fiom all pai ts It makes me 
quite low spiiited 

February 16th left Naples for Caseita The 

Queen was given a white satin gown, iocalK made 
and embroidered, which the king has bidden her 
wear at the ne\t ball, not onl\ m order to cncomage 
the maniifactme, bat to gi\e a good evample to the 
other ladies who instead of weaimg silk always 
weai lawn I waltzed and leceived fiom ins Majesty 
man} undeser\ed but loud Biavos ' 

February 17th, Fridw In co\stynts Cottage We 
dined on board and came to our new house m the 
afternoon, tho e\cessi\ ely small it is \ ery nice and 
comfortable The weather \er\ cold and blowing 
\ery hard which did not make Inconstants Cottage 
veiy pleasant in the night as it was miserably cold 
French and Huson sta\ed the e\ening with us 
The Rose Cutter saded foi Naples and earned my 
letteis 

FRiDA'i, 17 th Eugenia rec^wes a packet of new s fi om 
Bets\ She is leturned fiom her cruize dm mg w^hicli 
they onlv look one merchantman, and ha\ e taken a 
little casino near Porto Ferrajo She is alwa)s con- 
tented and happy, her husband is full of attentions 
for hei, and has e\ en left oS snuff for her sake ' 
Tuesday, Februyri 28th Returned this morning to 
our cottage and ne\ er en]0\ ed it moie, coming from 
the stupid dull town St Gratien and Captain de 
Wvl, and General Hoi neck called, I spent the whole 
day and evening tete a tete with Fremantle, it was 
cold and we wrote letters till supper time I never 
thought of the Ball, last yeai I should have been 
distressed and miserable to fimsh the cama\ al in my 
room but now I am never so happy as when alone 
with Fremantle and ha\e not the least desire to 
enjoy any other pleasure 
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Thursday, March 2nd Mamma sent me a most 
charming gauze gown, some musick and many other 
things, I was delighted with it I went over to the 
town and spent half an hour with Mrs Stephen and 
walked back Mi French dined with us and we again 
took a pleasant walk in the evening Nothing more 
pleasant than the life I lead now, quietly m a httle 
cottage, I feel daily happier 

Friday, March 3rd Rode over to Longone with 
Captain Cousins and Woodhouse and went to see 
General Day, the only curiosity in the place, he is a 
fine old man, monstrous fat and I really think a fool, 
he affects great singularity, has pretentions to wit 
but says the most tnvial stupid things, he pinches 
everybody very near breaks ones fingers and stuffs 
every body with sweetmeats and wine He made me 
laugh as he is the greatest original I ever saw, his 
wife is a poor miserable thing, the daughtei a good 
looking fatty, our visit^was short as he dines at 
twelve we were not sorry to take oui leave and we 
rode ovei to Rio The country is beautifully roman- 
tick and Rio delightfully situated on a hill a few 
miles from the sea St Gratien (who is heie Signor 
Commandante and has four hundred Swiss with 
him) received us with his usual good humour, we 
walked to the mines a pretty walk but the mines did 
not answer my expectations, I found nothing very 
curious nor very interesting a Cave all of iron but 
people that dont understand it like myself would 
never take it to be iron I was more pleased with the 
look of the country the charming prospects than 
with the mine I found the walk back dreadfully 
long, was much fatigued and starving with hunger ^ 

^ The same day Eugenia visited the Lago d’Aqure, and 

returned home with an appetite to dinner 
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Monday, March IStii Came to breakfast on board 
and was delighted with the Cabin I wrote to Naples 
where the Petterelle is going 

Wednesday, M\rch 15th \^^e got ander weigh this 
morning and after having worked out of the harbour 
the mam top sail split which obliged us to return 
the weather being bad [On March 16th Eugenia 
and her parents were sent for in a liuri) Lady 
Hamilton was goms: to exhibit her attitudes ^She is 
beautiful in them, I much admired her '] 

Thursday, March 16th It rained almost mcessandy 
and blew very hard it was lucky we were in har- 
bour 

Fiemantle has fitted out two little cabins below 
where we sleep it is much better for me at sea on 
many accounts 

Fridw ynd Satuedvy Sailed Fnday moinmg only 
spoke an xVmencan ship from Falmouth 

Tuesday, hivRCH 21 st We took a pnze an tlie night 
a Spanish small ship with 9000 dollars who was 
going to Cicely (Siciltj) for com It blew very hard 
indeed and the motion so violent that we sat m 
the cot all day, dined and supped in our cabin 
below I walked the deck a htde, tho I was not 
at all sick, as I had not slept ail night I was very 
stupid 

Tuesday, March 22nd I had a restless miseiable 
night could not sleep till morning The noise of the 
Bulkhead and the motion annoyed me more than 
anything else The weather fine and the pnze money 
shared 

Thursday, March 23rd Quite a summer dav Spoke 
to Ragusen who says two Spanish Fngates are going 
to convoy a valuable pnze down The officers are 
bmldmg castles m the air and think aireadv they 
have taken (with the Inconstant alone) the two 
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fngates and then prize Indeed nothing amuses me 
so much as to hear them, they are m expectation of 
getting immense riches 

Friday and Saturday A charming westerly breeze 
and delightful weather boaided two Danes these 
last two nights 

Sunday, March 26th Dined in the gunroom wheie 
I am always ready to fall asleep 
Monday, March 27th The wind shifted off Cape 
Corse and is now right against us 
Tuesday, M\rch 28th It blew rather fresh and we 
were diiven in the night almost off leghorn 
Thursdvy, hlARCH 30 th Again bad weather m the 
night We came to an anchor early and I was 
delighted to receive all my letters but I little expec- 
ted what I heard It gave me at first very great pain 
But on 1 effecting a little I thought it was a lucky 
event Ct Senft is much in love with Eugenia^ she 
is passionately fond of t),im, he asked to marr)^ her 
but Papa who began by encouraging this amour 
declares himself against it Mamma of course is very 
unhappy Eugenia has lost all her gaity and cheer- 
fulness, and will be miseiable if Papa persists in 
his present resolution, but I think he will finish by 
giving his consent Ct Senft is only 21, too young 
for Eugenia, Tho from the knowledge I have of both 
their characters, the amazing love they have for one 
another, all make me hope it will ensure her future 
happiness, but still I cannot help having some doubts 
about it, and as I could never have resolved on 
marrying a German and living with Germans I fear 
Eugema will get tired of it However Ct Senft seems 
to be a good quiet, peaceable man, she will entirely 
domineer over him 

Thursday, April 6th I was on shore from nine o'clock 
in the morning until ten in the evening and was

heartily tired o£ it, I called on the Cantims, \frs 
Stephens, Granets and dined at Mrs Dunlops Talked 
of nothing but her pregnancy, of childien, etc and 
\\ hen her husband and some officers \\ ere there the 
conversation was onlv upon Mrs Beiieditti, her sister 
and all that noble set, which discouise I did not find 
at all proper in the presence of Ladies, and I was 
shocked that Mrs Dunlop gav e her opinion on that 
indelicate subject, but she is to be excused Everv 
body IS vmry busv about the embarkation It is wished 
it should remain a seciet and is of great consequence 
it should be kept so, but the new will soon be spread 
all round the coiintrv 

Tuesday, April 11th The Speedv returned from 
Naples and brought me man\ letters Poor Eugemr 
IS m great distress Papa will not give h.s consent 
I cannot blame him foi it, it was a verv disadvan- 
tageous match for her, but ever\bodv sa\s he 
behaved verv ill, he certainlv did m allowing it to 
go so far Ct Senft is gone to Rome but is coming 
back in a fortnight I hope Eugenia will not see him 
and moie and will foiget this unhappy event, at 
present she is exceedingly miserable, and seems to 
be passionatel) fond of that young man It makes 
me very uneasy 

Thursday, April 13th Captain Hotham dined with 
us, be IS returned from a cruize of three w eeks and 
again took nothing but a chest of oranges, he is 
either very unluckv oi very awkward 

S XTURD VY, April 22nd As the convoy is so strong now 
Fremantle had my pianoforte put up in the cabin 
Mr Bnnley pla) s upon the Flute, not well but he 
understands musick 

Tuesday, April 25th A charming fair wind I have a 
bad cold do nothing but sneeze all day Captain 
Montresor shows me how to paint in water colours 
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Major Bnnley accompanies me on the Flute every 
evening 

Wednesday, Apkil 26th I think our passengers 
altogethei not pleasant 

Saturday, April 29th I was quite well again I am 
delighted to find I am getting exceedingly thin 

Sunday, April 30th A foul wind all day it had all the 
appearance of blowing hard m the night Fiemantle 
went on board with Admiral Nelson and I slept 
alone m the cabin all night, the first night I have 
slept alone since I have been married, did not like it 
Fremantle composed a very pretty song which he set 
to musick 

Sunday, May 21st We came over to the coast of 
Barbery, and a delightful country it looks like, lughly 
cultivated and some charming prospects The cur- 
rent is m our favor, and we have gained considerably 
though tire wind is foul 

Monday, May 22nd A fair wind and we saw the Bock 
of Gibraltar very plain <lt sunset 

Tuesday, May 23rd Were close to the Rock by day- 
light, and I was stiuck with tire appearance of this 
place Came to an anchor before breakfast and ran 
on board tire Meleager, Fremantle much annoyed 
by it. Captain Murray, Noakes etc came to see us 
The admiral was here and got under weigh soon 
after we arrived The convoy is all safe except 
Philips brig and our Spanish pnze that were seen 
in tire evening and were taken by the Spaniard 
Colonel Hill dined with us, he was kind enough 
to offer us his house on shore where we are going 
tomorrow, he is an old acquaintance of Fremantles, 
and a very well behaved pleasant young man Fre- 
mantle was quite low spinted and unhappy all day, 
he heard of a Mutiny that happened m the Fleet at 
Portsmoutlr, the consequences of which he dreads 
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very much he has no more thoughts of changing into 
the Sea Hoise who by the by got on shore on Europa 
point and was near lost, Captain Oakes very poorlv 
wishes much to get to England, and has wrote to 
the Admiral about changing with Fremantle Our 
Passengers all left us, thank heavens, the cabin was 
quite comfortable and quiet without them 
Wednesday, Myy 31st Gibrvltvr Breakfasted at 
General Fngge with Mrs Stephens and was burned 
away by Mr Day who told us we were to sail to- 
morrow morning early 1 had not been home long 
when I heard Fremantle had changed into the Sea 
Horse and Captain Oakes was going to take the 
Convoy home I am glad it so happens I dined at 
the Convent where I went with Colonel Hill Fre- 
mantle was so busy that I saw nothing of him till the 
evening Mrs Pigot was there and exceedingly cwd 
Old Gereral O Kara is all attention and kindness to 
me I met Fremande as I came home He is not 
pleased with the change’^Captain Oakes forced him 
to it 

Monday, June 5th Colonel and Mrs Hall and Cap- 
tain Boyne dined with us I like Mrs Hall amasmgly 
Went to a Bali in the evemng which I did not hnd 
pleasant I was exceedingly unhappy to have done 
something that vexed Fremantle 
Wednesday, June Tth Mr Adams, Mr and Mrs 
Wood m to dinner, the stupidest of ail women and 
insupportable and tiresome, the husband drank too 
much and talked nonsense all the e\ emng 
Saturday, July 1st We drove last night at single 
anchor and as the wind was Easterly got under 
weigh and ran on the Portuguese Fngate, we joined 
the fleet in the morning Captain Grey Troubndge 
and Sutton came on board immediately I dined on 
board the Ville de Pans Sir John Jervis very gallant 
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as usual, to accommodate me he is going to send 
this ship home and we are to cany General Stuart 
from Lisbon, but I am soriy for it 
Monday, July 3rd Anchored with the advanced 
Squadron, Admiial Nelson and Captain Mai tin came 
on board Captain Foley dined with us Fremande 
was out all night he went with Admiial Nelson to 
bombard the town, much firing all night I was 
anxious for Fremande and did not go to bed until 
he returned Spanish gun boats and a barge were 
taken, many people killed and wounded Fremande 
received a blow 

Wednesday, July 5th Dined on boaid alone widi 
Fremantle and some of the oJSiceis One of the many 
Fisheraien came on board it is said not a woman 
now lemains in Cadiz, but the night before last a 
bomb went into a house and killed a child in the 
mothers arms and the woman lost her arm They 
again went to bombard the Town tonight The gun 
boats did not venture out, but they fired most amaz- 
ingly from all sides The bomb almost knocked to 
pieces and great many men killed and wounded 
Fiemantle did not return till four oclock in the 
morning I was quite unhappy all the time he was 
awmy, and sat up till three, Hoinse> was near killed 
the half of his hat knocked away by splinters himself 
bruized he had a miraculous escape 
Thursday, July 6th Veri^ much tired and sleepy all 
day Admiral Nelson Captains Miller, Martin and 
Foie} dined with us The Admiial wiote that this 
bombardment must be given o\er. Thank God, it 
was saciificmg men for nothing, he did it out of 
avarice as he heard 4 millions of piastres should be 
sent out to him 

Friday, July 7th Captains Foley and Martin come 
every evening to us We hear the Spanish Fleet talks 
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of coming out, but thev are too great cowards to 
do it 

Saturday , July 8th Thank God it seems we are going 
to have peace The news from England much better 
and Fremantle in much better spirits Captain Hall 
IS returned fiom Gibraltar and belongs to this 
squadron 

Fbiday, July 21st Captain MiUei came on boaid with 
350 of the Theseus men thev are all to land in the 
mght but m order to keep out of sight it was late 
when the three fngates got in shoie and da\ hght 
by the time the troops were landing, they theiefore 
returned without doxiig any thing, I was unw ell as 
usual, slept below, had a woman with me the saii- 
maker's wife 

S VTURDAY, July 22\T) We anchored in a small bay at 
a short distance from the town but out of gunshot 
The troops landed again tins moxmng and had a 
most tiresome and fatiguing dav, for no good what 
so e\ ei the\ w ent at the top of a high hill the enem) 
on another of them thev stav’^ed till tiie ev^emng, 
almost dead with fatigue hunger and thirst, thev 
were obliged to return on board The Thesus men 
the most tiiesome noisv mutinous people m the 
world, they annov ed me amazmglv, and Fremande 
still moie, I was quite glad he did not go to dav 
Captain Miller leturned very much dissatisfy ed of 
tins da> s evpedition as eveiy body else was Cap- 
tain Troubndge that commands the whole was 
almost dead wida fatigue 

SuNDVY, July 23kd The Signal was made to weigh 
and w^e went to ]Oin the Admiral and line of battle 
ships diat have been cruizing all this while, had 
they been with us the place would hav e long been 
taken, A German that was brought off yesterdav 
says the Spaniards have no force are m the greatest 
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alarm all crying and trembling and that nothing 
could be easier than to take &e place, only 300 
men of regular troops, the rest are peasants who 
are fnghtened to death, Fremantle went on board 
the Admiral, to morrow night he is to go himself 
and land in the Town It blew very hard all day I 
was better than I have felt for some time and hope 
to get soon quite well 

Monday, July 24th I was pretty well today The 
Leander joined and the whole Squadron came to an 
anchor in the evemng The Admiral supped with us, 
he then went with Fremande on their expedition 
They are all to land m the Town, As the taking of 
this place seemed an easy and almost sure thing, I 
went to bed after they were gone apprehending no 
danger for Fremande 

Tuesday, July 25th The troops landed at two oclock 
this morning, There was much firing in the Town, 
but from the ships it seemed as if the English had 
made themselves masters of it. Great was our mis- 
take, this proved to be a shocking, unfortunate night 
Fremande returned at 4 this morning wounded in 
the arm, he was shot through the right arm the 
moment he had landed, came off m the first boat, 
and stayed on board the Zealous tiU day light, where 
his wound was dressed Thank God as the ball only 
went through the fiesh he will not lose his arm he 
managed it so well that I was not fnghtened, but I 
was not a little distressed and miserable when I 
heard what it was, and indeed he was in great pain 
and suffered cruelly all day but it was fortunate that 
he did get wounded at first, God knows if ever I 
should have seen him again had he stayed on shore 
It was dreadful, poor Captain Bowen killed on the 
spot. The Admiral was wounded as he was getting 
out of the Boat and most unfortunately lost his 
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arm The fox Cutter was lost and pool old Gibson 
drowned Captain Thompson is likewise wounded 
All the rest remained on shore \er}^ few people 
returned to the ships m the mOiiimg As the\ 
threatened to bum die Town tliey had them own 
terms and were sent off in tlie e\emng Captains 
Troubndge, Hood and Miller came on board, tiiev 
are all sale The\ could not stay long as Fremantle 
was in very great pain at that moment All our 
Officers are safe and came on board Mr Douglas 
only was siiot through the hand, few men of this 
ship have been killed All the pnsoners are to be sent 
off The Spamards behav ed exceedingly well 

This IS tlie most melancholy e\ent, I cant help 
thinking of poor Captain Bowens losing Ins life just 
at the end of a war in which he had been so foitu- 
nate At the moment he was continuall) talking of 
the happy life he should lead when he returned 
home His fiist lieutenant was likewise killed 

Fremantle was m gr^at pain all day bat I hope 
he will soon get well 

All the ships were obliged to get under weigh this 
mormng as die Spaniards fired at us and die shot 
went over us A shot went through one of our sails, 
I would not go into the Cockpit tho Fleming asked 
me twice to go 

Wednesday, July 26th Fremantie had a very good 
nighfs rest he has no fever at all, his wound was 
diessed at twelve oclocL and Fleming saiys it looks 
very well. It is a wonder how nothing but the flesh 
was hurt as two musquet balls went through the 
arm, about 15 of our men are wounded and two 
dead we are lucky as the other Fngates lost about 
20 men a piece and some of the line of battle ships 
a hundred The Admiral is coming on very well, he 
wrote me a line with his left hand 
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Thttrsday, July 27th Fremantle is doing as well as 
can be expected, but he is still m great pain and 
cannot get up All the people are come on board 
and the loss not so great as was feared Hornsey is 
gone acting Lieutenant m the Terpsichore 

Friday, July 28th Captain Troubndge and Hood 
came on boaid in the morning Fremantle is doing 
very well, I am still sick of a morning 

Fremantle s wound looks as well as possible, but 
he is almost always in pain and is ver) low indeed 

Sunday, July 30th Captain Troubndge came on 
board Fremantle was pretty well and m better 
spirits 

Thursday, August 3rd Fremantle was in good spmts 
and veiy well m the morning but m great pain all 
day I am pretty well sick a little generally before 
breakfast I am quite anxious to be able to hear from 
my family and to be able to write to them Fre- 
mantle's only wish now is to get to England I wish 
It as eagerly as he does 

Friday, August 4th Captain Tioubndge came on 
board in the morning he was quite angry to find 
Fremantle so low and weak, The Surgeon of the 
Zealous came on board they all agree to say that he 
does not live high enough and abuse Fleming for

spints as I should wish, but Ins arm comes on well 

Tuesdiv, August Sra Bark does not agree with Fre- 
mantle and his arm is always \ ery painful 

Friday, August 11th Were sent in chase of a Portu- 
guese Brig no news 

Saturday, August 12th The ship has so much motion 
that Fremantle cannot get up, he is veiy low spirited, 
his arm very painful but it is coming on as well as 
possible 

SuNDYY, August 13th Chased again a ship which 
was a Genoese It blew ratlier fresh and Fremantle 
could not mo\ e out of his Cot The motion hurts his 
arm much, and the noise of the guns anno\ed us 
both beyond conception 

Tuesday, August 15th A. fine da\, the ship stead\ 
and Fiemantle was up all the afternoon he was 
stouter and better toda\ than I lia\ e seen him \ et 

Wednesda.y', August IGrb joined the fieet at three 
ociock in the afternoon, I was much surprised to see 
Captain Wells he came with four sails of the line 
lately We had all the Captams on board They were 
uncommonlv attentL\e and Lind, We are going to 
take Admiral Nelson home, which makes Fremantle 
and myself exceedingly happy I received a letter 
of Mamma and Eugenia of the 13th klay Papa had 
consented to the marriage but found the gentleman’s 
fortune so trifling that he has persuaded him to put 
it off for some time and sent him to Dresden He 
is m hopes that in his absence he can persuade 
Eugenia not to think any more about him kiarv 
Blair is dead and poor Lady hlary more wretched 
than anything ever was, I shall be glad to see that 
unfortunate family 

Thxjrsdxy, August 17th Fremantle was much the 
worse for all his visitors yesterday, he had a bad 
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night and saw but very few people to day The Eari 
St Vincent wanted to come on board but on account 
of Fremantles being so poorly we sent to him to asl 
him not to come Fremantle s wound is doing ver\ 
well, but IS so uncommonly painful 
Satubday, August 19th Lindsay is made Boatswain 
of this ship A man was hanged in the fleet this 
mormng, the Boatswain of the Emerald Fleming 
has been appointed to that ship as Admiral Nelson 
takes his surgeon widi him I am glad of it as Fre- 
mantle had no great confidence in Fleming He was 
better today but poorly m the evening Foley dined 
with us 

Sunday, August 20th Fremantle was veiy unwell, 
this morning, he heard that Lord St Vincent w^as 
determined to come on board which made him quite 
nervous and miserable However he did not come at 
last, but Captain Wells, Foley and Martin were with 
me all the morning and '^11 the others came to take 
leave of us as tlie ship got under weigh Admiral 
Nelson came on board at twelve oclock, he is quite 
stout but I find it looks shocking to be without one 
arm He is in great spirits Fremantle was prett) 
well m the afternoon Mr Eshelby the surgeon seems 
a sensible voung man, he gave me some pills to take, 
for I am not well at all, but I dont mind it as it is eas) 
to guess what is the matter with me 
Vednesday, August 23rd Fremantle’s wound is 
larger than ever, exceedingly painful and does not 
heal at all This ship is worse than an hospital, a 
number of sick and wounded from the Thesus, from 
mormng to mght and from night to mormng you 
hear nothing but those unfortunate people groan 
If Fremantle could but get nd of the great pain he 
has in his hand that prevents it from healing 
’hursday, August 24th A foul wind which makes 
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the Admiral fret, he is a veiy bad patient, poor Fie- 
mantle is still the same, no sign of the wounds heal- 
mg up yet 

Friday, August 25th A good deal of ram and almost 
calm Therefore we are in gieat hopes of getting a 
fair wind I am anxious to get ashore as I am sure 
Fremantle will get better much sooner I am quite 
distressed to see him so poorly 
Saturday, August 26th A fair wind winch is tne only 
comfort w^e ha\ e, as Fremantle suffers cmelly and 
the Admiral is far from being well 
SuNDAX, August 2Tth Fremantle is no hettei, his 
patience is almost exhausted and he is wretched It 
makes me miserable to see him so 
Friday, September 1st Had a fair bieeze and I was 
delighted with tlie prcttv Isle of Wight tlio tlie 
weather was so hazy that w e could not ha\e a good 
\ie\\ of the countiA about us We came to an anchor 
before dinner Fiemant],e bettei and walked about 
by himself he wms quite stout The •Vdmiral went on 
shore immediatel) after dinner, the wmather was so 
bad that we had not a thought of leaving the ship 
today 

Portsmouth, S aturd \y, Sep tember 2nd The weather 
bad and cold all the morning Captain Drurv came 
on board he went to look for some lodgings for us 
and as soon as he had let us know" he had found one 
Fremantle immediately left the ship and we came 
on shore He was able to walk to the house and w e 
botli were quite delighted wntli our lodgings Mr 
Leeds an old Messmate of his who was surgeon of 
the Brunswick brought the surgeon of Hasler hospi- 
tal (Mr Fitzmaunce) to see him They dressed die 
wound and found nothing alarming in the appear- 
ance of it They are two very clever people and 
exceedingly obhgmg and good natured

CHAPTER 21 

Sunday, September 3rd Fremantle was much better 
tho his hand continues to be very painful His 
brother William's arrival in the afternoon affected 
his nerves considerably and quite upset him again 
He sat up with him till very late in the night as his 
brotlier goes to morrow He is going to be married 
in a fortnight to a widow, Mrs Felton Hervey, a 
wmman about three and forty with five cluldien but 
very nch He is only thirty and a very good looking 
young man 

Monday, September 4th Fiemantle was woise than 
ever, had a restless miserable night and kept his 
bed all the day The surgeons say he must not see 
anybody, not hear any news and be kept veiy quiet 
and continually alone Mr Fitzmaunce Leeds and 
Eshelby dined with me They are good sort of 
people and so exceedingly attentive to Fremantle, 
that nothing can be more so, but I found them 
highly stupid society at dinner as they talk of 
nothing but medicine wounds and fevers 

Tuesday, September 5th Spent the da) quite alone 
with Fremantle who was something better I received 
the kindest lettei from Lady Mary wishing us very 
much to go to them 

/V^ednesday, September 6th Fremantle's eldest 
brother arrived this moinmg We had a letter from 
his Mother saying she will be here Friday Fre- 
mantle complained much of his hand the wound 
comes on very well, I hke his brother Jack better 
than William he is not half so formal, and I got much 
sooner acquainted with him 

hxjrsday, September 7th I walked out this morn- 
ing with Jack F and called on Lady Parker who is 
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I think the most ci\ii kind woman I e\er saw Sir 
Peter very kind lAewise, but the oddest figuie m 
the world and would make a most excellent cinca- 
ture The} are both \ery fond of Fiemantie, iia\e 
known him so long and Lad> P was a mother to him 
in the West Indies 

Friday, September Sth I walked to the Gamp with 
Jack F and had the pleasure to see Mrs Fremantle 
amve a little before dmnei It affected Fiemantie 
much at first but he w^as in gieat spirits ail dav He 
had some leaches applied to his hand this morning 
I like his mother amazmgl-v, she must ha\e been 
very prett}- and does not look at all old 
SuNDXY, September 10th It is a determined point 
now that Fremantle has tlie gout m his hand He is 
much easier since they ha\ e persuaded him it is so 
I walked out w ith Mis Fremantle and Jack William 
F and Mr Bishop arri\ ed m the e\ enmg, the last is 
married to Fremantle s 4 oungest sister He is the 
ugliest little fat curious man much too old for her 
They stayed the evening witli us 
Frid iY XND S XTURDXY Contmuc m the same way Fre- 
mantle IS one moment better and one moment worse 
If his hand could but get well, he is coming on so 
well in every other respect 

Sunday Mr Cathcart armed to day and set F m a 
fidget He is married to F’s second sister, uncom- 
monly good humoured and pleasant 
Monday, September 18th Mr Cathcart stayed the 
day with us, he set out m the mail with Jack F who 
I am sorry has left us as he is the best natured crea- 
ture in the world Fremantle was very ill all day and 
would not even see his brothers before they went 
He was distressed about it afterwards, cryed much, 
what relieved him and he was better m the evemng 
Wednesday Poor Fremantle had again a bad day 
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The wedding has been put off till tomorrow, I should 
like to be present such a young man to so old a 
woman 

Friday, September 22nd Mrs Fremantle had a letter 
from Mr Cathcart describing the wedding The 
happy pair are gone to Worthing 
Sunday, September 2Srd Received a letter fiom 
Eugenia and never felt happier m my life That dear 
girl has behaved hke an Angel and has given up all 
thoughts of Ct Senft seeing her parents were so 
much averse to the match I love her still better now 
than before Wrote to her Mr Hudson called in the 
morning, he is appointed to another ship 
Monday, September 25th Fremantle wrote to be 
superceded, his wound is almost quite healed but 
the pain in his hand continues as violent as ever and 
his patience is quite exhausted 
Wednesday, September 27th Fiemantle has deter- 
mined to go into the country where he will be out 
of the way of everybody and will not be so much 
annoved His mother is to leave us on Friday and 
we shall go Saturday 

Thursdav, September 28th Walked out with Mrs 
Fremantle and called on Lady Parker who was not 
at home Pool Fremantle attempted to take a walk 
but was m such pain that he was obliged to go into 
an old man s house and lay down till he was well 
enough to come home Mr Eastman has found us 
lodgings at Purbrook a village six miles from here 
on Qie London Road 

Fridvy, September 29th Mrs Fremantle left this 
morning after breakfast I am sorry she is gone as 
she is a worthy good creature and very kind to me 
By tire bye she gave me an exceedingly pretty 
diamond nng Fitzmaunce dined with us Captain 
Foote called in the evening 
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S^TURDVY, September 30th The weather was bad, 
we left Portsmouth at two o'clock Fremantle was m 
great pain m the carriage but much better when we 
arrived at our little cottage He was delighted with 
the place, the house farm and all pleased him and 
he walked out all the afternoon, and was better than 
ever I saw him yet m the evening Old Mrs Sha^ pley 
seems tlie most good natured soul m the wmrid She 
IS to manage every tiling for us 

Monday Fitzmaunce dined witli us and dressed Fre- 
mantle's arm for the last time The wound is quite 
dry^ now and wont require another dressing Fre- 
mantle complained rather more of liis hand toda\ 
but he walked as much as usual He walked in the

Batchelor and has just bought a \ er\^ pretU house 
opposite Mr Sharplev's with \eu pleasant wmiks 
and gardens about it 

Tuesday, October 3rd h was most agieeablv sur- 
prised bv Mr Blairs coming this morning He only 
staged ten minutes but promised to come another 
time He looks verv well, I was delighted to see him 
and to hear from him that Papa was quite deter- 
mined to come to England as soon as the road was 
free Fiemantle’s nerves w ere w orse toda\ , Mr Blaus 
coming by surprise xU this manner huit him much 
tho he was much pleased to get acquainted with 
him 

Friday, October 6th Fremantle was worse today 
which was occasioned by his taking no opium in the 
night, a little laudanum m the afternoon eased his 
pain immediately Miss Fortnum a young lady who 
IS here for her health dined with us Her father keeps 
a grocers shop in London, she is a well beha\ed 
pretty little girl 

Sunday Miss Fortnum dined with us Sent to Ports- 
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mouth yesterday for a Piano Forte and played all 
the afternoon F something better today and Music 
did not at all hurt his nerves 
Wednesday, October 10th Poor Fremantle again in 
great pain, and bad spirits, thinks himself worse 
instead of better, but I think he is undoubtedly 
better since he left Portsmouth 
Sunday, October 14th Some more news about the 
defeat of the Dutch 

Monday, October 15th Had all the particulars about 
Admiral Duncan’s victory Eleven of the Dutch 
ships and Admiral de Winter and two other Admirals 
are taken, but it was a most severe action and the 
number killed and wounded considerable 
Wedntesday, October 17th Walked to the Commis- 
sioners house and found him there More like a 
Boatswain than a Gentleman Mr Busigny dined 
with us and Mrs Turnei came in the evening 
Thursday, October 18th We had an illumination 
in honour of the famous victoi'v 
Friday, October 19tii Hear of nothing but the defeat 
of the Dutch and of illuminations etc 
SuNDVY, October 21st Took a iide in the carriage as 
far as Porchester Castle where we saw the French 
prisoners, there are 3000 of them they are indus- 
trious and make all kinds of little works We bought 
a Guillotine neatly done m bone Fremantle bore 
the carnage very well and is deteimined to leave 
this next Saturday 

Monday, October 22nd Fremantle is getting much 
better We spent the day as usual, walking, wmrking 
and reading, I am nevei tired or at a loss when we 
are both together 

Thursday, October 25th I received a letter from 
Eugenia of the 1st of August which made me happier 
than I can express as she thinks no more of Mr S 
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who it seems was only m lo\ e witli her mone) , and 
behaved extremely ill Dined at Soutiiwick with 
Lady Calder, she is a clevei pleasant woman but a 
bore for such a stupe as iP) self, she tails of nothing 
but ships and sea service and of the red ubbon that 
was given to Admiral Nelson, instead of \eiy pro- 
perl) bestowing it on tlie great Sii Robert, who, 
how ever, is to look up to something better now The 
dear lady' drank half a dozen glasses of wine after 
dinner, which made hei still more talkative than 
usual She is an uncommon civil attentive creature 
Fremantle tho in moie pain to da> managed vein 
well 

Fkidvi, October 26 m Verv busy packing up and 
paying everything as we are going to morrow 1 
leceived another letter fiom Naples of tne 6th or 
June Mamma writes me a long and good letter 
giving me the most evcelleiit advice Eu^^tuia talks 
hardlv of nothing else buNthe stupid B S Fnmgois 
has been sent awav, and I am sorrv to heai Papa 
would not gi\ e him a character Justine does eiery- 
thing Eugenia and Mamma help as w ell as thev can 
and Pigge for last ressource Jaegle is rather annoyed 

SvTUEDAv, October 27th Left Purbrook after ten 
o’clock and Fremantle bore the journey very well 
Came as far as Ripley, 42 miles We left Scott behind 
F discharged him for being drunk yesterdav I was 
monstrously fatigued 

SuvmvY, October 28th A hornd bad day, got to town 
eaily dressed and went to dme at Mr Bishops where 
jack F and his wife met us Mrs Bishop a prett\" 
little woman I like her better tlian Mrs J F They 
are all good humoured and kind Mrs B’s children 
are sweet little creatures The old Grand-mother 
came m the evening 

Monday, October 29th Went out m the morning 
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with Mrs Bishop and Mrs J Fiemantle Saw the 
plate given by the Leghorn merchants, it is becuti- 
ful Dined at home with old Mis Fiemantle and 
Mr jack Butter Mrs Fountain and her daughter, 
Mis B and F came m the evening hliss Fountain 
sings well enough Cimadoi has been hei master 

Thursday, Noveaiber Bud Went out shopping in the

Mo\t>vv We got to Lin£ol4 b) thiee o clock, Fre- 
mantle’s mother w as glad to see us at last 
Thursdvy, November 30th Fremantle recewed a 
letter fiom Mr Gascoigne saying his petition was 
complied with and that he should ha\ e £ 200 a year 
in addition to his half pa> 

Frid xy, December 1st It lamed and thaw ed fast thxS 
weathei agrees better with F than the frost, w^e shall 
leave Lady Cave tomorrow to go to Stowe She is 
a wortliy, respect-able woman, and is uncomnionlv 
kind to us Mrs Fremantle likewise said many Lind 
and affectionate things to me, about her attend- 
ing me in March w^hen I shall be brought to bed I 
wrote to Mamma, I am distressed I don’t heai from 
them 

December 2vd, Stowe We got to Stowe by tliiee 
o’clock A most magmffcent place Lord and Ladv 
Buckingham, exceedingly civil, Loid George and 
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Lady Mary nice and clever children Mr Finche 
ainved whilst we were at dinner 
December 3rd Nothing can be more attentive and 
civil than Lady B is to me She had the most 
pleasing and engaging manners She was good 
enough to take me all over the house and walked 
with me m the gardens Theie are some most beau- 
tiful paintings, se\ eral of her own doing, likewise 
that are very fine We called on a Mrs Dardies that

Sunday, December 24th Sir Watkin W Wynne is 
here, an awkward, rather stupid gentleman Had 
Mass at Midnight m Miss Macnamara's room 
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Monday, December 25th Christmas Day Near 300 
poor people dined m the house I confessed to Abbe 
Martin Was very tired and unwell in the evening 

S^lTurday, December 30th Loid George’s birthday 
He gave a suppei to 60 poor childien that can read, 
as no others are admitted to the feast It v as a pretty 
sight, he sat at the bottom of tlie table, his sister at 
the head, and gave them a shilling a piece before 
they went away 

Tuesda^y, January 9th Bolton Row Left Aylesbury 
and got to town in very good time I was delighted 
witli onr house it is neaily finished and furnished 
witli much taste and neatness I walked to Russell 
Place, unfortunately Mr and Mrs Bishop did not 
dine at home, we got some dinner howevei and 
went afterwaids to call on the Fountains Fremantle 
went to Mrs Piestons and walked with his sister 
Marianne to our house She looks very big and is 
quite distressed at being a^ain with child 

Thursday, Februari 8th Was out all the morning 
with Mis Wells, dined with Mi Bishop and went 
to the play at Diuiy Lane to see Hamlet and Blue 
Beard We had an evceedingly bad Box up one pair 
of stalls, nothing but fine Damsels about us, which 
I found not a little annoying Blue Beard is vastly 
pretty but it was interrupted in the most interesting

meet Lady Cave These ladies say I shall very soon 
be brought to bed, I am exceedingly well, had the 
monthly nurse in the house 
Sunday, March 11th I woke in great pain this morn- 
ing, continued poorly all day, but minded it as little 
as possible To my no small happiness and every- 
body’s surprise I was brought to bed by seven oclock 
m the evemng of a boy, before Dr Savage had time 
to come, the nurse delivered me A small child but 
a sweet boy 

Betsey’s infant was, from the first, a model child, 
and Betsey herself recovered with quite amazing 
rapidity Two days after fts birth she writes 

Tuesday, 13th Mvrcii 1 am doing extiemely well, 
so is the child, who was half baptized this morning 
by Mr Cathcait and is called Thomas Fiancis I got 
up to have my bed made this afternoon ’ And on me 
following day she records 

Wednesday, 14th ‘My little boy begins to suck very 
nicely and I am not at all troubled with my milk, he 
IS a charming child and never cries Got up foi half 
an hour in the afternoon Our house was broken 
open last night John heaid the noise and called the 
watchman I fortunately heard nothing of it ’ 

On the 15tli there is ‘comfortable news fiom Naples’ 
Papa has at last ‘determined to come over to us very 
soon, and we aie to take a house foi him’ By tlie 18th 
she IS up all da)-, but finds it ‘very tiresome to be so 
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much alone, and the noise’s gossip a gieat boie’ On 
the 22nd she received a crib which little Loid George’ 
(TempIe-GienviUe) had made for my child’ fitted up 
by Lady Buckingham On the 23id she was well 
enough to amuse heiself a little widi her pianoforte, 
and on Sunday 24th, tlieie is the triumphant entry 
1 dined with F, m his little parlour I am getting stout 
quite fast and my little boy improving eveiy day ’ 

She went out foi the first time and was churched on 
the 31st of Maich, and fiom Apiil 1st theie is the 
legular note Vent oui airing with the Baby ’ There is 
a chaiTning comment on tire 6th called on Mrs Bankes 
who, tlio’ civil to me, tieats me I think rathei too much 
like a child I gave Eliza warning — she is a giddy 
impudent thing ’ (Betsey was not yet twenty ) 

Gradually news of her family’s journeymgs reach 
her Papa writes iiom Leghorn, and later she gets a 
letter fiom Eugenia from Padua, and later still from 
Munich Meanwhile the nev^ Mis W Fremantle gives 
gieat offence by not asking any of the famdy except 
Betsey (who has the prudence to lefuse) to her Tout’, 
and at Lady Ongley’s rout, which she found a gieat 
bore, die prudish Betsey comments "The fashion now 
is to be almost naked, even old women show all then 
necks and back’ The Turkish Ambassador piovides 
"Otto of Roses’ on the 11th of Maich and says English- 
women are pretty, but dont diess half enough And 
so the London season goes on, and Betsey fiequently 
attends the Opera, which she much enjoys, though 
nothing "can be moie tiiesome than getting away fiom 
it Theie is always an amazing crowd, the fashion being 
to go and be squeezed, almost to death, in a very small 
room I could not get the carriage until one o’clock tho’ 
the opeia was over very early ’ 

At last, after many disappointed expectations, on 
May 24th Betsey wiites "At four o’clock I was agiee-

ably surpnsed by my family s ai rival I was delighted 
to see Mama look so well The children are much 
grown Papa I thought is very much altered and is 
uncommonly thin Jaegle lemamed at Hamburgh thev 
would not have known what to do with him m England 
My sisters are really very nice giils Eugenia sings 
better than anybody I ever heard that does not sing 
on tire stage, Justina and Harriet likewise very prettily ’ 

[Eugenia s Diaiy] 

The 30th Ma^y Mama set off this morning with Papa 
and Fremantle to go and make the choice of a 
country house, and I left ours of Cuizon Street and 
went to my sisteis where I slept 
31st May Chapeioned by my sister and Fremantle I 
went to a ball at Mrs St George’s (one of then 
acquaintance’s, who very civilly asked me no sooner 
had she heard that I was returned from abroad) 
I found the fete or Roi^t, very brilliant and pleasant 
I danced all the time I was there (thanks to those 
that got me partners) but own I did it very awk- 
wardly, for I found the style of dancing quite differ- 
ent from what it is abroad In truth, I find myself 
here as if in a new world obliged to alter eveiythmg 
my behaviour, my dress, my manners, all is out of 
fashion — and my figure into the bargain I think I 
must appear perfectly ridiculous

CHAPTER 22 

[Betsey's Jomnal] 

\sTON Abbots, 10th June, 1798 Sunday I left 
Bolton Row at nine o'clock and tiaveiled in the 
coach with our own horses, the children, the baby, 
the nurse and all the lumber I dined at Berkhamp- 
stead I sent for Charly and Robert Bishop and 
Johnny Fremantle — ^these tliiee boys made such a 
noise I could not keep them in ordei and they got 
tipsey 

The load from Aylesbury to Ashton is very bad — 
I ariived in good time — and I think it a nice com- 
fortable house — I was lather tired 
30th July Monday We all went to see the house 
Fremantle wishes to buy, it is two miles from Wins- 
low, about two miles from^he turnpike road m the 
village of Swanbum, very agreeably situated on a 
lull, it IS a very nice place which would suit us on all 
accounts It is to be sold for 1,000 guineas but we 
are endeavounng to get it for less — it is veiy cheap 
even at that price Mamma was very ill indeed 
2nd August Thursday Mr Cathcart called m the 
morning — ^Fiemantle returned to dinner — Master 
Fincher came in the evening with the answei about 
Swanburn — ^which we are to buy for 900 guineas — 
it is worth £ 1,200 

6th August Monday Went with Mamma to our 
Estate The more I see the place the more I like it 
and find it a good bargain — as there is thiee little 
fields with the house and a good kitchen garden 
5th September, Wednesday Eugema, Fremantle, 
Capt Hutchinson and myself called on Mrs de Sahs 
at about twelve o'clock to go with us to Great Bnck- 
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well It was a gieat disappointment to everybody 
tliat the day was showery as it would have been a 
most charming sight, but the ram prevented our 
seeing the yeomamy mahmg the swoid exercises 
etc — We dined under tents and had a charming 
ball and most elegant suppers — Neaily all the 
County was there We danced 24 couples till past 
four o’clock m the morning — I was well entertained 
but much fatigued 

13th September Thursday We all went to see the 
great meeting of the yeomanry m Berry fields, it was 
a most charming sight, unfortunately it lamed all 
the time We weie all quite delighted to hear that 
Geneial Lake had defeated the Fiench who had all 
surrendered — ^not an officer killed or wounded Mi 
Praed was obliged to give his dinnei to the yeo- 
manry at the Swan at Newport as the tents were 
blown down the day before yesterday 

Linslade, 18th October Thefrsday Fremantle 
drove Mrs John F over to Swanbum, but coming 
fiom Aston by himself the horse fell down at Wing, 
cut one of his knees and broke the gig all to pieces — 
he did not hurt himself in the least, but was much 
mortified, especially as it unfoitunately happened 
to be one of Papa’s horses 

19th October Friday Fiemantle is quite out of 
humoui about his accident yesterday, he has taken 
to turning again and is all day m his shop — ^but it 
hurts his hand much 

B ATH [They aU go to Bath, for poor Papa to take the 
waters But their efforts aie m vain ] 

26th October Friday Papa gets weakei and weaker 
every day — ^he keeps nothing on his stomach and as 
the Doctor says that neither the waters noi any 
medicinal assistance can be of any seivice to him, 
he wishes that we may endeavour to persuade him 
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to go home — ^but we fear to frighten him by that, 
and must therefore do it with gieat management 
Blair IS obliged to go back to the Downhouse to- 
morrow, but he has promised to return here on 
Tuesday that he may help us to get poor Papa away 
from here on Wednesday and will go to Lmslade 
ivith us — Papa continues to be m good spirits, it 
seems as if he did not wish that we should know he 
IS ill — ^indeed I do not believe he knows it at all him- 
self He was out m the carriage with us in the morn- 
ing and sat up till the evening, but he was about 
teatime taken exceedingly sick and that he regularly 
is every day 

31st October Wednesday Nothing that I can say 
can paint my horrid feelings on this wretched day — 
poor Papa seemed to be out of his mind in the morn- 
ing and did not know us We sent an express to 
Mama Blair and Miss Fane airived, just in time to 
be witness of a scene of ’misery, of which I cannot 
speak — and shall only say that our unfortunate 
father seemed m a sound sleep all day — ^but never 
waked again — and at twelve at night Fremantle 
who was as much afflicted and distressed as our- 
selves, told us we had nothing to do but pack up 
our things and go away 

Thame 1st November Thursday At daylight 
Eugenia and myself left Bath, overwhelmed with 
affliction which was doubly felt on our meeting poor 
Mama and the children (only four and twenty miles 
from Batli) — This meeting was heartbreaking and 
dieadful, poor Mama is truly in despair, as she 
wished to get home as soon as possible we made 
the best of our way, but finding no horses at Thame, 
stayed there the night 

Linslade 3bd November Saturday My dearest httle 
boy is the greatest comfort to us, poor little innocent 
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creature he is perfectly ignorant of all the misery of 
this world, and can only laugh and smile at eveiy- 
body — ^he is much improved and is my delight 

4th November Sunday Mama continues much in the 
same state, very poorly and low We had a letter 
from Fremande, this moaning the ceremony of 
interment was to take place — it was a new cause 
of gnef — F will be here on Tuesday mormng 
[Ml Wynne was buried in Badi Abbey where there 
IS a plaque to him m the porch Pool Fremantle was 
very disappointed, on his wife’s account, at the sad 
state of his late father-in-law’s finances In lovely 
coppei plate hand, the lawyers’ letteis were most 
melancholy all the four daughteis got was £ 23,000 
equally divided amongst them ] 

Bolton Row, 2nd April, 1799 Tuesday PoorF had 
a very severe fit of the ague today and obliged to 
send for Bagot and go to bed As he had got a bo\ 
at the opera foi us, I went with Mis Bishop and } 
Fremantle Banti could not sing as she was bi ought 
to bed in the middle of the day — the comic opeia ill 
sung and tiiesome — the new Ballet Tagliore exces- 
sively pretty 

12th April Frid4.y Was ve^y busy packing up ^ 
Dined at Mrs Bishop, a large party, Lady Mans- 
field, Col Greville, Mr Greville, Mr and Mrs W 
Fiemantle, Miss Hervey, etc , etc Went m the 
evemng to heai the musical child at Admiral Young’s 
— it is a little boy not four years old that plays veiy 
tolerably upon the pianoforte — I played and heaid 
some singing The three Nivettes were there and 
sing exceedingly well togetliei 

SwANBURN, 5th May Sunday The road so heavy I 
was obliged to have four horses F met me at Aston 


^ To go to Swanbourne 
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wheie I stayed an houi Got to Swanburn by four 
o’clock, the house much improved since I saw it and 
the paint smells veiy little 

16th May Thursday I walk about a gi eat deal — ^itis 
astonishing the number of old people theie is in this 
village 

21st May Tuesday Fremantle was sent for on 
account of a not having taken place at Dieyton 
occasioned by the people of the canal Twenty-six 
of them were taken and are to be sent to Aylesbury 
jail tomorrow Our magistrate was delighted in 
having this oppoitumty of showing his great skill — 
Bume s Justice is never out of his hands 
My new nurse came 

13th June Thursday I "was surpiised and frightened 
at being taken ill in the middle of the night as I did 
not expect to be brought to bed till the end of the 
month and my nuise was not to come till the twen- 
tieth — I called up the wQmen at foui o clock in the 
morning and sent immediately for Dr Tooky — ^it 
was all over at a little after six — the Cook was head 
riwse and diessed the child — ^it is a nice little girl 
but owing to hei being boin thiee weeks befoie her 
time IS very delicate and small 
11th September Wednesday Fremantle for the fiist 
time m his life shot a bird, but could not show his 
piize as he lost it in the coin 
19th October Saturday Received veiy distiessmg 
accounts from Eugenia, poor Mama is almost quite 
out of her mind She is obliged to take 120 diops of 
Laudanum a day, and this convulses her in a shock- 
ing manner and at times depiives hei of her senses 
Eugenia is so terrified that she never daies to sit 
alone with her Fremantle dined at Aylesbuiy 
Upper Baker St 12th November Tuesday Our un- 
fortunate mother s sufferings weie put an end to this 
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morning, she e\piied at seven o'clock Eugenia was 
called to her but she could not speak one word and 
died in her arms We left the house almost imme- 
diately and removed to a lodging only three doors 
from it It IS a great comfort to us all that we came 
to town Though it is shocking to be present at this 
scene of distress Still I feel much less tlie shock of 
having been near hei than if I had been away, as 
I should always have feared tliat she might have 
wished to see me in her last moments 

22nd November Frid4.y Eugenia will continue in her 
house m Baker Street, Bankes appioves of it, but 
does not seem inclined to her taking a governess for 
the girls which I think very necessary They will 
return to town the 16tli 

24th November Sunday Paid Justina a cruel trick, 
in writing a letter to her acquainting her her ticket 
in the lottery is come out as a prize of £ 10,000 — 
she IS taken in hke a goose 

11th December Wednesday Discharged the cook 
who has been cross and sulky of late and seemed to 
do all in her power to piovoke us 

[For Christmas they go over to Stowe, to tire 
Buckinghams ] 

Stowe, 17th December I got safe to Stowe tlio' I did 
not think I would, as it has snowed incessantly since 
yesterday morning It was Lady Buckingham's birth- 
day Lord and Lady B were exceedingly kind to me 
and insisted on having Tommy down to coffee We 
were more than thirty to dinner and after we went 
to see the dance and suppei that is given to all the 
neighbouring f aimers — the Ladies danced with 
them till 10 o'clock 

18th DecejvIber Three hundred poor people dined 
here today on the remains of last night's supper 
Eveiythmg goes on at Stowe exactly as it did two 
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years ago Loid Geoige and Lady Maiy are grown 
monstiously large and shockingly fat Tommy is 
taken a gieat deal of notice of and much admiied 
21 ST December There is mass every day as three 
priests are now in the house Mi Glovei, Lord 
Geoige's tutor, is an unpleasant man Lord Buck- 
ingham, who is all kindness and attention to me 
makes me play eveiy evening on the harpsichord 
tlio he does not undei stand music he is very fond 
of it — at least pietends to be 
24th December I diew all the morning Had mass at 
midnight m Miss Macnamara s room where we have 
a most complete chapel 

30th December Today was Lord George’s biithday 
He gave a suppei to die poor children and a shilling 
apiece, there was 80 of diem, die servants danced 
12th May, 1800 Sundait Payed as many visits as I 
could Found Ly Shaftesbury at home who was very 
civil Dined with Fremantle at Eugenia’s — poor 
Justine & Plamot cryed when we went I did not 
like to take leave of diem pool little things, I hate 
die droughts of their being sent to Chelmsford 
SwANBOURNE 13 th Ma.y Monday It was past eleven 
before we could get away, what with Nurses Children 
& lumber I thought we should never be ready 
Tommy behaved very well in our post chaise all the 
way Emma was with the women in a hack Chaise 
Dined at Berkhamstead & got home by seven o’clock 
The house is very clean & mce but feels cold 
31st Saturday Fremantle was to have dined at Aston 
but as I did not feel very well he stayed with me 
I walked a litde after dinner but as I felt worse & 
worse I was not sorry to see Nurse Emy arnve at 
about nine o’clock, she just came in time for I was 
soon obliged to send foi Mr Tookey, and I was 
delivered of a nice boy 
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June 1800 5th, 6th, 7th Thursday, Friday, Satur- 
day Fremantle has been dining out every day, & I 
spend my time extremely stupid in my bed, the 
Nurse is a dieadful bore, I only got up to tea on 
Saturday I am however as well as possible & the 
baby thrives nicely 

14th Monday Mrs John Fiemantle, Mrs Philimore 
& Ann Ongley dined with us & several Gentlemen 
The Miss Lowndes & Miss Bennet came to Tea & 
to see our sports Fremantle chose a delightful spot 
for the running Few girls ran for the Smock as they 
pretended to be shy — ^the Ass & Poney race & men 
trying to catch a hen with their teeth was the most 
amusing part of the whole The sight was really 
pretty as there weie a very gieat number of people 
& the situation of the ground was delightful 

29th Jula Tuesday Fremantle has a number of 
woikmen at piesent employed & was amused in 
seeing an old Bam mov^ about 30 yards on rolers — 
at tlie other end of the yard opposite — nothing m it 
broke 

1st Aug^^ Friday My deai little baby grows exceed- 
inglv, he IS almost as big as Emma & I think him a 
pretty child but Fiemantle calls him an ugly dog 

21st Thursday I was much distressed at Fremantle 
receiving a letter from the Admiralty to day appoint- 
ing him to the Command of the Ganges a seventy 
four at Portsmouth — ^lie is to go early Sunday morn- 
ing I feel quite miserable at his going from me but 
still cannot help being flattered that he has so good 
a ship It threw us m great confusion & misery I 
wrote to Eugenia & asked for the girls to come to 
me for I should be sorry that she should leave 
Dorsetshire so soon, I fear however Mr Bankes wiU 
not like them to come away from Newhall yet, as 
they have been there but so short a time 
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23rd August Sa^turday Such misei able cold weather 
tliat we had files yesteiday and to-day Mr Howard 
and Ml James Lord dined with us I need not say 
I never felt so unliappy during all mv life as I did 
this evening 

24th August Sunday Fremantle went early with 
Hutchinson this morning, I feel quite at a loss and 
wretched alone — poor little Tom distressed me 
many a time in the couise of the day enquiring 
when his Papa would come home again I kept Mr 
Maudomt to dmnei It rained incessantly and the 
weatlier quite dismal 

25th August Monday The weathei was so wet and 
bad that I could not stir out of doors which made 
it still more dismal foi me I employed myself m 
diffeient ways and spent the day bettei than I 
expected 

26th August Tuesday Heaid from Fremantle who 
seems much pleased with his appointment as the 
Ganges is reckoned as good a ship as any that sails 
Mis and two Miss Heslops called and asked me to 
spend a few days at Adstock 

[Fremantle wrote peisonally to his patron ] 

Capt T F Fremantle to the Marquis of Buckingham 

Ganges, Portsmouth 
30th August, 1800 

My ship IS to be quite perfect I am told I have 
every reason to be perfectly satisfied with her and 
my appointment, as both Lord Nortliester and 
Lumsden were making applications for her, I hear 
My officers are all appointed and I have not a single 
person of any description that I ever sailed with 
before We are getting on very fast and preference 
is given to ships of the line I keep very steady to 
business and if it was necessary, could be ready in 
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a very short time Nothing can be more gratifying 
to me tlian the accounts I hear of the state and 
disciphne of the fleet I feel as much confidence, 
and there seems as much respect and obedience m 
every ship here as at any period of my service It is 
said there are thiee or perhaps foui ships in the 
Channel fleet tliat aie not so well legulated as they 
ought to be but I think a short time will see an end 
of them I have had tlie good fortune to get four 
tolerable midshipmen and a co\wain from Wallace, 
out of the Brunswick My lower masts aie rigged 
and we stow our ground tier on Monday Ville de 
Pans goes to Spithead on Monday She is in high 
repute as to discipline, fitting, etc I don’t think they 
have lost tliree men since she has been in the har- 
bour The Tnumph is in dock but will be out next 
week I dined witli Captain and Lady Louisa Hervey 
yesterday The ship is so well manned and so estab- 
lished that a few days after will equip him for Spit- 
head Our Commander-in-Chief here is a perfect 
imbecile, he never gives an order and seldom admits 
anybody into his house Before I left Swanbourne I 
endeavoured to get some boys from tlience, Wins- 
low and Mursley, to go with me to Portsmouth, and 
though I talked to the overseers of tlie panshes, and 
the boys themselves, particularly two from Winslow, 
who came to me for relief, the sons of a man of the 
name (I beheve) of Higgins, whom you discharged, 
at my request from the militia, still I could not 
persuade any one of them to go, nor did any one 
of the overseers dare to urge them on the subject 
I can only say that I should most willingly receive 
any lads from Buckinghamshire who are, m my 
opimon, preferable to the wicked vagabonds that 
are to be picked up at Portsmouth By way of in- 
ducement to the boys to go, I consented to take 
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the son of a farmer at Swanbourne, whose name 
IS Hutchings 

29 th SeptejvIber Mo\tday Set out with Miss Mana 
Heslop after seven o’clock for Buckingham and 
called m my way on the Miss Lowndes who much 
against their inclination stay at home, as their 
brothers Richard and Thomas refused going Mr 
Rogert was of a different opinion, and blamed by 
every one for going Miss Hannar who was to have 
gone with Miss Lowndes, accompanied me She 
looked very handsome but has bad manneis The 
ball turned out better than I expected but I found 
it rather stupid as I could not dance being a nurse 
— ^the supper was tolerable, but the Gentlemen 
would pay for it, which was unpleasant for those 
that went without a beau Mrs Pigot was there, I 
dislike her manners, she tyed her garter in public 
and told her partner what she was about It was five 
o’clock when I got hom^ and just daylight Charles 
had been good

CHAPTER 23 


[The anger of the ‘neutrals’ in the war now raging 
(1801) between England and France was roused by 
the English Navys insisting on the right of seaich, 
and also paitly by tlie Empeioi Paul’s mad yearning 
for Napoleon s friendship The second Northern Con- 
federacy meant three navies foi England to contend 
with, and Sir Hyde Parkei was sent to the Baltic to 
break up the new combination of Russians, Swedes 
and Danes But he was old and jittery, and could not 
make up his mind how to attack There were two ways 
through the Sound, oi round by the Great Belt The 
Sound was the more direct way, but it was fortified 
At the council of war. Nelson, who was Parker s fiery 
second-in-command, said ‘Let it be by tlie Belt, by the 
Sound or anyhow, only lose not an hour ’ Later, he 
wiote to the admiral ‘The more I have reflected, the 
moie I am confirmed in my opinion that not a moment 
should be lost in attacking the enemy They will every 
day and hour be strongei, we never shall be so good a 
match for them as at this moment’ For tlie Swedes 
were busy fortifying the Sound, and it was vital to 
attack before tlieii preparations weie completed The 
Admiial changed his mind several times, until Nelson 
became almost frantic and very rude, but at last on 
March 26th the order was given to prepare for battle 
The foits at Cronenburg were supposed to give the 
Danes tlie uncontrolled command of the passage of 
the Sound, but actually, as the British fleet passed, the 
Swedish forts remained silent to the general surpnse 
not a shot came from them, they weie incomplete and 
had only a few guns mounted The Danish batteries 
opposite blared away, but the British fleet, by keeping 
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well ovei to tlie Swedish side of the channel were able 
to make their way past, quite unharmed The last ships 
were oj0F Copenhagen by noon on the 30th During the 
night Nelson, Riou, Hardy, and a few others marked 
the way out by buoys The story of the battle has been 
told many times, and Fremantle’s account adds little 
to that of Colonel Stewart or Midshipman Millard But 
it insists, as ail the otheis did, on Nelson s personal part 
in the victory And the battle, together with the muider 
of the mad Emperor Paul, which so immediately pre- 
ceded it, successfully broke up the Nortliein Con- 
federacy ] 

SwANBOURNE, 23rd JANUARY FRiDA'i It snowed and 
the weather has got quite sharp and cold hli Selby 
walked here with Mi Haiman — the old gentleman 
has gn en me 50 Beech trees He had a fit of gallantry 
this morning 

26th January Monday I had a letter fiom Si Thos 
Troubiidge who knowii^ it was Fremantle’s inten- 
tion to send for me to the neighbourhood of Toibay, 
writes to inform me some regulations had been put 
in force since he sailed which induced him to request 
I would not go until I heard from him again I feai 
it will prevent my journey to Torbay, and since 
this coalition of tlie Northern powers, I am afraid 
I have no chance of seeing Fremantle for a length 
of time 

Swanbourne 6th February Friday I was dreadfully 
alarmed in receiving a packet of letters sent express 
from Aylesbury, and indeed the contents distressed 
me more than I can express Lord Temple wrote to 
say they had just received a letter from Mr Gros- 
venoi, who says he had no moie hopes foi poor John 
Fremantle, and he had every reason to suppose the 
mortification had extended to the bowels Capt 
Blown likewise wrote tlie melanchoiv news and 
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enclosed a letter from Oxford that gave him the 
same hopeless account Expresses had been sent to 
William Fremantle and Lord Ongley who passed 
with his bi other through Aylesbury yesterday 
SWANBOXJRNE, 18tH FEBRUARY WEDNESDAY Walked 
m the village — much distress and misery Lent 
begins today — ^fasted for the first time 
22nd Februari Sundxy Mr Maudonit came before 
breakfast as I confessed The weather was charm- 
ing I was much distressed to hear from Ld Bucking- 
ham that the Ganges was ordered to join the Baltic 
Squadron and is coming into Portsmouth imme- 
diately with some other ships from the Channel 
Fleet But their stay will be so short that I do not 
think it is worth while for me to go to meet Fre- 
mantle 

Oxford, 2nd March Monday I had a letter from 
Portsmouth — poor Fiemantle is worried to death, 
as he is to sail again mjtwo or three days He has 
been obliged to take 80 men of the 49th Regiment 
on board and they are going on some grand expedi- 
tion 

Oxford, 3rd Mxrch Tuesday The weather is delight- 
fully mild and we walked all the morning with Mrs 
Fremantle and Mr Phillimore Saw most of the 
colleges — some of the buildings are very fine Called 
on Mrs Cleaver and met her walking with her three 
little girls, they are as hideous as herself Col Fre- 
mantle looked much better to-day, he was rather 
overcome at seeing us yesterday I had a letter from 
my husband today Portsmouth is all bustle and con- 
fusion, they are to sail today for the Downs Lady 
Nelson is sueing for a separate maintenance I have 
no patience with her husband, at his age and such 
a cripple to play the fool with Lady Hammilton 
Swanbourne, 27th and 28th Friday, Saturday I am 
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in daily expectation of a lettei fiom Fremantle and 
feel quite anxious and miserable to know how tliey 
have succeeded in then expedition Eugenia wrote 
me an account of pooi Mde de Bombeiles’ death, 
who died tire 27th Septembei, about a fortnight 
after she had lam m of hei eighth child Her hus- 
band was absent at the ax my of Conde and her 
resignation was equal to a Saint’s — pool soul, she 
IS a gieat loss to her family, and I feel for her poor 
little Caioline, who is to be put in a convent at 
Vienna and the Queen of Naples will pay her pen- 
sion there 

SWANBOURNE, ApRIL 1801 3rD AND 4tH FrIDAY, 
Saturday Since the weather has been so much 
milder I have dined eailier and walked out before 
Tea, visited all the pooi in tlie village, some are 
truly starving and look the picture of deatli Tom 
walks with me and giows a dear little sensible boy 

April 16th Thursday Tom and Emma aie exceed- 
ingly riotous with their Aunts This morning’s post 
brought me most delightful news fiom oF Copen- 
hagen, where the English have gained a complete 
victoi} It seems to have been a most dreadful 
engagement on the 2nd mst , but thank God Fre- 
mantle is safe Two Captains were killed and 1,000 
men (including the wounded) — 17 of the Danish 
ships have been taken or destroyed out of 18 The 
Ganges was stationed next to Lord Nelson’s ship, 
the Elephant 

SwANBOURNE, 17th April Fridvy I leceivcd today 
the plan of action which Fiemantle sent me He 
writes a most satisfactory account — and Lord Nel- 
son had been on shoie with the Crown Prince It 
is hoped an armistice will be concluded — and as 
Emperor Paul is in reality dead I hope there will be 
no more fighting in the Baltic I am quite delighted 
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since the news of this grand victoiy and hope it will 
not be long before I see Fremantle again 

Ganges^ off Copenhagen 

4th April 

My Dearest Betsey, 

I send you for the infonnatxon of your County 
acquaintance a plan of our mode of attack with the 
oideis given by Nelson, he has conducted himself 
towaids me with the same kindness he ever did, 
and made the Ganges his second in the action We 
anchored where we weie diiected and Lord Nelson 
himself hailed me when to let go my anchor We 
have been moie fortunate tlian any ship that was 
so long in action and I can account for it in no other 
way than by saying that the vessels we weie opposed 
to did not hold us much more than t of an hour The 
2 ships immediately ahead of us, the Monarch and 
Defiance weie exposed Jo the Crown batteries, 
which made dreadful slaughter on boaid those ships, 
but the most lemarkable part of the whole business 
IS that one man only, the Pilot, should be wounded, 
before we anchored The Master was killed and the 
Pilot lost his arm, so that I was obliged to con the 
Ship m} self Oui Masts and Rigging aie very much 
cutt indeed but I am m hopes to keep them together 
with the assistance of some good fishes which tlie 
Carpenters are putting up Every merit is due to 
Lord Nelson for his policy as well as bravery on this 
occasion, as soon as tRe ships abreast of the Elephant 
and Ganges had struck he hailed and desired I 
would come on board I found him talking with 
some Danes in his Cabin, and telling them how he 
longed to see the Russians down, at the same time 
he was sending an officer with a flag of truce on 
shore to tell the Pnnce that if he did not cease finng 
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from the batteiies he should be under the necessity 
of burning all the ships with the people in them 
This produced a cessation to the very seveie battle, 
which was certainly as convenient for us and the 
Enemy, as we had several ships on shore and most 
of the Ships engaged so completely ciippled that it 
was with difficulty they could sail out 

Lord Nelson has been on shoie with the Piince 
he was received by the Multitude with Cheers and 
Vwa Nelson, on his going to the Palace they were 
moie loud m their applause, so much so that the 
Government did not seem well pleased with it, he 
embaiked m the same way and is the life and soul 
of the Squadron The Signal is made for letteis I am 
well and am busy as a man can well be I have daily 
every reason to be more satisfied with my Ship and 
Ship’s company, and I do not think theie is a pioba- 
bility of the Ganges returmng to England until we 
have settled with this Noithem confederacy God 
bless you and the children I wiite another letter foi 
yomself by this conveyance

Captain Thoaias Fremantle to the Marquis of 
Buckingham 

Ganges, off Copenhagen, Apiil 4 

My Lord, 

For our action, I shall refer you to Loid Nelson s 
letter, which, m confidence, he dictated to me on 
board the St George while I wrote it, but to make 
the business more clear, I inclose a draft of the situa- 
tion of the Damsh ships and ours as opposed to 
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them The fatigue of filing so long was gieat, bur 
our unexampled good fortune m the Ganges is sur- 
piiSing I felt much flatteied at being appointed 
second to Lord Nelson, as well as to the Com- 
mander-m-chief We followed the Elephaat, and I 
dropt my anchoi in the spot Loid Nelson desired 
me fiom the gangway of the Elephant In passing 
the line, my mastei was killed, and my pilot had his 
aim shot off, so that I was obliged to carry the ship 
in myself, and I had full employment on my hands 
The Monaich and Defiance are dieadfully cut up, 
as they weie exposed to the Crown batteiies, the 
Bello na got on shoie on botli sides the channel, and, 
notwithstanding all that may be said, never could 
fire a shot witli effect They, however, did fire, and 
hei loss of men was principally occasioned by the 
bursting of two guns on the lower deck, which hurt 
the ship much I visited Sir Thomas Thompson with 
Lord Nelson tins moimi^g, and he is doing as well 
as can be expected The Russel got on shore and 
could do nothing, Agamemnon totally hois de com- 
bat, so that we were but nine sail of two-decked 
ships I consider all this business as Nelson's, to 
whose ability and address we aie certainly indebted 
for a conquest instead of a defeat 

The fiist mode of attack, I was attached to the 
command of the fiat boats, but when I found a largei 
foice was to go against the batteries, I begged Sir 
Hyde to allow the Ganges to go After getting by the 
middle giound I dined with him, and at night with 
Riou, he planned the attack, a copy of which I 
leceived at eight next morning At nine we weighed, 
and at ten we began When die ships abreast of the 
Elephant and Ganges were completely silenced, 
Loid Nelson desiied me to go to him He was in his 
cabin talking to some Danish officers out of one of 
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the ships captured, and saying how anxious he was 
to meet the Russians, and wished it had been them, 
instead of Danes we had engaged, &c , &c At this 
time, he put into my hand a letter, which he meant 
to send immediately to the Prince in a flag of truce, 
threatening to burn every ship captured if the 
batteries did not cease firing At this time he was 
aware that our ships weie cut to pieces, and it would 
be difiicult to get them out We cut our cables and 
ran out The ships were so ciippled, they would not 
steer The Elephant and Defiance both ran on shore 
We ran on shore, and the Monaich, and at this 
period when the batteries had not ceased filing, we 
counted no less than six sail of the line, and the 
Desiiee fast on shore Luckily we had to contend 
with an enemy much beaten, and who did not take 
advantage of our situation, otherwise all those ships 
must have been lost They are not all off, with great 
exertion, but as you may imagine, what a state a 
ship must be in, with so many wounded people on 
board, and so much cnppled We aie all fitting as if 
we were at Spithead, though witliin five miles of 
Copenhagen The carnage on boaid tlie Danish 
^^essels taken exceeds anything I e\er heaid of, the 
Qa ha 01 Nile ships are not to be compaied to the 
massacre on board them The people generally were 
carpenters, laboureis and some Norwegian seamen 
Luckily we have been enabled to keep oui flag of 
truce up until now that I am writing, which is of 
gieat advantage to us The Danes are between two 
files, and the difficulty is great for them to decide 
on There aie not 5000 troops in Copenhagen, but 
I have no idea they can submit to the terms proposed 
to tliem I have recommended stopping up the 
Sound with these hulks, and having no passage but 
through the Belt, in which case, a small force will 
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defend that pass, and the Russians have not sea- 
manship enough to get tliiough such an intricate 
passage 

Our masts and iiggmg are cut to pieces, but I 
think in a few days I shall be as effective as the day 
I left Yarmouth The Monarch is so bad, she must 
be sent home, one gun buist on boaid her, and 
another in the Isis The frigates behaved most 
gallantly, poor Riou had just cut his cable, and was 
going off when he was killed I was much pleased 
at Lord Nelson's manner on board the Elephant, 
after we ceased firing, he thanked me before every- 
body on the quarter-deck, for the support I had 
given him, &:c I have to attribute our good fortune 
m losing so few men to tlie bad gunnery of our 
opponents, and beating them most completely in 
less than an hour 

Lord Nelson, with whom I breakfasted this morn- 
ing, has ]ust been giving ipe an account of his recep- 
tion on shore, when he went to treat with the Prince 
He was hailed with cheers by the multitude, who 
came to receive him at the water-side, and ‘Viva 
Nelson resounded until he got to the palace, much 
to the annoyance, I believe, of his royol highness 
and his ministers During dinner, the people were 
allowed to come in to look at him, and on going 
down to the boat, again he was saluted the same 
way The populace are much in our favour and the 
merchants already feel the total want of commerce 
I ]ust received a letter fiom Otway, who is going on 
shore for a categorical answer, after which he will 
return to England, and as he is a particular friend 
of mine, he will, I am sure, give you any information 
you wish He will call on my brother Wilham

My Dearest little Woman, 

I send you all the public news and am most 
delighted at having my ship so little hmt as to loss 
of men I went through the action without reflecting 
much on those who were so much interested in my 
welfare but when everything was over I could not 
suppress tears which at this time again flow from my 
eyes You know my legard and attachment to you, 
which your very pioper conduct so justly entitles 
you to, I remain so perfectly satisfied witli every- 
thing you have done and am so assured of your 
judgment m whatever i elates to yourself and the 
children that I shall not enter into any detail What- 
ever I possess in this world is at your devotion, make 
youiself happy and easy, and do not become too 
parsimonious, if you see Hutchings tell him his son 
behaved e\ceedingly well, and will in time I hope 
make a good Seaman IJiope tire children continue 
well, and you may now lest satisfied tliat whenever 
we do return into port, I shall have an opportunity 
of seeing you as we want a new foie Mast, a new 
Mam Mast and Bowsprit The anxiety I have under- 
gone and tlie continual movement we are in will not 
allow me to be steady If you weie to copy the plan 
I send you with Nelson’s oiders, and send them soon 
to Sr Jonathan Lovett and say I desired you to do 
so he would be much flatteied God Almighty bless 
you, and my pooi little children, be assured of my

To the B) otheis of Englishmen, the Danes 

1 Lord Nelson has diiections to spare Denmaih, 
when no longer lesistmg, but if the firing is con- 
tinued on the part of Denmark, Lord Nelson will be 
obliged to set on fiie all the floating batteries he has 
taken, without having the powei of saving the biave 
Danes who have defended them 

2 His Royal Highness, the Piince of Denmaik, 
has sent Adjutant-General Landholin on board His 
Majesty s ship Elephant to Vice-Admiral Lord Nel- 
son, to ask the paiticular object of sending the flag 
of truce 

3 Loid Nelsons object in sending the flag of 
truce was humanit}^ he theiefoie consents that 
hostilities shall cease, and that the wounded Danes 
may be taken on shoie Lord Nelson will take his 
pnsoneis out of the vessels, and burn or carry off his 
prizes, as he shall think fit Lord Nelson, with humble 
duty to his Royal Highness the Prince of Denmark, 
will evei considei this the greatest victoiy he evei 
gained, if it may be the cause of a happy reconcilia- 
tion and union between his most gracious Sovereign, 
and his Majesty, the King of Denmark 

(Signed) Nelson and Bronte 
On board the London, 6th Apiil 

Aftei much communication between Sir Hyde 
and the Danish government, I conclude the ultima- 
tum is now on boaid this ship I have just bi ought 
Lord Nelson from the St Geoige and we shall know 
in an hour oi two, whether we are to commence 
hostilities 01 not, at all events, Otway will go m an 
hour I do not presume to judge the propriety of our 
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terms to the Danes, but I know and feel as a seaman, 
that great saciifices in our piesent situation should 
be made, sooner than to declare openly against them 
again Should we begin with then bombs, little will 
be effected, and oui fleet must positively return to 
Leith or Yai mouth for watei and stoies We aie now 
with above 100 prisoners each, eating and drinking 
us out, and the ships could not have been fitted out, 
if we had not found a gieat quantity of stores on 
board the ships captured, all of which ships are to 
be burnt, e\cept one, which Sii Hyde has com- 
missioned as a hospital-ship They are very fine 
ships, particulaily one of the seventy-fours, which 
is much iaiger than the Ganges You may, peihaps, 
be shown several plans of oui engagement I took 
some pains in placing the ships, and all the others 
that I have seen are taken from mine Loid St Vin- 
cent’s, IS fiom mine, and is very fairly done without 
a scale If we arrange ^vell with the Danes, Lord 
Nelson will wish to pioceed with twelve sail of the 
line to Revel If so, I shall not I think be left out, and 
I am in hopes, on my return fiom this campaign, I 
shall obtain leave to go to Buckmghamshiie for a 
few days 

Thursday, 23rd April 1801 
Off Moon Island 

I was obliged to leave off wiitmg as the look out 
frigates made the signal foi seeing a strange fleet 
The signal was made immediately foi a geneial 
Chace, so that as you may imagine I became very 
anxious, on oui near approach we perceived The 
Swedish fleet at Anchoi in Carlsci ona consisting of 
seven sail of the Line and some fiigates, but so 
environed with batteries and guns, there was no 
probability of our being able to attack them We 
therefore hauled off from the Land and have ever 
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since been keeping to the Noithwaid of the Island 
of Bornholm Sr Hyde who is all kindness towaids 
me allowed the Ganges alone to anchoi off a little 
bit of an Island called Ertholmai, and I was all day 
yesteiday on shoie with the Goveinoi, who is a 
plain honest, stupid Dane This little Island, oi moie 
propeily these 7 little Rocks togethei do not cover 
more than a mile of Ground, and is inhabited piin- 
cipally by fishermen, there are nearly 1000 inhabi- 
tants, who seem very comfortably situated and the 
children are innumerable, one of these Rocks the 
largest is quite near another, so as to allow a floating 
bridge from one to the othei, and the water is so 
deep between them that a 74 Gun Ship might be 
hauled in The place is so barren that there aie only 
a few Gardens on it exactly like those you may 
recollect at Gibraltai, on the whole I was much 
amused with my Governor and a walk on shore did 
me much good, as I had been very unwell with cold 
and bile for some days before On my return on 
board I find a letter fiom the Captain of the Fleet 
saying Sr Hyde had received information fiom the 
Russian minister that matteis seem likely to be 
adjusted between the Biitish and Russian Courts, 
and infoimmg me at the same time he was pioceed- 
ing to Kioga bay, neai Copenhagen I am at this 
instant leading the Lee line, and near to the London, 
thus I think this Campaign, at least as far as relates 
to these Seas completely at an end, and you may 
expect I think to hear of oui letuin to England m 
5 or 6 weeks, our masts are so crippled that we must 
even if the wai continues remain some time m port 
and you may rest assured I will not go to sea again 
without seeing you and my little ones I suppose 
Swanbomne is quite gay now and that all your loses 
are nearly in blossom, I should like to peep m upon 
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you whilst you aie perambulating m your parteire 
and giving youi uncontiouled dnections I am quite 
annoyed to heai you have got some Methodist 
pieacheis in the Village, I wish they weie here foi 
an houi oi two I shall make a point of bowling 
them out of the line when I leturn I hope Eugenia 
received safe all the Music &:c I sent in by the 
Cruizer (too) and that ^ou were pleased at the 
account I sent you of oui action ojGF Copenhagen, it 
has given the Noithern Nations a gieat opinion of 
oui determination, and the Swedes are outrageous 
with the Danes for making an armistice with us, if 
we had had the good fortune to have fell m with 
the Swedish fleet at Sea it would have been gloiious 
for us, but I cannot help thinking it is highly im- 
politic in us to oppress either the Swedes or Danes, 
but the Russians if you please, and as much as you 
please Were you not lejoiced to hear that Paul was 
dead^ He and Robert^iere will meet in the next 
woild if they have their i ewai d, so much for politics 

I shall only say in addition that I believe we are 
geneially all well satisfied that this Campaign is 
drawing to a period, I think with satisfaction of 
meeting you soon with the dear little ones and 
lemain as always my very Dearest Woman

[The last of this senes of letters was from Cap- 
tain Thomas Fiemantle to the Marqms of Bucking- 
ham on April 22nd from the Ganges, off Moen 
Island ] 

My Lord, 

I wrote by Colonel Stewait, who left Copenhagen 
the 6th instant We remained in tlie Road until the 
morning of the 13th, when twelve sail of two-decked 
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ships weighed and ran through the Grounds I had 
brought the Ganges to draw only twenty-two feet 
two inches, and led the fleet the whole way We 
just touched ground once, but never stopped The 
Raisonable, endeavouring to pass us, struck the 
ground, but got off again before night It made me, 

I confess, very nervous to be running four miles m 
four fathoms and a half water, frequently in less 
The London got all her guns out, but struck hard 
several times, though reduced to draw only twenty- 
two feet seven inches She had knocked off part of 
hei gnpe Most of the ships touched, but I do not 
hear of any very material damage being done The 
whole squadron were at anchor m Kioge Bay at 
night, except the St George and Agamemnon 
The 16th, the wind continuing southerly, Lord 
Nelson left the Sf George and hoisted his flag on the 
Elephant The 17th we weighed from Kioge Bay, 
and on the 19th arrived ^ff the harbour of Carls- 
crona, where the Swedish fleet of seven sail of the 
line and some frigates were anchored Since which 
time the squadrons have been cruising between 
Carlsciona and the Island of Bornholm Yesterday, 
Sir Hyde received letters from Copenhagen, and 
among them, a notification from the Russian Minis- 
ter, that the differences between the Courts of Peters- 
burgh and St James's, were likely to be adjusted &c 
This has, I believe, determined Sir Hyde to return 
to Kioge Bay, where I conclude he will remain until 
he hears from England He has made the signal for 
letters, so that I am apprehensive I shall not know 
more until the vessel has sailed from the Fleet 
The ships begin to grow short of water, and it 
strikes me, that had we been under the necessity of 
proceeding to the Gulf of Finland, we should have 
been much straitened for it I anchored yesterday, 
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with leave, off the Small Island, on the rocks of 
Chnstiansoe, oi Entholmar, which lie to the north- 
ward of Bornholm The seven rocks together do not 
covei more than a mile, but should it evei be found 
necessary to send a Fleet of men-of-wai in these 
seas, we ought to possess ourselves of this island, as 
the top of them aie full of water pieserved m tanks, 
which by conductois may be bi ought down to the 
boats Besides which, two of these locks are so near 
each other as to make a harbour foi small vessels, 
and on occasion would seive to heave down a 
seventy-four gun ship — ^theie being twenty-six feet 
of water It is veiy strongly fortified, and contains 
moie than 1,000 inhabitants, who are all under mili- 
tary jurisdiction, and live in bariacks, They all fish, 
and vessels from hence are sent weekly to Copen- 
hagen, laden in the same way as the Dutch boats, 
with wells in them There is a light-house on the top 
of the rock, and it is«a place much frequented by 
English merchant ships trading to the Gulf of Fin- 
land 24th, I just return from the London The St 
George and Agamemnon touched m coming through 
the Giounds We shall, I expect, anchoi tonight in 
Kioge Bay, and if anything mateiial occurs befoie 
the vessel goes I will write again 

[Twenty-two days after the battle Fremantle 
received this lettei from Nelson, which is still at 
Swanbourne, and sent it home to Betsey ]

My Dearest Love, 

Youl letters of the 19th. and 23rd leached me on 
this day If you feel happy at hearing horn me, 
judge how gratified I must be at knowing of the 
welfare of you and my Dear little ones, indeed, it is 
a gieat saciifice being absent from those we so dearly 
love, but when we consider it is for the advantage 
of those who are so beloved by us, and is our duty 
to protect and provide for it will not beai reasoning 
with you, much as I wish to be with you, I am con- 
vinced it IS for my interest honor and reputation to 
be where I am, and 1 1 effect with heartfelt satisfac- 
tion on the happiness I shall enjoy when we meet 
again — and I cannot lepeat this too often 

I have just been performing as disagreeable a 
piece of duty as I think ever occuri ed in my service, 
namely being desired by S^r Hyde Parker to take on 
myself the caie and charge of removing poor Sir 
Thomas Thompson from his ship the Bellona to the 
Isis, in which ship he is to go home, figure to your- 
self the removing a poor man, whose leg is just 
amputated from the side of one ship and having 
him hauled up the side of another, his agonies were 
great, and it brought to my lecollection what I once 
suffered, and the never ceasing attention you showed 
me, let me at this distance once more thank you for 
that kindness and goodness of disposition with which 
you attended to me, and be assured that neither time 
nor circumstances can efface from my mind that 
benevolence which so strongly marks youi charac- 
tei and conduct Thompson is very ill, if any- 
thing can support him it is his spirits which are 
very good 

I went yesterday on shore m company with Foley 
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as attendants on Loid Nelson, who by direction of 
Sn Hyde has made an armistice foi four months 
With the Danes, so that we shall as soon as we have 
got some fresh beef and water proceed up the Baltic 
in quest of the Russians, who will not I daie say feel 
very bold after the example we have made of the 
Danes The Squadion are all refitted, and except 
the Monaich and Isis who will be obliged to return

You will have leceived I dare say the lettei I 
wrote you about ten davs ago from Peteisburgh, I 
could only there mention that I was well, as had 
I wrote anything of importance the letter would 
have been stopped, I left the Squadron under Sii 
Hyde the 26th of last month and in the Lynx sloop, 
ariived at Petersbuigh the 7th May I was e\ceed- 
mgly well received by Count Panin the Court Minis- 
tei and Piince Koiakm, the Vice-Chancelloi With 
the foimer I dined twice, with the latter once, during 
the tour days I remained at Petersburgh, I saw the 
whole of the Winter Palace, the Henmtage wheie 
the Museum and all the fine paintings are, I likewise 
went to see the Palace of the late Prince Potemkin, 
that of Oianienbaum where Petei was prisoned, and 
the Palace of St Micbel where the late Paul was 
sti angled, to relate you all the modes he had found 
out to tonnent and tyi anise over his subjects will fill 
a folio volume, and I am only sui prised to think he 
was suffeied to live so long The affair of his decease 
is much spoken of at Petersburgh where it is 
geneially spoken of and the conspirators pointed 
out, several of whom I had conversation with I am 
sorry to say that the Courts being in mourning, did 
not allow me to be presented to the new Emperor, 
who has the chaiacter of being a mild tractable 
young man, but with not sufficient fiimness of 
charactei to govern Russia as his giandmother did, 
he has, however, a very able counsellor in Count 
Panin who is the paiticular friend of Lord Whit- 
worth and Mr Gienville The Russian Fleet aie 
mostly laid up at Cionstadt, and have no idea of 
meeting us at sea, they are howevei putting the Port

in as defensible a state as can well be imagined The 
fleet fiom Revel left that place and arrived at Cion- 
stadt only a few houis before me I hope you con- 
tinued to write tho’ Foley must ha\e infoimed you 
I was gone to Peteisburgh Youis of the 19th April

In my opinion we must make oui peace with 
Russia, tho’ they seem to stickle a great deal about 
this amed neutrality, I met Loid St Helens in the 
Latona going to Peteisbuigh and as it is so much the 
inteiest of both countries to be at amity, he will I 
make no doubt make a tieaty with them, none of the 
English ships or seamen were leleased when I left 
Petersburg I can only add that I am well and satis- 
fied with my trip to Petersburgh, and the attention 
I receive fiom Lord Nelson is flattering beyond what 
I can name The insult of the Admiralty to my fiiend 
Sir Hyde is scaicel)/ to be named without feeling 
detestation to the person ^h.o occasioned his lecall 
in such a way as Tieason only could have lendeied 
necessary God bless you 

Ganges at Dantzig 10th June 
1801 

My Deal Betsey, 

Here I am again tiaveismg the Baltic fiom one 
end to the other, and I am quite giatified at having 
had an opportunity of seeing so much of this country 
in so short a time, 1 have ceitamly availed myself of 
what has offered, as I think it is not very probable 
a Squadron will be sent here again foi many years 
The manners of these Geimans I think more con- 
genial with the English than any I have seen in 
Europe I am much pleased at what I have seen but 
I don’t think there is anything that can induce me to 
come again Our conquest I may call it of Egypt will 
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I hope tend to make an advantageous peace if such 
a thing IS to be presumed, which I have very much 
doubt about Whilst the war continues I think there 
IS little probability of our living much together, how- 
evei, happen what will, I am lesolved to steal away 
foi a few days when we return to England which I 
calculate will be very soon Captain Otway in the 
London is heie with me and we have a very good 
society at the tavern on shore when we can get there 
I am quite well and the weather is so hot I have left 
off my flannel waistcoat I shall leave this place in 
four 01 five days 


Dantzig, 18th June, 1801 
You will find by the date of this letter I am still at 
tire place where we have made veiy little progress 
on account of the very bad weather we have had 
I have lived generally on shore and if I could have 
spoke German should Ijave been well amused Lord 
Nelson I just hear is just going home and is super- 
ceded by Admiial Poole I cannot imagine om 
Squadron will lemain in this sea much longei You 
must be aware that in coriespondmg by post one 
cannot say half what we are desiious of doing I hear 
there aie several letters on board the Admiral ship 
for us I expect many from you as I have not heard 
from Swanboume for some time past 

I know nothing of the opeiations of the Fleet, as 
I have been absent from them some time I shall 
only (say) that I am well, and that I leave this place 
in a day or two God bless you and the children and

twelve o’clock, with Eugenia and little Tom I went 
through Missenden, High Wycombe and Great Mal-

Portsmouth, 8th August Saturday Left Reading 
veiy eaily and was excessively well drove all the 
wa}/ through Winchester to Portsmouth, the countiy 
in Berkshire beautiful, and the harvest plentiful 
Met Fremantle in the stieet who showed us to oui 
lodgings which aie \ eiy comfortable He is looking 
very well and is not quite so fat as when he left us

after saunteimg lound the gaidens, we got a coach 
with foul horses a- breast, this with two sorts of Carts 
to carry Seivants and baggage conveyed us safe to 
Peteisburg, wheie we aiiived about one o’clock at 
the house of Count Panin Minister for foieign affairs, 
we weie stopped at least half a dozen times m oui 
journey at the diffeient poits to have our passes 
examd and on oui aiiival at the Baiiiei gate, tire 
Town Mayoi and an officer of the police were sent 
to receive us, and m this stile we weie conducted. 
Count Panin leceived me with great politeness, and 
having peiused the letteis of Sr H and Ld H 
seemed well satisfied of the good Disposition mani- 
fested by the Cr in Chief in letummg to Keoga bay, 
he begged me to dine and immediately went to wait 
on the Empeioi while we escoited as before took a 
Walk, and went into the Shop of Mis Hoy a great 
English house that sells evenjthing — Called m the 
Evening on an English Meicht Mr Wagnene who 
walked with us aiound the palace and showed us the 
outside of the Palace of St Michel — ^We returned 
home completely tired, I took with me McDonald a 
Mid^ of the Lynx, got a Valet de place named 
Fiedeiick took lodgings at an Inn called the London 
and hired a carriage with 4 horses The English were 
in great hopes my arrival fiom the fleet would cause 
the English ships to be released 

Sunday, lOth May Went in the morning to see 
the palace of Piince Potemkim, which is now con- 
verted into a barrack and the flooring &c totally 
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destioyed, the Garden which is quite in the English 
stile IS very pretty and laid out with much taste, but 
now much neglected Dined with Pi nice Rerakm 
About 30 people at dinnei everything in good stile, 
and well served Aftei breakfast we went to the 
Paiade, the Empeior and Giand Duke Constantine 
both there, The Troops very fine indeed. Many of the 
Consp'is weie pointed out to me on the parade — 
After dinner an officer was sent to acquaint us the 
Emperoi allowed us to see the Wintei Appaitments 
in the palace Went with him but saw nothing very 
remarkable Went home by myself and to bed as I 
was quite fatigued Called on Count Panin who was 
not at home 

Monday, 11th May Called in the morning on 
Count Panin, who mfonned me he should be leady 
to leceive me at h past 8 — at that time I received 
his directions for Sir Hyde and took my leave 
of him — None of the Bptish Seamen released, and 
the English Mei chant Ships decaying daily — Their 
Sails quite decayed and rotten for want of being 
aired 

28th August Friday All the Holloways, Otways, 
Lamberts, ourselves and a large party of Captains 
dined on board the Elephant, and Captain J Murray 
who anived this moining from Town and is going 
to join L Oiseau to which ship he is just appointed 
Danced on the quarter deck aftei dinner, I return 
early on shore with Fremantle, who was in better 
spirits about his ship 

Portsmouth, 4th Septr Fridvy The letters unfor- 
tunately only came at one o’clock, and to my surprise 
Fremantle writes his ship is detained at Portsmouth 
and wishes me to return with little Tom I made all 
the hurry I could but could not set out till after three 
o’clock, the distance being 65 miles I despaired to 
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ariive at night and I had no Servant — I thought it 
however a pity to stop on the road, and got safe to 
Portsmouth at a quaitei after twelve just before the 
gates were shut All the world was asleep at the 
Fountains Inn, but Fremantle who was in bed at our 
old lodgings opposite, heaid the cairiage and we 
drove to the dooi He was much pleased at my 
having come on as he fully expected me Deai little 
Tom was very good humoured dio’ kept up so late 
and not at all tioublesome m the carnage 
PoETSMOura, 6th Septr Sunday Dined at Adi 
Hallo ways, met Capt and Mis Lambert and Capt 
and Mrs Murray Mrs Otway has been a widow ten 
days, Capt Otway sailed with Capt Foley to join 
the Channel Fleet She does not seem au desespoii 
The fever has broke out again on boaid the Ganges, 
but the maimes are alone affected who first brought 
it in the ship 

‘‘Ganges’' St Hellens, 9th Septr Thursday Stayed 
the night on the Ganges with little Tom Came on 
shore at one o’clock, dressed, crossed the water to 
Gospoit, then went on m a post chaise with Fre- 
mantle to Ml Stowes’ country house, where we 
dined and stayed all night Fremantle enjoyed the 
country extremely, the Miss Stowes rather vulgar 
“Ganges” St Hellens, 10th Septr Friday Returned 
to Portsmouth after breakfast, and went with Mrs

Down House, 24th Septr Thursday Went in Lady 
Maiy’s gig to call on Mis Baker who was not at 
home, walked all over her house which is most com- 
fortable Called afterwards on Miss Beckford she 
is as pietty and unaffected as when I saw hei at 
Florence She show’d us her miniature paintings, 
they are most beautifully done Met her father out 
a shooting, he has \ ery much the look of an Italian 
Thev have not been ];etuined many weeks to 
England 

Down House 27 ih Septr Sundvy Went to piayeis 
at Blandfoid and afterwards drove out with Ly 
Westmoreland m her Bar outsell, she does not get up 
before one o’clock, as she complains of being very 
ill, she IS again breeding which greatly vexes her for 
she hates children and is every instant pretending 
to be in hystencks 

Down House, 3rd October Saturday No words can 
describe the universal ]oy which was spread on 
learning that Prehminaiies of Peace with Fiance 
were actually signed I was most truly delighted and 
the more so as it was an unexpected happiness 

Clxydon, 5th November Thursday I had a short 
letter from Fremantle of the 23id Octr and I was 
truly miserable to find he had been detached with 
four more ships from the Channel Fleet with sealed 
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orders, he was much out of spmts and did not expect 
to be at home foi ten weeks oi three months Mrs 
Fiemantle left us 

SwANBOURNE, 24th Novr Saiurdax" I was most de- 
lighted m receiving a very kind letter fiom Ld 
Buckingham to say the instant he had heard the 
Ganges had been detached fiom the Channel Fleet 
he had requested Loid St Vincent to recall Fre- 
mantle He assured him he did not even know he 
had been sent on this duty till he heard it from 
Admiral Cornwallis, and would recall him imme- 
diately Ld Buckingham says I may expect to see 
him very soon which is a great comfort to me Col 
and Mrs Fiemantle came to dinner, he is looking 
very well They think Emma and Chailes much 
improved Played Loo witli Mi Blick in the evening 

Stowe, 12th Deck Saturday Went to Stowe imme- 
diately after breakfast with Tom, who was paiticu- 
laily asked m two notgs fiom Lady Buckingham 
Met with a most kind reception No one else but 
Miss Macnamara, Mr Talbot and Loid Ebnngton 
The French princes arrived at about se\en o’clock 
— Monstem (late Count d’ Artois — the Prince of 
Conde and his son the Due de Bourbon Everything 
in great style for tliem, the saloon lighted up and 
band playing Prince of Conde is a chaimmg old 
man. Monsieur talks a great deal, but is pleasant 
enough, the Due of Bom bon seems more affected 
by their misfortunes than the others who seem to

Stowe, 26th Decr Saturday Lord Buckingham who 
IS all attention and kindness to me has pioposed to 
send Monday his carriage to Swanbouine to fetch 
Emma and Chailes, as he imagined I wished to see 
them, and should then have no excuse to shorten 
my visit Went m the garden chan to Buckingham 
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StowEj 1st Jany , 1802 Fridaa Mis John. Fiemantle 
heard that poor old Mrs Fiemantle continues in a 
very low way and seems to get weakei daily I fear 
she cannot live thiough the wintei Little Tom is a 
wonderful favourite, and most evcessively admired,

good Suppei, and C F drove us back half way but 
finding the wind too cold he readily gave up his 
office to Olleps who kept on his steady slow pace so 
that we did not reach Swanbourne till neai three 
Poor Tom has been unwell with a cold and fevei, 
Betsey was up with him almost all night We slept 
veiy well

10th July Sunday Capt Fremantle went to Stowe 
to take leave of Lord Buckingham, as he received 
to-day a letter from the Admiralty to announce his 
appointment to the Ganges and he is to take up his 
Commission at Portsmouth He really goes to sea 
^uite d contie coem as he was now so comfortably 
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settled here, and I feel not a little anxiety at being 
left alone with five such young children and so much 
to manage 

12th July Tuesday Fremantle made application for 
three Lieutenants who weie m the Ganges with him 
before, and they have immediately been appointed, 
which will be very pleasant for him He takes David 
with him, who is delighted to go to sea, oui Groom 
James, who has once been on that element and 
never wishes to encountei it again, lemains as my 
Seivant, we shall sell the saddle Horses, and tho’ 
the poor man is very awkward now I hope m time 
he will make a tolerable footman

Wednesday, 13th Juli Capt Fremantle was much 
affected during dinner and cried so that he was 
obliged to leave the roopi We were all \ eiy dull at 
the thought of his going away 

Thursday, 14th July After breakfast Capt Fre- 
mantle left us I need not nor cannot describe what 
I felt in taking leave of him Betsey behaved much 
bettei than I should have expected, pooi thing, I 
pity her sinceiely We worked the whole day foi the 
pool people and made a frock between us 

Friday, 15th July Justmia frightened me in the Night 
and woke me out of my sleep in telling me that she 
saw a man go to Tom’s bed I was greatly terrified 
At last, taking courage, I got up to encounter the 
ennemy which proved nothing else but Betsey’s

15th July Friday Mrs Hutchings called with her 
boy George, who is much grown but has not lost his 
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stupid look He brought me two Cocoa nuts, and 
assured me Capt Mackenzie and the Carpenter say 
the Ganges must be si\ months in Dock 
17th July Sunday This was Swanbouine feast and 
many fine white gowns, feathered and flowered 
bonnets and paiasols weie exhibited 
18th July Mondyy No less than eight oi ten Gipsey 
fiddlers, a tabor and fife paiaded the village 
High Street, Portsmouth, 24th July Sunday I left 
Sunbury at seven o'clock and came into the Ports- 
mouth Road at Ripley I found it dreadfully dusty, 
particularly from Godalmmg to Liphook, it was like 
a deep sand the colour of buck dust I suffered much 
from the heat and dust, as well as the poor children 
and arrived at Portsmouth quite fatigued at seven 
o’clock Fiemantle did not expect us so soon and 
dined at General Whitelocke’s, he came to drink tea 
with us The house he has taken is extremely small 
but tolerably clean and when we were a little settled 
we shall find it comfortable enough We were not so 
on our arrival, the children being cioss and tired, 
Nurse ill and obliged to go to bed wheie she was 
soon terrified at being attacked by a regiment of 
Bugs, and I could scaicely peisuade her to lay down 
again Fiemantle has written for our Cook to come 
diiectly

Thursday, 28th July Was veiy idle all day though 
I pietended to be busy with packing up, went to bed 
at past twelve, took a kind of farewell of my Dearest 
Sisters I regret much leaving them, but it is of no 
use to complain and I must conform myself to the 
will of heaven I shall find plenty fiiends at New 
Hall, who will make up in a kind of way for my 
disappointment of seeing so little of the persons I 
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love the best m the woild, ungiateful, I did not doat 
on theirs, they are all kindness to me May I one day 
be worthy of deserving all their goodness, it will be 
my chief Study, and goodwill will not fail I am sure 
I never felt so lonesome m parting with anyone The 
Cocoanut did not agree with me and its effects did

Friday, 29th July Set off very soon after taking a 
heartbieakmg leave of my Dear Sisters, may God 
giant them every happiness and blessing is my 
sincere prayer I betrayed gieat weakness and was 
quite vexed with m}/self foi tears are my abhortion 
even shed foi good motives But I generally have 
got over partings much bettei than this time Nelleh 
and we were very witty Allen dio\ e very well and 
got to town in good time After doing all the com- 
missions I went to bed-,eaily enough

Portsmouth, 30th July Saturday We were gieatly 
alarmed m the night, as Nurse came into my room 
saying the Watchman was crying out fire and on 
opening my eyes I saw an amazing blaze at the back 
of our house It appeared veiy near us indeed and 
we huiiied out of the house with the children, Nurse 
without shoes nor stockings, we went to a house the 
opposite side of the street, where we heaid the fire 
was in a timbei yaid in St Thomas’s Street, and tho’ 
near us we were m no danger at present W e could 
see it very plain, but fortunately it was m the course 
of an hour entirely put out and we returned to our 
house which we found m great confusion as every- 
thing had been removed to carry away had it proved 
necessary The house we went to was a wine mer- 
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chants, Mr White, whose wife and daughters were 
extremely civil to me and the childien I felt lather 
neiwous all day after this flight and walked to see 
the place wheie the hie broke out, it is in the midst 
of wooden buildings and it is wondeiful no greater 
damage was done One house and two stables were 
burnt, and two hoises and one dog burnt to death 
Portsmouth, 7th August Sunday I dined tete a 
tete with Justine, and went to walk on the walls, 
where we weie not a little surprised at seeing a great 
concouise of people on the beach, the yeomanry 
out, guns frequently hied, signals made, the telle- 
graphes at work and many sails in sight On enquir- 
ing I was told it was supposed the French were 
effecting a landing as numbers of tlie hat bottom 
boats were seen making towards the shore This 
created a veiy great alarm Fiemantle and his dinner 
Companions returned immediately fiom Badhamp- 
ston, and every precaution taken, as if really the 
French were approaching I felt much alamed my- 
self, but as everything appeared quiet towards 
twelve o'clock we went to bed in hopes some mis- 
take cieated tins gieat bustle 
Portsmouth, 8th August Monday I was very happy 
to hear this morning that a fleet of coasters who had 
been becalmed at the back of the Isle of Wight had 
occasioned our alarm, and that no appearance of an 
enemy remained to-day We spent this morning on 
board the Windsot Castle, Capt Bertie's ship, where 
we found a large party from Southampton, and 
sailed to Spitliead We had a cold dinner at Spithead 
and then leturned on shore 
26th August Friday I went in the morning to Haslar 
Hospital where Fiemantle was with Capt Vashon 
on a Survey Dr Linde showed us all over the 
Hospital which is a very fine building, with 2100 
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beds, all very clean and comfoi table and the bed- 
steads of Iron — ^tlieie are at piesent only 100 sick 
in it I went thiough one of the wards, and tho' 
theie vas but one man in bed it stiuck me as a 
melancholy sight 

2nd September Friday Aftei walking down to Mrs 
Holloway’s, who is going to-moiiow to Southamp- 
ton to attend Mrs Otway’s accouchement which is 
daily expected, Fiemantle diove us to the Camp at 
South Sea Castle and to Cumbeiland Fort, which is 
built by the Convicts, it is a melancholy sight to see 
so many wretches at work with heavy chains to their 
feet, and I was much shocked to discovei among 
them numbers of quite young Lads fouiteen or fif- 
teen years of age

Monday, 5th September A sad accident happened 
heie this morning which, shocked us all veiy much 
and particularly poor Mrs Bankes who was witness 
to it — she heaid sci earns and a violent noise in the 
stables, as she was walking in the garden, and imme- 
diately Hew to see from whence it proceeded, having 
at the same time the precaution to call foi assis- 
tance She found the Coachman under one of the 
Coach Horses coveied with blood, the animal most 
furiously kicking at him, while one of the footmen 
was standing by and thro’ extreme terror was unable 
to assist The horse was so wild and maddened, that 
it was some time before they could extricate the un- 
happy man from undei him — ^the Carpenter walk- 
ing ovei the side of the stall cut tlie hoise loose — ^by 
that time the Coachman’s skull was fractured in a 
most shocking manner, one eye nearly knocked out, 
and the use of one side quite gone — ^immediate assis- 
tance was sent foi, he was trepanned, and there is 
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a chance of his living altho' the suigeons do not 
ventuie to give hopes — ^this accident has shewn me 
several of the individuals of this family m a truly 
amiable light — as for Mrs Bankes, had the man 
been her own son, she could not have shewn more 
interest or bestowed more care 
Fkiday, 9th Septeaiber Mr Meeke went away this 
morning, and Ld Westmoreland left us for Dulish 
— ^We none of us felt in spints foi a Ball, the idea of 
a fellow creature stretched on the bed of pain and 
perhaps of death as the unhappy man is (who met 
with the accident), is well calculated to unfit one foi 
gaiety However we all set out this evening between 
eight and nine (foi Milton Abbey) which is about 
15 miles from hence We found tlie Ball already 
en tiain by the time we arrived, it was hot and 
crowded, and the whole county was there I soon 
got in spirits and driving all melancholy ideas out 
of my head, danced therwhole night Ld Doi Chester 
went carried about, from one loom to the other to 
do the honours of his fete but retiied early The 
suppei was laid out in the Gothic Hall, which had a 
charming effect Mrs Pickard was not well enough 
to come — there were many quizzes amongst the 
company, as must always be the case at a general 
county ball like this — Mrs Morton Pitt was not 
there (she is at Cheltenham) and poor Ld Digby 
look'd very much out of his element Neither Hoi ace 
Beckford nor Ld Rivers weie there — ^the men were 
not des plus elegans Ld Westmoi eland came from 
Dulish, as well as his bi other, Mrs Fane and Miss 
Strohne, the bnde elect of Mi Robeit Snow — ■ 
Captn Digby who was to have delivered a message 
to me at the Races, from Portsmouth, at length 
plucked up courage, and spoke — ^Mr Butler and the 
boys returned home — ^we slept at Milton 
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S\TURD^Y, 10th September Before we left Milton 
Abbey this morning, I admired the beautiful Gothic 
building, the many fine pictures it contains, the 
giounds about it, and the Abbey itself — only finding 
fault with Ld Dorchestei for planting fruit trees 
against the walls of the Abbey — I renewed acquaim 
tance with Ly Georgiana Buckley, who has been 
very beautiful — on our return home, we found the 
Coachman rather worse, but alive — Mr Smith came 
— I felt horribly tired 

Lord Doi Chester to my great surprise this morn- 
ing at bieakfast, was rallying Ld Digby m the 
coaisest mannei about Mrs M Pitt 

Betsey 

St Helens, 15th Sept Thursday Fremantle dined 
on board and came to us in the evening We met 
him on the sands, which is our usual walk He said 
the Prince of Wales drank si\ glasses of Cherry 
Brandy at Luncheon with a bottle of muld port 
wine, he sat at dinner till eleven then went to sup 
and sleep at the Commissioners 

21st Sept Wednesday It rained the greatest pait of 
the morning and blew hard at sea but it was pleasant 
on shore towards the middle of the day and I walked 
out a great deal with Fremantle, who missed for the 
first time visiting his ship as the weathei was to bad 
for a boat to come for him An Officer came in the 
evening with some orders which greatly worried 
him, as of the 80 men of the Goliaths he had given 
him a few days ago all the Seamen among them are 
to be sent to the Excellent His ship is not half 
manned and he will lay here probably a month or 
two longer 

25th Sept Sunday We all went on board the Ganges 
by eleven o'clock to prayers and to stay dinner 
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Fiemantle could not unfoitunatel) stay with us, as 
his signal had been made to go to the Admiral early 
in the morning and I £eai to receive ordeis to go to 
Sea His cabin is very comfoi table and nice and his 
ship getting in some order Mi Lond, Mr Kidd and 
Ml Burns (the Parson) dined with us Fremantle 
letuined at five o’clock — ^lie is oideied to get leady 
to sail as soon as possible, and Coik foi the present 
is to be his station He is going to-morrow to Spit- 
head and the Bi itannia is to take the Ganges place 
at St Helens These sudden oiders have upset all 
oui schemes and I shall take my depaiture for home 
early on Tuesday We returned on shore early having 
all been made stupid by this disappointment 
18th October Tuesday I begin to be half alaimed 
at the attempt to invade this countrv which is now 
daily expected to take place, and these hoind French 
are such despeiate wretches that I quite diead their 
attack, tho’ I trust it will pjrove unsuccessful Received 
two letters from Fiemantle 

Off Coik Haiboui, Sunday Night 
9th of Octi ,1803 

My Deaiest Love, 

Your letter of the 2nd came to me this day and 
I think you managed uncommonly well in making 
your Journey so soon and you need be undei no kind 
of anxiety about Charles who will not long remain 
stupid or hea\y with such lively Compamons as 
Tom and Emma, keep them as much m the air as 
you can and don’t bring them up to be delicate and 
tender Depend on it nothing will make them so 
healthy as exercise in the open air, and with such a 
beautiful parterre before you, there can be no 
danger There is one word in your letter which I am 
sure y ou will excuse me for taking notice of, as you 
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would prefei my doing it, to anyone else, it is 
unsatisfied instead of dissatisfied I am soiiy about 
my two Cape Sbeep, but I beg you will set Henley’s 
iieait at lest as I know it was not liis fault As to die 
pointer dog, tell Mi Robt Lowndes that as he was 
so good as to piocure 3t for me and I have no imme- 
diate occasion for it that I beg he will dispose of it 
among his sporting friends, of the Newfoundland 
dogs, I think you had better consult Henley, if the 
puppy given me by Mi Tookey seems to be promis- 
ing you had bettei give away the one at the farm, 
if not return the puppy with many thanks to Mr 
Tookey, and if he don’t want him give him to any- 
body I have been dunking tea without milk, and 
have had no new biead since we sailed besides tliat 
I find Martin a veiy bad maitie d hotel tho’ I believe 
a very good Serv^ant Would \ou believe that he 
gave me for dmnei fow dishes of meat (all I have 
every day) of Beef, Roast^at bottom, Stewd at top 
Beef Stakes one side and Beef steak pye on the 
otirer, this you agiee as a housekeeper was not good 
management, and obliges me to look moie to my 
menage Blacky is giown quite humble and is as 
stupid as a brute — My cook understands nothing 
but Roast and boiid but as he is young and I am 
no great Epicure I must continue endea\ouis to 
improve him

Tomoirow I expect we shall sail from hence Our 
station I imagine will be off Bantry Bay, wheie we

fowls half a Guinea a dozen I have got a nice Gow 
foi ten pounds and we begin to babe veiy tolerable 
bread, in short taking it all together I am much moie 
at my ease than I evpected to be, and as I must in 
every case have been separated from you u/hilst the 
wai lasts I am peihaps as well here as anywhere

Tuesday, 25th October Was very busy the whole 
morning putting up oui things and did not leave 
Swanbourne much before five The roads were 
intolerable, Betsey and Justina did nothing but cry 
out misencotde We at last leached Linford after 
tea we tiimmed our gowns and talked and laughed 
till past twelve, when Mrs Fiemantle and Mrs 
Cathcart arrived storming against a drunken Postil- 
lion who almost broke their necks driving them from 
Mr Piatts We stuff ed^own a chicken and were not 
in our nests before one

16th Novr Wednesday I received to-day a very long 
letter from Fiemantle dated 5th Novr m Bantry 
Bay, he is much pleased with his men and particu- 
larly with his officers who are so evtiemely attentive 
to him he says he never was so comfortable 

5th Novi 1803 Bantry Bay 
Tho’ I know I can trust you with ev erything, still 
at this moment I am not at liberty to state to you my 
conjectuies as to our piobable movements, suffice 
it to say that I feel myself perfectly satisfied in every 
respect, both with my situation, and the progress I 
make in the Ship, I have not lost a single man by 
desertion, and I hope that time and attention will 
establish that confidence with those around me I 
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wish, — I have got one o£ nay old boats Ciew to be 
Coxswain, and a little time will bring me comfor- 
table m that respect, — I am very glad to find you 
visit the farm daily, and that Music forms a part of 
your occupation and amusement You will I am sure 
consider that your conduct will foim a vei)^ leading 
feature to youi Sisters who are now living with you, 
and that you will not indulge them m Idleness, — but 
if there is any subject on which I feel diffident, it is 
that your kindness and affection for the Children 
will lead you to take too much care of them, believe 
me that nothing tends more to health than exercise 
and Air, and that the more they are out of the house 
the better I have this day been in several of the 
Cottages, where the poor wretches of Childien of a 
year and a half old take care of themselves, and are 
infinitely more healthy than any Gentleman’s Chii- 
dien I evei saw, if you Nurse them too much be 
assured they will evei ha^e cause to lament it, and 
that they will not be able to undergo the vicissitudes 
of this life, — If I thought any man could have a 
more leal oi sincere Love for his family than I have 
I should not have ventured to have expiessed what 
I now do Considei what your boys must undergo 
before they ariive even at Manhood, and I am sure 
you will agiee with me that it is not wise to bring 
tliem up too tenderly I shall conclude with the 
assurance of my sincere regard and attatchment to 
vou and yours, and that I remain youi most Affec- 
tionate husband and smceiest friend,

Sw XNBOURXE, 4 th Decr Sundxy We went to bed as 
usual at eleven o’clock and I had just got asleep 
when Eugenia came into my room and said there 
was an extraoidmaiy smoke using thiough the 
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boaids in hei room neai the fiieplace for which she 
could not account as she had been in the libiary and 
all seemed apparently safe I went with her and 
found her loom m a dreadfull smoke, we imme- 
diately called up the servants who on looking in the 
libiaiy chimney saw a blaze of fire at the back of 
the glass The carpenter, Henley and three other 
men were soon alarmed and came in a few minutes, 
the glass was taken down and the fire having by this 
time worked nearly through the stucco, tlie wall was 
bioke in and with pails of water safely extinguished 
It bore at one time a formidable appearance and I 
truly feared the house would have been burnt down 
The fire had reached the beam which supports the 
floor of the bed room above and Taylor said if it had 
remained half an hour unnoticed the room must 
have fallen in Eugenia and indeed us all had a most 
providential escape We went to bed again at three 
Eugenia behaved with 'most com age I was anxious 
for the children and Justine was frightened Harriet 
should catch cold 

SwANBOURNE, Xm^s D iY Su\T)\Y We had midnight 
Prayeis and a Reveiilon It rained most wretchedly 
and blew violently I had a letter from Fremantle, 
who had been on a short cruize m which they had 
dreadful weather and the ship was in great danger, 
they split every sail and ship’s head was completely 
washed away 


Ganges Bearhaven near Bantry 
24th November 1803 

My Dearest Love , — We have since I wrote you 
last been on a short cruize, when it blew hard the 
whole time and I was as sea sick and miseiable as 
my enemies could have wished me We are now 
however safe at an Anchor here and are already 
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joined by the Northumberland The Squadron is to 
be reinfoiced, and to consist of 10 Sail of the Line 
and Si Robt Caider to be the Admiral The 
Bnttannia Goliath and Piince of Wales are already 
named but what the othei two Ships will be I can- 
not guess — every day we get here I consider as 
autant gagne fiom the Wintei — I think you may 
now lest satisfied that Buonaparte will not venture to 
make a landing in England I am of opinion all his 
efforts will be exerted against this Country, which 
will m course keep us m continual hot water, — 
We have been veiy Sociable and pleasant whilst 
at Anchor heie, I am living in great habits of inti- 
macy and friendship with Captain Jervis and Lord 
Amelins Beauclerk, who are both very good fellows, 
— the formei you know lives quite en piince and we 
benefit much by his hospitality and good Cookery — 
indeed I think we all live too weU, but the occupa- 
tion of the Mind keeps m good health We have 
had a most unpleasant disorder laging in the Ship, 
namely a severe mflamation in the Eyes which has 
gone almost thiough the ship, it attacked me at first 
but slightly but as I did not pay attention to it and 
kept on Deck, I became woise and was so ill for four 
days running that I was obliged to have lecouise to 
Leeches, and to sitt all day with a bandage and 
Night Cap diawn completely ovei my eyes, the pain 
was not so gieat as you would expect, but the misery 
of not being able to go on Deck, or to read or write 
was more than I can describe to you, I am now 
neaily lecoveied but my eyes look very red and feel 
sore, — I was so ennuyed at my blindness, that one 
evening I made the Chaplain read me four Sermons, 
which alleviated my suffering for a time

My Deaiest Betsey, 

Disertion from the Ships here is so prevalent that 
not a man can be trusted on Shore I have hitherto 
kept so good a look out and am realy so well 
attended to by the Oflicers that not a Single Man 
has left us, this I do npt flatter myself arises from 
any regard the people have for the Ship but from 
the attention that is paid, and which occupies much 
of my time, and which is in Lent with many legula- 
tions I am making my principal source of amuse- 
ment — Yesteiday I gave a Seaman permission to go 
on Shore to be married to a poor woman who was 
attending the woman who sells slops and different 
articles to the people, they could not get a licence 
to many according to our worship as they were not 
residents, nor any Surrogate near, the consequence 
was they went to father O'Flaity tire Lady being a 
Jolly Catholic, who refused to unite them until after 
advent, but my Comrade the Sailor by name Jones 
m his way to the Village took a fancy to a younger 
and prettier girl, and begged to many her instead 
of his intended, this as you imagine has caused us 
much amusement and has proved a lucky circum- 
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stance foi the original bride who is a pool harmless 
ereatute that serves for two Guineas a year There 
aie two famous priests here, fathei OTlarty and 
fathei Mullahoon The former an old Drunken 
wretch who is completely the Governor of the lower 
Ordei of people We called on him at 11 o’clock in 
the moinmg and found him drunk and in bed, 
having as he said been at a Wedding the preceding 
night Father Mullahoon is of the social sort but 
much more the manners of the woild, and more the 
conduct of a gentleman The natives are almost 
savages, and have a species of low cunning that is 
incredible We are, however, well supplied by them 
with turkeys, poultry and potatoes which are abun- 
dant and cheap 


5th December, 1803 

I am lejoiced John Poulet has the liberty of hunt- 
ing and shooting, his visits to Buckingham will not 
lead him into good Company, I ha\e had a very civil 
letter from Macdonald desiring to sail with me in 
the Neptune, and I have wrote him for answer that 
nothing could give me greater satisfaction He seems 
to me to have selected a wife quite young enough 
for him I forget what James’s wages are, but I 
would not for two Guineas risque his leaving you, 
paga the good Servants the expense and trouble of 
changing is intolerable My menage is now^ rather 
better but the difficulty is to find sober people I 
have now for Maitie d’Hotel a Canadian who is 
sober and speaks French like a Native I am getting 
on lather better, the seivant who succeeded David 
was very badly wounded and continues still very 
unwell I would have you by all means give David 
a chaiacter for honesty and sobriety, it is the Women 
that turned that fellow’s head My Mothei must 
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have been in high fidgets at Fanny’s accouchement 
chez elle, I desire you vnll compliment Mrs Cath- 
cait foi me on this occasion You aie like me, I 
always think I do not half answer your letteis, which 
is true in part, but I have an excuse in being fre- 
quently so burned and having so little notice I 
should like to peep in upon you all sitting over the 
fire and quarrelling for places, I suppose Eugenia 
does nothing but loll in my large chairs 
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Betsei 

SwANBOUENE, 13th Februari Mondaa Ladv Buck- 
ingham anived soon aftei nine o clock with Loid 
George, Lady Mary and Mr Martin Webieakfasted 
in the Library and she admiied much the House 
She saw all my brats and was very civil to old Mrs 
Fremantle who had not seen hei for some yeais She 
left us at eleven and the moment she was gone I was 
busy m clearing my loom for this evenings dance,

Monday, 4th February I never laughed more than I 
did for Justine received a love letter from Mac- 
donald, the most sentimental which ever could be 
written, in which he acknowledges a passion makes 
her an offer of his heart &c Aftei they were gone 
we told this to Fremantle who was as much amused 
as we were, we intend taking no notice of it, and he 
returns on Wednesday The Man must be a com- 
plete idiot 

Thursday, 7th Februart Macdonald came and looks 
more foolish than ever, he leally seems mad and 
does not know what to do, both Justine and I cut 
him completely 

Saturday, 9th February That monster departed 
aftei breakfast and looks quite disgusting 

[Fiemantle received from Lord Ongley an enchan- 
ting evample of the use and abuse of patronage ] 

1 have received,' Lord Ongley wrote, ‘a letter 
from a J P of the County of Bucks, desiring me to 
let a thief, who is now in Bedford jail, letum to his 
place where he is much wanted He was only sent 
there last Monday at the finish of Quarter Sessions, 
and his punishment was by a mistake more lenient 
than was intended The J P admits the man highly 
culpable, and I confess I feel surprised at his wish- 
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mg a man to return to his place whom I was not only 
^obliged to discharge foi imning my gaiden but also 
to prosecute as a thief It is said that the man is 
paiticulaily missed at this season at Hartwell that 
IS impossible, for a woise gaidenei and gi eater 
scoundrel does not e\ist during his stay I scaice had 
vegetables enough for the family and had I been at 
home this winter I must have pui chased them As 
to fruit, cucumbeis and the like, it was out of the 
question he sold the cucumbers and made all tire

Wednesday, 13th February I was very busy the 
whole morning, we dressed earlv and at four left 
this We found the Papa and Miss Poulett m the 
room and soon after Lucy and Johnny made their 
appearance We had a very good dinner I sat 
between the General and Miss Poulett John sat at 
the bottom of the table looked ugly having cut his 
hair so short on his forehead We did not remain 
long at table and retired to the drawing room We 
told the Miss Pouletts everything about Macdonald 
at which they were gieatly amused Lucy gave me 
a number of patterns and drawings, and we both 
went up to tiff and had a long conversation in her 
bedroom She told me of a plan which John had 
settled, and which was so ridiculous that I laughed 
a long while about it Jane and Charlotte looked very 
nice and the latter particularly pretty, Veia likewise 
etoit tres joh, at about nine we set out Betsey Miss 
Poulett and Justine in Betsey’s carnage, Lucy Vera 
and me m General Poulett’s, and the General with 
John went m a Hack I was meiiy the whole way 
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talking over old aflEans Miss Beecher did not dine 
with us under pretence of being too unwell Ao 
come down The loom at Buckingham was very full, 
and we had no sooner enteied the room, but Mac- 
donald in full Uniform came Eying up to me to 
remind me of my engagement, he looked just like 
a Corporal, and I could have thumped him My two 
first dances were stupid to a degree which was not 
supportable My two next with John were much 
better, I then danced with Robert Lowndes, who 
kept teazing and plaging me the same as usual We 
went to suppei at one J begged me to let him sit by 
me but I could not as I had piomised Lucy to be 
by her and I danced with Robert it was theiefore 
impossible foi me to alloio that honor, he sat by the 
two Miss Chaplins, to whom he hardly spoke I was 
stupid enough at the top of the table General 
Poulett was elected Stewart for the next ball which 
is to be on the 13th of March, I am quite mad about 
it and could ciy with vexation I danced with J after 
supper, and lested two dances talking to him, and 
then we closed the ball with Sir Roger de Coverly 
when I danced it again and it was five befoie we 
left off Macdonald behaved like a Jack Ass and pro- 
\oked me a great deal, he would hand us in the 
carriage J promised to call soon He was particu- 
larly diole to me and told me of all his mechancetes 
It was near seven before we got to Swanboume I 
was tiled to death and sleepy beyond measuie there- 
foie delighted to get to bed 
Fridxy, 22nt) February John Poulett called at one we 
weie out when we heard the bell but soon returned 
he bi ought me a nice note from Lucy which I 
answered and then walked round the garden with 
him and Justine He was come all by himself and 
notwithstanding his father having strictly forbid 
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any horse going out of the Stables The General was 
gone %o Aylesbury but was to be back by thiee John 
told us ail his Misfortunes, and I pity him most 
sincerely — really to be kept in the way he is at the 
age of sixteen is a most cmel thing, he quite made 
us dull with all the things he told us I was left a 
minute alone with him m the Garden, Justine went 
to fetch Macdonald's letteis, but he like a wise boy 
nevei said tlie last word to me He is m hopes of 
going to town, but Alas^ I know not what to say 
about it except that I wish it most sincerely He 
made a number of awkward excuses for not shewing 
himself on Tuesday, but I can see threw it, and can 
easily guess the motif which induced him to act so 
He left us at half past two, and I hope he may not 
be found out 

Friday, 8th M arch Sn Thomas Troubridge and other 
Bucks called We went out m the Camge and to 
my ]oy and great sui-pri^e Justine declared she saw 
John Poulett walking Ann in Aim with Major Talbot 
m Bond Stieet, I thought she was playing me a 
trick but on our return home we found he had really 
called I am so delighted that I haidly know what 
to do Betsey wrote them a note to invite them for 
Sunday but they answeied saying they could not go 
out befoie Monday I am very soiry, but I must not 
grumble as tlieir coming to town is i eally a thing I 
did not expect m the least 

Friday, 22nd March John at last called at twelve and 
made himself tolerably amiable^ his Sisters came 
whilst he was xn the room The General has a dread- 
full inflammation on his eyes and cannot go out of 
town, this gives me real delight We heaid of poor 
Colonel Fremantle’s deatli Mrs Wiseham payed a 
tremendous visit, and Betty Moigan likewise John 
and I laughed much about the Old Maid We called 
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foi the Pouletts at nine and made our entiee at Lady 
B's togethei I remained with them the whple even- 
ing Deace was theie and so many people I knew 
that it was quite ridiculous Lord Southwell spoke 
to me the whole evening, a thing qui rendit mon 
Jean un peu jaloux ainsi il fit la meme chose avec 
Fanny Talbot 

Wednesday, 1st May The chimney sweepeis begun 
their gambles and proved rather troublesome I did 
not go out in the evening to lest £oi to morrow 
Viganoni and Con came 

Thursday, 2nd May Sir Jonathan Lovett, Sii Wilham 
Young, Admiral Beikeley, General Hastings and a 
Mr Hanford dined with us Betsey and Eugenie 
went to Giassinfis benefit We looked very smart in 
our sarsenet Gowns and at nine Mrs Lloyd called 
for us Ml Lawience the famous pamtei and the 
handsomest man m London was of our party I 
nevei remember seeing a greater number of quizzers 
than we witnessed All the hair dressers shoe makers 
and taylors of London weie invited The women 
weie terrible I danced very little feeling tired and 
nayant aucune emulation pas comme je sentois a 
Stowe ou a un bai de Buckingham My partneis 
were the ugliest men in the room especially one 
who was very like me and sported a smart pair of 
spectacles on his nose The suppei was quite mag- 
nificent, and altogether very well managed We 
departed at four, I was not much tired, as I really 
did not enjoy it sufficiently to induce me to figure 
away with a horrid quiz

Tuesday, 7th We dined at Mrs Douglas, Fremantie 
came home to dress to go with us but just received 
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a Letter from Lord Gailies (who is now one of the 
Lords«of the Admiialty) to inform him Ld Baiham 
had this day appointed him to the Neptune 98 guns, 
which IS coming into Plymoutli in a few days I fear 
he will be obliged to join her very soon 
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[Fiemantle had indeed to leave soon, and at the 
summers end was Trafalgai Betsey had not lealised 
how terribly near Fremantle's departure was, but next 
day enteis the following ] 

Wednesday, 8th May We were veiv busily employed 
in preparing for om little Concert — & poor Fre- 
mantle m getting information about his ship & 
making arrangements for his departure He dined 
at his Brothel William's & came to our music late 
Diagonetti dined with us another verv good second 
violin & Bartolozzi came to play Quatuois & accom- 
pany Our company did not come till neai ten & the 
party was very select & brilliant — about 130 m all 
The Amateur performers were Mrs W Jeimngham 
on the Harp, myself on the Piano, the Che\ alier La 
Caema who reallv sung delightfully, Mis Peploe, 
Miss Fanny Coinewall, Eugenia & Mr Mercer We 
had asked all our best acquaintance & veiy chari- 
tably left out the Quizzes Our party ended very dis- 
mally as after every body was gone poor Fremantle 
who had looked very unhappy all the evening 
announced to us he should be obliged to sett out 
to moiiow foi Plymouth to join his Ship I wish he 
had not been employed so soon but at any time it 
happen’d I should have disliked it, therefore it is 
perhaps better while we are in Town than had he 
left after my letum to Swanboume 
Saturday, 11th May I heard to day from Fiemantle 
from Portsmouth where he made every aiiangement 
about his Wine & Cabin Furniture, & expected to 
get to Plymouth to monow. His ship is quite ready 
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for sea, so that he will sail immediately We all 
stayedi*at home, I feel low & not quite well 
Monday, 13th May Piincess Sophia again asked foi 
Tom & Emma to go to her to morrow morning to 
the Queens House with Miss Hervey I went this 
evening with my sisters & two Miss Cornewalls to 
Crame/s benefit It was veiy well attended & a 
good selection of music Mrs Bilhngton played a 
Lesson on the Piano with Cramer remarkably weU 
Tuesday, 14th T om & Emma were very much pleased 
with their visit to the Princesses & weie taken to the 
Queen, who admued Emma, but said her shoes did 
not do justice to her foot & that she should send her 
shoemaker to make her two pair Princess Sophia 
gave Emma a necklace and fan & Tom had some 
trifling present likewise

Friday, 17th May, I^eptune, off Ushant I 
begin my journal with saying that I have passed as 
miserable a day and mght as I could well expect, 
tho’ I have no particular reason why that should be 
the case as everything goes on very smoothly — 
have just met the Lotus returning into port but as 
I wrote yesterday I shall not communicate by her, — - 
Oh, Night, I am just going to bed having walked 
myself quite tired, I have been worrying a parcel of 
fellows cleaning my cabin not before it was wanted, 
— Saturday, 18th, I dined with Young Hastings 
only on a fowl and some salt pork, as tnste as a 
gentleman need to be I get rather more seasoned 
to my misery, but feel the want of furniture and 
linen, — propos, you should caU upon Mrs Cun- 
ningham who is a relation of Lord Carysford's, make 
le gentil to her as her husband has been very atten- 
tive to me, — I think she lives at No 17 m Harley 
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Street, 20th All misery, it is now blowing veiy hard 
and I am sea sick, — ^You know that Capt Cunmng- 
ham IS a Commissioner of the Victualing, — I dined 
with Sir Ch T Cotton on board the San Josef, the 
day before yesterday there I met George Mai tin and 
some old acquaintances. Lord Gardner was very 
gracious, but I saw him only for a short time, Mrs 
Martin was waiting foi hei husband at Plymouth, 
I don't see much prospect of this meeting, — ^he very 
honorably gave me up my 7 midshipmen which 
makes me feel somewhat more at home, tliey have 
all behaved very well, — This morning a Squadron 
of nine sail of the Line under Adml Collmgwood 
left the Fleet, for some place, where we have to 
leain, — The Loire frigate joined us yesterday and 
made the signal for having been chased by 5 sail of 
the enemy's ships, I hope Adml Collmgwood is 
gone after them, the wind is now favorable for our 
Squadion and will hiij.der the french getting into 
their own ports, we want something to raise the 
spints of the country, — I wrote a few days ago to 
Mr McArthur the Agent for the Toulon pnze money 
desiring he would pay it into the hands of Mess 
Morland & Co whenever it becomes due, I should 
imagine that will be the case in a week or two, — I 
am certainly to return to Plymouth soon that the 
ship may be paid, and I have great satisfaction m 
saying that I continue perfectly satisfied with any 
appointment my mind hangs constantly towards you 
and your children, and I am at times so low I cannot 
hold up my head, this sort of ennui and indolence 
makes me as bilious as possible and the want of the 
ordinary comforts deprives me of the society of my 
Officers entirely, — envy you your occupations at 
Swanbourne how I should have enjoyed a month 
there and making all my little arrangements, my 
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only hope is in a peace, which I trust in God may 
be brought about through the mediation of Russia, 
These french Rascals w3l never come out and fight 
but will continue to annoy and wear out both our 
spirits and constitutions — ^If I judge right here is 
a cutter coming that will bring me something from 
Cork Street, pray let me hear from you regularly I 
beg — Remember me most affectionately to all your 
sisteis kiss all the children for me and believe me 
ever most faithfully and truly yours,

May 23rd, 1805 

Off Ushant 

My Dear Tussy, — 

I wiote to you only this day a sdrt of pitiful letter 
which I had not time to finish, I began again in 
order to be in readiness tp avail myself of the fresh 
opportunity that occurs The weather has been so 
cold all day that I am coddling myself over a fire, 
which IS better company than none, I get on quietly 
and comfortably, and have already found out a great 
deal moie care in a tliiee decked ship than one of 
two, — my low spirits are excessive and I do nothing 
but take snuff and read Shakespeare, when I am off 
the deck, — ^thank you my dearest woman for your 
attention m sending me the newspapers, I had wrote 
to Richard Butler on the subject, — I could wish to 
have the Morning Post Morning Chronicle and Cob- 
het, settle it with Richard Butler on a sure founda- 
tion, to be permanent y and have them directed 
for me at Mr Kent's, you can't think how much 
I enjoy these periodical papers, and daily ones, — 
6th June — I this instant receive your very interest- 
ing letter of the 1st of May, everything contained 
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therein is so very much as I could wish it to be that 
I have no comment to make on it The Toulon prize 
money rejoices my heart, there is £ 2114 to be paid 
on account for what I borrowed, the rest is to be 
placed to my account and you will do the needfull 
with it, Stephens the Upholsterer must be paid as 
soon as convenient — Turner at Portsmouth has been 
annoying me to pay him £ 200, I wish my mother 
could spare me as much just now, as I can’t beai 
owing so much to him, I think I shall muster courage 
and write to him some of these days 
I am quite flattered at the King and Queen’s atten- 
tion to my childien, it will quite turn Mrs Emma’s 
head, how I long to see you all, but — 

I am getting the curtains up in my cabin and am 
at last making myself as comfortable as circum 
stances will allow me to be, indeed I am quite 
reconciled to my ship inasmuch as that I prefer her 
to any m the Navy — acknowledge I am glad your 
nurse is not going to leave you, I hate new faces, — 
David’s head is woise than ever, he has left my 
mustard pot in London, and missed three coats on 
the road, the latter I have got, and will get some sort 
of a mustard pot at Plymouth, a propos I wish you 
would send me nine yards of livery lace with some 
small buttons, I want to make 4 jacketts for my 
boys, the cloth I can get at Plymouth, — I must con- 
clude immediately, give my best love to your sisters 
and peepers to the brats,

Friday, 14th June It rained all day nothing but bills 
to pay, I remamed at home without stirring once 
Saturday, 15th June We afterwards went to the 
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Opera and to our sorrow had again La Clemenza 
Paul ahd Virginia pleased me as much as last tune 
We only had the Second Act of Ossian and when 
the Green curtain fell down, being only 20 minutes 
past eleven a scene of not took place which per- 
fectly astonished me The Beaux in the pit clapped 
for some time that the entertainment might con- 
tinue, but upon nobody makmg their appearance 
they jumped upon the stage tore down the curtain 
and scenes, broke every instrument, threw chairs at 
the chandeliers, in fine the whole house in a few 
minutes was left in total darkness We remained 
quiedy in the box attended by Mr Salisbury and 
Tom Smith, and got away very well a long time 
before this scene of vulganty ended Kemble was 
collared and obliged to make an appology and the

Saturday, 15th June I ne\ er witness’d such a Shame-

done damage for at least £/500 — one gentleman 
had his arm broke — I only wonder the house was

I just receive your letter of the 4th, which you 
have the modesty to say contains nothing, I on the 
contrary think it contains everything as I am assured 
of the health and happiness of all 1 hold dear m the 
world, indeed I think it most interesting, and you 
can have no idea how an arrival revives and com- 
forts my spirits which are not so good as they used 
to be, m fact I am by po means so comfortable in 
point of acquaintance on board as I was m the 
Ganges, altho’ I have no very serious cause to be 
dissatisfied, the duty does not go with the same good 
humour, where there is not a mutual understanding, 
and I don’t see how it can be amended, my only 
consolation is in the recollection that au dernier 
resort, I shall have the happiness of leturning to the 
arms of the most affectionate wife, and children any 
man can be blessed with, I am horribly worried at 
times with ennui and bile, and still I flatter myself 
I am getting more reconciled to this dog’s life The 
times appear to me getting worse daily, and I am 
really quite a croaker about them, — in looking over 
my books I find the cypher you and I used to corre- 
spond with, tell me if you have got yours, as circum- 
stances may occur that may make it necessary for 
me to commumcate in that way — 11 o’clock the 
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wind increases and I am getting sleepy, Good night, 
5 shallmot seal this up perhaps for some days, — 
16th tlie signal is made for weekly accounts and 
I will venture this altho’ it contains nothing very 
material, I have not yet got eithei my linen or my 
mahogany writing table, Mr Kent writes me, he 
shall keep them until the Neptune arrives in port so 
that I am absolutely at this instant without a table 
cloth a towel or a clean shirt

My Deal Tussy — 

Today we have been pitching about a great deal 
and I have a most complete fit of the bile which I 
have been endeavouring to get fid of by drinking 
large portions of lemonade, but I am still stupid and 
heavy, I am very considerably annoyed to find you 
do not get my letters so soon as other people I can- 
not account for it as you are peifectly aware I never 
let any opportunity of writing to you escape, nor 
have I at any time ever wrote to Lord Buckingham 
without writing to you, I am sure I need not say 
more to convince you of the truth of what I have 
stated, and I should be miseiable if I thought you 
could for a minute suppose I was wanting m that 
respect indeed my Dearest Woman you and my 
children employ many houis of my thoughts every 
day, and I build castles m the air, and fancy a bun- 
dled things that I hope may be realised, be assured 
my whole happiness is centered m you and yours, 
which I trust you are fully pursuaded of, — 

I received yesterday a very kind letter from Lord 
Buckingham, dated the 13th consequently only 4 
days from town, with it a newspaper containing the 
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debates on Lord McCodle's business, which was 
very interesting to us We have had some change^ m 
the order of sailing which pleases me, and is not 
wortli evplaimng to you, — 

If I judge right you will be tomorrow or next day 
on the road to Swanboume bag and baggage, what 
an undertaking almost equal to the constructing of 
a 2d rate 

[Yet anothei follows hard upon the last ] 

Saturday night, 22nd June 1805 
My Dear Betsey — 

My letter of this days date you will have received 
eer this, but as I am not very sleepy, I will converse 
with you five minutes before I retire to tire gentle 
arms of Morpheus, you see I am poetical, you can 
have no idea bow anxious I am to have your next 
letter which will m course be from Swanboume, — 
You have not said one word about the carnage, 
whether it is well fitted oi to your liking, — if I knew 
Eugenia’s address I would certainly have wrote her 
a long letter, I am occupied a great deal just now in 
leading a new novel called Family Seaets, it is 
a compound of unnatuial occurrences but being 
embarked on it, I am doomed to wade through five 
volumes, it belongs to the Pursei’s steward My will 
which I was so anxious to have finally ai ranged, has 
been received by Mr Baxton, who has by my duec- 
tion deposited it with Lord Buckingham’s at Mr 
Box’s the banker at Buckingham, should anything 
happen to me I tmst my Deaiest Woman you wih 
feel satisfied with the arrangements I have made 
for you and yours, it will prove were it necessary to 
add that proof of the sincere regard, as well as of 
the high opimon I have of your good qualities and 
understanding, it is the most consohng as well as the 
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we aie'doomed to suffer, to reflect on the sweetness 
of your disposition and your unvaried attention and 
kindness to me and your children, but I will drop a 
subject on which I assure you I could enlarge, but 
it is too melancholy to indulge m, — These cabins 
are so large, that two wax candles are not perceived 
in them, it gets late I shall therefore wish you a good 
mght altho' I think you are by this time in bed with 
the little Emma, as fast as a dormouse — 

Monday night 24th all yesterday I was worry- 
ing to make my people more cleanly, I dined in the 
Wardroom and went to bed rathei eailier than usual 
with a fit of the bile, — This morning I got up early 
and have been the whole day with all hands setting 
up the rigging and putting matters to rights, — The 
Rolus IS arrived from Plymouth add newspapers, of 
the 21st No letter from Mrs Tussy, but I had one 
so lately that I did not expect one, a letter to Nagle 
from his agent mentions a change of Government 
and that Lord Grenville is to be first Lord of the 
Admiralty, and Lord Spencer to go to Ireland, I 
can! flatter myself this can be true, — 

Tuesday night 25th today the Glory with Rear 
Admiral Sterling joined us from Portsmouth and the 
Ville de Pans is gone to Plymouth foi some purpose, 
I hope it IS not to bring Cornwallis here, he is so 
unaccomodatmg there is no getting papers or letters 
when he is m command, I have got everything except 
my Gigg which is still at Portsmouth, the two fngates 
that were at Weymouth last year and will I conclude 
go there this summer are now with us, my message 
IS rather better than it was, mais mes gens sont si 
extravagants quMs ont mange ou vole plus d un hvre 
du The chacque semain, c'est trop cela n est pas ma 
Betzi, et coute un demi guinea le livre, diable, I 
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have had a letter from the d — d copper people for 
£ 2 10 I wish you would pay the rascals and have 
done with them — Jmny Jinny Jinny Jinny Jinny, I 
think very much of that dear girl, who is certainly 
a very different character from you, I could find 
in my heart to write her a saucy letter if I was not 
afraid, but I am cold and tired, and to bed I shall 
go, so good-night again, I shall not send this away 
until I can find enough to fill two sides more — 

I am sorry the poor Mace is dead but I can t cry, 
her value was not great, and our accidents of that 
sort are not in general very numerous, I should be 
sorry if anything happened to the coach horse, you 
must spare the hack horses when you get home as 
much as you can, }.ou don't tell me whether the 
waggon bi ought Mrs Jns Fremantle's things to Lon- 
don, — I am afraid my dear Betsey you had drank a 
little too much when you wrote, for you talk of Mr 
Butler's bill that was enclosed, of Lord G Grenville's 
letter that was enclosed, neither of which have I 
evei sett eyes on, but patienza, I should have liked 
to have seen the latter, because you say it was amus- 
ing I forgot to tell you I have got my tootli brushes 
and powder 

23rd There is a signal flying for letters and tlio' 
it IS only two days since I wrote you as you are a 
good little girl and that I know my letters make you 
happy I shall send this off, — ^Malheur, the only poor

turning the Miss Pouletts were just coming — ^We 
stopped and I got m their carriage and they took 
my place and I had a very pleasant journey home 
talking the whole while, they remained some time 
with us and after making us promise to dine with 
them on Thursday — They departed — I gave Lucy 
a little cat and she is to give me a Ganary — ^John was 
to inspect the volunteeis and was not of the party 
here — ^he declares he never will call here if his 
Sisters discover his intentions — ^Lucy played him a 
trick about the famous promise — ^We walked out 
almost the whole evening

I am in hopes of getting a very famous band, 
who have offered themselves to me, they are the 
2nd Devonshire Militia band, the Regiment being 
reduced, I hope I shall get them, tho I shall not cry 
if I do not as it will certainly lead me into some 
expense, as I go on rarely with my Ship and if I 
succeed in my band, I shall indeed be en grand 
Seigmeur 

I have been on board all this morning and am so 
pleased not a Complaint of any sort, and a sober 
good boats crew who begin to creep into my ways 
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and good graces Mr David is more idle eveiy day 
I must get rid of him soon I cant write a;iy mwe, 
for I am tired and worried a little, God bless you all, 
peeper the dogs for me ever aflFectionately yrs

My Dear Betsey, 

I am just come m from the Dock yaid, and the 
weather is so sultry that my hand shakes so much I 
can hardly hold my pen , — 1 shall not be sorry to go 
to sea again, which I think will be about the 2nd 
or 3rd of ne\t month, and we shall go I understand 
first to the Fleet and from thence off F errol, — think 
any place better than being with Comwalhs, I shall 
be with Sir Rob Calder who has now a very large 
fleet with him ^ 

I dined yesterday with Adml Sutton and went 
afterwards to a baU given by the Lieut Governor 
at the Citadel, it was gay and elegant enough with 
all the principal people, but still I did not enjoy it 
in the least, I was the only person that did not 
dance, — I think I shall get my ship fitted out well 
which is no small consolation, — am going to dine 
with Commissionei Fanshaw today he has a very 
large family of amiable daughters, I believe four 
married and four single, who do you flunk I met at 
Genl England’s ball, but the Miss Stephens’s whom 
you must recollect quite children with then mother 
in Corsica Elba and Gibraltar, the youngest who was 
then an infant is now literally as tall as me, I talked 
a great deal with them the eldest is married to a 
Major of Artillery 

I am afraid I shall be disappointed about getting 
my band of music, as I have not heard from the man 
since I wrote you — this new fitting out will cost me 
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a great deal ot money but I can’t help it, I wish to 
fieavep’s the war was over and I was safely landed 
at Swanboume, — pray continue to wiite twice a 
week, I shall want every sort of news more than 
ever — 

I am really so tired witli the heat and setting up 
so late last night tliat I am quite stupid, I promised 
to spend the evemng with the Miss Stephens’s on 
Sunday, and I dine with Mr Kent and his five 
daughters the same day 

Adml Young is very civil to me, as is also Sutton, 
but the terror of perhaps four months at sea does I 
confess not afford much prospect of real happiness, 
howevei I am so much better off than many of my 
neighbours that I must not repine. Whilst you are 
confined, I know Harriet will have the kindness of 
corresponding with me, Eugemas letter is gone to 
sea, I shall find it when I join the Fleet, kiss all the 
dear children for me my Dearest Woman, and 
believe me evei most affectionately yours

TjRSDAY, 15 th August I walked through the rooms 
which are all finished & have a very splendid 
appearance, tlie appartment fitted up for the Duke 
d£ Clarence is very handsome m the Egyptian style, 
& quite a State Bed put up for him, which is 
3 xtremely elegant The Portico is quite an orange 
grove, being filled with orange trees in the finest 
olossom and green House plants We had a sort 
Df dinnei at three o’clock as the Pnnce was not 
3xpected till eight, but he arrived much sooner than 
vas expected & made his appearance soon aftei 
our o’clock when Buckingham was alone ready 
o receive him He brought with him the Duke of 
I]larence, Mi Fox, Cofi Calcraft and Major Bloom- 
leld The Duke & Dutchess of Bedford arrived a 
ittle before him We all met at half past five in the 
state Gallery where we stood m a formal circle for 
m hour before dinner was announced — the going 
nto dinner was no less formidable, the Band was 
ilaying in the Saloon above, & there was two rows 
)f Servants m their full Livenes & valets de Chambre 
n dark blue Coats covered witli Gold Lace I con- 
rived to get to the side Table where I sat more at 
ny ease The Princes table was layed for forty & we 
vexe about 18 more at a Side Table Nothing could 
xceed the splendoui & magnificence of the Dining 
oom especially when the candles weie lighted We 
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had music in the evening in the State Drawing room 
^ my performance met with great success 
Friday, 16th August We breakfasted at eleven m 
the State dz awing room where two tables were 
layed The Pnnce walked afterwards with Ly Buck- 
ingham to the Flower Garden, & was drove by her 
in the Garden Chair, The Duke of Clarence with 
Lord Buckingham followed m another, they returned 
at two when all the equipages & Horses came round 
to the North Front, two Barousches & six, several 
with four Horses, besides Curricles They all drove 
in the Park, I did not like to venture for fear of 
fatiguing myself Dined at six & soon after nine, the 
Grotto being illuminated & the greatest concourse 
of people possible being assembled m the gardens, 
we all followed the Prince m Procession to the 
Grotto, among the shouts of th^ multitude, who 
crowded so much upon us we had some diflSculty m 
reaching to the destined spot, which had the appear- 
ance of enchantment, the Grotto & surrounding 
scene being illuminated most brilliantly, the Bridge 
& Obelisk on the water had a charming effect 
Several Maskers were pitched on the banks, & 
groupes of Morice Dancers, the Bands of the Pan- 
deons, Savoyards, & of the Regiments who were 
on the water played in succession, & enhvened the 
scene, the crowd was so great, there being at least 
10,000 people present that I remained in the Grotto, 
with Mrs Berkeley, while the rest of the party 
walked quite round the water On the Princes 
return to the Grotto the Fire works commenced & 
succeeded wonderfully well, the water rockets had 
a particular good effect & the whole went off with 
great eclat I sat snug m the grotto by Charles Fox 
& had a good view of the whole The Pnnce & 
Grandees, such as the Dutchess of Grafton, Ly 
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Euston &c supped in the Giotto, the Knyvetts sung 
Catches & Glees during the supper I we^t to gne 
of the marquees, & did not get home till one o'clock

iccount of the splendours is as follows 
Friday, 16th We breakfasted in the Music lOom Lord 
Althorpe is excessively pleasant as well as Major 
Bloomfield who made us pass a most delightful 
breakfast — e then sung and at one Lady B drove 
the Pnnce m the garden chair round the park, Mr 
and Mrs Jerningham Ly Mary, Mr Arundell and 
I followed in Lady Temple s barouche and six. We 
had excellent fun the whole way, and laughed much 
— ^We went in to dress, and afterwards prepared for 
our evening entertainment — ^At nine Mr Arundell 
with Ly Mary of one side and I of the other followed 
the Prince to the Grotto — The evening was beauti- 
ful, and luckily, it only thlreatened rain, which thank 
God never made its appearance — It was with great 
difficulty we got to the distant spot, but our trouble 
was greatly rewarded, for the Scene was some- 
thing most magmficent — The Grotto, bridge Villas 
Marques formed a most enchanting coup d'oeil 
Crowds of spectators had come within the ropes 
Music was heard in every part and of every land 
and really the sensations, which this same inspired 
was something quite sublime The Pandeans, 
Savoyards and Morns dancers greatly enlivened 
the spot The band was in the middle of the water 
and indeed I was thunderstruck with surpnse find- 
ing everything so totally surpassing my greatest 
expectations I was surpnsed to find among the 
crowd, General Poulett and John, I spoke to them 
for some time, then lost sight of them, but I sent 
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Lord Geoige to search them and then we walked 
pompl^tely round with them John looked beautiful, 
and I got him in the grotto, to his utter astonish- 
ment, for every body turned round to see who he 
was We remained in the grotto until the Prince got 
up from Supper when we took the lound again and 
went home among the Shouts of the populace at two 
in the morning The Knyvetts sung remarkably well 
in the grotto during supper and the fiiewoiks suc- 
ceeded very well indeed they were magnificent I 
did really spend a most delightful evemng, cet Arun- 
dell etoit fort dr ole The gardens were crowded to 
near four o’clock, and every body seemed in high 
spirits The Pnnce wa^ delighted and I think the 
amusement was calculated to render him so The 
Vases before the house' were illuminated 
Saturday, 17th August Aftei bres^kfast, Lady Mary, 
Miss, Mr , Mrs Jemmgham and I set out in Lady 
Temple s barouche for Wakefield lodge We were 
followed by a great many, being in all 5 barouches, 
besides Cavaliers and the Princes’ Landau The road 
was crowded with spectators, and the Duchess of 
Grafton with three Lady Fitzroy’s joined our party 
The hounds weie then turned out, and the Pnnce 
mounted his charger, and ils allerent a la chasse 
The sport was nothing, but the scene was delicious 
and the grounds really lovely At four o’clock, aftei 
being quite broiled in the Sun, we adjourned to the 
lodge, which is rather an ugly house, but delight- 
fully situated, and commanding a true romantic 
prospect All the Lady Fitzroy’s both the Ducchess 
and Lady Euston’s daughters are ugly, but very 
good humoured We sat down to a cold dinner at 
half past four, qui fut assez bien servie, mais pas 
d’argentene Although it was Saturday, I eat meat, 
but pauvre Arundell quoiqu’il mourait de faim ne 
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mangea qu un peu de pain et fromage — ^he looked 
quite starved I made Mr Calcraft promise to ask 
the Prince to let us dance m the evening, which he 
did After our repast we ladies walked out on the 
lawn and the Duchess of Bedford who is a most 
charming little woman made us laugh a gieat deal 
Lady Henry Fitzroy's litde girl was brought to be 
admiied she is a nice child enough At about eight 
we took oui leave, and really our journey home was 
dehcious, our barouche was followed by Cavaliers, 
on horseback, which consisted of Mr Amndell, Lord 
George, Mr Jermngham, Major Young, and Mr 
Hervey Lady Mary and I sung to the amusement 
of the spectators Ld George played a thousand 
pranks, and he with Lord Ebnngton had a match 
at groussing We no sooner arrived than we all 
departed to make our toilet We then adjourned m 
the Saloon, and I danced with Lord George and Mr 
Arundell and at about twelve we sat down to a 
dinner supper, being by Everdmo, I did not find it 
either long or tedious We had glees and Lord Buck- 
ingham was taken ill and obliged to leave the table 
Ldy Mary sung Nanny very well, and pretended 
having heard what my neighbour told me which 
rendered me uneasy He certainly is a drole de 
Corps, to make me his confidante, and I do sincerely 
pity him After supper, Ldy Mary contrived so well 
as to get most of my secrets out, and she is rather 
surprised at what I know on the subject 
Monday, 19th August The Prince and some of the 
party went to Insmore whilst others went out hunt- 
ing, and Lady Mary drove me in the garden Mair, 
and Mr Jermngham and his wife, followed us in 
Ldy Temple's We overtook the huntsmen but did 
not see much of their sport Before our dnve. Lady 
Mary and I had taken a long nap on her bed After 



dressing i^enj smart, "W e went to dinner as usual by 
Pveiasi^d who is quite charmant, he did not speak as 
much as usual, for Miss Berkeley was of the other 
side The back part of the house was illuminated 
and looked quite beautiful, Major Bloomfield, Lady 
Mary and I went to see it from the Colonade We 
began dancing at ten, as General Poulett was not 
come I begun with Major Bloomfield 

The Prince opened the ball with the Duchess of 
Bedford, and the Duke of Clarence and Lady Mary 
followed I was surprised in turmng round with a 
quizzical young man to find no more or less but 
Johnny metamorphosed m the oddest way witli a 
long pigtail I soon discovered Mary and sung, and 
to my joy the Papa was booted and could not dance 
I thought the first dance intolerably long, we made 
a Second set and then it was ^ry pleasant We 
leposed sometime and John engaged me for the 
supper dance I danced with Mr A.rundell in the 
second set composed of Si\ couples and enjoyed it 
much We returned acquaintance with Miss Beaver 
who had often been at Irnham and he dunks her 
a very nice girl We had a long conversation between 
the sets and I was so tired that I could not foot away 
with eclat My dances with John weie quite ridicu- 
lous — ^for in the middle of Sir Roger (which we 
danced snugly, in a comer of the room). Lord 
George armed with a pair of Scissors cut off my 
partners tail this caused great mirth among us, and 
we laughed for a long while We went to supper at 
four, siv tables were laid out in the Library, the 
Pnnce sat with his party m the Music room, and the 
Grenville loom was likewise turned into a suppei 
one Coveis were laid for 400, and all the county 
was piesent The Miss Lowndes’s were dressed very 
well and Robert made stiong love to Miss Louren 
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who in my opinion is far from pretty John was quite 
odd during supper and reminded me of jny f^tal 
promise We had great fun about it and I refeied 
the cause to Mr Jerningham We did not sit long, 
and made a set for dancing reels, which was deemed 
acrimebyLdy B We leturned to the dancing room 
and walked up and down for a considerable time 
and then sat upon the sopha until the Pouletts went, 
John promised to call on Saturday, and was je suis 
sure dune humeur amoureuse Lady Mary, Mr 
Amndell, Major Talbot and I sat near the window 
laughing till past six, when exhausted with fatigue 
we retired to rest after having spent a most har- 
momous evening 

Thursday, 22nd At twelve we went to diaw with Mr 
Nattes I took a sketch passablement bien and Lord 
George told me- he was going to Addington and I 
wrote a pencil note to Lucy which I gave Mr Arun- 
dell to deliver to her Lady Mary and I were the 
whole mormng with Nattes and we sung to him 
whilst he drew Mr Arundell told me he met John 
at Buckingham and gave him my note I teazed him 
for not sitting by me at dinner and we laughed a 
great deal After dinner Lord Temple had a long 
conversation with Lady Mary and she cried In the 
course of the evemng she begged me to tell Mr 
Arundell to meet us in tlie Portico tomorrow morn- 
ing I found a favourable opportunity to speak to 
him He looked surprised 

Friday, 23rd I did not sleep well and got up very 
early Went in Lady Mary's room before nine and 
found her dressing Lady B came in, in her night 
cap, looking half distracted and telling us she saw 
Amndell walking by himself and could not make 
out what rendered him so dull We did not say 
much, but as soon as she was ready we got out and 
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found Mr Arundell in the hbraiy He followed us 
J:o thq^ Portico and we went down the steps which 
made him retreat, he however soon came to us, and 
the conversation which passed between them was 
most proper Lady M intreated him never to come 
back again, and explained matters so well, that he 
promised to go to morrow without fail I think it 
luck there is no love between, as an explanation 
would have cost them very dear, instead of which 
they freely spoke their sentiments, and nothing not 
friendship ever subsisted between them I was awk- 
wardly situated and did not speak one word We 
looked veiy dull at breakfast and Ldy B kept 
plaguing him to remain till next week hut he seemed 
determined to go away I hope nothing will prevail 
on him to stay after tomorrow Ld B and I left them 
walking out together and at 11 we took our depar- 
ture I was truely distressed at leaving Lady Mary 
for she seemed quite soiry at losing me, I love her 
dearly and tliink she has acted most wisely on the 
subject of A We stopped half an hour at Bucking- 
ham, and met John who says he will call to monow 
just at the gate of Addington We saw Lucy, Mr 
Forster and Vera who had come to meet us and ask 
us to eat sandwiches which we refused Mary con- 
tinues wishing a great deal and Lucy begins We 
got home by two and found all the Children well 
Walked out after dinner, was rather dull 
SwANBOURNE, SATURDAY, 24 th At One John came 
according to promise, he had not been long here 
before Mi and Mrs and Miss LeMesuner came, 1 
was quite vexed at their coming they asked us to 
dinner for Friday which we refused John did not 
stay long and said very little indeed, he looked 
handsome mais ]e ne Vaime plus Vamitie r emplace 
mon amour 
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[Betsey on her return to Swanbourne found some 
letters from her husband ] 

August 1st [1805] Cawsand Bay 
My Dearest Love, 

To you who know the perpetual hurry and the 
continued perplexities, that daily occur when a ship 
is but a few days m port, which are not made easier 
to a person like myself exceedingly anxious about 
his ship, 1 shall not apologize so much as I feel I am 
bound to do for the very shabby letters I have been 
in the habit of writing to you since I have been at 
Plymouth, I am now [nine at night] again settled on 
board my ship The whole ships company paid a 
twelvemonths pay and everything as quiet as I could 
wish or expect, still my spirits are very low at the 
prospect of being separated for some months from 
all I love, and are so truly entitled to my best and 
dearest regards, — ^but in the present state of the 
country I am convinced I should not feel satisfied at 
remaining inactive on shore, and any appointment 
to a ship of this magnitude certainly ought to con- 
sole me for all the importance it must naturally 
attach to me, of this I am fully assured that if we 
nave the good fortune to meet the enemy I shall be 
much surprised if we do not gam credit, as I have 
every possible confidence m all about me, — I am 
very much afraid that you will not hear from me so 
frequently as we both wish, but do not let that 
dimmish your custom of writing twice a week, I 
shall feel every possible anxiety until you are again 
confined, which I trust and hope in God will be 
attended with as favourable circumstances as the 
former ones, indeed I often consider how much our 
interests are interwoven with those of our little ones, 
and that it is only on the mutual support, they are 
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to expect fiom us that they must ultimately succeed 
the woild, — I know so well the puiity of every 
motive that governs you, not to be fully assured 
tliat you will persevere m the same line you have 
ever pursued, and this impression established m me 
makes my mind at ease with respect to my family 
concerns, I do declare to you that I have not had 
what I call a pleasant dinner on any one occasion 
since I have been here, that has given me pleasure 
beyond the moment, and the sight of httle children 
has caused me on more occasions than one very 
sincere regret at being deprived of the society of my 
own, indeed I am glad to go again to sea, as there I 
am not tantalized, and the mind becomes habituated 
to the deprivation for which there is no remedy, — at 
this instant David is counting over my linen and 
making it all over to a lad whomj mean to putt into 
his place, I have not thought it worth my while to 
quarrel with him, but independent of his neglect 
in having lost so many of my things, his absolute 
want of attention, idleness and profligacy exceeds 
anything you can well imagine, you know how I hate 
new people about me, but as I plainly perceive that 
he is a worthless blackguard I have wished myself 
up to parting with him without much regret, my 
steward went on shore one day, and I found him 
dead drunk m the Street making a disturbance, this 
as you may well imagine does not make me very 
easy m my message, but I feel satisfied that no harm 
can possibly anse whilst the ship is at sea, or whilst 
I am on board, This fitting out has cost me some 
money, but I continue to think I shall be enabled 
to live upon my pay without any addition, indeed 
my present intention is to make it do tho' I think it 
is not worth the consideration making a want for a 
trifle, — I now acknowledge leceipt of youi affec- 
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tionate letter of the 28th ult — my band of music 
which I had flattered myself with the hopes of pre-* 
ferred staying on shore, so that I go without music 
and spare the expence of buying instruments which 
IS not a trifle, — many thanks my Dearest Woman foi 
the receipt for the toothache which I gave to Mrs 
Lonng who makes constant enquiries after you and 
Emma, I think Henley has managed uncommonly 
well about the horses, and I lament your new coach 
horse should be going blind, still you had better 
keep him as he will answer ]ust as well for the 
carriage, at all events don’t go to law about it as 
the expences will exceed what the value of another 
horse would be, I recollect Mr and Mrs Horston at 
Mrs Piestons, she is a Gobba is she not^ — hope 
the poor little brats will recover before the autumn, 
I should be quite annoyed to hear the poor little 
things cough, and hoop, — 

The Captain of the St Raphael is an old acquain- 
tance of mine, he is badly wounded and as that ship 
is in quarantine I have not had an opportunity of 
paying him a visit, I expect you will give me a 
regular journal of all the fine doings at Stowe, I shall 
be very inquisitive if you dont, — 

Aug 2nd 1805 — I am now hoisting bullocks in 
and shall m all probability be off in a few hours, — 
God bless you my ever Dearest and best of women 
and believe me always

Neptune off Ushant 15th Aug 1805 
Receiving your letters of the 4th and 8th, No 12 
and 13 has put me quite in good humour, — hope 
you will get the letter I wrote you yesterday whilst

ordering the children to be kept in the weather as 
^uch,as possible, — ^you do really s'urprise me much 
at what y ou mention, namely the hkehhood of Lady 
B increasing her family, how veiy strange, — ^many 
thanks f oi the information you give me about those 
who are expected at Stowe as also the news of 
Eugenia and her Colonel, what the Devil does that 
girl carry about her to captivate fools if the man is 
so, I would not have her marr}^ a fool certainly, but 
as old Mrs Mitchel used to say a bad husband is 
better than none, I have not heard a syllable from 
her and am dying to her letter which you say she 
has wrote, I have frequently heard of the mans 
family, — I thought the poor children would be 
delighted with my letteis which you must have 
observed I took caie to seal up secure that nobody 
might see what they contained,-->I do give you very 
great credit indeed foi having the wit and the 
courage to give a dinner to the Lovetts etc I hope 
you took some of the old Madeira and the old port 
for my ciedit, indeed I am highly pleased at your 
keeping up that sort of respectability in the neigh- 
bourhood, winch nobody understands better how to 
do than yourself, If my brothei William will take 
Tom with him to Englefield Green, I think you will 
do nght to let him go, — I just received a letter from 
poor Jackson who is gunnei of the Eugenia sloop of 
war, I must endeavoui to get him a better ship if I 
can — ^it IS ]ust mght, since writing in the morning 
Lord Nelson with his whole Squadron has joined 
him, I put a boat in the water and was the only ship 
that had communication with him, Proby earned 
him aH the newspapeis I had and saw him for two 
minutes, he says Lord Nelson looked very ill and 
his message to me was that he was half dead, I fancy 
he must be not a httle annoyed at his ill fortune m 
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not meeting the enemy, we have now with us 36 or 
37 sail of the Line, I conclude there will soon bo a 
very large detachment sent off Feixol and that we 
shall be one, and we are more complete than most 
of the other ships, it must be quite mortifying to all 
Lord Nelsons ships to be left heie, when he is gone 
m, — ^with respect to Bazely's farm I must write to 
him, and also to Wyatt who must manage for me, 
indeed in all probability he may be able to arrange 
everything for me as well as I could do myself, — I 
am dying to hear about all that is going on at Stowe, 
how diffeiently you must be passing your time to 
what we miserable wretches do, I have wrote to 
Lord Nelson to offer my services in any way, I hope 
his state of healtli will not deprive the country of 
his sei vices, it is astonishing how much he is looked 
up to in all couiitries, — God bless you all 

Septr 6th 1805 off Cadiz 
With a heart full of Affliction I sitt down at Night 
to communicate with you my Dearest Woman and 
best friend in whom I can confide even my Weak- 
nesses, — since I wrote last we have been standing 
off and on without being offered the means of send- 
ing a letter even to the next Ship, our Admiral is an 
humble follower of Cornwallis, and I have not yet 
seen him or any body else, I am entirely confined 
on board and know no more what is going on than 
you do We see the French and Spamsh Fleets daily 
and what adds more to this cursed deprivation of 
Society IS that the Weather has been remarkably 
fine and the Sea as smooth as in the Lake at Stow 
I wish and hope either Lord Gardner or Lord 
Nelson will soon be here as I confess I do not bear 
patiently from Colhngwood what I should do more 
with a man of better pretensions to such severity, 
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under an Able, and a ISfan I could look up to, I 
should be as satisfied here as m’the Channel, as 
good Weather alleviates in a certain degree the 
mortification of being deprived of our regular inter- 
course with our families and friends, but it is need- 
less to complain and suffer I much fear there is no 
alternative left, I have no reason to complain of my 
Ship, which IS in real perfect order, but my temper 
naturaly hasty is often put to the trial by my First 
Lieutenant, who has so long been in the habit of 
governing the Ship in his way, that he cannot bear 
die smallest contradiction, which in turn obliges me 
to follow up my own System without benefiting by 
his assistance and advice, this added to the influence 
he has got in the Ship obliges me to be very circum- 
spect, and to take notice with a degree of Jealousy 
which would otherwise pass without comment but 
I shall tire you with my complaints which is very 
unfair in your present situation, independent of 
every other consideration we must endeavour to 
live and slave for the advantage of those poor little 
animals who naturaly look up to us for support and 
protection, and that consideration alone will I think 
enable me to bear up against all die disagrements 
I daily encounter, it is now ]ust a month since I 
heard from home, it appears an age

I have seen and dined with Lord Nelson, — ^he 
shows me the same kindness and attention he has 
ever done I had not been with him many minutes 
before he very handsomely told me, I should have 
my old place in tire Line of battle, which is his 
second, this is exactly what is the most flattering to 
me m every point of view, he desired me to come to 
him whenever I chose, and to dmt with him as often 
as I could make it convenient in short I am quite 
pleased with his manner towards me, he m the most 
friendly way delivered himself Harriets letter 
announcing your accouchement — and now my 
Dearest Woman let me congratulate you on your 
recoveiy, — Harriets and your accounts have made 
me quite happy — I must write Harriet a few hnes 
to thank her for obeying my injunctions, I am quite 
happy to find you are strong enough to write your- 
self so soon — I hope you will Chnsten the new one 
Louisa, I have taken quite a hking for that name, 
at all events let it be hei first name 

We are all busy scraping our Ships sides to new 
paint them in the way Lord Nelson paints the 
Victoiy, this Ship is oiy a foot shorter than the 
Victory and appears much larger upon Deck I cant 
help repeating how my mind is relieved at receiving 
all your letters, for I find I love you not a httle my 
ever dearest Woman, kiss the newcomer for me, and 
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tell Emma I shall give all the peepers when I come 
home to Louisa Betsey Guggeis Eyes I hope dfsnt 
decrease in size, what is it that makes me think so 
much more of my Girls than my boys^ Lord Nelson 
on presenting me with Harness letter asked me if 
I would have a Girl or a boy, I answd, the former, 
when he put the letter into my hand and told me to 
be satisfied, pray tell me if Bucky admired my pic- 
tures, and if he said mine was a good likeness, I am 
glad he dined at Liscombe as it will make them 
better Neighbours to us —

11th Oct I am just returned now, 8 o’clock fiom 
dining with Lord Nelson, who is so friendly to me 
that I have great pleasure and enjoyment in his 
society, we had many hours conversation, which 
relieved me for a time fiom the same dull occupa- 
tion of my own ship, — have today got my old 
Lieut Green appointed to the ship, and my old first 
Lieutenant, who is rathei sickly and will go home 
in the first ship m which there is a vacancy, — 
The Pnnce of Wales will sail tomorrow and I shall 
entrust this with all my other letters to Commis- 
sioner Otway who goes home in her, — ^Loid Nelson 
expects the French Fleet will come out, I confess I 
do not 

Thursday, 7th Nov I was much alarmed by Nellya’s 
ghastly appearance immediately after breakfast, 
who came m to say Dudley had brought from Wins- 
low the account that a most dreadful action had 
been fought off Cadiz, Nelson & several Captains 
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killed, & twenty ships were taken I really felt 
iindes^nbable misery until the arrival of the Post, 
but was relieved from such a wretched state of 
anxious suspence by a Letter from Lord Garlies, 
who congratulated me on Fremantle's safety & the 
conspicuous share he had in the Victory gained on 
the 21st off Cadiz He adds poor Nelson was no 
more, he lived to take the Spanish Admiral his 
opponent & to know he was victorious In the midst 
of my delight to hear Fremantle had been preserved 
in this severe action, I could not help feeling gready 
distressed for the Fate of poor Nelson whose loss 
is irreparable The papers give an account of this 
grand victory, twenty ships have been captured but 
one had blown up m the action In my way to 
Addington [sic] I met a Seivant from Stowe with a 
most kind mot from Lord Buckn^gham & one from 
Lady Buckingham, he sent me the Gazettes m which 
I found the full detail of the action Nelson's Fleet 
consisted of twenty seven ships, the French & 
Spaniards thirty three, came out of Cadiz the 19th 
& were over taken the 21st off Cape Trafalgar where 
the action was fought & appears to have been very 
severe A violent gale of wind had obliged Admiral 
Collmgwood to sink almost all die Prizes & he men- 
tions in his last Letter the Capt of the Neptune who 
had cleared & sunk the Santissima Tnmdada Capt 
Duff & Cook were killed, & I fear the number of 
the killed & wounded will be very great when the 
returns are sent How thankful I am Fremantle has 
once more escaped unhurt The accounts gready 
shook my nerves I found on my return from Adding- 
ton Lord Temple & Lord George, who had rode over 
from Aylesbury where they have been out with the 
Yoemanry — he brought me his Gazette & wished 
me )oy of the good news in the most flattering & 
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friendly manner How I long for a Letter from Fre- 
mantle, I am^ perfectly bewildeied & can, think & 
dream of nothing but the late Victoiy Pooi Nelson' 
had he survived, it would have been glorious indeed 
Regret at his death is more severely felt than joy at 
the destruction of the Combined Fleets — ten ships 
only returned into Cadiz under the Command of 
Gravina

Friday 8th The King was deeply affected at hearing 
of Lord Nelson’s death — ^few people I think would 
feel otherwise or would not throw a veil over his 
failings and weaknesses, which were overbalanced 
by many brilliant qualities — He has render’d emi- 
nent services to his Country, this is the 3id decisive 
battle which ho has won — ^It is evident that the 
enemy aimed at him, the shot which deprived him 
of life flew fiom the Shrouds of the Santmima 
Tnmdaday and he was a conspicuous object not to 
be mistaken as he would wear all his orders and 
insignias — He fell immediately and survived only 
two Hours — ^his 1st question was, how many ships 
had stmck — He expressed a wish that he might have 
liv’d to see the end of the Victory — ^thank’d God for 
the success he had granted to the King’s arms, and 
expired sending a farewell to all his brother Seamen 
— The last Signal he order’d to be made by Tele- 
giaph was to hope that every man would do his 
duty — It seems Lord Nelson had made up his mind 
to the loss of a Limb — and before he sail’d this last 
time he went to inspect a CoflGin which was giv’n 
him by Captn Hallowell, and was made out of the 
wood of Vonent (m the battle of the Nile) saying 
he should most probably want it — I suppose Ly 
Hamilton is now in deep despair, and I think Ly 
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Nelson must feel a gieat deal altho he behaved 
unkindly to her — They say Villeneuve is almost 
raving at finding himself a prisoner and his Squad- 
ron destroyed — famine, it seems drove them out of 
Cadiz — do not envy the feelings of Sii Robert 
Calder who let this fleet escape him some time back 
— ^he has ask’d foi a Couit Martial — ^it may perhaps 
go hard with him 

SATURD4.Y, 30th Vienna has fall’n into the hands of 
the Fiench, their successes aie endless the Russians 
fly before them, and are a perfect scourge to the 
pool inhabitants who dread them almost as much 
as the enemy — 

Sunday, 1st December At last my Sistei heard from 
Captn Fremantle who sends a drawing of the Battle 
and we weie all proud to see the Santissima Trim- 
dada sinking to him while he was»warmly engaged 
at the same time with the Buceniame — ^he gained 
gieat credit on that day, and I only wish Ld Nelson 
was still alive to recoid it — Fremantle seems deeply 
to feel his loss — He had Adi Villeneuve on board 
for two days and speaks of him as an amiable Man, 
mild and gentlemanhke, bearing an excellent charac- 
ter but greatly depressed and out of spmts — He had 
just sent him on boaid the Eunjalus in which ship 
he IS now arriv’d to England — ^Fiemantle had still 
on boaid Villeneuve’s etat major, (who he says divert 
him greatly with their gasconnades) 450 Spamsh 
prisoners and a Maltese Priest — a French Cook and 
a pug dog, are his prizes — ^The lettei is written seven 
days after the Battle, during which time Fremantle 
had not time to breathe, busily employed (during 
a dreadful gale) in sinking or preserving pnzes tow- 
ing cnppled ships and repairing his own misfor- 
tunes — He seems not to admire Ld Collmgwood 
particularly 
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off Cadiz 28tli Octr 1805 
My ever Dearest and best of Women, — 

If I know your heart, or your sentiments I think 
I may depend that you will be truly happy to hear 
that I am well after the very severe action we have 
had, — This last Week has been a scene of Anxiety 
and fatigue beyond any, I ever experienced but I 
trust m God that I have gained considerable credit, 
and that it will ultimately tend to the benefit of you 
and my dear little Children for when — alone I am 
now here, — I am at present towing the Victory and 
the Admiral has just made the signal for me to go 
with her to Gibraltar, which is a satisfactory proof 
to my mind that he is perfectly satisfied with Old 
Neptune, who behaves as well as I could wish. The 
loss of Nelson is a death blow to my futuie piospects 
here, he knew'-well how to appreciate Abilities and 
Zeal, and I am aware that I shall never cease to 
lament his loss whilst I live We have ten Men kiUed 
and 37 Wounded, which is very trifling when com- 
pared to some othei Ships, however we alone have 
certainly the whole ciedit of taking the Santissima 
Tnmdada, vAio stradk to us alone Adml Villeneuve 
was with me on board the Neptune over two days, 
I found him a very pleasant and Gentlemanlike man, 
the poor man was very low^ Yesterday I put him on 
board the Ew ijalus with Admiral Colhngwood, but I 
still have the pleasure of feeding and accomodating 
his Captain and his 2 Aid du Camps and his Adjutant 
General, who are true Frenchmen, but with whom 
I am much amused, I have also 450 poor Spaniards 
from the Santissima Trimdada, wnth a true Italian 
pnest born at Malta, — I have found also an excellent 
French cook and a true Spamsh pug dog — This 
fatigue and employment has entirely drove away 
the bile and if poor Nelson had not been among tlie 
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slain I should be most completely satisfied, would 
you believe that Old Colmgwood has now made the 
Signal for me to go off Cape Espartel instead of 
Gibralter, the poor man does not know his own mmd 
5 minutes together I am afraid this brilliant Action 
will not put much money in my pocket, but I think 
much may arise out of it ultimately, I shall with this 
send you a copy of the Minutes kept by my old 
Lieut Mr Green, I hope with the Line of battle 
and the drawing you will be enabled to make it out, 
you may give tlie Ringeis I think a Guinea on the 
occasion to save your credit to my bi other William 
I send one also that you may show your plan over 
Buckinghamshire as much as you please, — Mv 
Cabin diat was so elegant and neat is as dirty as a 
pig Stye and many parts of the bulk heads are 
thrown overboard, however I shaTl find amusement 
and indeed employment in having them fitted m 
some new way — These Fienchmen make me laugh 
at the gasconade as well as at their accounts of 
Buonaparte the Palais Royal Pans etc — I hope you 
have ere this received my letter for Wyatt [the letter 
is torn here] The French Captain dnnks your health 
legularly every day at dinner, The poor man is 
married and laments his lot, one of the youngei ones 
is desperately in love with a lady at Cadiz and

at this time passed over to windward to 
engage tliem, put our helm a port and 
fired successfully with six sail of the hne 
that passed to windward, the lemaimng 
three going to leeward of all, observed 
the Leviathan and another Ship who had 
passed on closely engaged witli two of the 
Enemy’s Ships, who had bore up and soon 
after^stiuck The Victonj and Royal Sove-

As I have a famous opportunity of Writing all the 
nonsense I chuse, I shall write a billet dou\ every 
night and pack them up in Emma s box as I finish 
them — ^Yesterday at night we fell in and came up 
after three hours chase a bug from Cadiz laden with 
brandy The poor wretch sailed only at 5 in the 
Evening and was on bd Neptune by 9 I shall not 
get above 60 oi 70 pounds for her, but that is some- 
thing in these hard times — ^You are really a very 
good Girl in writing so often, I do assure you your 
letteis are not thrown away, I read them over and 
over with pleasure, and would you believe that I 
was as great a fool as yourself when I read about 
poor Doddy’s heart being so full the first night he 
was at school What is there in Children that gets 
such entire possession of oui hearts^ I passed a 
tolerable pleasant time whilst I was at Gibraltar I 
made it my business to get acquainted with all the 
fashion of the place and in consequence dined on 
shore every day and went to a Conversatione, or 
rather land party in the evening The only incon- 
venience I felt from this eating, was the punch after 
supper which always makes me suffer and still I am 
such a child I cannot resist the temptation when it 
comes in my way — Mrs Fyers and I are as great 
friends as possible, but I formed rather a friendship 
with a Mrs Jephson, who is the Wife of the Judge of 
the Admiralty Courts, she is young handsome and 
very amiable manners, and is m the way all Ladies

I was not a little annoyed at leading in the Star 
newspaper of the 5th inst a long panegyric of the 
Neptune and your humble Servant, this you will say 
need not give me offence, but it is likewise men- 
tioned as if coming from this ship that the Prince 
and Dreadnought were very little in action, of course 
this will make us enemies m those Ships, and it is 
very ill judged in those who were so impudent as to 
put it in print 

I have banished my snuffbox and am now taking 
it out of a piece of paper, how angry you would be 
if you were here — my little dog is snoring in the 
Chair by me, and is a sort of companion I have got 
a fine Copy of Verses, composed by the Laureat of 
the Neptune, tell Eugenia to be on her guard before

If I had been at all prepared for die departure of 
my late Fust Lieutenant, who I hope you will have 
seen before you receive this I should have made up 
a packet like the one I sent home with Emma's work 
basket I shall certainly send her diamonds the litde 
hussy ^ her rage for diem she has learnt from that 
Monster Eugenia who quite neglects me, I expect 
to hear of hei from London, and desiie her to tell 
me how you and Giustme behaved yourselves — I 
forgot to tell you in my last of a miraculous escape 
I had at Gibralter walking one Sunday after Chuich 
with Captain Mundy of the Hijdia just inside die 
Landpark gate, over the causeway, towards the 
neutral ground, conversing rather earnestly on some 
Naval topic I heard a more than uncommon noise 
by a multitude of people behind me, which made 
me turn round, judge of my astomshment and horror 
at perceiving it was occasioned by an over droad 
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[ 52 c] 0\, quite frantic, which ran directly at me, 
one of its hornS struck my right arm with great force, 
threw me down and the beast ran over me, after a 
short time it charged again whilst I was on the 
ground, and Captain Mundy who had got my hat, 
which was thrown some yards by the force of my 
fall, thiew it at the animal and by that means turned 
him I got up as you may imagine in as much haste 
as I could and ran into the gates, where the guard 
turned out (as is usual to Officers of my rank) and I 
was happy to ensconce myself behind the filibegs of 
the 78th Regt with their bayonets fi\ed, the Ox 
followed me about a minute after — and galloped 
into the Town, alaimmg everybody and hurting one 
poor woman in tire stomach very much, as you may 
imagine he was soon afterwards killed Youi humble 
Servant having I'abbed the Sand off his Clothes went 
into Col Tyers’s where he got a glass of Madeira, — 
on going on board to dress I found my arm very 
black and very much Swelled with some of the Skin 
off where the point of the horn struck me, and my 
left side considerably bruised and baie but it did 
not in any way injure my appetite, oi my Spirits, 
altho it might have been very serious, had not 
Captn Mundy had presence of mind to throw my 
hat at him, tins will not I think encourage you much, 
who are so much a coward where animals are m 
question, — I had quite forgot to mention it, I was so 
mortified to find that the letters I had written a 
month ago had been sent only the day before yester- 
day I very much fear you will suppose I neglected 
your wants, indeed my Dearest Woman it is no fault 
of mine and I feel so satisfied with aU you do, — ^how 
you would laugh to see me amused with my dog and 
Cat, my Monkey is so mischievous that the Sentinels 
never permit to enter the Cabin, the only hme he 
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ever got in he contrived to bieak one of my Tureen 
^covers which is a serious loss in this Country 

The want of attention on the part of the Admiral 
IS certainly very annoying I shall endeavour to get 
home if possible, for I am quite ashamed, — one of 
my Midshipmen who was with me on the Ganges on 
Copenhagen is made a Lieutenant into the Neptune 
in the room of the fiist Lt — ^Young Badcock you 
know I got made a Lieutenant into the Melpomene, 
some months ago, — I have now onlv one remaimng 
with me who has served his time, I hope to have an 
opportunity of recommending him befoie I leave 
the Mediterianean, all the Appointments heie aie 
sent out by the Admiralty board to the great annoy- 
ance of Loid Collmgwood who has by his want of 
firmness and decision m the fiist instance lost the 
opportumty of providing for eveiy one that was

taken pnde — spent a sleepless night in tears — I 
never, never, have felt so unhappy ' — ^to tliink that 
I love him so much, and he loves me so httle^ is 
insupportable to me — He could not bear to see me 
less iicli than I ought to be — But if he has any 
feeling could he prefer to see me waste my life in 
wietchedness — — He has loved other women 
before, and would have gone any lengths for them, 
but now he is too prudent and reasons too well for 
a man who really loves — I feel ashamed for thus 
giving way to grief, which nearly destroys me — ^if I 
could awaken m)' pnde, I might yet conquer such 
a weakness — ^but there is no loom in my heart, for 
pride or anger, it is too much fill’d with love and 
wretchedness — 

Wednesday, 28th I felt very angiy with Campbell 
and am much tempted to believe that he does not 
care for me any more — He never call’d all the morn- 
ing, noi did he meet us, as he had promised at Mrs 
Bartolozzi’s Concert — John Poulett went with us, 
and I was helped out by Wm Jemingham who 
was very drunk — disliked the whole very much, 
some part of the Music was good, but the company 
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^ detestable and the heat insufferable — after that I 
went in anotli^r sort of ciowd at Ly W^stmorlands’ 
where I met Mrs Bankes for my chapeion — It was 
a good assembly but too full — met many people I 
knew, and flirted with Ld Burghersh out of spite — 
I saw an old flame of Mr CampbelFs, who look'd 
at me with the eyes of a Lynx — ^went to bed truly 
indignant against him — I thought he used me very 
unkindly —

Off Cadiz 3rd May 1806 

The Ship is rolhng so much I can hardly sitt at 
table, I shall therefor wish you a good Night so 
Addio cara Bettina, this is Saturday when Sailors 
think of their Sweetheaits and Wives Yesteiday 
was a nasty dii7zlmg day, and to day is not much 
better I hope I have found out that our head is 
damaged I have wrote for a survey and if it is as 
bad as I think it is we must soon go home Monday 
7th May, it still blows a gale of wind and I am half 
sea sick I am going to dinner and in order to make 
myself as comfortable as I can have got all the Old 
Stageis to be of my party our dinnei Soup, brisket, 
two made dishes a Roast Turkey and ham, — ^but we 
dont live so every day mind you — oh if I could but 
pop in on you aU this evemng instead of sulking here 
alone how happy I should be Saturday 10th — 
have not been quite so well these two days a bad 
Cold and the Uvula of my throat down which is 
very unpleasant — ^to day I have had a survey taken 
on the head of the Ship, which is torn and defective, 
the report on it says it cannot be repaired at Sea, 
I think it will occasion our return to England this 
Summer for I am heartily tired of such sleepy work 
— ^13th I have been dimng to day widi the Admiral 
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where we had rathei a comfortable soit of dinner 
taking, it aJI together I am afiaid he Jeels that I wish 
to quit the Stauon, which however true it may be, 

I am not desirous he should believe, his Secietary 
hinted I thought that if I made the proposal I might 
be Captain of the Fleet, of course I only answered 
that it did not become me so to do, but that I should 
not be justified in lefusmg so honourable a situation, 
but, I should like to know if he was auihouzed to 
sound me on tlie subject^ time will develop evei}- 
thing and I am neithei veiy anxious or sanguine on 
the subject, it would certainly answer to me in point 
of pecuniaiy advantage altho I am well aware, I 
should lead the life of a dog, I cant be worse than 
I am, and shall not woiry myself much on the sub- 
ject The times aie so bad that it is difficult to say 
what IS best to be done could I get the appointment 
I hav e named, I should be so much occupied, and 
save so much, that I should be perfectly reconciled 
in staying a Yeai oi two longer, but in a Ship with- 
out leaping any benefit I am by no means so, — 
1 have in my usual way been ruminating in my easy 
chan these last three houis on this conveisation, it 
is of such a natuie that I daie not trust any person 
in the World with it but Yomself you will in course 
not open to any one, as aftei all I think it unlikely 
to take place, and I should not like such a lepoit to 
be in circulation — 

I shall now go to bed, my pool little dog sleeps 
with me and is my friend and companion, my cat 
IS quite tame and they appear quite friendly, eating 
out of the same plate and sleeping on the [the letter 
xS torn heie] God bless you all so good night — 
13th — to day quite calm but we aie such a distance 
fiom [here the letter is torn again] othei Ships, I 
shall see nobody but my Officeis, — 
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Friday, SOtii I saw Campbell for a little while this 
morg — ^he seems to me to have something on his 
mind — Waltei and Miss Campbell call’d He gave 
Betsey some beautiful Indian stuff foi a tuiban — at 
Night we first went to Ly Cave’s, who as usual 
press’d all she could out of us, and aftei wards to 
Mrs Thomson, who had Diagonetti’s Conceit — 
was tolerably happy as I had a gieat deal of Camp- 
bell’s company and conversation — ^he is amazingly 
clevei and entertaining — Ly Hereford likes him of 
aU things and I see by hei manner that she has found 
us out — Campbell brought me a picture of his this 
morg to look at — I wish that I could keep it for evei 
but I shall return it tomoirow —

S\TURDVY, 31st John called very eaily to see how I 
was, the boy looked rathei dull and he took a g7 eat 
dose of Salts last night going to bed as he wanted to 
keep me company in my Misfortunes I sent him to 
oidei his diess John and I had a most interesting 
conveisation I piomised him sometlnng in case he 
goes to Ireland which I shall fully keep to I wish I

[Betsey s life is dated by her precious letters ] 
29th May 1806 ,To-day the wind is fresh, and I 
am most teiiibly bilious The Sophie anived from 
Gibraitai, hear that Adml Villeneuve was assassi- 
nated on his way from Pans to his estate m 
Provence, so much for Bonaparte We are in daily 
expectation of a convoy under the escoit of the 
Diana If laziness and Indolence constitute happi- 
ness, I am completely so 31st May I must now give 
you a little piece of advice foi yourself as well as 
for Harriet, on the score of John Powlett, Altho’ 
the boy is well disposed and goo^ looking, and cer- 
tainly a very adequate match foi yom sister, still 
you should be on youi guaid against giving any 
impiopei encouragement I mean that i£ it does not 
take place, or that he should be flighty and off, 
which is veiy probable when he is oldei and knows 
more of the world, that an impression may not be 
made that will cause hei uneasiness, oi such as may

The weathei to-day is delightful, close off Cadiz 
the watei as smooth as tlie Thames and everybody 
as clean as I could wish, the ennui and want of 
occupation is not to be boin, and I am tormented 
with bile, the only amusement I have is with my pug 
dog, who occasionally fights the Cat, and as often 
with the Monkey, it is really ridiculous to see him 
and the Monkey I have within this day or two found 
out a conceited wretch of a tiench Negro, who with 
all the vanity and ignorance of one, pi of esses to 
understand ever}' thing, to-moriow he is in my 
presence to give the Youngsters a lesson of dancing 
and fencing, they play the wretch such tricks, and 
make him do so many absurd things that it is quite 
impossible to keep one’s countenance, is not this 
fine employment foi a man of my time of life, and in 
my situation 

17th June I have really nothing to wnte about but 
I am determined to persevere m my plan of saying 
something every day I am much as I was yesterday, 
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uncomf 01 table — at 8 m the evening I assembled 
the Youngsters ^nd Officers, and we had quite a 
famous ball — 18th I have been staying ^poti Deck 
until 11 at night, seeing a performance between the 
fiench Negroe and an Italian, the latter worries the 
poor Negroe out of his Wits, but he is so good 
humoured, that it is impossible* to afiEiont him — I 
have been also to-day, playing a dozen games at 
drafts, with one of my poor Youngsters, who 
broke his leg about a month ago, he is now almost 
well, and has been confined in my cabin You see 
to what stiaits I am drove for occupation 19th To- 
day I have been dining with Lord CoUingwood 
which is little enough, the Pjince has joined from 
Gibraltar where she has left all her stores, conse- 
quently she must go home I tliink we shall have our 
chance yet by the autumn — I have lately left off 
drinking more than tw^o glasses of wine and my bile 
IS not so bad — I feel my complaint has more impres- 
sion on the mind tlian tlie body — 28th Your giving

SwANBOURNE, SUNDAY, 23 rD NOVEMBER I left ToWn 
at about nine o’clock with Fremantle and ai rived 
at Swanboume before six Augusta and Louisa are 
grown fat and looking very well He did not think 
the little Brat so pietty as I do — Augusta knew her 
Papa again The Bells rang many peals, and we were 
very busy all the evening looking over papers, etc

Sackville Street, Tuesday 16th December I have 
order’d the waggon to be in Town on Thursday

Admiralty, Friday, 19th December I was at the 
House all the morning and it begins to look tolerably 
comf 01 table — the Ships sofas and armchairs do not 
make at all a mean appeal ance m the Drawing 
looms I was madb very wretched at the accounts 
which airived yesterday of VAthenee a 64 Ship 
having been lost in the Mediterranean, 349 men 
perished, and in tlie list of these unfortunate 
creatures is Emtgn Bankes of the 35th It can be 
no other than poor Harry Bankes who had taken 
his passage in that Ship from Gibraltar to join the 
legiment in Sicilly I felt extremely shocked and 
distressed — Poor Mrs Bankes was to be in Town 
for the meeting of Parliament yesterday, the idea of 
what thev will experience on healing the melancholy 
fate of then son really makes me perfectly wretched

SuNDA^Y, 30th August I felt extiemely uncomfoi table

to the spot with Ly Buckingham, but was caught 
in a violent storm of lain A little music again in 
the evening Ly Maiy is m good voice and in gieat 
beauty Ly Buckingham does the honours so well 
that the King said, Mde le Marquisa a ^nt de

her finger, brought on a fit of Laughing, in which 
she instantly died, she was stiff ere she could be 
Gained to her room She was an amiable young 
woman, and a particular favoiite of all her bi others 
and sisters, poor Mis John Fremantle will have a 
great loss in her 

Sunday, 21st October I continue to receive immense 
dispatches fiom Scotland about Justine's marriage, 
the CampbeUs approve and the Hamiltons dis- 
approve — ^but the marriage will certainly take place 
Wednesday, 24th October I was made extremely 
uneasy on hearing from Mrs Robt Butler at 
Brighton, that my dear little Louisa has been ill 
since Fnday night of fever and extreme Sickness at 
her Stomach, measles or Scarlet fever being appre- 
hended, I found it impossible to think of going to 
her with my baby 
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[Louisa dies, and Betsey, though sad, is resigned 
at the ^dea that she is now happy and £iee from

The dear little Angel expired at nine o'clock, on 
Monday morning the 29th Octr She knew not Cole, 
on Saturday, and hei agonies were great from that 
day to the moment of her death My affliction almost

Off Toulon 

Octobei 30, 1810 

We aie witliout a nail, a foot of plank or a fathom 
of Hope spaie in case of accident — ^besides which 
oui people want Clothing for^ this time of year I 
have been obliged to write officialy to Cotton on the 
subiect, and I am not without apprehensior?that the 
line I am pursuemg will occasion him uneasiness, 
because to him as Command er-m-Chie£ much blame 
must attach for the Neglect and degradation into 
which the ship has fallen As you may imagine I am 
very anxious to keep fair with all the world particu- 
larly with the Commandei-m-Chief, but certainly 
not at the expense of my own reputation What 
would I give to see you, Emma and Bibby for an 
hour tell Emma my pug dog impioves daily but 
having given him a beating foi doing his lawful 
occasions in my cabin, he dislikes coming out of the 
Servants berth, I will be more kind to him m futuie 
I have been much employed today with my secre- 
tary drawing up a statement of my accounts for your 
information You will peiceive my exchequer is very 
low (keep Bill) but I am sure both you and I 
have made up our minds to be economical without 
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neglecting tlae«means of bunging up our children 
properly, there i^ nothing in the accounts^ that wilL 
accompany this that gives me real uneasiness I am 
as idle and indolent as you please, I walk about my 
cabin, then wiite, then read, and whenever I have 
nothing else to think of take a pinch of snufF and 
this I am soiry to say happens much oftener tlian it 
ought 

November 18 th 1810 
At Night 

My deaiest and best of women, 

How am I to begin a letter to you in answer to 
the veiy melancholy one I received two days ago, 
naming the deatli of our poor Louisa^ The anxiety 
I feel about you, as well as distiess of mind fiom 
our severe loss, has made me at times feel like poor 
Marianne in a state of stupor, this you will readily 
believe has not been alleviated by the death of 
Teressf, or the consideiation of the impropriety of 
your sistei’s conduct In short at no period of life 
have I evei received accounts fiom home so agoniz- 
ing I pity fiom my heart my poor sister Marianne 
Youi sisteis make me mad, heavens ^ only consider 
tlie line of conduct they have severally puisued, ask 
youiself if ever girls have so completely thrown 
themselves away or have behaved m such a deceit- 
ful mannei I haidly know what term to apply to 
such people, and only praise God that tlrey live so 
many miles fiom me, the Women aie Mad and the 
men fools, and the less intercom se we have with 
people of that description the better I recollect on 
Finlay being at Edinburgh a toady of Hamilton s, 
and if he was not a propei match for Justine why 
in God's name bring him into her Society^ You 
have often thought me harsh and severe about your 
sisters, who has judged best now I beg^ As to Hamil- 
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ton borro’^mg £8,000 of Justine? it is the dirtiest 
tnc^. If^ever heaid, and he di3 not allow her to 
consult me who ought to have been consulted I 
think so ill of the whole transaction, and that all 
of the* parties to it have conducted themselves so. 
improperly thay ndividually I will not have anything 
to do or say witli any of them, tlieir system seems 
that of defaming each other I beg you not to go to 
Scotland, nor to take Emma Hamilton is a swindler 
and the only one who is harmless is the poor dog 
Finlay Bankes is a wiser man than I am luckily, for 
Eugema, who would otherwise by tins time ha\e 
been miserable

On the 11th I gave a most sumptuous ball to all 
the people here consisting of 330 or 400 people and 
we satt down to supper 250 Sii Samuel Hood on 
the 21st did the same thing in the Hiheinia, but 
having much more time, a larger ship and going to 
more expense certainly outdid me in many ways 
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I have just leeeived letteis from Wynne and Martin 
at Palermo Wynne talks oj going to the iJi(rcl;iipelago 
befoie he returns to England, and Sicily remains in 
exactly the same state as to politics 

Considering Hamilton's behaviour to ^Justine in 
all ways I am not a little surpiized at his audacity 
in coming to Swanbourne 

Pi ay send me by the first conveyance through 
Alcott thiee pair of half boots fiom Mr Hoby’s 
in St James Street also two Magnificent pairs of 
Epaulets for a Rear Admiral 

[Fiemantle changed his ship shortly aftei this 
and hoisted his flag on the Rodney 74 He was to 
remain at Minoica for the protection of the island 
and writes again ] 

March 26tli, 1811 

I entreat you to impiess on your girls the pro- 
priet/ of holding themselves like gentlewomen, this 
is the only subject on which I can possibly be 
ashamed of Emma and Augusta, and I daily see how 
much young women gain by mannei Pray make 
your servant clean my boots at least once a fortnight 
or else they will be diy lotten 

God almighty preserve you all and giant me a 
happy sight of you Oh^ the pleasures of superm- 
tencling these people (carpenteis etc ) and not 
having to pay the bill I am a gieat oflBcei here and 
certainly have more influence than any other indivi- 
dual If ever man had real comfort and was made 
completely happy by marriage you have made 
me so

SATURDAY, 1st June We have all borne the journey 
suipnsmgly well and feel very little tiled Harriet's 
House IS remarkably pretty and fitted up with great 
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taste it has at the back a vie\^' of th^ Sea and colst 
,o£ Fife, m front it looks into Gardens, and is very 
chearJui and airy Soon after breakfast my nev^ 
beaufiere Mr Finlay call'd bunging me a note from 
poor Justine who is not well enough to go out He is 
a very good loolang Man, and seems bon Enfant 
mais pas elegant^ We all walked to Yoik Place to 
call on Justine, who I was happy to find giown 
fatter and looking better than I expected She seems 
extremely comfoi table in this House, she has lately 
purchased, it is laige, and in an excellent situation 
fitted up very neat and comfoi table but not at all 
extravagantly I left Emma and Augusta to spend 
the day with Justine and walked to see a little of the 
Town, but it was so extremely windy that we could 
not go farthei than Pnnces Street, and call'd to see 
some of Rayburn s paintings, the'^orti ait he has done 
of Harriet I do not like, but some of Ins other Por- 
traits are very finely painted I am much deiighted 
with the Situation of the Town of Edinburgh, the 
handsome appearance of the Houses and Streets, 
all the buildings being of White Stone, high, and 
the wmdovvs large, the Streets are veiy wide, and 
most of them command an extensive view of the 
Sea We dined quietly at the Hamiltons and walked 
in the evening to St Bernard's Well, which was very 
romantic and wild scenery, the walk being by the 
Side of a stream which runs with rapidity through 
Rocks, the banks are finely wooded, and it is so 
perfectly countrified that one could fancy oneself 
many miles fiom a Town 

Skipniss 

Friday, 7th June I left Henot Row at eight oClock for 
Glasgow, where we arrived at thiee oClock, having 
tra veil'd very expeditiously consideiing Scotch post- 
ing, and a lOugh road through West Craigs and 
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Aiidne, noUat all a pietty country As we drove into 
the Town of Glasgow, Robert Campbell niet us, and 
intioduced us to his Sister, Mis David Hamilton 
who gave us an early dinnei I nevei saw my beau- 
frere look better, he is much fattei alid growing 
more like his poor Bi other Jack At Mrs Hamiltons 
we found his elder Sistei Eliza, who is still a fine 
woman, they weie uncommonly kind and civil to us, 
and the moment we had burned down oui dinner 
we continued our journey to Gieenock, Robert went 
on with Johnny Dillon to oidei eveiy thing foi us, I 
was quite enchanted with the Drive fiom Paisley to 
Greenock, the road being by the side of the iiver 
Glyde the whole way, the view of Dumbarton Castle 
and of Ben Lomond m the distance, is magnificent, 
the evening lo\ely, and on our aiiival at Park’s Inn, 
we detennmed to embark for Skipmss aftei suppei 
if the wind was fair We walked a little about 
GrCenock and along the Quay, there aie now very 
few vessels heie, but I was much stiuck and pleased 
with the appeal ance of this place Di Cameron, 
Gaptns Beatson and Dillon supped with us, imme- 
diately aftei we went on boaid the Caledonia, one 
of the Campbelltown packets which has been wait- 
ing foi us since Thursday, it was a beautiful moon- 
light night and we sailed at twelve oClock, with a 
nice little bieeze, I regietted its being night as I 
could see but little of the coast, I just perceived 
Bute, and ere we got to the Mouth of the Clyde, it 
began to be daylight, the wind freshened and we 
got on very rapidly between the islands of Arran 
and Bute towards the coast of Cantire At a little 
aftei four we leached Skipmss point and Robert’s 
barge came off foi us — ^it was just begmmng to 
blow very hard, the motion of the vessel had made 
most of the women passengers dreadfully sick, poor 
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Augusta was just giving symptoms of ^ea Sickness,'* 
a^d I was veiy chilly and cold, hating been upon 
deck all ni^it, we were theiefore not a little pleased 
when we got into the boat, which we found some 
difficulty hi doing, the Sea being very high upon 
this slioie, but we landed safe and sound Poor little 
Eugenie had got hp to come and meet us, sh^ 
received us with as much joy and rapture as I felt 
in again meeting hei and was delighted to find her 
looking die picture of health and happiness She 
had prepared comfortable fires for us, which we 
thoroughly enjoyed, and aftei taking our breakfast 
and talking not a httie, we went to Bed, but my 
head was too full of all I had seen and had yet to 
see to sleep, I soon therefore got up again and left 
the two Gills to lecovei fiom then fatigue Eugeme 
brought me her thiee boys, who are very fine chil- 
dren Walter is the image of his Fadier, George has 
more his Mother s Eyes, and look, and Johnny has 
fine black Eyes, but is rather pale having just been 
weaned He will improve when he gets a colour, 
and IS a tall and strong child The day proved stormy 
and we could not get out, but we felt very happy 
and comfortable within and in the evening Eugenie 
sang with Mr Dillon who is as pazzo pur la Musica 
as ever 

Skipniss 

SuNDVY, 28 th July Robert lemamed with Justine and 
Miss Finlay at Skipmss, my two Giils, Eugenia and 
Zoe witli little Walter embarked after breakfast on 
board oui packet, which took us in little more than 
two hours to Ettnc Bay, I walked to Kaimes and 
sent the carriage for Eugenia I found Harriet and 
her Husband very comfortable m their Chateau 
agieeably sui prised by our unexpected arrival I 
was much pleased with the situation at Kaimes, as 
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it IS entirely suriounded by tiees and leally a very 
pietty place Dillon is sbll here and twp n^phewf; of 
Hamilton’s One the son of Danl Hamilton, a very 
fine Boy who is dying to go to Sea 
Wednesday, 31st July Hamilton being obliged to 
go to Edmbrugh, Haiiiet is to accompany us back 
to Skipmss wheie hei IMaiito will join her next week 
We waited all day and were looking out for the 
Caledonia This vessel had been appointed to call 
for us this morning, but only made her appearance 
in Ettric Bay this evening and it was nine o’clock 
ere we got on board It was blowing a strong 
Breeze, which encreased to a Storm by the time 
we approached Skipmss point and as it would have 
been impossible to land in the Bay, we were obliged 
to get into one of the herring boats, which we lucMy 
met, and after much difficulty and alarm, it put us 
on shore on the rocks near Cullendroch Our diffi- 
cukaes now enci eased as it was pitch dark and no 
one could find their way to the Cottages, Eugenia 
m hei situation unable for much exertion and tired 
to death Little Walter had suffered from Sea Sick- 
ness, and Robert was so nervous and unhappy about 
his wife and child that he had not power to speak 
or assist any one else At last after scrambling among 
the rocks, and slipping and falling, we found a Cot- 
tage, and call’d up a man and his wife, who soon 
made up their fire jumped out of Bed and dress’d 
before us with no mauvaise honte or ceremony, gave 
us some milk, and got a Hoise and a Cai , for Eugenia 
and little Walter She lay upon straw, and we all 
follow’d on foot, about thiee miles of rough high- 
land road, at last we arrived at Skipmss at two in 
the morning Justine little expected us Such a stormy 
night and we felt most happy at having escaped our 
dangers and perils so well Not many minutes after 
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we had retiigd to our Beds, Finlay aiiived, he had 
"Scrambled among the locks in the same way we had 
done, and at last had laid down among them until 
day light, he came m an open boat from Greenock 
and must have landed nearly wheie we did 
Sunday, 4th August I was agieably smpnsed and 
waked up at fom oClock this moing by Tom walk- 
ing into my bedroom He came straight to Greenock, 
in the mail without taking any rest, and met at 
Greenock a Mi Richie who took him to Wemyss 
Bay, vjhere he was obliged to stay all Friday during 
tire Gale of Wind, he came from Mr Richie s m 
his sailing boat, and was becalmed all mght The 
Boy seems not at all tired, and delighted with his 
journey 

Monday, 5th August We are no\Y a laige and merry 
party, no less than 14 at dinner eveiy day and shall 
certainly eat Eugenia's store room empty There is 
alieady a famine for biead, and we are oblfged to 
eat oatcake 

Thuusday, 8th August The Abbe Gauthier is very 
pleasant and perfectly the gentleman in his manneis, 
pool Cattanach is rough, and not brilliant, but has 
great meiit for the fatigues and misery he must 
endure, in travelling on foot and in boats so great a 
distance, all the year round My thiee Sisters and 
their Husbands are all comfortably together and 
rival each other in matrimonial felicity 
Satueday, 10th August I answeied all my letters 
and wish I could get back to England immediately, 
as I am all impatience to see poor Chailes He was 
taken ill the 1st of June off Toulon, and as he has 
rather out giown his strength, and that the hot 
climate did not agree with him, the physicians 
advised his coming home Fremantle writes from 
Port Mahon, and seemed quite unhappy to part with 
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the Boy, who has beha\ed as well as possible, and 
was geneially beloved 
K AIMES Castle 

Wednesday, 11th September In oui walk fiom 
Rothsay, where I had been with Robert and the 
children to sketch the Castle we met a funeral, this 
melancholy ceremony, is in the liighlands celebrated 
as a festival, the moment any person dies, even in 
the poorest Cottage, every relation, friend oi neigh- 
bour that come to the house, are regaled with 
whiskey, and bread and cheese, on the day of the 
burial, all aie invited to attend the funeral, they 
first partake of a sumptuous meal, and generally 
follow the coi'pse, half drunk and with unbecoming 
mirth, the one we met was of a publican s wife, sixty 
men at least follow'd it, all in mourning and respect- 
able people This savage custom of feasting at the 
death of a Highlander, obliges the poor to bury their 
deacR almost immediately after the bieath is out of 
the body It is a most barbarous custom which ought 
not to be allowed to exist in a civilized nation 
Thursday, 12th September All the Rothsay Gentry 
weie invited to a Turtle feast, the limes failed for 
the Punch, but these good people made up for it in 
some other way, and all appeared after dinner with 
sparkling Eyes and unsteady^ Step they were obliged 
to dance reels and play at dumb Ciambo 
Inverary 

Wednesday, 18th September We hired one of the 
Rothsay packets to take us to Inveiary, and order'd it 
round to Ettric Bay, where we embarked this morn- 
ing at nine o Clock, Eugenia hei husband Mile de 
Lestiade and myself, I left the children with Hairiet 
during our visit It was blowing lathei haid when 
we embaiked but the moment we enteied Loch 
Find the breeze slackened and before evening it 
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fell a pel feet calm We had taken pi o visions with 
•us^^n^bo^rd the MacDqnal, cook^ oui dinnei and 
made ourselves as comfoi table as we could on board 
so duty a Vessel We had intended landing at 
TraffarcT CampbelFs but being in hopes the bieeze 
would spring up towards twelve oClock, we made 
up oui mind to remaining m the Vessek and c5n- 
tiived a bed for poor little Eugenia and sat almost 
all night upon deck, it was the finest clear night 
possible, the Comet more beautiful than anything 
I ever saw, and the noise of the herrings, which 
passed us m immense shoals, glitteimg in the Sea, 
like file, with the multitude of hening Boats, who 
had till own their nets, the whole formed a scene 
quite novel to me and very amusing At day light 
we were in the finest part of Loch Fine and the sun 
rising behind tlie high Mountains which closed the 
horizon, thiew a variety of light and Shade ov^ei the 
country around us, and nothing could b5 more 
beautiful that tins coup doeil was We went on 
shoie for Milk and buttei, bought fiesh herrings foi 
our bieakfast, and as we approached to Inverary, 
we began our toilette which refreshed us much after 
the fatigue of havnng sat up the whole night At One 
oClock we anchoied just opposite Inverary Castle, 
we could not have had a moie favourable day to see 
it to gi eater advantage The Castle stands on a lawn, 
sloping to the Sea, commanding an evtensive view 
of the Loch, surrounded by hills covcied with finest 
wood, with high bleak mountains at the back We 
landed bevond the bridge, close to the castle and 
walked to it We just arrived as the whole party 
were assembled m the drawing-room The Dutchess 
received Eugenia and hei Marito very kindly and 
was very civil to us, we felt so uncomfortable after 
our Sea expedition and sleepless night that after 
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having had^some luncheon we went to Bed and got 
up aga^n at diessmg time foi an & oClock dinper 
The Dutchess is remaikably handsome^ hei five 
daughters are with her, all beautiful girls, the eldest 
IS about seventeen Ld and Ly Ponsonby, Ly 
Augusta Miss Clavering and one of her Sons, Ld 
John Campbell and Traffaid Campbell are the only 
visitors here besides ourselves The Duke of Argyle 
IS all attention to his Dutchess and they appear 
perfectly happy — ^but then marriage has something 
so revolting and evtiaoidinary m it, that I cannot 
believe she evei can feel perfectly happy After so 
late a dinner there is regulai supper at one oClock, 
but no one is obliged to sit up for it, and the evening 
passed away very pleasantly and quick Eugenia is 
less fatigued than I expected 
Friday, 20th September I got up in time for a ten 
oClock breakfast, at which Ly Augusta Clavenng 
ge^eially presides, she is deformed and has no 
remains of beauty, her daughtei is a very handsome 
Girl with a look of her Aunt Ly Charlotte Campbell 
After breakfast I took a long walk in the Grounds, 
which are wild, and beautifully wooded On our 
return after One oClock we found the Duke and 
Dss at breakfast At three oClock, hot joints and 
cold meat are brought in like a regular dinner 
and immediately afterwards the Baiousche drives up 
to the door for those that wish to go out We all went 
to a Lake about a mile and a half from the House to 
see the Salmon Net drawn, and immense numbers 
of very fine large Salmon were caught at every haul, 
but this not being the pioper season for them, they 
were mostly thrown back The dinner was at the 
usual late hour, and the evening therefore very short 
7th Monday, Lowther We travelled a little more 
expeditiously to-day, but at Eulifisham we were 
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obliged to take four Hoises, foi the first seven miles, 
l^eii^ all Steef) hills, as we appioacl^e^ Cumbeiland, 
every fhihh about the Countiy and Towns had an 
English appeal ance We passed Gietna Green, a 
veiy neat? village, the post boy pointed to the House 
of the famous blacksmith whose successor lives at 
anotlier small Hou%e neai the load I intended sleep- 
ing at Penrith, we could not however get beds on 
account of the Assizes, and I found myself obliged 
to pioceed on to Lowthei, wheie we did not arrive 
till neai two o’clock, eveiy^ body being gone to Bed, 
we waited some time at the door, of this huge build- 
ing which had more the appeal ance of a Citadel, by 
moonhght, than a Chateau du Campagne At last 
the door was opened by a Maid and the Butlei, who 
assmed us oui rooms were ready as we had been 
expected foi Thursday We got ^me tea, and went 
to Bed greatly tired with our long dav’s Journev 
8th Tuesday Nothing could be more flattering than 
the leception I met from the Lonsdale family when 
I came in to breakfast Ldy Lonsdale showd me 
through all the House, which is only half done, but 
will be most magnificent, altho’ it has like eveiy 
Gothic building of this magnitude, a Sombre about 
it, and the outside of tire building to my taste is too 
much ciowded with turrets and parapets it stands 
in an extensive and veiy fine wood, I went to the 
top of the castle to see the mountains of Scotland, 
but the day was so clouded, that we could only see 
the wooded Grounds of Lowther, and from the 
famous teiiace, we weie equally disappointed m 
not being able to see the view,* which is veiy exten- 
sive and consideied one of the finest in England, I 
own that coming from Inverary, I could not admire 
it, as ]t appealed too t?me and too flat Ldv Lons- 
dale aftei walking thiough the Garden, and making 
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us take notiLe ot some veiy ancient and fine fixtures 
at the back df the house, ordeied the Barousche, to 
show us tlie Grounds, whxch are certainly V3vf wild 
and fine, the Lowthei burn which runs thiough 
them, being at this moment much swol],en by the 
late rams, was m all its beauty, and then on some 
very wild and romantic Spots The drive was not so 
agreable there being no regular road, and precipi- 
tous banks with four m hand, made it quite a source 
of danger, we weie obliged to get out once, at the 
Quariy where all the stone the Castle is built with 
has been taken out, from it there is a fine^ view of 
the Place, Ly L who pointed to every lemarkable 
spot, and made us admire the House m every point 
of View it was possible to see it, was in gieat terror 
of being over turned all the time and m terrible 
fidgets 

10th Thursday, Swanbournl The pait of Yorkshire 
we passed in the morning is beautiful, so nchly 
wooded, that it looks like a continued Garden, 
particularly about Harwood Castle, the face of 
the Country changed veiy much as we advanced 
towaids Sheffield, theie being in its neighbourhood 
nothing but Cast lion works, the effect of those fires 
was paiticularly fine at Night, and it appeared as 
if we tiavelled through the legions of Plutus From 
Chesteifield to Mansfield the road is a deep sand, 
and with foui hoises we had some difficulty in get- 
ting on, it was tliree o’clock when we left Mansfield 
aftei having lefreshed ourselves with some tea, and 
just bleak of day when we airived at Nottingham, 
there had been a Ball at the Inn, the House was still 
full of drunken and iiotous rabble, who ran about 
the stieet in the most disorderly manner, we put up 
the blinds of tire carnage while we weie obliged to 
wait for the Horses, and at last to my great ]oy 
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drove away from this horrible at Leicester 

we had some Mutton chops, at eleven o’clock in the 
"‘mVnmg^iess’d oui selves a little cleaner and went 
on witliout stopping to Stony Stratford, where we 
had sorQe tea at a tidy little Inn, while I sent to the 
Town £oi Hoises — It was very dark, and neai tweh e 
0 clock as we arrj^ved at dear little Swanbourne, ,the> 
childien all in Bed looting beautiful, and poor 
Charles who had rode to-day fiom Stowe, was just 
gone to his Bed, having dispaired of oui arrival 
We made him get up and I was much delighted to 
see hyn, looking in good health and grown quite 
handsome 

[Every life, like even the best novels, has, and indeed, 
should have, its dull patches Betse’^, aftei she 
returned from hei Scottish trip, settled down to a 
pleasantly uneventful round This is illuminated by 
entiles such as 'Even I danced merrily after sup- 
per , Tom has alteied his costume (at Etori) now 
he is m the 5th form, and looks very funny in a 
long coat, tight inevpiessibles and Hessians’, 'We 
stayed on with Mi Bankes, it toady mg me and my 
brats ’ 

Many things happen, many people come and go, 
Lady Buckingham dies, then poor old Bucky, and 
his son succeeds, but 'has grown thinner, and lives 
upon Pengord pies’ The neighboms are nevvs Old 
Vemey was struck by lightning the day we dined 
theie, but was moie frightened than hurt Lucv 
Poulett maiiies Lord Nugent, and the old general, 
after 'a lawsuit was decided in his favor went to tell 
old Lady Poulett of it, and ways seized of a chill and 
spasm m his stomach, drank several glasses of hot 
brandy, but m a few hours died’ 

There is family news too Hamet has a daughter, 
Charles goes to sea and is taken prisoner by the 
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^ Yank’S es, bnt his only one month’s captivity at New 
London aftet which he is exchange.d Fremantle is 
made a BaronTsy the Emperor of Austi^a qjick^iven 
the Order of Commander of the Cross of Mana 
Theresa, and poor Robert Campbell has a stroke ] 

At Sea off Ancona, 

August 15th, 1811 

If Emma does not hold herself like a gentlewoman 
I shall certainly send her to School Poor old Bucky 
Tell Mr Doc I hope the Elms that were planted by 
his wall are doing well I am anxious about my tiees 

From different vessels we have something like 
accounts of Bonaparte’s having advanced too far 
and being a prisoner with the Russians, it can’t be 
true 

I have got a light blue silk Coat, there was no 
dark to be proem ed, and am quite a figure in it 
without a neckcloth I am to command in Sicily and 
to leave the Adriatic Squadron 

Off Sardinia, 

August 22nd, 1811 

Am off to Palermo where I must play second 
fiddle My lot will be to keep on good teims with 
Lord and Lady William Bentmck she is a very 
aimiable and domestic woman and I hope to profit 
by their hospitality You may drink away my second 
oldest port wine, but there is one of the ’28 which 
IS the oldest and that I wish to be kept 

Palermo, 

August 29, 1811 

Nothing can equal the insolence and despotism 
of Queen She has confined 5 of the principal inhabi-

December 26th Lord Wm arrived the 7th of this 
month, and contrary to my e\pectation eveiythij^g 
lemained perfectly quiet— during the month he had 
a conference with the Queen, who was very violent, 
this good lady seems determined to make every 
opposition to oui demands, and is intriguing in 
every way to impede our progress One day she 
appears to be desirous of accommodation but her 
mind IS in such a state of irritation it is quite impos- 
sible to depend upon a word she says The King is 
furious and will do no business, and I believe she 
and the King are on a peifect g<iod understandmg 
None of the Neopohtan Ministers are dismissed, but 
an addition has been made of foui counsellors of 
state quite mimical to us — ^this must bung the busi- 
ness to a crisis The Achille is at Melazzo with tire 
Transports and Troops, the Heiald is to go to Tin- 
pani and unless the Court give way we shall be 
obliged to use force, the Queen has neither money, 
or means to visit us and now is the time foi settling 
the concerns of the Island I hope for the best and 
my advice has always been foi strong and firm 
measures The Sicihans aie certainly well disposed 
to the English and the hereditary prince sees the 
consequence of assistance, he has however very 
little influence with either his father or Mother 
[Betsey ends the year on a quiet note ] 

27th; Fridvy I was most happy to hear of Eugenia's 
confinement that she has a Girl this time, after three 
Boys, it proves quite a treasure and she is as happy 
as possible

I am every day with the Bentmcks Kady William 
Bentinck has had the kindness to study me, as well 
as to make allowances for my fits of bile, and tho she 
IS by no means to be called handsome her manners 
and conversation are so agreeable that it is impos- 
sible to feel gene m her company I am involved in 
politics, and my lesidence here I hope affords me 
the oppoitunity of being very useful to Dord Wil- 
liam I am on all occasions considered next the 
minister, foi here they have a fool King and a mad 
Queen

March 13th, 1812 

My Deaiest Tussy, 

On the scoie of politicks I have little to say nothing 
mateiial having occuried since I wiote last, I believe 
everything is settled about a new Government, at 
the head of which Pnnce Belmonte will be placed 
having his and our friends as his coadjutors, still we 
have to contend against the Queen who continues 
to have too much influence ovei the mind of her son, 
and we must contnve some means to have her 
removed from Palermo 

With respect to myself I am quite well and com- 
f 01 table, I have been guilty of a gieat piece of 
extravagance foi which howevei I tiust you will not 
blame me, I have<rpurchased plate to the amount of 
a hundred and fifty pounds, I have for this a beau- 
tiful Tureen, and ladle, a silvei plateau, with a hand- 
some silver figure on it, two large dishes, four side 
dishes and 6 Beautifull salt sellers gilt with spoons, 
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they belonged to the late Sii John^Act'bn, arid I gQt 
them for little more than the value'^of tlie Silver, 
(!on^quei^ly I can dispose of them foi what I gave 
at any time — my etat major does not go on very bril- 
liantly — ^]put I have got a tolerable fiench cook out 
of a piize 

I have foi these t^ree days past undei some anxiejiy 
having 1 eceived an account of the escape of two line 
of battle ships and two frigates from Toulon I am 
afiaid they aie gone to the Adiiatic, if so they will 
play the Devil among our ships who are too much 
sepal at^d to act against them, two ships are how- 
evei in seaich of them the Amenca and Achille 
Yesterday we had a most supeib dinner at the 
Prince Belmonte’s, we satt down 27 to a ciicular 
table, which was covered with beautifull plate, 
indeed the whole was magnificent and remarkably 
well served — nevei did I witness such severe 
w eather as we have had this year, luckily we have 
only lost one bug commanded by a Lieub S Edw^ 
Pellew has wisely kept the fleet at Mahon 

I begin to be expecting Charles out, and I shall 
be veiv much disappointed if he does not bring me 
letters from all the family Emma will I hope be 
very communicative — ^We have lately had no gieat 
gayities as it is lent, the same seiious Opera of 
Joseppe is peiformed almost eveiy night and I am 
not yet tiied of the music which is quite beautiful 
I continue to live as usual with the Bentmcks, and 
the Lady I am as much attached to as evei, but I 
find him so cold in his manners, and he is so little 
inclined to meet my proposals ^)n the subject of the 
Sicilian Mai me that I am afraid we are training off, 
which I am soiry foi, but you know me too well 
not to be awaie that I cannot submit to become a 
Cyphei in his hands You say Amfield is a veiy good 
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4)oy and go5s on very well Frank is grown quite a 
man and is n?ost attentive I like my 'Captain much, 
and I have now Young IVfoles worth whom yotx may 
recollect quite a Youngstei in the Ganges first Lieu- 
tenant, Hutchinson is sound This is all the news 
I have to tell you, kiss a hundred times all your 
children for me, your descnpiwn of Celia makes 
me most anxious to see her as well as the rest 
God almighty preserve you my dearest and best of 
women believe me ever

My Deal Betsey, 

It is an age smce I have wiitten to you, having 
been absent from this place now five weeks — 
Oui^paity consisted of Lady Wm Bentinck, Mr 
Fazakeily, Mr Howaid, Mr Jomville, Mr Oben and 
Mr Miner we went fiist to Gnganti wheie we 
landed and saw all the magnificent temples which 
you have read so much of and of which you must 
have seen so many diawings We were all very well 
pleased and our party was inci eased by the junc- 
tion of Lord Wm Bentinck, Genl Campbell and 
Major St Laurent — 24 hours we ariived at Malta, 
and heie again we weie much delighted with the 
strength of the foitifications the magnificence of tlie 
houses, and the hospitality of the people — heie we 
amused ourselves for a week, Loid William returned 
back to Palermo, m a brig, and we sailed for Tunis 
wheie we arrived in thiee days We all went on 
shore there with our baggage and took up oui abode 
at the Consuls We visited Carthage, Utica, and m 
short everything worth seeing and lived foui days at 
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the Minister s house about ten miles ih the countiy, 
we had parties almost every day-, and it was very 
ple^aht indeed, the purport of my taking this trip 
you are awaie was to get released the Sicilians Slaves 
as well a-s to anange some affairs of our own, my fiist 
audience with the Bey was on the 3rd day after my 
arrival I was attended by 50 Officers and Gentle- 
men from the Ships, and Lady Wm with a pair of 
loose pantaloons and a Great Coat that reached low 
down was in the suite We were graciously received, 
and took Coffee, but as this was merely a visit of 
Ceremony nothing matenal passed, the next day I 
went with the Consul when we began an affair, the 
Old Gentleman who has the Eyes of an hawk first 
disputed my powers, when you will easily imagine 
I drew up and lefened him to the Pnnce Regent’s 
as well as the Ministers letters^ I then demanded 
peremptoril} the liberation of all the Italians who 
were taken undei the English flag, to which he told 
me he would answer the next day I was a little 
angiy with the dog and spoke fluently in Italian to 
him Aftei a gieat deal of Jaggimg and much dirty 
negociation thiough the Consul, I contrived to cairy 
all my points, so anchored here last mght after a 
passage of 22 hours having 370 Slaves on boaid the 
Milfoid — m the morning of the day we sailed tire 
Mmistei came on board with about 50 Turks, I gave 
him coffee and sweetmeats, manned ship and saluted 
him to his heart’s content, he left 300 Sequins for 
the boat’s crew, and was most superbly dressed 
indeed — One day Lady William was invited to go 
to the Haiem to visit the Bey’^ Wives, heie she was 
recei\ ed m great gala, but of couise the men weie 
not admitted My band full dressed mounted upon 
mules attended her Ladyship — ^the Bey and his 
Wives gave them (14 in number) 200 Guineas — 
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Whilst I was at Tunis I heard from Adml Berkley 
about the Oe^th of Lady Buckingham You will 
readily believe how mucn I was shocked, and how 
much I have felt for poor Lord Buckingham, indeed 
it IS at this moment I regret being absent from home, 
because I am persuaded I might have been assisting 
duiing all the poignance of hrs sufferings, I dont 
think I can muster coinage to write to him, the same 
letter also tells me of our loss m Genl Poulet, tho I 
did not very much like the man, still I know he had 
many very valuable qualities, and was a most affec- 
tionate and kind parent I hope G G will persuade 
his father to let h^m marry, matters appear to me to 
have gone such a length, that his honour, even if 
his inclination did not prompt him, makes it quite 
necessary I wish he would and settle at Addington 
— the Ministei b^s presented me from the Bey with 
a magnificent gold snuff box, it is of french manufac- 
turcrWith a very laige diamond on the middle, and 
may perhaps be worth two oi three hundred guineas, 
Lady William had seveial piesents made her, and 
she has given me a very handsome Shawl, which I 
shall send you by the first good opportunity that 
offers I am rathei m high spirits having so effec- 
tually succeeded in all my negociations, indeed 
nothing could be more gratifying than the sight 
when we anchored, the pooi leleased Sicilians 
gaping at the town, many mothers brothers and 
sisters in boats alongside making such exclamations 
at the sight of their relatives who had been yeais in 
slavery, our pride and enjoyment at being the cause 
of their release, in “ihort the whole was most anima- 
ting and interesting I am dreadfully behind hand 
with my papers, not having had an opportunity of 
writing widi so much company on board, my 
menage is tolerably good I have in my foremost 
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cabin a round table which dme% 12 or 8 upon 
, o^casion^ * . • ^ 

[Fremantle also sent home, maiking it ‘for youi 
amusement' the Bulletin of FohUcal and Military 
inf 01 motion drawn up by the Bey's private secre- 
tary describing the ‘sejour de la division anglaise^ 
aux: ordres de (?ontre TAdmiral Fiemantle [swY 
‘Lady Bentinck/ this declares, ‘accompanied the 
Admiral in the costume of a naval officer ' Nor does 
it desciibe Fremantle’s tnumph quite m the temis 
he uses ‘The Vice Admual negotiated for the 
redemption of the Sicilians who were slaves in this 
country about four hundred arid eighty people, but 
as the Bey asked three hundred Venetian sequins 
for each, he was unable to conclude the affair the 
same day The Pnnce, however,jDiomised to release, 
without any ransom whatever, the sixty-four slaves 
who had been taken m ships flying the Biitish 
flag ’ 

The French version of ‘to visit the Bey's wives' is 
‘to visit then Royal Highnesses, the Bey's Sisters and 
his wife ' 

Fremantle, m stating he ‘continued to carry all 
my points’ omitted to state at what price the said 
points weie earned Each slave, including the 24 
who had been promised gratis, cost 313 piastres and 
four Venetian sequins One Bulletin also notes that 
on departure the Mimster received a salvade of 21 
guns and earned 80,000 piastres from the ship to 
complete the payment of the ransom The Mimster 
did not conceal the fact from the Bulletin ‘that he 
was not as handsomely treated on boaid the ship 
‘^Milford'' as he had been on board the Fiench ship, 
the "'Scipto"' (Captain Vice Admiral Leipseigne) in 
1807']

and they supped m the rooms, figure to yourself m\ 
deai^Betsey youi husband leading off m such a party 
with the Duchess of Oileans, Prince Leopold and 
Mad^^® followed and aftei the first dance we changed 
partners I can’t say I was much gratified at being 
made to dance, but there was no possibility of 
refusing with propriety I spoiled my fine snuff bo\, 
a plan of which I will send you, I am indeed rich m 
snuff boxes but have no good snuff left — Imdy Wil- 
liam has wrote to Captain Wanen to desire Chailes 
may be sent to her if a good opportunity of joining 
me does not offer fiom Malta when he returns I 
shall leave it entirely with Warren to do what he 
thinks best for the boy, as he will be enabled to 
judge better of his physical force than I can pietend 
to do at a distance 

You may expect to find me a better correspondent 
in the Adriatic than you have found me at Paleimo, 
the fact is it is a very Idle place, and I am happy at 
an opportunity of employing myself more to my 
own as well as to my Country’s advantage — think 
I have said all that is worth ^oui knowing — ^if I had 
remained at Palermo for the feast of St Rosalia I 
should have been obliged to have given a fete that 
would have cost me one hundred and fifty or two 
hundred pounds, it is bettei as it is, but I don’t think 
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I shall improye my Society in point of manners at 
Lissa Adieu, te^ll your Girls to hold (ip their hj?a4s 
and behave well until I come home, when I" shall 
endeavour to keep them m good order — God bless 
you all I have many thanks and Comps>i to make 
to Mrs Bankes, say all that is kind for me to the 
Painter, and tell the contents oPyour cypher to my 
Brother, Tom, I shall expect to see grown a Man, 
God bless you all again and believe me ever my

stitution * They have agreed to build a foit and 
maintain a Company of troups and an armed vessel 
for their defence The time is at length arrived when 
T feel myself fully warranted m asking to be removed 
and for leave to return to England

not tell you how much I have and do feel for poor 
Mananne, I never had but one opinion of that boy, 
and be assuied from me that much of the conduct 
of young people aiises from then first impressions, 
altho I am by no means an advocate of severity 
towards children, I am pervaded that it is better 
than allowing them to do as they please, and the first 
ill effect generally is mgiatitude and ill behaviour 
I told you all about Mary Montalbano I gave hei 
in all about £.80, but she woiries me to lend hei

21st Thursday

be here to-mght, I was very ill indeed all day but 
towards Evng got myself dressed after much pain 
and difficulty and sat in the Arm Chair by the fiie, 
a perfect object with my rig£t arm in a shng the 
Rheumatism being quite fix'd m my hand which is 
much Swelled and I have quite lost the use of it 
Towaids nine o’clock my Maii^ arrived, and thank 
GckI appears in peifect health and Spiiits, I had all 
the children with me, and Stephen fix'd ^is gieat 
Eyes on his Father and was very funny, Cicey is the 
one he most admired I was too ill and nervous to 
enjoy tlie Scene, and was obliged to go to bed again 
immediately

22nd, Friday 

Kept my Bed very ill and with so much fever that 
Cowley gave me Calomel F remantle seems delighted 
with his childien and his home, Ly Nugent call’d 
I am a sad object, and cannot move one Limb, it is 
cruelly distressing just at tins moment which I have 
been expecting as the happiest in my Life 

[They go to town, to see the illuminations and

[Fremantle enieis ‘dined with my bio^the^ ii^my 
boots, went home early' and on Monday, March 
20th, Betsey writes ] ^ 

Dined early after having hunted all the moing 
after oui dresses and a hairdressej^who disappointed 
usT at last We met Ld Hill riding who was sui- 
rounded by the Populace, and shook hands with 
them I had to chaperone Fanny Wills and Fanny 
Fiemantle to White's Fete We went eaily and got 
in without the smallest difficulty, the court yard of 
Buihngton House was most splendidly illuminated 
and had a beautiful Effect The rooms were bril- 
liant, and looked like a Faiiy Palace Great numbers 
of people were theie when we came m, all the men 
in full diess UnifoFns and the Ladies in plumes, and 
most iich dresses The Emperor of Russia with the 
Duke of Oldenburgh, King of Prussia and all ai rived 
at ten o'clock, I was close to them when they first 
walked round the Ball room and saw them veiy 
plain, they afterwards mix'd in the Crowd and 
Alexander danc'd the whole evening and flirted 
with his partners When the Supper rooms were 
open’d the effect was quite beautiful, 2000 people 
set down without any inconvenience oi confusion 
I stayed till seven o'clock in the momg and met 
almost every body I know in London, Fremantle 
got tired and went home an hour before us Old 
Blucher is a delight ^

13th April Saturday When I first got up this morn- 
ing, I found the whole Village assembled in the 
Chuich yaid, to see an old Gypsey woman who died 
suddenly last night in the lane, I walked to the 
Church wheie the Corpse of the wretched woman 
was laid, merely wiapped up in the blanket she 
slept in with her black haii all Ov^ei her head and 
face, not at all disfiguied, the women were just 
going to wash and dress out the corpse, in the 
church yd the daughteis and sons of the deceased 
formed a most interesting Groupe, really all in the 
most deep affliction The poor woman had been 
telling fortunes till quite lat# last night, apparantly 
in perfect health, she was in her tent in the lane 
with her two daughters, complained of sickness in 
the night and died quite suddenly After breakfast 
we all walked to the chuich, where the corpse was 
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^/ery fldily^rciid out, it must lemam there^ until it is

June 25th Sunday The Mail biought tlie account of 
a grand Victoiy obtained by the Duke of Welhng- 
ton, at Waterloo^ aftei thiee days haid fighting 
Buonaparte was compleatly defeated, his whole 
army dispmsed, and neai 200 pieces of cannon 
taken from him The slaughtei of Officeis and men 
quite tremendoifij, my Husband was obliged to 
break to Ld Ponsonby the death of his Hx other 
Gcn^onsonby who was kiird in the action A large 
paity of Captains to dinner 
1st July Sa.turdiy I was much amused with Mde 
de Blesxes, a Chouanne, who fought in La Vendee 
foi the last twenty yeais and was shot thiough tlie 
thigh — she IS now going on an expedition to France 
under the Due d'Aumont, she is very clever and is 
writing the Life of the Geoiges She assured us that 
thousands of women had fought with heiself and 
that the wife of La Roche Jacquelin was quite a 
heroine [The Fremantles waste no time m crossing 
to the continent on the 25th July ] 

25th Tuesday St Malo Our party assembled at 
Deals by eight o’cloctk to embaik in the Barge which 
took us on boaid the Curagoa We had a fan Breeze, 
and the frigate was under weigh in an instant, the 
day was chaming, the band played the whole 
mormng upon deck, and just as we sat down to 
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dmnei^at three o cloch, we wefe off St Malo and 
obliged to wait some time foi a f iff)t to take ns in, 

’ tS^ Bay’being covei’d*witb rocks, and the naviga- 
tion between them very naiiow and intricate We 
bowev^jr sailed in veiy piosperously, and saluted 
with 20 Guns, but only one, fiom a shabby battery 
was 1 eturned Wben we left the Ship to go on Sl^re? 
the Yaids were maim’d and both Ships cheer us, 
the walls of the Town, which suiroimd it, were 
coveTd with people, and on our landing we found 
tire Gate shut Aftei waiting above a quarter of an 
houi,’*the Commandant, a shabby dirty looking man 
with a wooden Leg, open’d the Gates and made an 
apology for having kept us waiting so long, the 
Streets were ciowded with an immense multitude 
of people chiefly woman and children, who voci- 
ferated in our Ears, cries of Viv?5 le Roi, and follow’d 
us K) tlie Hotel des Voyageurs, two National Guards, 
without uniforms clear’d the way for us, the^«^re no 
troops m the Town It stands in a fine bay, entirely 
surrounded by the sea, excepting a causeway bridge 
which joints it to the Town of St Servant at the 
opposite side of the Bay The Streets aie narrow, 
and duty, our Hotel a miserable looking House, 
kept by Le Roy, whose wife and daughters are 
attentive and good humour’d and seemed anxious 
to make everything comfortable for us My Husband 
all the Captains and Gentlemen went to call on the 
Governor, a cross, drunken wretch Le Baron d Oiat, 
a violent Buonapartist who was not very civil to 
them We were told that the appeal ance of our 
Ships had greatly alarmed them as they expected 
600 English troops were come to Gaiiison the Town 
and to levy contributions 

26th Wednesday We walked about the Town, I went 
to several Shops, but found nothing cheap but Shoes 
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We h^d ar!i ^excellent dinner at foui o’cl^ock were 
much amused the arrival of a Dikgence, with a 
Haystack behind, and all the party was very ^erfy 
and pleasant After dmnei, the weather being fine 
we went m the Bay to see Brillantois a, Countiy 
House about five miles fiom the Town on the Dinant 
Ewer, we were follow'd by the Band of the Cura^oa 
in another Boat, which played the whole time and 
on our landing while we waited for the Key of the 
Garden Gate, the young party, whose spiiits are 
beyond any thing I ever saw, began to dance, on a 
Green bank and made us old ones join in^menily, 
excepting Ld Ponsyinby who had climbed the Bocks, 
and stood on an emminence admiring our pictur- 
esque appearance We then walked all through the 
Garden of this Chateau quite in the old fiench style 
The grounds and'^woods are lemaikably pretty and 
command a fine view of the River which is a branch 
of ^b§-sea and about a quart ei of a mile wide The 
House is small and in a low Situation, it belongs to 
a Negociant, whose son was very civil to us, but is a 
violent Buonapaitist and seems greatly dissatisfied 
at the Bouibon Government He is like all the 
present lace of french young men of this class, 
whose morals, manneis, and irrehgion are quite 
detestable and hateful It is quite shocking to see 
the multitude of Boys and chddren begging about 
the Streets, brought up to idleness and Ignorance 
Just as we reached the Town it began to poui, the 
Gates were just Shutting and we had some difficulty 
m getting m We all went to Tea, and the Gentle- 
men supped at THotel de France, with Bonpan, who 
seems to be a useful personage to them, Luigi plays 
on the Guittai , amuses them in every way and has 
no objection to plenty of eating, dunking and 
smoakmg 
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27th Thi^rsday Dina^nt We werl alflip eaily a?id 
the party assembled in the Boat% ?n time for the 
\i<lb^ \Vith a fair wind ^nd a loveAy day We sailed 
up the Ranee follow’d by the Band which played as 
we pass’d tlie diffeient Villages and Countiy Houses, 
where cries of Vive le Roi cheeied us The sail up 
this River is chammg, the Banks and Sceneiy \ery^ 
much varied and wooded, and the Country iich 
We could not get nearer than within three miles of 
Dinant, as it is only at Spiing tides that theie is 
water enough for Boats to get quite up to it We 
therefore landed and all walked, the Boats crew 
carrying our Luggage, the Bar^i following, m all a 
party of 50 people Feaimg we should alarm the 
Dinant people, Mr Scotr and Capt Stirling pie- 
ceeded us, the former knowing the Mayoi well, he 
went to piepare him foi our aiiival and wc waited 
at the Spring of Mineial waters, which is m a pietty 
situation, about a mile fiom the Town, ££g:®^eii 
return and for a Horse foi Fremantle to iide up the 
hill, the Town stands very high, and the view as one 
approaches it is very fine Mr Scott on his return 
to us assured us the Mayor (who embraced him 
tenderly) was determined to receive us in great 
style, we therefore walked on in full confidence, 
with oui Band playing and all the populace follow- 
ing us, but on nearing the Gate, the Soldieis com- 
manded us to halt most surlily threatening to fire 
upon us if we did not immediately obey, and refused 
us admittance Mi Scott aigued and said the Mayor 
had promised to give orders at the Gates, the orders 
had not been received or they refused to attend to 
them However after a little annoyance and diffi- 
culty we are allow’d to enter, and we went to the 
Hotel, in an any Situation with a public walk before 
it We were all too tii ed to move again before dinner , 
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the little IVfa^or came to apologize for the mdeness 
of the Soldlers^ and promised us every piotection 
After a tolerabfe dinner ^not so good ds Mdb Le 
Roy’s peiformance, we walked to a ruined Castle 
neai Lion’s Convent which is also in rums, nothing 
can be more delightful than the wood and Valley 
which leads to it, with the rum nt the bottom, some 
charming views and I could have wished to have 
made some stay here to explore all this beautiful 
Countiy, the Peasantry all cry Vive le Roi and seem 
well inclined but tlie inhabitants of tlie Town are a 
horrid Sett, and I do not believe it would bre safe to 
remain in among, them, tliey aie expecting to be 
plunder’d by the Chouans (5n our return to the 
Town the band played before our windows and the 
young people danced some Reels and Walzes A few 
laige Stones wexb thiown in at the windows and at 
the Band, luckily no one was huit and we pretended 
ncX^te perceive it 

28th Friday St Malo Our Pilot sent us word to 
huiry eaily to tire Boats, on account of the tide 
falling so fast that tiiey would get agiound and be 
obliged to remain here a week, we theiefoie made 
gieat haste, settled with Mde Thomas who was 
very civil, and invited us to come and drink the 
waters in August and walked back to the Boats, a 
Carnage took Ly Ponsonby and the Girls, who 
roared the whole way, laughing at the odd vehicle 
Horses and dnver, I admired the Scenery and quite 
regretted leaving such a pretty Country so soon, in 
spite of the incivility of the Inliabitants We just 
reached the Boats m time and came down the nver 
with the tide and a head wind, which made it moie 
tedious than oui sail of yesterday Towards halfway 
we met another Man of Wars Boat, with Capt 
Baldwin, who had orders to bring us the Letters and 
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to my g:|,eat joy, I soon recognised Clfm.les^face £>1 
liagipmess Tins meeting made thg Femammg part 
of way most pleasant, heaiing»all the news, and 
the accounts of Buonaparte's having reached Ply- 
moutli vdiere he is not allowed to land but is to wait 
ordei s and it is believed that St Helena is to be his 
destination We avived at St Malo at thiee o'clock, - 
stroFd about Shopping till dinner, hired a little inan 
foi a Cook who goes back to Jeisey with* us, and m 
the Evening we walk'd on the Ramparts Next day 
they returned to Jeisey, delighted with our jaunts 
but quite soriy to bieak up our pleasant party 
27th August Sunday We aie rnaking our arrange- 
ments foi leaving this the instant we ha^^e answers 
fiom the Admiralty and shall go m the Wye to 
St Malo The usual party to dmnei, I went to the 
Parade [Tliey were never to ?etuin to England 
durmg Fremantle’s life time ] 

Sth Friday Rennes We set out from St MA at 
seven o'clock, Fremantle, myself and the tliiee Giils 
in the Baiousche with foui Horses and only one 
drivei Stephen with Wassail and Alain in tlie 
Cabriolet and found the road foi the first Stage 
quite detestable and I expected the poor caiiiage 
to break down every minute The Country is coveTd 
with Trees, and not unlike Jersey on a grand Scale 
We found every thing perfectly quiet, there are a 
great number of Prussian troops at Rennes, but 
appeal peacable and we weie not even asked foi 
oui Passports The Hotel des Voyageurs where we 
lodged veiy bad On inquiring about the Route 
thiough Tours to Lyons, we fii^ it is quite safe, and 
as it wmuld take us 60 posts out of the way, going by 
Bourdeaux and Touloun, we determined to take the 
former Road, particularly as the South of France is 
not quite quiet 
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Ora Sa.i'urd^^' L1\^al We left Rennes at eight o'clock 
and were obliged to pay foi an additional Horse, 
hitherto we had only been chaiged £oiP6 lio^^ses^at 
30 Sous each and for the two postillions the same 
which made the expence exactly 12 Lions a poste, 
a poste is 6 miles We tiavell'd very quick to-day, 
^e Horses are good, and it is ^surprising how they 
get on, tackled in the way they aie, with slight ropes 
for reinslind braces, which break every ten minutes 
I went one stage m the Cabriolet the roads are very 
wide and excellent but we were much annoyed with 
the dust, there has been no ram foi three? months 
This Country is^all cover'd with wood, and tlie 
greatest profusion of Apples and peais I ever saw, 
the road is lined with fiuit tiees, and where ever we 
stop, quantities of excellent pears aie given us foi 
nothing We arrived at Laval at four o'clock a dis- 
tance of nine posts and a half We went®to the 
a bad Inn, and there being a fair in the 
Town and great many Prussians, all was uncom- 
fortable, except the dinner which was excellent 
10th Sunday Lx Fleche The Hostess at the Louisa 
very imposing and disagi cable We got oflF at nine 
o'clock, and again travelled without the smallest 
inconvenience and arrived early at La Fleche a very 
pretty town, 8 postes from Laval, we got veiy com- 
fortably lodged at the Star, the people civil and 
clean We walked before dinner to see the College, 
instituted by Henri IV It is a very magnificent 
building His heait is deposed m the Chapel There 
are only 250 Boys now but the College establish- 
ment is for 600, ft IS kept up at the expense of 
Government and is a very fine institution The town 
IS very neat and pretty, with a nice walk by the iiver 
side The Country about it is flat, well cultivated, 
but not so much wooded as Brittany There is a 
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Regime^^t of Prussian Diagoons^m Lh Fleche,«all 
fine young men who volunteer'd, th^y^seem perfectly 
wei^b^h^ed, and the \^oman of the Inn remarked 
that they were much more civil than their own 
French ttoops had been 

13th Wednesday As the Fiench aimy occupy all this 
side on the Loire, mnd are disbanded at Bourges,*by « 
thousands every day, we were advised not to go tliat 
way to Lyons, as it might not be safe, bufto take the 
load through Orleans which is on the light of the 
Loire, and the whole of that Country is occupied by 
allied troops Last wmtei there were above 1500 
English heie I went to see the, Cathedral, which is 
a fine Gothic building and the Palace of the Arch- 
bishop — theie IS a handsome Tomb Stone restor'd 
smCe the King’s leturn, and put up in the Cathedial, 
of two childien of Charles IX It^tood in the church 
of S? Martin which was destroyed m the Revolution 
but this Tomb was concealed and pieserv'4;r^ere 
IS anothei fine Church of St Julien also destroyed 
the fiist year of the Revolution, which is now con- 
verted into Stabling for Horses, and where all the 
Diligences stand, we went to see it, and it is quite 
shocking to witness such wickedness The inside is 
of perfect Gothic Architectuie, fine vaulted arches, 
handsome pillais, now a filthy Stable We attempted 
to walk on the Ramparts but it v as so sultry and 
so little to be seen that we came home early This 
is a fine Town but it appears dull, there are no 
public amusements and not a Good Master of 
any sort 

14th Thuesday Orleans Wo set out at 8 o’clock 
from Tours, and were asked for our Passport by the 
Prussian Commandant at St Simphorien The road 
almost the whole way to Blois, is by the side of the 
liver Loire, about three miles fiom Tours The Bank 
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IS elevated and pretty enougii having several habita 
tions m the and some neat Couiltiy Hous^, |put 
the opposite b^nk is fiat, Wj-thout trees dnly n^w and 
then a plantation of Poplars We found the heat 
oppressive the posting ^eiy good and^'ariived at 
Biois so earl} that we came on intending to sleep 
at Beau]erny, theie we found <^he Inn occupied by 
Bavarian Officers, and the Eveng being much cooler 
and pleasantei for travelling tlian the middle of the 
day We came on to Orleans, having tiaveffid to-day 
14 Postes in less than 13 hours The Country not at 
all pretty covei’d with vineyards, which don't give 
any Grapes this yeai, not a hill the whole way and 
only one lather pretty view, a large Chateau die 
opposite side of the Loire near Amboise 

15th Friday We lemamed at Orleans to-day and have 
determined to g6 on to Pans This is a tolerably fine 
old Town, with a handsome bridge over thd Loire, 
sS^^^ere appeals to be good Shops We went to see 
the Cathedral, the front of it is the most beautiful 
Gothic Wchitectuie I ever saw, it is not quite finished 
and the entrance is alloted for keeping Straw and 
hay We went into chuich while the Salui was going 
on et la pnere de 40 heures, which is order'd m 
all the churches, foi the present distress'd state of 
France It was well attended and the Service done 
with great solemnity by the Bishop, the one named 
by Buonaparte but who has never been consecrated 
another one will probably be named by the King 

16th Saturday Paris We arrived at Pans at eight 
o'clock, and drove to several Hotels and all over the 
Town ere we couM get Lodgings, we at last met 
with a very comfortable appaitment at L'Hotel 
Nelson, Rue St Augustin but are obliged to pay 
20 Pounds a week for it 

17th Sundaa I went at ten to the Church of Notie 
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Dame tQ high Mass and afterwards to call on the 
Pavers wlifere we met John Frfjmantle^ Albmia 
Felf^n,^ arid Lionel Hervey, and J5hn Wells Fanny 
IS looking veiy pietty but thin, they expect Uncle 
Billy ne'^ week with Mrs Fremantle and Eliza, this 
will make it veiy comfortable for us We visited the 
Louvre this moimlig, where one is quite lost m j^ie 
multitude of Chef d’oeuvres of Sculptui e^and paint- 
ing It is quite wonderful to see this Collection, the 
plunder of all Europe It would take months to 
examine the pictures, some of them have been 
aliead;^ removed by the Pmssians and those belong- 
ing to Belgium are Jio be taken down to-monow by 
Older of the Duke of Wellington We dmve a great 
deal about the toivn and were in admiiation at the 
magnificence of the public buildings, the Thuillenes, 
Bridges, etc , etc \Ke dined early and went to the 
Thcdtie Fideaux, in the English Ambassador s Box 
The Danvers, John and Brmny joined us th®??e^he 
french singing quite detestable, the Theatre is pretty, 
but the performance very caiicatwe The piece was 
Le Czar Piince and Richard Coeur de Lion 
18th Monday I went with the girls to see the French 
Monuments, all that weie saved from the destruc- 
tion of the Revolution have been lemov ed and foiiti 
a Museum They aie chiefly handsome monuments 
from St Den^iS, that of Richelieu, Mazarm, and of 
the several Lings of France, m the gaiden the Tomb 
of Abelaid and Eloisa is put up, it was brought heie 
when the Paraclete was sold We dined at the Hotel 
and went in the Eveng to a party at Ly Kennaird’s 
where all the English soon a(!>sembled and a few 
Fiench Mi Danveis’ Coachman was thiown off the 
Box m going thiu and the Horses lan away, they 
were not hurt only much frightened Two young 
Ladies bi ought up by Josephine, sung Italian 
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delightfuiry^ They are going to England to teach 
Dancing and^ Cotillions were aftefwards danced 
The Duse CasCiglione was there, wife to Ivlireshall 
Nugerau She is a very handsome woman, ladylike 
in her manners and danced very well The Duke of 
Wellington, and Giassini were there He looks old, 
Crassim more vulgar in her mafiner than ever I met 
also Charles Steward who is now a great personage 
and much alter’d in eveiy way since we knew (him) 
at Ratisbon The party was very pleasant we came 
home as they were at supper 
19th Tuesday We went with the Danvers add a party 
to see the Catacombs, we ha^ to descend fifty feet 
under Ground and walked at least a mile m sub- 
terranean passages where all the Skulls and dead 
bones collected from all the burying Grounds in 
Pans, are placeS in regular order forming a Wall 
on each side and a most horrid and meHncholy 
almost the whole of the Town of Pans is 
excavated under Ground, these vaults are supported 
by thick walls, it was begun thirty years ago, towards 
the Center theie is an alter where Mass is said once 
a year on All Souls day There is a Lttle fountain also 
where a few little fish are kept alive m these dark 
Regions of the dead, we carried little wax tapers to 
light the way, it felt cold and unpleasant On oui 
return to F anny’s hotel we found two or three french- 
men, among them young Monsi de Stael, Mde de 
Stael’s son who speaks English perfectly well 
20th Wednesday I call’d on Mrs Loyd and seveial 
English who are now here, then went to see the 
Invalids, a handsOme building, where all the In- 
valided Soldiers and sailors are kept, in a superior 
style to what they are at Chatham and Gieenwich, 
only 3200 are there now but in the beginning of the 
Revolution it contained 7000 
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21st Thui^sdvy We went with tlie Da^\ers to see the 
Fountains erected by Buonapartefthat of Chateau 
d'ea^i IS very pretty, the day of fiis Mairiage with 
Mane Louise, it was fill'd with wine instead of 
water We then went to see the model of the fon- 
taine de FElephant, which is to be placed on the 
spot where the B«^tille stood, the Pedestal is be^un 
and we weie told is to be finished, the Elephant is 
so immense that a staircase is to be placed m one of 
its legs, to lead to the Castle on its back and to 
Rooms in the inside of its body, it is a sublime idea 
of old Bonny, and I wish it may be finished, we saw 
another building nearly accomplished, which was 
to be Le Magasm de TAbondance to contain pro- 
visions of eveiy kind of live stock to supply the 
Town of Pans foi a Year We tlien went over the 
Bridge of Austeihtz which is beautiful and then 
went to take a walk round the Palais Royal JThe 
Shops are the most tempting I ever saw, it is 
the scene of everything most depraved m Pans 
Before the Revolution it was the Palace of the Duke 
of Orleans At four o’clock we went to the Place 
Carousel to see the King drive out m his Carnage 
dnven with eight horses, and follow'd by another 
the same, empty, he looked very well and happy 
We then went into the Palace of the Thuilenes 
which I thought beautiful, but it was so ciowded 
that we huined thiough it In the evening we took 
the Girls to the Varieties Mi Acton met us Potheir s 
acting was excellent 

22nd Fbiday Emma went with her cousins to the 
Review near Montmartre wllere Ld Wellington 
leview’d 80000 men nearly all English I went to 
the Louvre Gallery A great number of fine pictures 
are gone and the walls are quite bare I understand 
every thing is to be restored to its owner and even 
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che Venetian bronze hoises in fiont of ^he Car on 
the Carousel, ''are to be ^aken down in a few^da^s 
The Parisians are quite angry, and say the English 
aie pillaging Pans The Vcte d'AgouIt call’d upon 
us, he was particulaily civil and is only jCist return’d 
from the Country He advised Fremantle to go to 
%he King to-moirow moing on hiS return from Mass 
My husband went to a dinner at the Duke of Wel- 
lington’s at 2 0 clock to meet the Emperor of Austna 
to whom he was introduced He leturn d quite happy 
from his dinner, saw the King, the Dsse d’Agou- 
lesme and Monsieur who were all very giacious to 
him I called on The Danvers, and went to see the 
Palais de Luxembourg, where there are several fine 
pictures of Ruebens, it was the Palace of Mane de 
Medicis, and th^ pictures all relate to her kfe and 
Regency There are also all the Seaports of Fiance 
bj^erney We dined at the Hotel and went to the 
IMdlre Fiancais where we were in extecies, at the 
Tartuffe the acting was excellent, and Mde Mars 
quite perfect The afterpiece was also very amusing 
and well acted There is no Orchestra and no music 
between the acts 

23rd Saturday Fremantle went to the Thuilenes 

24th Sunday We went to Mass at St Roi and at one 
o’clock at St Cloud, wheie a fair was held, and the 
Gaidens were crowded with people, boothes and 
every sort of Shows We saw the Palace which is 
most magnificently furnished and were delighted at 
the waterworks, the fountains and jets d’Eau are 
quite beautiful, they only play on jours de fetes I 
am told those at ’Versailles are still finer We were 
sorry to leave St Cloud so early and only returned 
near seven to dine at the Danvers where we met a 
family party, the Wm Fremantles, John Fremantles 
etc , etc I went with them this Eveng to the Duke 
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of VVelVngions wheie there was a very handsome 
^Assembly, all English Grassmi s?ing a great deal 
SiiT]haiies Steward mquiied affer my Sisters and 
was veiy civil 

28th Thisisday Dijon We again set out early and 
were much pleased with our route, the Country gets 
hilly and much pJettier towards Val de Seize, which^ 
IS in a deep valley, surrounded by woodland moun- 
tains We passed a Cioat Regiment, the women tliat 
follow'd it were perfect Gypsies and horrid looking 
cieatures We anived early at Dijon, the Austrians 
have encampment heie of 120000 men and are 
to be review'd by the Emperor on his passage 
thiough here to Milan There is a tiiumphal Arch 
at the entrance of tlie Town which was put up when 
Monsieur pass’d here last year 

29th Friday Dole I walked out after breakfast, 
wedt to Mass and m our way back were detained 
above an hour by an immense numbei of^c^f^rian 
tioops which maiched thiough the town There 
weie seveial Regiments of Cavalry, Hungarians, 
Bohemians, at least 12000 men It was a beautiful 
sight Fremantle spoke to the Archduke Maximi- 
lian who rode at the head of his Regiment, he was 
very giacious and asked him to remain here to-day 
but we found the carnages ready on our return to 
the Hotel, and went on to Dole — ^latlier a miserable 
place near the Jura Mountains, the Sun veiy in- 
different We met an English Gentleman vnth his 
son, of whom my marito made enqumes respecting 
the road, and he proved to be an old School-fellow 
of his named Astley There iJ excellent wine made 
near Dole, we saw all the peasants busy canying 
the Grapes in large Carts and squeezing out the 
Juice The women were very industrious through- 
out Fiance, and appear to work as haid as the men

IstOctobek SufeAY AuyRousses We^iose^tday 
light as usual, and set out early m the hope of leach- 
ing Geneva, but towards the end of the Second Stage 
after ascending some long and dangerous moun- 
t^uns, the post boy discover d^ that the front axle 
Tree of tjie Carnage was bieahmg We were obliged 
to get out and walk above a mile in a thick fog to 
the post house at Rousses, the most miseiable place 
I ever saw It was burnt down and pillaged by the 
Austiians two montlis ago, and only a few wretched 
Houses remain, riOt a blacksn^^ith in the place and 
we had no other resource but to remain m this vile 
place while the carriage was repair’d at Monz, where 
the foie wheels were sent to in a cart Nothing can 
descnbe the filth of the Inn and the poverty of the 
place, two Austrian Engineers who are here “^taking 
p®!^f the Country gave us up their rooms, and 
with the help of a good fire, and Alains Cooking, we 
kept ourselves fiom starving This place is on the 
summit of the Juia, quite in the clouds and the fog 
so intense we could not see anything I went to 
Vespers, the church well attended, but a miserable 
place 

2nd Mondvy Secheron near Geneva I nevei spent 
so wretched a night, we had two beds made on the 
dirty floor, foi myself and the girls, and the other 
two beds were occupied by the children and the 
Admiial We weie all kept awake by the Fie as ^ and 
by the noise of some Swiss Soldiers Before day light 
we were aU glad to'^et up, and were lucky in having 
a fine day, but not clear enough to walk to the 
highest part of Jura, call’d tlie Doss, from where 
theie is a magnificent view over the Pays de Vaud, 
Monts St Bernard, Mt Gothard and Mont Cenis 
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and f6und all was envellop'd iri a cloud -and 
therefor we*inissed our route whi4i\s through most 
picturesque Scenery, the woods 2re very fine chiefly 
of fir, mixed with foiest trees and the whole quite 
Swiss From La Vattay the road descends, and the 
first view of the Lake of Geneva and the surround- 
ing mountains isA^eiy fine, at Grex we were plagueci 
by an insolent post master who made^us take six 
horses, the road is through a rich and beautiful 
valley, with a number of country Houses, vineyards 
and Orchards We met Mr Barry who had been to 
see Vbltaire’s house which we pass'd We did not go 
into the town of Qeneva but remain'd at Secheron, 
a mil6 from it, wheie the inn is excellent, on the 
Lake We were delighted to get into a clean house, 
Ffemantle met Ld Cunningham, who invited him 
to a party at Geneva this eveng^ while Ly C offer d 
to tkke me and Emma, but I was too tir'd to accept 
Mr Barry and his friend a Mr Belsher dine<5^itii us 
His Carriage broke down m the mountains the same 
as ouis and another axle tree of an English carriage 
broke also We had eveiy thing very comfortable 
here, the House is full of English 
8th Sunday Domo Dossola We were obliged to get 
up long before day light and set out at six for ohr 
long Journey over the Simplon We began to ascend 
in the Town of Brigue and continued to mount for 
eight hours, the same horses go the six posts and 
back at Berisaal The road from its width, smootli- 
ness and easy ascent is made perfectly safe, and 
guarded all the way by either strong railing or stone 
wall III some places it is broken m and towaids the 
top the precipices aie tremendous We had six 
horses to our Barousche and three to the Cabriolet 
The Scenery is very fine We eat some cold meat at 
Berisaal and walked some part of the way We found

file ail cold w e got towards the top of the moiiu- 
tain wh^ch is ahvays covei'd with snow When v^e 
reached the 6th 'Refuge we weie made to pay^forty 
eight Lions, a tax lately imposed for the keeping up 
of the road, and we then descended for six miles 
and we reached the village of Simplon, where we 
changed horses and kept on o£r descending until 
luUe the fiist Italian town The road down the 
Simplon is equally good, but the Scenery much moie 
awful, and it must be extiemely dangeious in win- 
ter and spiing on account of the Avalanches The 
mountains are on each side of this nanow defile, 
quite perpendicular The road follows the nver losa, 
which runs with violence, it is cut through the 
Granite rock, and the largest Gallery through which 
the route passed i^s 117 yards, it is under the village 
Gahbio One of the bridges was blown up to prevent 
the^assage of the Austrians, and a few non bals put 
acro§*^o pass it now It was daik before we reached 
Domo Dossola, which appears still sui rounded by 
the Alps The Duke of Bedfoid arnved about an 
hoiii aftei us with three mails and seveial servants 
11th Wednesday Milan Albergo dTtalia Fre- 
mantle went to Ml Mirabeau the Banker, and 
walked about in search of lodgings He was de- 
lighted with the Opel a last night Mr Bany arrived 
in the evening, his carnage broke down again 
17th Tuesday I had a visit this morning fiom Old 
Benincasr, my poor Aunt Csse Rosenberg’s aeninn 
aim, he is till a fine looking man, 70 yrs of age, 
but full of life and spints, I had not met him since 
the Countess’s death 24 yrs ago I shall find him 
a very useful man m procuring masters etc He u 
extremely clever, learned and continues to write fo 
the press We have been treating with Mde VilL 
about her House in Porta Romana, and she has at 
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l^st accepted of 100 Louis for the months, winch 
^is rather dear, but eighty less tlian\vas asked at first 
ThS Milanese impose dreadfully upon strangers 
[And so the wheel has come full ciicle, and Betsey 
IS back^m Italy again wheie fiist we met her, an 
Englishwoman Italian? te There is much of ihe^ 
waspish child in^'her still Princess Metermch pre- 
sents her and four other ladies to the Emperor We 
five ladies rather alarmed the poor, dismal, siUy- 
looking man who hummed a few civil speeches to 
us and tlien dismissed us ' "Mrs Fitzherbert’s flirta- 
tion Witli Loid Stuait shocks ah the Italian ladies 
the Duchess of Sagans is quite abandoned by him 
She is much courted by all the Gennans, and her 
having divorced 3 husbands is quite oveilooked ' 
tSetsey now takes her daughteis to tlie same 
paities she went to as a girl, tlie same names occur 
again, it seems as though Bonapaite and th^p^sed 
bench, the Revolution and the wais, had. never 
existed Was it for this, one wondeis, tlie son of 
St Louis ascended to heaven and Nelson died at 
Trafalgar^ In oidei that pretty little Lady Fie- 
mantle might give tlie Miss Fremantles tllu same 
sort of good time that was enjoyed by the Miss 
Wynnes?] 

Saturday 27th Jatoary We dined at Prince Metter- 
nich's who gave his first gd dinner to all the great 
people, he has been suffering with sore eyes — there 
weie aliout 35 people, a grand set out and magnifi- 
cent dinner, I sat by fat Diettuchstem and Trott- 
mansdoif tlie grand Ecuyer, pd found it pleasant 
enough, aU the Gentlemen were m full dress, we 
went in the evening to a Ball at the Dsse de Sagans, 
" who was kind enough to invite me and tlie girls 
' ‘ altlio’ I had not been introduced to her, it was the 
prettiest Ball and tlie pleasantest we have had yet, 
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Ae compaii^ bSing select, all good -dapcers ^ad 
scarcely an}-'^ ^Jalians The Dsse is^ really a very 
charming woman, and T only wish she ha«d not 
divorced so many husbands Mrs Fitzherbert was 
the only English not asked 

[Now the plague is at Naples instead of tlie Revo- 
li|tion, but the war to make the»»woiId safe for ans- 
tocracy ended as did the subsequent war to make 
the worlJ safe for democracy, m a lestoration of the 
status quo ante, with slight changes in personnel 
[The same intelligent interest is shown by Betsey 
in her thirties as in her teens they visit s bionze 
factory ] 

Florence Saturday 17th February The Marchese 
di Mangnano calFd to take us to Manfredim's Bronze 
Manufactory, it is a very fine estabLshment ajid tlie 
gilding and work almost as good as at Pans, but 
unfortunately it will not be kept up, as it receives 
nd®Sf^port or encouragement from the Austnan 
Government We saw a very beautiful clock which 
IS made from the design of Guido’s Aurora, the pnce 
IS 22000 fiancs, the Emperor refused it, thinking it 
too d^ar, every article of jewellery is also made very 
neatly and the pnces appeared to be moderate We 
"afterwards went to see RafaeFs mosaics, the large 
picture of our Lord’s Supper is nearly completed, 
and is the largest and finest mosaic work which has 
ever been attempted, it really is as beautiful as any 
painting, it will be finished in a year, and then this 
fine establishment is also at an end, the variety of 
mosaic ornaments is great and some are lovely I 
went to the Opera ^this evening with Ctss Crivelh, 
poor Bandiralli had his fine Manteau stolen out of 
our Ante-room while he was giving Emma her sing- 
ing lesson, the two men servants were gone down 
^ and had left the door open The robbing just now 
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dreadful, scaicely a mght pass^ vnthout^ sifme 
« person being stabb’d,, owing tc^ tlie numbers of ' 
people out of employment ancf who fire actually 
starving with their families 

FkiDxVY February Marches e Marignano call d for 
us this morning at nine o’clock to take us to one of 
his farms, seven i^iles out of Town on the Pavia ^oad 
to see the process of making the laig^ Parmesan 
Cheeses We walked all over this farm, which is one 
of tlie largest, about 124 cows, 30 laige bullocks, 

24 horses, I was much smpnsed to see the women 
and cirildien of the Parish all collected m tire Cow^ 
Houses, theie thei^ live entirely, and merely go to 
their homes to dinner and to sleep, the farther end 
of all tliese stables aie allotted to them, there they 
sih'«pin and rock then childie^ji who are lying m 
then wooden ciadles, some aa maillot, others quite 
naked, the poor brats aie kept hoinbly dixt^^uth- 
out caps on then heads, and the women tli^iseives 
told me they never washed them now because tlie 
water was too cold, even gentlemen s children who 
aie now generally sent out to nurse are kept in the 
winter, with the rest of the peasants, anl???¥^the 
Cows, the heat is excessive, but I should think not 
at all unwholesome, this custom exists all over Lom- 
133 ^ 3 ^ jy — ^We went into the daiiy which is not so nice 
as our English dames and ail the work is done by 
men, the buttei is churned every day, and the milk- 
IS after waids put into a laige coppei over a slow fire, 
with something to cuid it until it becomes a hard 
substance, a man then lays over the Copper to place 
a cloth cover, it is then taken 8ut, weighing 60 or 70 
pounds, and put into tubs to salt, they are not good 
to eat under two years, one is made every day — ^We 
also saw the nee thrashed out, a great quantity and 
of'the best quality is grown m this country whichr 
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sf^akes^it im^lioresome Mi Mangnait?) ^ave us^an 
e'^cellei^t bre^L^^^ast and then drove u9»home 
SuNDAip 25th Fei&suary I 'call'd to see pool Benin- 
casa who is dying of an indigestion he took at the 
fete de la Noblesse He knew me but seenjs to suffei 
much and not likely to live till to-morrow His son 
i%not yet come, he is quite awai^ of his dangei, and 
has received all the Sacraments, a Lady attends him 
who has been very attentive to him — ^he meiely said 
Ah bonne Milady, je suis un Malhemeux, qui souffre 
beaucoup que le bon Dieu vous benisse — I took a 
turn at the Coiso after this melancholy visft it was 
veiy full, the Empiess came in her cainage with her 
hlothei at thiee o'clock 

[Aftei twenty-five years, Betsey returns to Venice 
1 lecollected it perfectly ' Maiy Montalbano^meets 
he^ again, with her son, who behaves veiy ill, she 
IS just the same, only thinner The Fiemantles lead 
th^'^siisie semi-highbrow life tlie Wynnes led meet 
Canova, Pauline and Lucien Bonaparte 'Prince Boi- 
ghese's mother was a veiy clever woman and dis- 
liked intensely tlie Prince's mariiage with Pauline 
He n^ er lived an instant happily with her and soon 
aftei his maiiiage complained to his mother whose 
'answer was "Mon fils, quand on epouse 10,000 
bayonettes on n'est pas couche sur des roses " Felton 
Hervey mamed Miss Bacon sistei to Jerome Buona-

’"We ^11 ^ent to Lady^A’Court’s^party, it was hot’ 
Two days later Fiemantle was dead Oh New Year s 
day 1^0 Betsey writes a post sciiptum to that 
death, the fiist event m her whole life tliat had 
caused her to mi^s writing daily in hei journal J 
Sunday, 1st January Since the sudden, awful and 
most heavy loss I sustained I have been involved m 
too much sorrow and misery to attempt giving any 
account of an event so calamitous in its conse- 


quen^ies, and for which I was so little prepared 
A year which had begun wijh every prospect of 
happiness has ended with a misfortune which must 
weigh heavy upon us, but I must submit to the will 
of’ providence and bear my heavy affliction with 
Christian fortitude I shall give 'as short an account 
as possible of these distiessmg moments, tliey can 
never be obliterated fiom my mind and aroi^cJtrpam-' 
ful to look back to On Saturday, 18th Deci my 
dearest and ever to be deplored Husband, was per- 
fectly well, took his usual drive, and seemed m vcxy 
good spirits at dinner He took his nap aftexi^nei, 
and Emma having a bad cold stayed at home, and 
he said he should siay also I went to Psse Sablono- 
Wika with Augusta and Captn Green, and when I 
came home befoie twelve o’clock, I found they had 
all gone to bed Mi Munio sent to me at daylight, 
to say the Admiral was not weE, I immediately went 
to him and found him complaimng very much of the 
pain and palpitation at his heart, which he was sub- 
ject to, he had been sick, his servant sat up with him 
all night and he had drank a quantity of wine and 
water, above a bottle of white wine I thought this 
had affected his head, for he talked m his sleep very 
jLKCoherenHy and we sent for Dr Reilly and also Dr^ 
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€rrffitli Mf ileiliy bled him the momSntrhe c^;'>ie, 
and tins seenfe^ to relieve his side ancThis breatmng, 
but he remained in a state of stupour anB pel^ectly 
insensible Giiffith came at eleven, bled him again 
and called in Dr Shortt everything whiclr art could 
suggest was done, he was put in a hot bath of rum 
aud salt water, had three bhsterC applied — but thus 
nothing cpuld save him and he expired at ten o'clock 
without a groan or struggle — without a warning of 
his appioaching end — and we are left to deplore his 
fate and the full weight of our Loss — I was not with 
him at the dreadful moment I did not appiehend 
any immediate danger and th^ Doctors wished me 
out of tire way — I scarcely know how I bore the 
blow, poor Charles was sent for and arrived m the 
night, his feelings can be easily conceived, he^had 
lef€ his father quite well on Saturday and found him 
a corpse on Sunday mghl The kindness Fhave 
expOT&iced from all my friends is beyond anything 
that can be said — ^as also Captn Green and Mr 
Mumo’s exertions and friendly behavioui The King 
who was much affected on hearing of this dreadful 
anted that the bunal might take place with 
military honors — and Genl Nugent came foiwaid 
fnost handsomely on the occasion — ^the last duties 
were performed on Wedy 22, attended by all the 
officers, almost all the English here, cavalry, and 
troops and tire Neapolitan Marines and followed 
by fifty carnages, Duke of Leeds, Ld Whitworth, 
Ld Spencer, in short all the English were theie and 
have shown the regard and respect they bore my 
departed Husband Sii Wm a Court sent an express 
to England, this will be a sad blow to Wm Fre- 
mantle and poor Tom, who I fear will find himself 
in great difficulties at first, I do not know whether 
. he has yet set out and I shall not be able to deter- 
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whaj: to do until I hear€roifi En^an^,^i>ut 
probably I^Iiall remain at Napi<^ th^ Summer ^ 
“'I hs.vt e^reiytbing aboilt me verp comfortable and I 
cannot beai to move, I could not see anybody until 
'Wednesday the 29th, when I had a visit from Ly 
Luslimgton, and the following days I saw Ly Alvan- 
ley, Ct and C^-ss^ Nugent, the Dss of Leeds and«Mr^ 
Pellew — the weather has continued hoirid, inces- 
sant ram and my pooi Giils cannot ev^n walk out, 
and look wretched 
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
